DATCHEt CANAL BILL*. 
OUNSEL wtfrc called to the bar on the fecond redding of 



\ the Datchet Canal Bill, when Mr. Darell was heard againft 
the Bill on the part of the Grand Jun£tion Canal Company^ 
who ftated that they had made a bargain with the citizens of 
London for a valuable confideration, when their proje£l was 
Under difcuflion in Parliament ; and that if the Bill then before 
their Lordfliips pafTed, the Grand Junftion Canal Company 
ought to be exonerated from their bargain, as the Datchet 
Canal would materially injure and diminifli the advantages 
refulting at prefent from their Canal. 

Mr. Plumer, who attended on behalf of the city of London 
in fuppoitof the Bill, contended that all that his Learned Friend 
had argued upon was fit matter of confideration for the Com« 
mittee, when the Bill (hould be before the Committee ; and 
there, if the obje£lion prefled by his Learned Friend fhould be 
found weighty enough^ it might be cured by the introduction 
of a claufe for that purpofe ; but that it did not apply at all to 
the principle of the Bill, and therefore required no anfwer, 
v/hen the fecond reading of the Bill was before the Houfe^ 
Mr. Plumer urged the great public benefits that would refult 
from the Datchet Canal if allowed to be carried into execution^ 
and laid great ftrefs on the various petitions^ in favour of it 
that had been prefented| whereas not a (ingle petition againft 
it had been heard of. 

* The Datchet Canal Bill is what is generally termed a private Bill, and 
not ufually noticed by Reporters ; but as the debate, like that'on the Bill fof' 
the prolongation of Marin al Conway's Patent, contained Tome general ar- 
guments on the particular fabjeft of an inftruftive nature, it was though! 
proper to give a iLetch of the arguments of the feverai Noble Speakers. 
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As Toon as Counfel were dire£ted to withdraw, the Marquis 
of Buclingham ftrenuoufly oppofcd the Bill, and afligneJ the 
reafons which had induced him to move that the Bill be read 
a fecond time that day three months. The Marquis compli- 
mented the Counfel on having wifely and properly confined 
themfelves to the precife points in queftion, and reafoned with 
great perfpicuity and force, but refted his main objeflion on 
the manifeft injuftice of the Bill, the operation of which would 
material] V injure a confiderable number of individuals, by 
cutting through their gardens and grounds. He ftated feme 
of the cafes to amount to that extent of injury that they would 
deprive their refidences of all degree of dcfireablenefs and com- 
fort. In one inftance he had heard that the Canal would pafs 
within twenty-five yards of a Gentleman's houfe. He faid 
undoubtedly great benefits had refulted to the country from its 
inland navigations by the means of Canals, which had greatly 
increafed the internal trade and commerce of the kingdom, 
but he reminded their LordOiips that it was a Parliamentary rule 
not to fan£tion the projefl of a canal, which proraifed great 
advantages in fpeculation, if It were obvioufly injurious to the 
property of private individuals, and equally adverfe to their 
opinions, their wiflies, and their interefts. The Marquis 
mentioned the injury that the proje£l would do the Thames^ 
on the banks of which he had paGed feveral of the early years 
of his life (at Eton ScJiool) between Datchet and Ifle worth ; and 
laid that as to the argument refpefting the number of petitions 
prefented in favour of the Datchet Canal from a variety of 
trading towns, they all knew how eafy it was to obtain thofe 
petitions \ but if they were examined, their LordQiips would 
fee that feveral of the towns from which petitions had 
come could have little or no intereft or connexion with 
the canal in queftion. For indance, what could the town of 
Cardiff, fituated at fuch a diftance, have to do with Datchet 
Canal? After dating his objections at confiderable length, the 
Marquis concluded with repeating, that he moved that the fe- 
cond reading of the Bill be adjourned to that day three mondis. 

The Earl of Coventry faid, there was a part of the cafe* of 
the city of London to which he muft objed, v/z. the injury 
that the operation of the canal would effeCl on thofe indivi- 
duals, whofe gardens and grounds would be cut through, 
becaufe their LordQiips ail knew, that it was an invariable rule 
with Parliament never to make private injullice the bafis of 
public convenience. To the other part of the cafe of the 
friends arid parties to the Bill, his Lordfliip owned himfelf 
favourably inclined. 

Tbi 
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i- The Earl of Radnor Y>To(cfCedhimkl{ a fijcnd to the Bill, 

and very forcibly difplayed the great advantages that would 
refult from it to the Public. He reminded their Lordfliips 
that it was not an avaricious aim to get immenfe wealth that had 
led the projeftors to aflc the fan£lion of the Legiflature to the 
^ propofed undertaking. By the Bill their profits were redrained 
to a dividend of ten per cent, and all the furplus tolls were to be 
appropriated to the difcharge of the prefent debt on the Thames, 
and the prefcrvation and improvement of the navigation in fu- 
ture. The navigation of the river would therefore rather be im- 
proved than impeded) and the more efpccially as the whole water 
of the canal would be delivered into the Thames at Ifleworth. 
His Lordfhip fpoke of the various other circumftances that 
would attend the navigation of the canal in refpefl to the 
' commerce of the country, not only internally and confined to 
England, but as it extended to Ireland, and all other kingdoms 
and countries, whofe convenience it fuited to carry on a mari- 
time intercourfe with the weftern counties of England, and 
which were fituated on the coaft. He fpoke of the fhortening 
of time that it would make in the carriage of goods from thofe 
parts to London, as well from its diminiOiing the length of the 
prefent navigation, as from the acceleration of paiTage that 
mud necefiarily attend it. Nor would it, he faid, be without 
its advantages to the foil of the country through which it was 
intended to be cut, that being for the mod part common and 
wade lands, mud of courfe feel its beneficial effeds in an 
eminent degree. With regard to its being at all likely to pre- 
judice the intereds of the fmall towns on the river from Staines 
to Ifleworth, from the apprehended danger of its interfering 
with the water carriage already long fince edabliflied and carried 
on with thofe towns, the apprenennon was altogether idle 
and groundlefs, as it was matter of notoriety that each of 
I thofe towns fituated on or near the banks of the Thames had 
I * a double fecurity, their own peculiar barges and boats, and 
j the circumdance of its not being worth the while of thofe who 
I meant to be, and probably would be the perfons who would 
navigate the Datchet Canal, to take goods of (hort carriage, 
and ftop either to deliver them or take up others by the way, 
at t!ie fmall towns as they pafTed, becaufe their great obie£t 
mud be to load with goods dcdined to be carried on board their 
barges to and fro, the whole length of their intended naviga- 
tion. His Lordlhip declared that it was not neceflary to fay a 
word rcfpedting the Bafingdoke Canal Company, as they 
had not tnought it worth their while to appear by counfel at 
their bar ; and with regard to the arguments urged in favour 
of the Grand Tundtion Canal Company, they certainly did not 
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^pply to the fecond reading of the BilL Great ftrefs, he ob« 
ferved, had been laid on their bargain with the city of London : 
IPerfuaded as he had been that the agreement for that bargain 
was fair and iiberal, he had prepared for the original of it bcHg 
at hand4 and if anyofth^ir JLordlbips wished to fee it, a perfoo 
was in the Houfe ready to produce it at their bar. The Grand 
Jun£lion Canal Company found it their intereft to enter into that 
agreement i they had (ince derived coniiderable advantage under 
}t, and there was no good ground whatever for that Company 
now (landing forw^trd and oppoQn^ the prefent Bill. Hi^ 
Lordfhip added further arguments ni favour of the Bill, and 
concluded with repeating that the agreenoent might be ininie"> 
diatcly referred to if neceffary, 

Ttf Duke of Ciareme rofe to ftate in as few words as pof- 
fible his objcdions to the Bill. His Royal Highnefs faid, their 
Lord(hips might recolle£l that a former Biil had been brought 
into Parliament for cutting a canal from Windfor to Ifleworth, 
and that it met with great renftancci on acconnt of thee£Fc£l its 
operation would have on the town of Windfor; the confc* 
quence was, the Bill was loft. By the prefent Bill their Lord- 
ihips would fee, that the projedors had taken away the objec- 
tion relied on in the former cafe, by making the commencement 
of their cut from Datchet, juft one mile nearer to London ; but 
the prefent Bill was liable to all the other objcdions that had 
been urged againft the Windfor Canal Bill, and fo ably dated 
by the Noble Marquis who opened the debate. Certainly the 
propofed canal could not be carred intb effeft wid^out manifeft 
injullice to many private individuals, through whofc grounds 
and gardens fituated on the coafl of the Thames it was in- 
tended to pafs} and it would produce another confequencc not 
unworthy of their Lordfhips coniideration, as it was of a pub- 
lic nature: What he meant was, the injury it would do to the 
navigation of the Thames between Datchet and Staines, and 
gtaines and Ifleworth. The navigation of that part of the 
Thames, his Royal Highnefs faid, was well known to be much 
incommoded by the growth of ftifF weeds, which from the 
fliallownefs of the water (hot up in the fummer, and in Oc- 
tober, when the rains fell, they rotted towards their roots, and 
the towing of barges through them contributed eiFeaually to 
remove them. By the means of the new canal opening a 
(horter paflagc from Datchet to Iflewortbi the navigation of 
barges through the part of the river to which he had allude^ 
would ill fi great meafure be diverted, and confequently di- 

Sinilhed. The Duke faid, he had, like the Noble Marquis, a 
rong predileaion for that noble river the Thames, on pretty 
|if arly th? fam? account^ haying fpcnt much of his tipae ii^ 

^arly 
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early life on its banks ; and indeed, another perfon for wliom 
he entertained the higheft refped and efteeni, the Prince of 
Wales, felt as he did on the occafion, and wifhed the Bill to 
be thrown out. Nor did he wonder at it, fince his brother had 
good reafon to entertain that feeling, and had given him his 
proxy to ufe as he thought proper ; but as he rather wiflied the 
fate of the Bill to be decided by its own merits, than any per- 
fonal interefts, Ke aflured their Lordfiiips he did not mean to 
ufe his brother's proxy on the occafion. 

7he Earl of Caernarvon in a very ftrong fpecch fiipported 
the Bill, and reinforced the arguments of the Earl of Radnor 
by additional arguments of his own. The Earl ridiculed the 
idea of its being of greater public utility to continue the na* 
vigation of the Thames, confefledly fo bad and fo clogged with 
weeds, that to keep it at all fit for the paifage of boats and 
barges, it required the conftant clearance occafioned by veiTels 
of burden being dragged over the crowds of weeds which 
filled it, than of countenancing a canal which would be free 
from all fuch inconvenience, and would return every drop of 
vraterit either prevented from falling into the Thames, or ac- 
quired by means peculiar to itfelf, into the Thames, at lile- 
worth, as well as accelerate the conveyance of goods by (hortr 
ening the palTage in the degree of fourteen miles faved out of 
twenty-eight. The Earl dwelt on the circumftance of the 
canal's being more likely to prove advantageous to the navi« 
gation of the Thames, than detrimental, as . by the Bill the 
proprietor^ would be reftri£led to a dividend of ten per cent, 
profit, and the furplus produce of the tolls would be appro- 
priated to the improvement of the navigation of the Thames 
between Staines and Ifleworth. He mentioned a letter from 
Mr. Finch, a miller, who would undertake to deliver a given 
quantity of wajter into the 'iliames, through the medium of 
the Datchet Canal, for a moderate price. (His Lordfhip M^as 
interrupted by the Marquis of Buckingham and other Lords, 
who faid Finch had fold his water to the Dntchet Canal Com- 
pany, provided the Bill fhould pafs.) His Lordiliip added 
piany further arguments in favour of the Bill. 

The Earl of Moira argued forcibly againft the Bill, and in re- 
ply to the mod material parts of the Earl of Caernarvon's fpeech. 
The letter which the Noble Earl had mentioned, his Lordfliip 
faid, could not be much relied on, as it came from a miller, 
known to have fold his water to the proprietors of the canal for 
ten thoufand pounds. The Noble Earl had alfo not fairly dated 
the argument of the Noble Duke near him relative to the ufe 
of the barges navigating the part of the Thames between 
P^tphct and Ifleworth, by preventing the growth of weeds 

V'hich 
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which were apt to (boot up in the river in the fpring, and would 
impede the navigation of it confiderably if not kept down and 
prevented by barges pafTing to and fro, through that part of 
the channel. He touched upon moll of the topics adverted to 
by the Marquis of Buckingham, and faid, it would be in the 
higheft degree unjuft to countenance a proje£t which would 
manifeftly tend to injure, if not deprive, not only perfons of 
rank and fortune, but perfons who by the purfuits of honeft 
jnduftry had entitled themfelves to poilefs villas and houfes on 
the bank of the Thames, of thofe villas and houfes, which 
they probably cdnfidered as the higheft comforts of their lives. 
His Lordfhip con eluded, after a variety of further obfervationsy 
with declaring that he Oiould concur with the Noble Marquis 
in voting ^' that the Bill be read a fecond time that day three 
months/' 

The Earl of Caernarvon^ and Lord Moira^holAi fpoke (hortljr 
^ in explanation. 

The Earl of HarJwicie fupported the Bill in a fhort 
fpeech. 

The Lord Chancellor argued at fome length againft it, and 
refted his objeflion principally on the inju (lice to individuals 
that would attend its operation— a matter which it would ill 
become their Lordfhips to difregard at any time. 

The Earl of Carlijle fpoke in favour of the Bill, and declared 
that he did not fee the force of the argument that the canal 
would injure the Thames by running fo near it, and taking 
part of the water, as it would return confiderably more water 
than it took into the Thames at the entrance of it at Ifleworth, 
9nd he fuppofed no canal had ever been cut which did not run 
near fome river or other: If therefore that were relied on as a 
main obje£lion, the fame objection would apply to all canals. 

The Marquis of Buckingham^ in explanation, faid, that when 
a canal took the water from a navigable river, it was always felt 
as an injury that mud be made good by the proprietors of that 
canal. The Marquis declared he had been verfed in inland 
navigations in the county in which he lived, and he had 
known indances where, in order to recompenfe the injuryj 
canal proprietors conveyed large quantities of water overland 
in troughs, and by other means, at a very confiderable ex-» 
pence. 

The Bifhop of Rochejer oppofcd the Bill very ftrenuoufly. 
He began with declaring himfelf to have been much ftruck 
with the grounds on which the Noble and Learned Lord on 
the woolfack had reded his objeflion to the Bill, viz. on the 
roanifed injudice of it. He faid he was himfelf imprefled 
virith the fame fcntiment^ and ^hen he had been applied to by 

the 
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the agent tp obtain the confent of a refpeftable body, of which 
he had the honour to be the head, who poffefled eftates con- 
nefted with the parts of the country the canal was intended 
to pafs through) he had dlre£ily anfwered the agent by faying, 
that if the chapter of Wcftminder fhould ever be willing to 
confent, he would rife up in his place, as a Lord of Parliamentf 
and oppofe it on account of its public injuflice. His Lord- 
ihip expatiated on the mortification and difappointment that all 
thofe individuals who had houfes, villas, and grounds on the 
delicious banks of that noble river the Thames, would ex« 
perience, when, if the canal were carried into effe^, they would 
find themfelves on the fudden tranfported as it were by a ma- 
gician's wand to the fide of a common fewer or a dry ditch ; 
tor fuch in appearance and in fa£l would that part of the 
Thames become that now ran between Datchet and Ifleworth. 
He faidj he was fomewhat aftoniflied at the anfwer that had 
been given by the Noble Earl who fpoke laft to the objection 
that the intended canal would materially injure the Thames by 
running fo near it, and depriving it of the water that would 
otherwife fall into it. The Noble Earl had faid, that the fame 
objeQion would apply to all other canals, as every one ran 
near fome river or other. But did the Noble Earl recoIle£t that 
all rivers were not navigable rivers ? and that was the circum- 
ftance which gave« the argument the whole force it poflefied. 
The Bifhop faid, much ftrefs had been laid in the courfe of the 
debate refpefting the payment of the furplus of the tolls after 
dividing loper cent, profit among the proprietors to the city of 
London, in order to its bein? appropriated to the improvement 
of that part of the Thames, the navigation of which would be in 
a great degree deferted, if not wholly abandoned, in confe«* 
quence of the (horter paflage by the new canal. He faid, he 
was willing ta take it for granted that the city of London 
would ftrifkly comply with the terms of the A£l, that they 
would not fail to appropriate the furplus to the improvement 
of the navigation oi the Thames between Datchet and Ifle* 
worth, or rather that they would not confume the money in 
adding to their feafts — in plain Englifh, that they would not eat 
the tolls } ftill he could not think that was any compenHition 
for taking away the water from the Thames, nor would the 
returning it at Ifleworth make any amendment, as the (hailow- 
nefs complained of in the river was principally in that part of 
it between Datchet and Ifleworth, and not between Ifleworth 
and London. His Lordfhip adverted to the petitions ^ich 
had been prefented in favour of the Bill, and fo much relied 
on at the bar, and faid, he had taken the trouble to look into 
them. Two of them came from towns of which he knew 

fome- 
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fomething, though they were at a confideraUe diflance from 
each other; the one was Wootton BaflTet, the other Car- 
marthen. He was at a lofs to imagine what connexion the 
former could have with the intended Datchet Canal, or in what 
manner its intercft was concerned in it. The latter, Car-^* 
marthen^ Mras a town he had fpent fome rears of his life in, and 
therefore he was naturally anxious to fee who of his old ac- 
quaintance had Ggned the petition in favour of the prefent Bill. 
Upon looking to the names fubfcribed to the petition he found 
two or three phyficiansy feveral apothecaries, and a lift of peo- 
ple^ who he believed were not materially interefted in any 
trade carried on between Carmarthen and London. But their 
Lordfliips were no ftrangers to the manner in which fuch pe- 
titions were obtained, nor the little reliance tliat was to be 
placed on them. Having put this in a forcible point of view^ 
the Bifliop added other arguments, and concluded with declar- 
ing, that he fliould vote for the motion of the Noble Marquis» 
The Houfe divided on the queftion : 
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HOUSE OF COMMONS.

BANKERS CLERKS. 

The Order of the Day was read for the fecond reading of 
the Bill for more effe£lttally proteasing bankers and others fronz 
the depredations of their clerks. 

Mr. Dent faad, that this Bill would add to the already im* 
menfe code of penal laws, without being adequate to the pre* 
vcntion of. peculation. The falary of clerks was too low, 
confidcring that they were placed in fituations of tiuft and re- 
fponfibtltty J and the fecurity given with them was alfo too low; 
they commonly gave bonds of indemnification to the amount 
of I cool., or poffibly aoocJ., whereas they had in their pocket* 
books^every day bills and notes to a much larger amount, fome- 
times 1 5,oool. To the inadequate falary and fecurity might 
be traced the caufes of varioOs frauds and robberies; and if 
bankers and merchants would be more cautious and more li- 
beral, it would be altogether unneccflary to pafs this Aft, 
which propofcd to make thefe frauds liable to the puniihments 
of great and petty larceny. He had another objeAion, the 
lateiicfs of the feffion, which would prevent the Bill's obtain- 
ing fo full a difcuflion as it ought to receive. . He weuld not 
I then 
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then divide the Houfe, bul he would oppofe it in the Com* 
inittce.. 

Alderman Curtis faid^ that the Bill was produced early in the 
fefGorii and due time and notice given ; and as to the other 
obje£lions of the Hon. Gentleman, they feemed to his under- 
ilanding ftrong arguments in favour of the Bill, fo ftrong and 
full indeed) that he did not think it neceflary to fay another 
ivord on the fubjefk. 

The Bill wus read a fecond time, and committed for Thurf* 
day. 

The Bill for explaining ceruin doubts concerning the duty 
en excife, went through the Committee, and was ordered to 
l>e reported the next day. 

The Houfe then refoived itfelf into a Committee of Ways 
and Means. 

IMPERIAL LOAN. ^ 

The Chancellor 0/ tit Exchequer faid) that when the Britifli 

and Auftrian loans were agreed for, the fubfcribers who were 

to contribute to the BritiQi loan were allowed alfo a certain 

fliare in the Auftrian loan ; but that loan being now only for 

4,6oo,oool. inftead of 6',ooo,oool. to which it was then fup* 

pofed it would amount, their bonus was not fo great, and 

therefore, hy agreement, in fuch a c:ife, he was to give a bonus 

in the BritiOi loan, in a juft proportion to the deficiency in the 

Auflrian loan. He would therefore move, •* TTiat every fub* " 

fcriber to the Britifli loan fiiould have is. in the long annuities 

for every lool. Aibfcrifoed, from the i oth of 0£lober 1794, for 

65! years, in addition to the 8s. 6d. already granted, to which 

it fliould be added as joint ftock."*- Agreed to, and the report 

to be received next day* 

Mr. Dent gave notice, that at an early period of the next 
fciRons he (hould bring, in a Bill to coneGt abufes which now 
exifted in the carriage of newfpapers. 

COMMITTEE OF SUPPLY. 

It was moved that a fum of 1,5001. fliouid be granted to 
the Veterinary College, for the puipofe of eftablilhing and 
making provifion for perfons ikilled in farriery. 

Mr. Powys wad asainft the motion. It was a fum that, he 
faid, he did not think at this time ought to be granted. 

Alt. Jalliffe alfo oppofed it. ^ ^ 

iifr. Si/;»«/r faid, that where the loffcs in horfes were for 
fon^e time back found to be fo great, and the benefits that were 
likely to arife from the grant were likely to be fo confiderablcj 
\t did not think that any Gchtleman would'dlflent from it.

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Gfnerat Tarleton voted for the fum requircdt confidering that 
the cultivation of the fcience of farriery was a thing very dc- 
firable to the aroiy, as well as to the Public in gejieraL — The 
refolution pafled| and the report was ordered to he btought up 
the next day. 

ENCUSH PRISONERS IN FRANCE. 
Air, Maurue Rohinfon faid,'he wtfhed to know of a Right 
Hon. Gentleman ^Mr. Dundas)^ whether any meafures had 

* been adopted for tne purpofe of eSefiing an exchange of pri* 
foncrs with the French ? 

Mr. Secretary Dundas replied, that there certainly had been a 
pcrfon fent to France for that purpofe, but that the French 
f;iid they did not deem it expedient to enter upon a negotiation 

• of that nature with us, and declared, " that we ftood in need 
of men more than they did." — He aflured the Hon. Member 
that every meafure on that fcorcy confiftent with the dignity of 
the country, liad been taken. 

PRINCE OF WALES'S DEBTS. 

The Houle rcfolvcd itfelf into a Committee to confider q( 
appropriating an annual fum out of the confolidated fund for 
the payment of fuch part of the Prince's debts as may remain 
unpaid at his deceafe. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer faid, that he had already 
given notice of the nature of the inftruftion which he intend- 
ed to propofe, and fliould therefore move, 

«• That proTtfion b« made for tbe appropriation oftn annual Tom of 
651O00I. out of the confolidated fundi towandi the liquidating of fuch port 
of the debts, now owing by fait Royal Highnefs the Prince of Walca^ as 
may remain unpaid, in the event of the deceafe of ht» Royal Highnefs. 

«< That it be an inOruaion to the Cbmmittee of the whole Uooisff to 
whom the Bill for cnablmg his Majefty to fettle an annuity on hit Ro^l 
Highnefi the Prince of Walet, during the life of his Majefty, and of the 
life of bis laid Royal Highnefs \ for making provilion for the payment of 
any debts, that may be due from his Royal Highnefs, out of bis revenaetf 
f^r preventing the contracting of the like debtt in future ; and for regulating 
tht mode of expenditure of the faid reveaoet, is committed. That thty baft 
power to make proviiion in the faid Bill purfuant to theiaid refolutioo*'* 

* General Smith roCc to exprefs his fcntlments upon the ar- 
rears of Cornwall in the rrince's minority; they would, if 
forthcoming, amount to within ioo,oool. of the Prince's 
debts; it was therefore in the higheft'degrce important tocon- 
fider, whether the Prince had a right to be paid them ; if he 
had| the creditors had a right, and they ought to be applied to 
3 "^ •-•'•• tie 
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the extinction of their demnnds. He regretted the abfence of 
the Attorney General, but declared that he had been little in- 
fluenced by the arguments of that Learned Gentleman and re- 
fpeflable Law Officer on a former night; as he had fincc 
examined ail the Charters and A£ls of Farliament, he would 
venture to aflert that fuch arguments were wholly without 
foundation. What had been faid relative to Knights fervicc 
on the occafion, he thought erroneous, and that the fituation 
of thePrince, circumftanccd as he is in the Bill before the ' 
Houfe, is perfeAly trammeHed. It was proper for that Houfe 
to probe this matter to the bottom, particularly as their ef- ^ 
forts may tend to extricate the J?rincc from thofe drfgraceful 
fetters and trammels in which he is bound, and which may 
fub]e£\ him to a kind of dependence on minifters, which would . 
be tending neither to his honour nor dignity. He did not pre-r ^ 
tend to fay that the Houfe could decide on thefe claims, for 
they involved points which were fit to be decided by judges 
of the land ; but, they might be cognizable before a commiflioa 
appointed by Parliament, and he thought the Houfe fliouid 
come to fome plain, pofitive, and dccifive refolution on the , 
fubjedl, which he (hould endeavour to cffe£luate on another * 
day. 

Mr. Lamhton thought the Houfe ought to come to fuch de-r 
ciljon before one blank was filled up in the Bill. Many per- . 
fons had avowedly voted for the large income with a view to , 
the payoient of debts \ if they could be paid out of the Prince's 
own property, and that a fund could be produced from the ar- 
rears before the Bill pafled, many Gentlemen, ai^d himrdJF , 
among the number, would confider a fmallcr income fufficient^ , 
poflibly too,oool. or iiOjOOoL 

Sir M. White Ridley faid, that the revenue of the Dutchy of 
Cornwall daring the minority mud have been applied either to 
the privy purfe, or to thf^ otter purpofes of the civil lift: In 
either cafe it was a debt to the Prince from his Majcfty, or 
from the Public. As a debt due to him it belonged undoubt- 
edly to his creditors* He thought that it was a claim which 
well deferved to be inquired into, as the refult might tend to 
refcue the Prince from that odium artfully attempted to be 
thrown upon him oo account of the extent of his debts, att 
odium which the enemies of the conftitution might be defirous 
to transfer from bis perfpn to that office which he was one daf 
dcftincd to fill. 

The Chancelhr of the Exchequer faid, Gentlen^n, when they 
fpoke fo, did not appear to have fufl^ciently confidered th^ 
matter. As to what the Attorney General faid, who was not 
tlnmia bis place^ ;iad vhidi became fo muchthefubjedlof the 

C z animaA» 
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animadverfion o( the Hon. General (Smith), he would rrply, 
^as not the law of the land open for the determination of 
the matter in difpute? The queftion of property>he thought, 
oiight not to be fwayed by legiflatiTe interference. If the 
Prince had any right to the proceeds of the Datcby dur- 
ing his minority, either he or his creditors had it in their 
power to urge the claim, and to recover by the common coorfe 
of law. It was b^ no means proper for that HouCb to inter- 
fere in the inreftigation. Suppofmg that the Prince had a 
right to recover from his Royal Father, he muft refund what- 
ever had been granted to him by his Majefty, which he had no 
right to receive. With refpefl to the odium' incurred by the 
debts, however he might regret the impreflion, he could not fo 
far deceive himfelf or the Public, as to fujpp(>fe tliat the efla- 
bliQiment of his claim would have any etcSt to remove that 
odium. That there had been fome blame was true; fome of 
which, as being juft and moderate, he could not difapprove; 
but a great deal of which, as being acrimonious and indecent, 
he muft ftrongly difapprove. Neither the Prince in contract- 
ing thefe debts, nor Parliament in the former provifion which 
they had made, had in contemplation any fuch fumas was now 
contended to* be due to him from the Dutchy of Cornwall. 
The Piinc^ received his eftablifhment without any view to 
fiich a claim. His debts had been paid in 1787, and a large 
fum given for the repairs of Carlton»houfe, which Parliament 
never would have given if fuch claims were thought oL The 
revenues* of that iSutchy daring the minority had, with other 
funds, been applied to the purpofcs of the civil lift ; as fuch 
they had been recognized by Parliament ; and the only quef- 
tion with refpeft to the Public was, Whether they Oiould 
make provifion to pay the debt by inftalments in the event of 
the demife of the Pnnce, or make the whole amount of the 
proceeds chargeable at once upon the country, with a view to 
the immediate liquidation of 10 much of the debt? 

Sir Matthew White Ridley having fpoken a few words in ex- 

f»ranation, proceeded to ftate that it would appear to the Pub^ 
ic highly indecorous in the Prince to engage in any legal liti- 
gation with his Royal Father upon the matter, ouch a pro* 
ceeding would tend to throw more obloquy on him than any 
thing which has heretofore occurred, and it would be his 
earneft wifli that all litigation in the bufinefs Ihould be entirely 
avoided. 

Sit W, Milner gave it as his opinipn, that incere the Prince ad- 
viled to purfue his claim to the amount of the revenues of the 
Dutchy of Cornwall, he would find himfelf involved in a moft 
dUagrecablc and difgraccful litigation with bis Royal Father, 

which 
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vrhich would rather increafe than dimtnifli the public odium 
already incurred by the difcuflion of his debts in Parliament. 

Mr. Sheridan faid, he was forry that the Right Hon* Gen- 
tleman (Mr* Pitt) had fpoken fo largely of the odium that had 
been thrown upon his Royal Highnefs, in coniequence of 
'what had been the fubjeft of dlfcuflion relative to him, as all 
the odium that feemed to attach itfelf had been the refult of 
the conduft of the Right Hon. Gentleman towards his Roval 
Highnefs. As to the affertion of the Hon, Gentleman, tnat 
no pradical good could accrue to the country from the con- 
fideration and determination of the queftion, he would anfwer 
to this, that this good would arife, that the country would then 
fay his Royal Highnefs paid his debts with his own money, in- 
ftfeadof that of the people. The Prince might fay, ■*'ldid 
not, in fetting out in the world, receive my due — if I had, thefc 
dfebts would never have been incurred ; but as I am involved, 
I have a tight to pay them with my own property, and I am 
by no means liable tocenfure for fpending my own money," 

Had the arrears of the Dutchy been given at his fetting out, 
he would not now, in all probability, be fo much * involveil. 
The arrears of the Dutchy of Ofnaburgh were paid 'to the 
Duke of York, which tended much to relieve him. — He would 
a(k then, upon wiiat principle of di(lin£tton were thofe of the 
Dutchy of^ Cornwall withheld from the Prince of Wales? 
The fame principle appeared to him to apply to both equally. 
As to the right of the proceeds of the Dutchy during the mi- 
nority of his Royal Highnefs, and the right to them, he fup- 
pofed his Majefty could have no poflible objeftion to put the 
matter in fome amicable train of adjuftment. 

It was not unufual, Mr. Sheridan faid, for friendly fuits to 
be put into Chancery, and he did not fee why this bufinefs 
might not be fettled, and the Prince's right fairly recognized 
*-^as it fignifies not to the creditors how tlicy are paid (if paid 
at all), whether by the country or by the Prince, and they arc 
not fo materially concerned, he thought, that an inftru£lk)ti. 
(hould be given to the commiflioners to take meafures as to the 
4etermination of the right of his Royal Highnefs to the pro* 
ceeds, which he thought decidedly to be his. — It had been ad- 
vanced that the income had been expended in the education of 
the Prince. Were even this the cafe, he could not fee the lefs 
the Princess right to it, as he conceived that the Prince, were 
no Dutchy exifting, fliould be brought up at the expence of 
his Majefty, whom he looked upon merely as a euardlan, who 
was afterwards to be accountable to his Royal Highnefs. The 
cafe of Charles the Firft, adverted to by a Learned Gentleman 
(Mn AnftrutherJ on a former night, be could not think at all 

in 
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in potnt» bccaufc it was to be recolIe£led that Charles theFirft 
was not Jiiii/r prlmogefiittts^ and mud therefore have had the 
Dtttchy from the Sovereign, either by grant or purchafe. The 
A£k of Charles the Second, in refpcft to feudal tenures, had 
alfo a bearing on the Dutchy of Cornwall, and had confe- 
quently exempted it from guardian(faip in chivalry. 

Mr.Slicridan entered into nearly the fame legal obfervations 
n>ade by him on a former night on this fubje£):, and concluded 
hy declaring it to be his opinion, that the coramilTioners ought 
to be.in(bru£ied as to the fpeedy adjudment of this Important 
matter. 

Afr. Afijlruther faid, that ho\vever foreign it nright be ta 
Iris inclinations to enter widely into the fubjeft of difcuflion^ 
die official fituation which he held under his Royal Highnefs> 
would notwithftanding urge him to throw what light he was 
able upon the fubje£l. As to the revenues of the Dutchy, 
from the birth of the Prince to his being of age, the Public 
hadieen their application, and their appropriation to the civil * 
YxKi and ho conted could pofTibly, he was of opinion, arifeon 
that head. The Prince himfelf had never difputed the pro- 
priety of their appropriation^ or once imagined them withheld 
from him. 

He took an.hidorical furvey of the Dutchy from its original 
tenure, and faid, that from all that he could colle£l: from the 
documents he confulted, he could not find himfelf juilified^ as 
the law officer of his Royal Highnefs, in giving advice to him 
to enter into any litigation concerning the Dutchv. He entered 
into a minute detail of particulars refpefting tne Dutchy, in 
the teign of Charles the Id andlld> and quoted the opinion of 
the judges in 161 j, who were all of them of a different opinion 
from the Gentleman who fpoke lad; that opinion, he faid, had 
been fandiioned by Lord Hardwicke, who had declared that 
th^ primogenitus^/ius was the elded fon then living. 

From all therefore that he had feen, he was fully juftified ' 
in preventing the Prince from indltuting any proceedings as . 
to his right to the income of the Dutchy, becaufe the creditors 
could not derive any advantage from them, however their ap- ' 
propriation might be arranged. He was forry that a conO- 
derable (hare of acrimony had been introduced into the d!fcuf« 
fion of the bufmefs, which could not refle£l: in any degree on 
the dignity pf the Houfe, or affi)rd fatisfaftion to the rublic. 
Mr. Andruther concluded by faying, that he thought that the 
prefent difcuffion was totally foreign to the quedion propofed 
to the Committee, 

Mr. Sheridan faid, there was an obvious diflference of opinion- 
between the Learned Gentleman and the Chancellor of the . 

£xchc» 
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Exchequer : The latter thought the bufinefs came entirely under 
the cognizance of the l^w, and was not properly ful^eft to the 
legiflative interference of Parliament i whereas the Hon. Gen* 
' tleman who juft fat down had indeed put an end to the claims; 
)ie had delivered an opinion that the creditors could not fuCf 
and faid that he would not advife the Prince to fue. His opi« 
nioni he hoped) would not lead the Prince in a point of fuch 
magnitude) whatever dependence may be placed on his legal 
knowledge. If any Gentlemen did not feel now far the Prince** 
character was concerned, they fhould at lead confider) that 
he was for nine years to be fent into a degraded and igno- 
minious bondage ; (hackled and manacled like a cul^prit ; his 
hands tied up ; put into a fi tuition where no truft would be 
given him) nor liable to be fued for his debts; put in the tram- 
mels of tawdry eclipfe ; in a kind of flirivelled dignity, like a 
moufe ander a canopy of ftate, with his treafurer and his va« 
rious ofEcerS) but without fplendour, figure^ or comfortable 
feeling. 

General Smith replied to the arguments of Mr. Anftruthcr ; 
and in fupport of what he had faid in reference to the Dutclrj-, 
he cited the preamble and fome of the enadling clauiesolthe 
Aft of Charles the lid, whence, he contended, it appearec?, 
that the Dutchy of Cornwall was not fubjeft afterwards to tlic 
guardianfliip of chivalry, or to any feudal jurifdiftion* 

Mr, Anjlruther explained. 

Mr^ Lamhton thought, in the prefent ftage of ^^ bufineft, 
they were in that fituation that they (hould examine the ac* 
count, and fee what lay on both the debtor and creditor fide«^ 
and, after ftriking a juft balance, let the country fee whether 
tlie Prince had any legal claim on the Dutchy or not. 

Mr. Sumner wiftied to know whether the debts for whidi 
liis Royal Highnefs was furety in behalf of his brothers, were 
' in tliat (late that there was a certainty of their not finally fall- 
ing on him— and this alfo was a matter that ought to be fettled 
to the fatisfaAion of the Houfe. 

Mr. Sheridan declared, that this was a material circvmftancc. 
The debts of the Dukes of York and Clarence, it had bren 
faid, were in a train of liquidation, and therefore were not irf- 
* eluded in the account of the Prince of Wales's debts.. But 
though they were not included in the account^ the Houfe did 
not mean to extinguifli the (ecurity which creditors of their 
Koyal Highneifes poffefled j and befides, it ought tol>exe* 
membered, that the death of cither the Duke of York, or 
of Clarence, was not an improbable event. In that cafc^ the 
i;r<djto)rs would cexuinly come on the prince of Wales. 
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Thi Chancellor (^fthe Exchequer faid, that tbe difcuflion would 
come with more propriety irt the Committee on the Bill. The 
debts of the Dukes of York and Clarence were put into fucfa 
a (late of liquidation, that their creditors would not come npoa 
the Heir Apparent. 

Mr. Sheridan faid that he meant to take an opportunity in 
another ftage of the proceedings to propofe that mode of liqut<- 
dating the debts which he confidered was mod confiflent with 
the honour and dignity of the Crown^ and the interefts of the 
people ; and he trufted when he brought forward the propo- 
rtion, that it would not be attempted to be got rid of by a mo« 
tion for adjournment at two oVlock in the morning. He meant 
to move an addrefs to his Majedy to require and implore his 
Majelly to grant fome aid out of the civil lift towards liqui- 
dating the debts ; and alfo to propofe to the Houfe that fome 
provifion fhould be made out of the finecure places for the 
fame purpofe *» if the Houfe (hould negative the addrefs, and 
refufe to entertain the difcuflion, he would then not confent to 
vote either one fum or other for the liquidation of the debt. 

Mr. Burton propofed that the creditors (hould be left te 
take fuch means as they (hould think proper to procure pay« 
ment from the prefent revenue of his Royal Highnefs ; and 
that the additional revenue (hould be fecured to him by legif<* 
lative regulation. There were two fels of creditors, the one 
fair and honeft, the other of a contrary defcription} the former - 
would be able to urge their claims with a good grace, the oth^r 
would not dare to bring them forward to public view. The 
Prince would then be freed from the odium of having the 
Public called in to guarantee his debts, and would be left .with 
a large income, to take fuch meafures as might tend to fatisfy 
his fair creditors. He mentioned the example of the venerable 
Lord Lyttelton, the hiftorian, who, having got into embarrafl^ 
ments, in order to extricate himfelf, was accuftomed, during 
one month in the year, to live at his noble feat at Hagley, with 
all the fplendour be(itting his hieh rank, and during the other 
eleven months, to connne himielf to the eftabliihment of a 
private Gentleman. 

The Maffer of the Rolfs objefted ftrongly to the mode pro- 
pofed by tnc Hon. Gentleman : Whatever the Houfe thought 
proper to grant to the Prince, they fliould alfo enable him to 
enjoy. He thought that his Royal Highnefs (hould be put in a 
fituation as little painful'as poffible. He could not fubfcribe 
to any thing that would put him in an eclipfe eleven months 
in the year, in which the Hon. Gentleman (Mr. Burton) 
wi(hed to fee him.-^He wi(hed, if his cftabri(hment was io Be 

arranged 
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arranged at all, to fee it done in fuch a manner as to in- 
liire him comfort, and not perplexity and anxiety in it. 

Mr. WUberforce faid, that he (liould vote againft the fefo- 
Itition, as he fttU entertained his opinion, that the Houfe ought 
not in any way to be burdened with the debts. He declared 
he oppofed the motion, becaufe it eventually gave a chance of 
the Public being charged with the payment of a part of the- 
Prince's debts, which he could by no means agree to. He 
laid, in purfuing this line of condu£l he was convinced he was 
afliitg with the greateft loyalty to the Sovereign, and friendfhip 
for the Prince ; for that nothing would tend more to ihake the 
monarchy, and to render the Prince very unpopular, than 
the belief in the public mind, that the burden of thofe debts 
would ultimately fall on them. 

Mr, Burton faid a kvf words in explanation. 

Mr, Sheridan faid he could not agree to the prefcnt motion 
for the fame reafon adduced by the Hon. Gentleman who fpokc 
iaft, that it eventually might charge the Public with the pay- 
ment of part of the Prince's debts, whicTi he, for one, would 
never confcnt to. Exclufive of his hope that his Majcfty would 
eome forward and afTiil the difcharge of the debts, he was oi 
opinion, that the Dutchy of Cornwall ought to be fold, and 
the proceeds appropriated for the immediate payment of the 
<lebts, which he faid would be far preferable to the mode 
propofed for liquidating them, and, if adopted, would render 
unneceflary fo large a fum as 125,000!. a year for the eftabliQj- 
ment. 

Mr. Anjlruthery in reply to Mr. Sheridan, faid a few words 
oil the fubjedt of the Dutchy of Cornwall. 

Mr. Hawiins Browne oblcrved, that when the ioo,oool. was 
firft granted for the eftablifliment of his Royal Highnefs, and 
only 25,0001. was appropriated for tlic liquidation, the Houfe 
undertook to guarantee the debts for the fplendour and com- 
fort of his Royal Highnefs i but fincc he had fubmitted to 
confign 65,000!. a year for the redudlion, it made a material 
alteration. The creditors neither ought to have nor could have 
any claim upon what was allotted for his income, and upon 
that point both parties feemed agreed, and therefore it was 
no iniufticc. He pegged leave however, to fuggeft on a fudden, 
whether by an annual appropriation of 6o,oool. per annum 
to the reduAion gf the debts, and 6o,oool. for his Royal High- 
ncfs^s expences, the remaining 5CXD0I. might not be difpofed 
of in fuch a way as to facilitate the object they had in viev/. 
It was to be remembered alfo, that a great number of claims 
may be ftruck off or leffuiedby the commiiEpners a$unwarrant<»

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able, whieh would of courfe diminifli the number of years 
computed) and then he would return to a fplendour, affluence^ 
and popularity beyond what any other Prince of Wales ever 
enjoyed. And upon fuch proceedings the A^embers of that 
t^Ioufe might return to their conftituents, and fay, they had 
confulted entirely for the public good^ and without impofing 
one additional (hilling upon them. 

Mr, Fox, in anfwer to the Hon. and Learned Gentleman 
oppofite^ declared his wifli to prefenre this queftion free. He 
did not entirely dtfapprove of thelaft Gentleman's plan, though, 
as he had not fufficiently confidered it, he could not fo readily 
approve of it. If, however, there was no other alternative^ 
and the propofition of thelaft Hob. Gentleman (houldbe found 
impra£licable, he muft again enforce the propriety of recurring 
to the civil lift. 

The Houfe divided :—

Mr. Anflruthcr after a fliort preface moved, 

^VThat it be an inftru^ion to the raidConiiT.Ittee, that they havepower to 
make provifion in the faid Bill for appropriating a certain yearly fum^ out of 
the revenues arifing from the Dutchy of Cornwall, towards the liquidation 
oflhedebtt." 

Mr, Baker thought this was too unlimited. It ftiould be 
confined to his Highnefs's intereft. There was a poflibility of 
his Highnefs's demife ; nor did he think fuch a meafurefliould be 
proceeded upon, until his Royal Highncfs's exprefs confent 
was had upon that point ; he thought it would be a more re* 
fpeftful mode of proceeding ; as alfo, his Majcfty*8. 

Mr, Atifirulher afked whether fuch doubts were at that time 
neceflarv, fmce the inftru£lion for the Committee did not tend 
to the abfolute appropriation ? But if when the claufe was 
added , it (hould be drawn fo as to affed his Majefty's life intereft 
{n the eftate, they might afTuredly be proper. 

Mr, Baker faid he had hinted it merely upon contingency | 
to recur to the laft refolution, for example, a fum was appro- 
priated from the confolidated fund upon contingency, and why 
not one as well as another ? tt was poiGble the eftates alluded 
to might be burdened during his Majefty's life interefti and 
therefore he conceived it proper to have his intimation on the 
fubjeft. 

The Speaker ohtetyedt that the meiTage from the Throne might 
come to the Houfe any time before die pai&ng of the Bill » it 
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was not abfoiutely neceflary at the comniencemcnt of anj 
sneafure in which the Crown had a proprietary intereft. 

Tif Majier of the Rolls ncvcrthclefs thought that another 
me/Tage ought firft to be received. The fair interpretation of 
that paiTage which had juft been read, in his opinion, did not ex-p 
tend fo far as the conftru£^ion put upon it, but merely fo long as 
the intereft of the Prince was concerned. 

l^he Chancellor of the Exchequer thought confent would be 
found to be given in the words of his Ma]cfty*s meflage, where 
the appropriation of part of the Dutch y of Corn wn 11 was ex^ 
prefsly intimated ; that therefore muft be a virtual confent. 

Mr. Fox contended, that the intereft of the other perfons who 
had a contingent right in the Dutchy (hould not be impaired* 
For inftance, the demife of his Royal Highnefs might take place | 
then his fucceflbr, the Duke of York, would have therefources 
of the Dutchy imperfefl and not complete. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer replied, that lyi fuch cafe Par- 
liament, in making a new provifion for the new rank of the Duke 
of York, would olcourfe confider that incumbrance, and extend 
his eftablifhment in like proportion. 

Mr. Fox faid, if the Duke of York inherited the eftate by 
fucceffion, he prefumed that fuch an appropriation as was o&r«* 
ed ought not to be fecured againfthim. 

7he Chancellor of the Exchequer would not attempt to difcufs 
that queftion now, for he did not imagine it important to the ^ 
Public whether his Royal Highnefs the Duke of York received 
an income from thaty or an equivalent from the confolidated 
fund. The Dutchy of Cornwall, he remarked, was a fee in the 
poflefllon of the Crown, out of whidi the Prince of Wales had 
a life eftate : But he was not a tenant of it with remainder to 
the Duke of York. 

Mr, Fox did not underftand this went upon the principles 
of juftice, though law did commonly go fo. If they deprived 
the Duke of York of his inheritance by fucceflion, they deprived 
him of a right which was independent of Parliament, and for 
which no fair compenfation, although fuperior in point of real 
value, could be given. 

Mr. Powys afked, whether the confent of the Prince of Wales 
ought not alfo to be previoufly obtained ? 

The Attorney Creneral hid a few words. 

Mr. Sheridan ohjeStcd upon the fame principle as before* 
It ought to extend to the Prince's own intereft, and no farther | 
for if it extended to the Duke of York, he faid, although 
it was not probable but Parliament would make ample provi* 
fion in lieu of it, yet as it was optional and dependent, it was 
extremely objeftionablc j nor ought the Duke of York to come 

Da to 
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to Parliament for relief on account of the Prince's extravagance; 
In one point of view it was objeditonable to extend it any way 
without the confent of the Duke of York, the Doke of 
Clarence, and Prince Edward, (ince they had all an equal right 
in ir; and therefore the beft mode would be to obtain their 
confent, and difpofe of the property at once, by which means 
a fum might be raifed that would liquidate the whole, and 
1 2,oco!. a year might be fet afide for the furvivors, without any 
lofs but patronage, which the Houfe, he hoped, would confidcr 
an advantage* He concludedi therefore by propofing an 
amendment—* 

** That it be an inftru6lion to the faid Committee, that they have power t* 
make provifion in the faid Bill, for appropnating a cirrtain yearly fum out 
6f the revenues arifing from the Dutchy of Cornwall, towards the liquidation 
of the debts of his Royal Uighnefs, during fuch term as his Majeity, or his 
Royal Htghncfs, may continue to be intcrrftcd in the revenues of the faid 
Dutchy." • 

The Cahncelhr of the Exchequer had no objedion to the 
amendment. 

' The original queftion, with the amendment, were both car- 
ried without a divifion. 

Mr. Fox faid, he had an inftniflion to propofc. It was^al-* 
ready decided that the Committee fliould be empowered to re- 
ceive a claufe for charging the confolidated fund ; but that did 
not extend to exclude them from charging the civil lift, if their 
opinion fliould lead them to think proper fo to do. 

Mr. Fo:t then moved, " That it be an inftruQrion to the 
Committee on the liill, that they have power to receive a claufe 
for appropriating part of the civil lift towards the liquidatiot» 
of the debts, in cafe of the death of his Royal Highnefs before 
the demife of his Majefty." 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer oppofed this motion, on the 
ground that the Houfe had decided already, that in the event 
which this motion fpecified, the confolidated fund (hould be 
charged rather than the civil lift.

The Bill being read a fccond time, it waspropofed to go into 
a Committee of the whole Houfe upon it ; for which purpofe it 
was moved— That the Speaker do now leave the chair. 

Mr, Whithread oppofed the motion ; he faid, that by the pro- 
vifions which this Bill contained, minifters propofed to degrade 
and difgrace the Prince, under the pretence of providing for his 
dignity and Splendour i and therefore he ihould not for one 

con- 
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tonfent to the Speaker leaving the chair. It became the wifdom 
cf the Houfe to do away all reftraint, and he could not avoid 
noticing the indecency of the minifter's providing a magnificent 
arrangement before they knew whether Parliament would agree 
to the payment of it. In the courfe of his declamation, he 
complained againft die fituation which the Prince would thus 
be put ID* 

ifr. Lambfon diflFered from his Hon. Friend upon this occa- 
fion. He did not think his Royal Highncfs difgraced or de- 
graded, nor did his Royal Highncfs himfelf fee the matter at 
all in that odious -light. On the contrary, he had reafon to 
know that the Prince totally and entirely afTented to the prin- 
ciple of the Bill, and approved generally of the reftri^lions of 
it; that the Prince had fcen the particulars of his debts, and 
he declared he knew not by what means they had been con- 

• trailed j and that if thefe reftriftions were not agreed upon, ho 
might be again expofed tp the fame inconveniences, as many 
of tfaem were things over which, in his prefent (late, he had 
no controul; thefe reftriflions were with the defire of his 
Royal Highnefs in general. 

Mr, Powys faid, if it were a propofition that the Bill fliould 
be thrown out, he would give it his negative ; he regretted 
that the Houfe (hould have been fo thin, but he apprehended 
that the attendance of Members would become thinner day 
after day as this bufinefs fhould be brought forward in tlie dif- 
cui&on, and therefore it was fitting that fome points fhould be 
explained before the bufinefs was proceeded upon too far. He 
was of opinion that the Houfe would do well to poftpone the 
provifion for the eventual payment of any part of the incum- 
brances, in cafe of the death of the Prince of Wales, until 
all the doubts were removed. The objedts he had in view 
could not, he believed, all of them be had and carried into 
ciFeft, iprithout the confcnt of the illuftrious parties intereftcd, 
and particularly the Prince himfelf; but the advice of the Houfe 
might be given upon fuch an occafion without any indelicacy 
whatever. As to the Dutchy of Cornwall, he did not fee that 
it was eflential to the dignity of his Royal Highnefs to preferve 
that appanage to the Crown, and that was a matter to be diC- 
cufiTed in the courfe of this BilPs paffing through the Houfe. 
They were to transfer from that Houfe, very properly he be- 
lieved, the examination of thefe debts to commiflioners, but 
the Houfe ought to know exa£tly the amount of thenn They 
were dated at fomething more than 6oo,oool. Now he would 
aik if Gentlemen were wholly fatisfied that they were incurred 
bona fide. They were under three diftindfc head3 — debts for 

. which fecuritics- were given ; tmdcfmens bills ; and arrears 
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of eftabliffament from Odober 1794*^ He wanted to-knoMT 
whether the 68>oool. the expence of the marriage, .&c. were 
included under the head of tradefmens bills. Thefe were 
points on which he wifbed to be informed. 

Mr. Fox faid, if he voted for the Speaker leaving the chair^ 
lie ought to {late the ground under which he did fo ; for he 
confefTed there were doubts and difficulties in thb bufinefs. If 
the queftion was put, that the Bill be put oflFfor two months, 
be (hoUld certainly give his negative tp fuch a propofition, be- 
caufe he thought that this bufmefs ought to be difcufled, but 
le was of opinion alfo that time ought to be given to examine 
into the different parts of it. He faw much in the Bill that he 
approved, and much that he difapproved. There were, in his 
opinion, many arrangements to be made by his Royal Highnefs^ 
and many arrangements alfo by his Majefty's advifers^ with 
legard to the Dutchy of Cornwall, before the fubje£l was ma-» 
turcd for the decifion of that Houfe. Much of this Bill, he 
confefled) he confidered as proper. He thought that making 
vp the income of the Prince of Wales to 125,000!. a year was 

K)per ; he thought it becoming thq honour and the wifdom of 
rliament. With refpcft to the provifions in the Bill, to pre- 
vent his Ropl Highnefs and all fucceeding Princes of Walei 
from incurrmg any debt in future^ that had alfo his com* 
plete approbation. What appeared to him obje^ionable was^ 
that by this Bill they gave to his Royal Highnefs that which 
they did not give him the management of. The whole matter^ 
he feared, would be under the management arid approbation 
of the minifter. It was placing the Prince in a (late of depend- 
ence on the the King's Treafury, which was, in other words* 
fubjediug the Prince to the power of the minifter* He was 
diffatisfied with regard to the regulation of Carlton Houfe. 
The property there was added to the debts of the Prince of 
Wales. To whom (hould the furniture there belong ? To 
. the Prince of Wales, who paid for it, certainly. And yet they 
were to be made heir^looms"— fo that Parliament might fajF 
this to the Prince — ** You have furnifiied Carlton Houfe more 
expenfively than you ought to have done, but we &all have 
it/' This was a little unfair with regard to the Prince } it was 
very unfair with regard to the crcditorsj in faft it was difgrace- 
ful \ becaufe the furniture, if this proviCon were not iq die 
Bill, would be moveable aflets, fubjeA to the payment of 
the debts ^ and perhaps this would operate to the prejudice 
of thofe very creditors who had provided this very furniture. 
If he vo^ted for the Speaker leaving the chair, it muft be un^er 
an underilanding that thefe difficulties fliould be removed i 
becaufe, without 9 better underilanding of many of the topics^ 

he 
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he would venture to fay, that the Houfc might be doing 
what would neither cffeftually relieve the Prince, nor fccure 
the public property. As to the Dutchy of Cornwall, he con- 
feiled he was eicceedingly anxious that it fliould be wholly fold. 
He confefTed there would be fome dlfRculty in afcertaining 
precifely the value of the intereft which his {loyal Highneft 
had in that Dutchy, becaufe it was not a life cftate that he had 
in it| it was only while he continued Prince of Wales ; but in 
any event, the fale would produce more than it will produce 
to his Royal Highnefs in its prefent ftate. He thought it 
would produce 6oo,oool. — He was far below the value he be- 
lieved, but he would take it at that. The fura to be appropri- 
ated out of that for this debt would be very conGderable *, in- 
fte^d of .the 13,000!. a year, it would amount to 30,(XX>Y. 
if the money from the fale was put into the hands of commif- 
doners, in tne name and for the ufe of his Royal Highnefs. If 
this was called bargaining with the Prince, and therefore 
4inworthy of the Houfe of Commons, he fliould anfwer^ that 
it was a perfedly conftitutional proceeding, and that this 
country never had better fecurity for its liberty than when it 
made thefe kind of bargains with its Princes, which^ however 
embarralEng to them, as they proceeded from their own mif- 
condud, were generally fortunate for the conditution. He 
fliould wifii that fonbething of this kind fliould be moved, and 
be had rather that any other perfon fliould move it than him- 
fclf. His defire was, that it might come free from Parliament, 
and he thought it might be obtained from his Majefly. He 
viflied to give minifters an opportunity, and although he 
Should prefer it to be brought forward as a feparate queftioit 
by them, if no other perfon did move it, perhaps he might ; 
this, however, he did not pledge himfelf to do ; the feflion 
was far advanced, and the Houfe m^ht not like to have a new 
fubjeft difcufled; but he fliould be forry if this bufinefs pafled 
without due confideration. Nor did he like fuch extreme ten- 
dernefs for every thing in which the influence of the Crown 
was concerned. He alluded alfo to a difficulty that would 
occur without an agreement between his Royal Highnefs »ad 
his creditors as to the manner of arranging them. 

Mfm Lambiofij in explanation, obferved, that be did not mean 
•o fay that all the-refl:ri£iions in the Bill were agreeable to 
his Royal Highnefs^ but they generally received his appro^ 
bation. 

: The Chancelhr of the Exchequer objefted to two things ; 
Ac quantum^ upon which the fcrife of the Houfe had been often 
tgkcoj aodthedetails the Houfe was entering into, which ought 

to 
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to be difcuiTed in the Committee. He declined arguing on 
the propriety of the propofitions, though he (Uted the influence 
of Adminiltrationi, cither now or in former times» in the 
Dutchy of Cornwall, to be very little. 

He did not fee that any previous agreements were necefiarf 
for tlie pafTing of the Bill, and much more fo as there was no 
bafts to proceed on, either in regard to the fum to be applied . 
or mode of application. 

He referved all particular di(lin£lions on Carlton Houle to 
tlie Committee. He did not believe he (hould be convinced 
by arguments that would be brought forward, of the pro* 
priety of felling the Dutchy of Cornwall ; however, if that was 
to be moved, he hoped Gentlemen would give as early a notice 
as poffible, of the time they intended to bring it forward. 
Ill reply to an Hon. Gentleman's inquiry on the nature and 
v^klidity of the debts, he replied, that they were bona fide nothing 
more than the Prince's debts, nor would the commiflTioacrs 
validate any others. As to the arrears of marriage, whatever 
diflerenccs there might be, they were included under the head^ 
of arrears or tradefmens bills. 

Mr. Sheridan thought him fclf bound to give his, negative 
to the prefent motion, becaufe no anfwer had ever been given^ 
to the queftion. Whether the Prince's debts could be paid by 
any other means than that of raifmg money on the people of 
this country ? He was convinced they might do themfelves 
credit, do the King credit, and the Prince of Wales credit^ 
if they chufed to lay their fhoulders to this buflnefs, and adopt 
a plan that ought to be adopted, namely, to fell the. Dutchy of 
Cornwall, and with a well-guarded declaration as to the mode 
of granting the civil 11(1, to fell alfo the Crown lands, and any. 
part that was necefTary. He expefted dill, he faid, that fome 
communication would come from the Throne, dating that hia 
Majefty will bear part of the burden. He expected, fecondly, 
fomething from ufelefs offices and penfions. Thirdly, from* 
the fale of the Dutchy of Cornwall. Fourthly, from an accounts 
of the arrears of the Dutchy during the minority of his Royal 
Highnefs. A fifth refource he found in the fale of the Crown. 
lands, accompanied by the declaration which he had already » 
ipade concerning the civil lid ; for thefe were times of diiB* 
culty, and the people were not to be taxed if it was poflible to 
^void it. With regard to the Bill being intended to difgracb 
his Royal Highnefs, he apprehended it might have that eflfc£l» 
An Hon. Friend of his (Mr. Lambton) faid, that the Prince 
agreed to thefe redridlions, which he afterwards qualified 
'n a certain degree j it was very n^geffary to dp fp. But whaln. 

ever 
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ever the Priace might chufe to do in that cafe, tliaf Houfc; 

^iirould take care that he (hould not agree to ^ny thing injurious 

to h|ni. His honour was alfo the honour of the nation ; an4 

he hoped his Royal Highnefs was incapable of agreeing to fuch 

fbameful reftriftionsi and confenting to fuch indigiuties at 

twerc offered to him ia this Bill. If he did agree to them, he 

could only fay it reminded him of a paffagc in the work of. fi 

great Poet-^" Is fuch a man fit to reign?*' nor fliould he be 

Corry, in fuch a cafe, to add the reft of the paflage.-s-In the 

courfe of his fpeech Mr. Sheridan faid, that the Chancellor 

of the Exchequer had grafted one plan upon another. He ha^ 

at the outfet propoied to m::ke the Frince's eftablifhmcfif 

loojpool. a year, aivd appropriate 25,000!. to the payment of 

the debts } wd according to that plan, he had formed an efta-^ 

blifliment for the Prince's houfehold ; fince which he had 

adopted Mr* Fox's plan of appropriating 65,CXX3l. a year to the 

debts, and letting the Prince live in retirement, as a puraie 

Kobjeman s but bv this Bill he was to be a private Noblemai;! 

with a Prince's eftabliOiment ; for inftead of the grooni an^ 

die footaian, the Bill talked of his Mafter of the Horfe an4 

Jjxd of the Bedchamber. It was altogether an heterogcnt ou^ 

mafe-^a variegated tiflue, a hodgtf-podgc of abfurdity. — He 

repieated his intention of moving an addrefs to his Mnjcf^y tp 

come forward with a fum ; and alfo another motion refptcUng 

the abolition of fioecure places and penfion^i and concluded 

his fpeech by giving his decided negative to the Speaker'^ 

leaving the chair. 

Cohnel FuHartoniXn anfwer to Mr. Sheridan, faid, the Hon. 
Gentleman objected to the whole tenor of the Bill, whereas 
heofaje£led to the mode in which th&t Gentleman and othei^s 
had conduced the difcuflion refpe&ing the obje£l of the BilL 
If the objeft were to pull the keyftonc out of ihe arch of 
foyalty, and to ftrip the Royal bird of all his plumes, leaving 
him a bare, plumelefs biped, like a peacock without a tail, in 
that cafe he (honld underftand the meaning of the prolonged 
invedives uttered againft the Prince of Wales by that H09. 
Gentleman and others*. If we were fitting in a Convention, 
and if the objedi were to degrade royaltyi and to pull down the 
fabric of the conftitution ; or if the object were to reduce the 
Heir Apparent to the condition of Buckhorfe, fo as never to 
receive a (hilling without a bufict and a blow along with it- 
he faid he (hould underftand the meaning of that Gentleman's 
inVedives. But upon what principle a Briti(h Houfe of Com- 
mons, profefling attachment to the eftablifliment under which 
we live, fliould perfift in outraging every feeling which ought 
lo exift in the Heir Apparent's bieajl, he could not relj \

neither- could he tell what were the fenCitions of Royal Per- 
fons on fuch occafions \ but of this h^ was fure^ that there 
was not a beggar in the ftreets, who would not rather live under 
a hedge, than owe a (hilling to their liberalitV) if thrown at 
him with fuch bitter taunts as thofc which nad been vented 
by the Hon. Gentleman and others againft the Prince of 
Wales. 

Colonel Fullarton faid, one might hare hoped, that after 
every change had been rung on every note in the Parliamentary 
gamuts from the loweft tones of obloquy to the (hrilieft (hrieki 
of reprobation, at fome period or other, the philippic ftrains 
of cenfure and reproach mi^ht ceafe— eipecially after the 
conciliatorv Meflage which had been fcnt by the Prince <if 
Wales to tnat Houfe. So far however from having produced 
returning fentiments of civility and conciliation from the 
Koufe, it feemed only to have provoked additional feveritie^ 
from fome Gentlemen, whofe own condu£l was by no mean^ 
exempted from irregularity and extravagance.— Irt particular, 
the Meflage feemed to have excited the animofity of an Ho if. 
•Gentleman, who, till the MelTage was delivered, never attend- 
ed, nor took any part in thofe debates. That Hon. Gentleman 
appeared at prefent in the charafter of what Sir Peter Teazle, 
or iSir Fretful, calls a ** dafnrCd good naiured friend i* and he 
himfelf has informed us that he has been a moft confidtnttai 
friend of the Prince of Wales, who has honoured him with 
cxtraordirKiry marks of confidence and condcfcenfion— of the 
Priijce of Wales, whofe moft fecret councils he has not he- 
fitittcd to reveal within thefe unconfidentiat wa///.— He then 
laments that fo much good counfel with which he, unoUigidy dr 
difobliged^ had obliged the Prince of Wales, (hould have beeti 
gratuitoufly expended } laments that fo many unwtfe things 
fliould have been done, and fo many unkind things faid; and 
then, in the true fpirit of Mrs. Candour and Sir Benjamin 
Backbite, lodges his bullet in the thorax with fuch an explo- 
• fion, as will render it no lefs impoiTiUe to heal the wound 
than to extraft thcf ball. 

The Hon. Gentleman aflurcs the Houfe, he has adminiftered 
large dofes of wholefome counfel gratis to the Prince of 
Wales. — As his advice was given without any valuable con- 
fideration, perhaps in fome inftances it might have been betted, 
if his advice had been received as fiot entitled to confider* 
.ition. 

He next proceeds a ftcp farther, and after inveighing againft 
nil offices of truifc and profit, he very modeftiy appoints him- 
felf to the office of the grcateft truft that can poflibly exift, as 
C'>'.^itfcl General Advifer Uencral, to the King, Queens and 

. . ull 
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HI the Royal Family. Here» too, his advice is gratuitou/ly 
given; but as it cannot be gratuitouily fulfilled, perhaps it 
ITiay be received like the advice of a pious Bifhop to a poor 
parifhioner, who had aflced him tor pence^ and being refufed, 
informed his Reverence^ that if his advice had been worth Sr 
p^ftnyy he would not have parted with it. 

Colonel Fullarton then faid, that confideridg the Hon. Gen« 
tleipan, in this high predicament, as the Advifer General of 
King) Queen, and all the Royal Family, he could only fay of him,. 
as Mr. Prig, in the farce, fays of Nlr. Squib, the au£):ioneer, 
" Ic would ill become me to advife that great man." He 
%vould, however, take the liberty of a&ing him a (imple qiief<- 
tioQ — Did he, or did he not, reveal the fecret counfels of the 
Frince of Wales, with Lord Loughborough, Lord Thurlow, 
^nA the Duke of Portland, with or without the confent of 
thofe great chara£lers ? If he did fo with their confent, they 
were not the fafe and cautious ftatefmen he fuppofed them ; 
and if he did fo, without their confent, they would prove them-* 
felves Co be no (latefmen at all, if ever they hold communir 
cation or confultatlon with that Gentleman, except as they 
would with a herald at Chariog-Crofs, for purpofes of pro* 
mulgation and proclamation. 

Mr. Sheridan faid, he never was a fecret counfellor of the 
Prince of Wales* He never gave him any advice in which he 
did not wilh it were pofiible for the King to ftand on one fide, 
and the people of. England on the other. He bad (lated what 
was true, that Lord 'fhurlow gave the Prince wife advice, ta 
a manly manner, and that Lord Loughborough countera£lcd 
that advice. As to fome parts of the fpeech of the Hon. Gen- 
tleman, fome of the fentences he believed nobody underftood, 
and be believed that fomebody had advifed him to prepare .'i 
fpeech againfi what he imagined would be faid. that night, as 
what he had faid, was rather of that fort than againll any thing 
that bad been advanced. 

Cohful Jenkiffjhn faid a few words.

• Mr. Pitt^ was fot the larger fum, and faid it was no more 
than proportionable to the allowances of former Princes of 
Wales, refpcft being had to the diflfcrence of the times. 

Mr. Fox was of the fame opinion with the Cbancellar of the 
Exchequer. 

Geritrat Smith fpoke m favour of the larger fum. 

Thi^ Speaker faid, that the feripus^nd important nature of 
jhebufincfs was before the Houfc in that ftage in. which it 
became his duty to (late his reafons for the vote he meant to 
^ive. He had always been for the larger fum, becaufe he 
thought it barely adequate to the fituation in which the Prince 
' was placed, and not equal to what his grandfather had enjoyed^ 
^Iien the difference of expence was confidered between the 
two periods. He lamented, in common with every Member 
tif the Houfe, the circumftantre of his Royal Highnefs's in« 
cumbrances, but he equally differed with thofe who wiihed to 
fwell the burden whicn the Public wai to fuftain, and thofe 
who wifhed not to dedu£l any part of the intome forthepay- 
tnent of debts.-* After the gracious communication which tM 
Houfe had recently received from his Royal Highnefe, he 
thought the Houfe had every reafon to place a reliance on afi 
avowal that muft ^ive them lb much fatisfaf^ion, a communis 
cation eouallybrilhant and conftitutional upon the part of hiti 
<Royal Highncfs, and to be particularly admired When the prin-^ 
tiple upon whicn it cam^ to them was confidered, viz. the 
principle that the public opinion in this cbuntr) mt4t always 
operate on the conduA and fentiments of perfons the moft 
exalted in birth and (ituation, and would always have its due 
weight. The Houfe and the country were intereftcd in liia 
Royal Highnefs's charafter and dignity, and he approved of 
the Bill, both as diminifhing the time for the payment of 
the debts, and Rkewife fatisfying the cfeditorft ths^t they were 
to be paid. 

Mr* Buxioriy Mr^ Cannings and Sir George Howard^ fpokc

Sir W. ThuftF moTed, as an amendment, that it fliould he 
payable out of At civil lift. The Hon. Qaronet reafoned 
ftrongly in fupport of this motion, from the general diilrefs 
of tM pe6p)e*> SoUte loofe expreffion in his fpeech excited a 
fmile in the Committee. He obfervcd, that the prcfent was 
not the time for levity. If they did not chufc to liftcn to him, 
they would foon be con^pdled to liften to the imperious voice 
of the people. 

Mr, Sheridan fccortded the motion. He thought the Com- 
mittee would not difcharge its duty, if they did not try every 
means to difcbarge the debt, before they reforted to additional 
hardens on their c6nftituents.

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^ich tb« Emperor ftcod as King of Bohemia, and head of 
the Empire V and the ftate of the continent from the defec- 
tion of Pruflia. What hopes were there of fuccefsj even if 
the Emperor's co-operation were certain? The feafon was 
far advanced, and the preparations not fo formidable by the 
allies as kft year : If we coniidered that our paft efforts, when 
every nerve was ftrained, were marked only by failure and 
miferable defeat, what could be expeded from diminished ex« 
anions but more fatal dtfgraces i Suppofe the Emperor's army 
full, according to his bargain, furnifhed with military {lore9» 
and every other preparation for wari we muft on the other 
hand confider what was to be expeQed from General Pichc- 
gru, at the head of a. conquering and glorious army, fuperior 
in numbers, on the Rhine, the Sambre, and the Mofelie— an 
army which not only was fufEcient laft year to combat all the 
allies, but would have invaded England, if the feafon had not 
been remarkably bad for provifions. The French armies were 
now fupplied by feveral boats of proviGons fent up the Rhine 
by the King of Pruffia, How could Luxemburg be relieved i 
it was 75 miles from the Rhine, and every inch the Emperor 
advanced in the intermediate country, he muft fortify and gar- 
rifon ; if this army was once defeated, there would be an end 
to all his hopes. Suppofe the Emperor's Generals tell him 
that they cannot make offenfive war, muft it not ftrike a gloom 
into every Gentleman, that we guarantee 4,6o030CX)l, to carry 
on a protra£^d and defenfive war, the very worft for a comr 
xnercial country ? He thought it vain to attempt the conqueft 
of twenty-four > millions of people, and that with a view to 
deftroy their republic ; it would be better to make peace. Let 
Bs look at the prefent ftate of France, torn with inteftine di- 
vifions ; thia has been occafioned by our not prefllng them ; he 
was convinced that on a proper view it would appear that 
all the diftra£lions in that country had been in proportion to 
the relaxation of our efforts. He was forry to fee fo thin a 
Houfe on this important bufinefs. He had oppofcd the mo- 
: tion to difcharge the call, but minifters fupported it ; they 
courced thia lioufes and obfcurity, that their meafures might 
fteal through without due difcuilion. 

Genera/ Smith fa id a. few words in oppofition to the Bill. 

Mr, M. Roih/on faw perfidy in the whole of this proceed- 
ing on the part of the Emperor j and if we agreed to this BiU> 
Parliament would lofeits dignity, and the people of this coun- 
try Would become the dupes of the Emperor. He faid, that 
the new method of fubiidrzing and guaranteeing was a dif- 
tinguifinng trait in the chara£ier of minifters; they would 
. tAtbct giue 4,600,0001. to the Erapcrori than try by a well* 

direfted 
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iixc€ttd appH(;atum of a inuU fum, to get fSoQo jCenmen. (mfw 
Hk the prifoos of France) reftfired to tkek jcoii9tr|r. H9 
thottght that the ChtocdUor of the Exdbequer required 9 goc4 
ActA of the corse£tion of adveriuyi for tbit he had hitherto too 
much fuccefa wkb the majority of Pafliameat, 

4tr* Lecbmfre (iidt it apf)eared to him. that we were car* 
tying oa an abominable and deftrudive wiiri that the fitoa-» 
tkm of this oountrf was truly lamentable^ for that the wj)fde 
cxpence would fall on the heads of the people* He faw aU9 
great danger to the conftitution^ to whidi.he had the warmeft 
and molt fmcere attachment. He thou^ that this loan was 
a gro{s impofition on the people of this country. We had 
fubfidized the S^ing of Pruffia, who immediately afterwards 
declared it was not in his power to bring troops into the. field 
againft die French. He could however find troops (bHicient 
S<x the robbery of Poland^ although he had none to alBft usu 
Between him and that harpy the fitaprefs of RuiEa, they de- * 
throned the King of Poland, and divided the kingdom be«> 
tween tliem.— To this {hamefnl and crying injuftice we lent 
our a&ftance, by allowing the King of Pruffia twelve hundred 
'tfioufand pounds. That honourable Prince^ the King of Pruf- 
fia, had plundered the people of Poland, picked the pocket of 
poor John Bull, and made atreaty with the French ; and now 
it' was modellly propofed that the Emperor ihould have four 
. millions Gx hundred thoufand pounds of our atooey to enable 
him to follow the fteps of the King of Pruifia, and that too 
"Without out having any power to prevent him, or even being 
acquainted with his intention. Sardinia was fubfidized to pro- 
teO. itfelf, and Aulina is to be guaranteed in a ban, without 
cur knowing the Emperor^s intention, or demanding fromliim 
any engagements. This being the cafe, he could not confisnt 
to a mealure which would fo much add to the burdens of the 
poor, who are already fo dreadfully loaded with taxes. He 
begged leave to aik thofe who were beft acquainted with the 
law of nations, whether theobjed of this war would fail in 
with the rules of that law by which a war was declared juft 
and necelTary. One of the obje£U of the war was to fettle ^ 
didurbed nation ; it Mras better for Great Britain that France 
fliould not have a regular government. Seven hundred years 
intolerable defpotifm was fucceeded by a fyltem of anarchy, 
»nd the moft abominable cruelty ; and he did not wi(h the 
French ihould eltablifli any good conftttution. France was a 
great and powerful nation, rich in internal refource, and ad- 
mirably fituated for trade ; the advantages (he had by nature 
over England were only to be kept down by the o^eflion of 
her governmeiiu. France was the natural enen^ of Great 

3 Sritaio^ 
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Britain) and would crufh us if they could eftablifli a fupe-- 
riority J he did nqt wifli for fuch fuperiority, and therciure he 
would not try to fettle their government. He proceeded to 
ftipw the caufe of the fuperiority which tliis iittle ifland had 
enjoyed for xoo years over France, and he faid it was in our 
conditution i but in purfuing this war we were likely to de* 
ftroy it, Ijy making it impoflible for the poor to bear their bur* 
dcns> for fo it muft fopn be if we granted thefe vaft fubfulies 
to German Prince^ for nothing. He confeiTed he was flrongly 
prejudiced again ft France j he thought it the natural enemy of 
Great Britain : But the way for us to oppofe it vvas not by pay- 
ing theCe monftrous fums of money for foreign alliances, by 
iK'hich wc were robbed daily, but oy concentrating our force 
within our wooden walls. By this policy we might bid de- 
fiance to the whole world. Tnis was the true policy of this 
country; and as the meafurc propofed was the reverfe of if, he 
found it impoflible for him to confent to the fccond rcadlfi^r o£ 
this Bill. 

Mr. Fox declined entering into general arguments upon th« 
fubjeft then> becaufc it had been fo frequently difcuffcd. It 
had been faid, and he believed truly, that the French were at 
frefcnt in much diftrefs, and therefore it was argued that we 
iliould ftand aloof in order that they might divide among 
themfelves. This might be good policy, and he had no ob- 
jeftion to it, but in doing fo he did not wife that we (houldbe 
at the expence of thirty millions a year ; he had rather fee us 
at a -peace eftabltfliment, if (landing aloof was our polity. Ic 
had been alked, what rcafon had we for defiring to make; 
peace with France at this time, and what had Holland and Pruf- 
iia gained by making peace ? To this he would anfwer, that the 
queftion was not fo much to us what Holland and PrufBa had 
gained, but if we arc to contend with France, what had 
France gained by that peace ? And with regard to the proba'* 
bilrty that internal diffenfions will dcftroy the prefent govcrn- 
inent of France, he had argued, and experience had confirmed 
him, that the more they were oppofed, the more they wcrfi 
likely to unite ; and therefore if it was our objeft to avail our* 
felves of thq diflenfions in F-rance, the meafurc now propofed, 
to employ force againft them, was at v;ariance with the end we 
had in view. With regard to the inclination of the Emperor, 
he (hould be glad to know how an hiftorian, for inftance, 
would be able hereafter to diftinguifli the fccurity which Grea( 
Britain had for trufling to the Emperor more than to the King 
of Pruffia. On the firft day of this feflion, and often fince, 
lie had alked, whether, if his Royal Highnefs the Duke of 
•York were to take a chair in tlvrt Houfe, he would not inform 
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it that there was no willingncfs whatever on the part of 
Auftria to co-operate vigoroufly with us in the profecution 
of this war ? There were many Britilh officers now returned, 
who had witnefled the condu£l of Auftria in this war, -^nd he 
defied the miniftcr to produce one of them, or any one man 
in this kingdom, who would undertake to fay that the Houfe 
of Audria was hearty in the profecution of the war j we had 
feen abundant reafon to be convinced of the contrary, and now 
we were going to give to the Emperor four millions fix hundred 
thoufand pounds, without a certainty of his co-operation for 
one hour after the loan is fettled. With thefe impreflions it 
was impoffible for him to agree to the prcfent .Bill, and there- 
fore he ihould move an amendment, That indead of the word 
" now/' be inferted " this day two months/' 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer faid,'hc ihould refill the 
amendment, but he fiiould decline entering into general argu* 
ment, bccaufe he had delivered his fentiments at large upon 
the fubje6l already, and he had heard nothing that day, but a 
repetition of former objeflions. He fliould allude, however> 
to one point brought forward by the Right Hon. Gentleman 
who fpoke laft, That if we flood aloof from France, we 
fhould be at a peace eflablifliment inftcad of a war expen- 
diture ; the argument was this, that we fliould continue the 
prclfure on France, while (he was making exertions on her part 
to which her refources were unequal, and for that purpofe the 
prefent meafure was neceflary, for by this we were to have 
great military aid from the Emperor. With regard to the 
conduft of Audria dcmonftrating an unwillingncfs to proceed 
in the profecution of the war ; he muft obferve, that at h 
reat a diftancc, and under all the circumftances, it was dif- 
cult to judge of the co-operation of the combined armies* 
Auflria was deeply in terefted in this contcft. It was the in- 
tereft of Auftria to proceed. No man would fay that Auftria 
had not a great military power ; and the queftion here was, 
whether, under all the circumftances, we fliould not furniih 
the Emperor with pecuniary aid. 
The Houfe divided,

The Houfe refolved itfelf into a further Committee of the 
whole Houfe, on the Bill for providing an cftablifhment for 
the Prince of Wales, and to provide for the liquidation of his 
debts, &c. &c.

Mr. Lechmere faid, he would trouble the Committee but 
with a few words. No pcrfon, he would venture to affirm, 
had a higher refpcd for hi6 Majcftv, and all the iliuftrious 
branches of his family, than himfelf ; but when the kingdom 
was already fo much oppreffed, he thought it his duty to pre- 
vent, as much as poflible, further burdens falling on it. The 
Hon. Member then adverting to forae thinps that were the fub- 
ftancc of a cUufe of the Bill already filled up, was called to 
order by Sir Waihih Lnves and Mr, Pitt, The latter moved 
that the claufe of the Bill immediately under the obfervation 
of the Committee, (hould be read. 
The fame being accordingly read by the Chairman ; 
Mr, Lechmere iTSi^y he bowed with deference to the opinion 
ef the Right Hon. Gentleman (Mr. Pitt) and the Chair. 

Sir M* White Ridley objefted to the commiffion appointed 
lo inquire into de^ts, being attended with any expence. 

ifcfr.P/// explained; that it was not intended to give any 
lafary to the commiffioncrs ; nothing more was meant than to 
provide for the necefiary contingent expence attendant on a 
commiffion of that fort, which would amount to fo trifling a 
fijm, as, he apprehended, would afford to the Hon. Baronet no 
ground of obje£lion. The nominaiicn of the commiffioners 
would naturally fall to the Crown. 

Mr. Powys faid, that from the aftive intereft they had taken 
in the bufinefs, the nomination ought to b^^long to the Houfe of 
Commons. 

Sir WiUiam Milner thought that the right of nominating the 
commiffioners ought not to be taken from the Prince. The 
particular arrangement was left for future difcuffion. 

Mr. Powys faid, that a ftatement of the debts had been laid 
on the table \ the provifion, however, with rcfpeft to their li- 
quidation,^wa8 fo worded as to have the effeS to bind the Houfe 
to pay thofe debts to an unlimited amount. 

Mr, Anftruther faid, that the account of the debts hadbeeii 
made up with as much accuracy as poffible ; it was neeeflfary, 
however, that a little latitude (liould be allowed, as it would be 
extremely difficult to fix the fum with abfolute precifion. It 
' would not, however, be found to exceed the ftatement by 
above 300QI. It was propofed and adopted' that the amount 
of the debts to be paid fliould be fixed in the preamble at a fum 
not exceeding 65,0001- 

Mr, Ci/rwen fuggefted, wliether it would not be better for 
the Public to borrow a fum in order to pay off the debts at 
pnce, and in lieu to. take ihe annuity which was by the pye- 
fent BiU to be appropriated to the creditors. 

F Z Mr^ 
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Mr. Pitt faid, that the proTifion was fo worded as to leave 
it open to the Public to pay ofF the debts at any time, when 
money might be botrowed at a lower rate of intercft, than it 
could be had at prefcnt. 

General Smith adverted to the peculiarly hard fituation of 
the Princcfs of Wales, and propofcd that a feparate provifion 
ihould be made for her Royal Highnefs. 

Colonel Stanley faid, as he could not confent to any further 
burdens being laid on the Public, he (hould propofc the pro* 
yifion to her Royal Highnefs to be made out of "the 6o,ocol» 
to be allotted for the expenditure for the Prince. 

Mr, Pitt and Mr, Fos; both reprobated the idea of any Te- 
paratc provifion being made for her Rbyal Highnefs out of 
the income of the Prince, as he conceived that he would be 
^ifpofed to let alkie, out of the fum allotted him, whatever 
proportion couUl with propriety be granted, for the eafc and 
^omfort of her Royal Highnefs. 

Mr. Pitt obfervcd, that it muft be the firft objefk of the 
Prince's heart to make her all the pecuniary allowance in hift 
power, and was averfe to any fuch meafure. 

Mr. IVhitbread could not allow that the Houfe (as ftatcd) 
was a party in the Prince's marriage. But it wa8 only juft and 
fair in his Majclty, who had taken fuch a decided part in that 
bufinefs, to give liberal aflxftance in the prefcnt cafe, and fave 
her Royal Highnefs from any unpleafant circumftances. 

Mr. FoK and Mr, Lechmere thought his Majefty ought t# 
contribute. 

. Mr. Addington (the Speaker) thought that the moft delicate 
nnd refpe&ful mode of proceeding would be to add a fum to 
the prefent income intended for the' Prince, which (hould be 
undcrftood tt) be in the nature of a provifion for the ufe of 
bcr Royal Highnefs. 

It was underftood that this bufinefs flioald be farther d^ 
bated on the report. 

Mr, Whiibread defired to know, whether creditors upon 
bond were to h^vc their claims inveftigatcd by the <rommif- 
fioners before they would be allowed. 

Mr. Anftrtsther faid, that all who took the benefit of thi^t 
fiCc^ mud fubmit their claims to the commifiioners. 

This c?iufcd a long converfation. 

Mr. FoXy Mr. Whitbready and Mr, Ckrweftf thought one of 
the main proviflons of the Bill would by this be loft. Thofe 
^creditors \yho would not fubmit claims might call upon the 
Prince at law, and proceed to tak« pofleffion of his perfonal 
cHccls, as aflets in his. hands. 
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T^e Attorney Genera/, Mr, Pitt^ and Mr. Anflruther^ con- 
tendtdy that the debentures wouM give a much better offer 
to the fair creditor ; and thofe who would not fubmit their 
claims to inveftigation, if they were bad, though nominally 
they might recover at law, yet a court of equity would hiter- 
fcre to ftop their progrefs. 

Mr. Serjeant Adair came in afterwards, and dated thp 
fame obje^ion, which caufed the converfation again to turn 
upon the fame fubjcft. 

Mr, Fox contended^ that though the advantage might be 
evident when the creditors were confidered as an aggregate 
Body, yet the obftinacy of any one might induce him to pre- 
fer the old remedy of an a£tion at law. 

Mr, Pitt dated, that it was propofed to give power by x 
claufe in the Bill, to any one who thought his debt not fairlf 
reduced, to bring an a£lion againd the commidioners. 

The Committee then went through other claufes of the 
Bili, fome of which were debated. At length having gone 
through the Bill, the Committee rofc, and the Houfe wa* 
refumed, when it was fettled that th^eport (hould be made 
on Friday. 

The Houfe fat till near twelve ; after which they adjourned 
lill next day. 

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

Thursday, June 11. 

The Emperor's Loan Bill paflTcd the Committee after a few 
4>bfervations againd it from Mr. M. Robinfon. The report 
was ordered to be received the next day. 

AGRICULTURE. 

Mr, Whlthread obferved, that on account of the latenefs of 
die feflion, he mud defer to the next, his intended motion 
•with regard to a Bill for afcertaining by returns from parifh 
ofBcers the quantity of arable land in England and Wales, 
and the qualities and proportion of the different kinds of 
grain, didinguifliing each from the other. 

The Speaker informed the Houfe that returns had been re- 
ceived, giving accounts of the diffurent perfons who are now 
confined in different gaols of this kingdom, in confcqucncc 
of proceffes iffued out of the ecclefiadical courts. 

filR GILBERT ELLIOT. 
Mr, Fcx obferved, that differences of opinion might arife 
pn the appointment of Sir Gilbert Elliot to the office of Vice- 
roy 
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roy. of Corfica. It was a queltion alfo, how far it was agree- 
able to the principles of oar conflitution for the Crown to 
annex any thing to its dominion without the authority of 
Parliament. Thcfc were points which he (hould not at prefent 
difcufs, but he apprehended, that by accepting that office. 
Sir Gilbert Elliot vacated his feat in that Houfe. This was 
dear from the AA of Parliament pafled. in the time of C^een 
Ann, and from various authorities which it was needlefs for 
him to mention ; and therefore he fhould move, ** That the 
SpQker do iffue his warrant .to the Clerk of the Crown for 
3 new writ to be iflued for the ele£lion of a burgefs to ferve 
in Parliament for the borough of Heiiftone in the county of 
Cornwall, in the room of Sir Gilbert. Elliot, Baronet, who 
fince his election has accepted of the office of Viceroy of 
Corfica."— Ordered. 

The Bill for the more fpeedy payment of certain officers 
IP the navy, &c. was ordered to be ingrofTed. 

PRINCE OF WALES'S DEBTS. 

The confjdcration of the report on the Bill for liquidation 
of the debts, &c. of the Prince of Wales, was deferred to 
Monday next. 

General Smith poftponed to the fame day his motion relative 
to the arrears of the Dutchy of Cornwall. 

Mr, Secretary Dundas deferred the India Budget to Tuef- 
day. 

PETITION FROM THE MERCHANTS TRADING TO THE ISLANDS 
OF GRENADA AND ST. VINCENT'S. 

Lof^ Shejffieid moved for leave to prefent the petition : He 
obfervcd that it was unneceflary to go at length into the par- 
ticulars of the devailation which had taken place in the iflands 
of Grenada and ^u Vincent's, but that in another ftage of 
the bufincfs, proofs would be brought forward of the general 
mifchicf which was likely to arife from the calamity in quef- 
tion. When it was firft propofed to give relief by Ex- 
chequer bills, he felt great difficulty in reforting again fo foon 
to that rheafure 5 but that afterwards, having an opportunity 
of more complete information, he was convinced there was 
great danger of widely-extended bankruptcy, which wouI4 
greatly afFeft the manufa£lures and commerce of this coun- 
try, and that unlefs fuch relief was given as would re-eftabli(h 
the plantations in the iflands of Grenada and St. Vincent^s, 
the advantage of a produce, equal to a million yearly, would 
be loft to this country, and alfo the revenue arifing from fuch 
a produce. He kx^ew Cfvcral very eminent houfe^ hac^ 
I a<:cepte4 
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accepted -biUs, which, in confequence of the failure of re- 
turns from thofe iflands, could not be paid ; that the amount 
of thofe bills was very great ; and that the failure of thofe 
houfes would involve in ruin many great houfcs in London, 
Briftol, Liverpool, and Glafgow. He therefore thought it 
his duty to recommend the cafe of the merchants and plant- 
ers to the attention of the Houfe, and to move that the pe- 
tition (hould be referred to the confideration of a SeleA Com- 
mittee. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer feconded the motion. He 
entered at large into the merits of the Bill that was paifed 
two years ago for the relief of our commercial credit. He 
expatiated on the beneficial effeAs of that Bill ; and exprelTed 
himfdf of opinion that fomething upon the fame principle 
fliould be adopted in the prefent cafe. He maintained that 
no blame was imputable to the merchants who made this ap- 
plication, nor would any be found to attach to Governmeot 
if an inquiry was to be inftituted ; certainly and evidently 
none to the merchants, for the calamity which had befallen 
the iflands was unforefeen and unavoidable. The general 
courfe of Weft India property was fuch as to require conG«* 
derable time in its arrangement ; and as this bufmtfs was of 
great importance, he was of opiniQn that fome legiflative aid^ 
in the way he had already mentioned, {hould be granted to 
the prefent petitioners ; and he had the fulleft confidence in 
the good effeds which it would produce, from the experience 
be had had already of the plan of the Bill to which he had 
alluded. He chofe to open this bufinefs generally, in order 
that the Houfe might be apprifed ac once of the nature of 
the fubjeft. 

Mr. Wilberforce did not wifli to give any decifive opinion 
on the fubje£t of (he petition ; but he begged to call the at- 
tention of the Houfe to the full confideration of it as a mat- 
ter of the gfeateft importance. Public aid was to be given 
to individuals — the grounds upon which it was to be granted, 
ou^ht to be ferioufly confidered, as it eftabliftied a precedent 
of the moft dangerous tendency. It would be very often dif- 
ficult to difcriminate the application of a principle to one cafe 
more particularly than another ; befides, as the inftances of 
fuch aid increafed, we (hould by degrees extend the limitation 
of thefe principles. He would advile the Houfe to be particu- 
larly cautious. He was determined to ftudy the matter with 
the clofeft application until he had made Up his mind. Gen- 
tlemen ihould alfo confider the ftabilLty and fafetjr of Weft 
India property in general. He obferved, that when individuals 
had hopes of aid of this n;4ture^ it was to be feared that it 

would 
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would create a great increafe of influence of miniftar$, In 
order that they may fupport or prefcnt petitions for fuch aiEft- 
ance. This was to be dreaded, and ought to be narrowly- 
watched. He was furc in that principle the Right Hon. 
Gentleman (Mr- Pitt) agreed with him \ certainly to afford 
fcliiff to fulTering individuals accorded with the ftrongeft 
widies of his heart, if it did not intcrCere with the public 
intereit. 

Mr, Fcx faid, that among the many and various calamities 
which this war had already heaped upon us, beyond any thing 
of which the wliolc hiftory of the country furniihcd ati ex- 
ample, this vi^as a ftriking inftance. In former wars the Weft 
Indies had experienced many difafters. We had loft iilands ; 
we had gained them : Wc had alfo feen the fame chance 
happen in this war ; but to it was particularly refcrved the 
confequence of making neceflary fuch extraordinary expedients 
as the prefcnt. 

When the Bill for the relief of our commercial credit was 
propofed, he doubted the expediency of it, becaufe, if reliefs 
of this kind were to he granted whenever they were afked^ 
every one muft fee what the influence of tlie minifter muft 
be with all perfons connected with commercial dealings. This 
very application proved to him the troth of this obfervatioff, 
for he could not forget how often he had been told in private 
by perfons of confiderable importance in public aiTairs, *^ Wc 
have Weft India property, and we muft fupport Adminiftra- 
tion." Here was at once an explanation of the caufe of the 
fupport of commercial men, with regard to the meafures of 
the King's minifters } they apprehended that their own credit 
might be in danger, and therefore in order to have Parlia- 
mentary aid to their cmbarraflment, they fantlioned with 
their voices what they difapproved in their hearts. If this 
fyftem was to be continued to be afted upon, he would ven- 
ture to fay, that wc may indeed have the form and name of 
a free conftitution, {>ut the fpirit of it would be gone, and 
there would not remain among us even the veftige of liberty, 
for there would not be a man remaining, who had any com- 
mercial dealings, who \ix)uld venture to fpeak his mind upon 
public affairs, for fear of difobliging the minifter, whofer^fa- 
vour he was like to ftand in need of. Every war in its nature 
tended to increafe the influence of the minifters of this coun- 
try 5 but this, worfc than all the reft together; for diy after 
day, it introduced innovation upon innovation, fuch as the 
boldeft man, who had any regard for our liberty, could not 
behold, without the moft alarming apprehen fi on s : Of all. 
inoovdtion^ ga the principles of liberty, thofe were the mod 

dangerous 
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dangerous which Were filent in their efFefls, and gradual. 
Such meafures as the prefent verci in his apprehenfion, much 
more dangerous to the conftitution of this country than any 
abufe of the clcftion of members to ferve in Parliament, 
great even as that evil might be. 

If in the common courfe of war the Weft India iflands (hould 
fall into the hands of the enemy, he wifhed to know in what 
refped chat cafe could be diftinguifhed in point of principle 
from this, as far as regards the nature of this application ; and 
he wiflied to know what ground there was for us to be af- 
fured that even that misfortune might not befal us. The mi- 
nifter had faid there was no blame to be attached to the 
merchants who had made this application. He would dare to 
fay not, except m their not having oppofed that which brought 
on their misfortune ; and he hinted too that no blame would 
attach to minifters if the fubjeft was inquired into ; and yet 
this very inquiry the minifterhad always refufed to grant. He 
would fay again, what he had often faid, that there was much 
to blame ; that minifters had been there negligent, as well as 
in many other parts of the world; and he truftcd that a new 
Houfe of Commons, or, perhapsj even this Houfe of Commons, 
would be of that opinion, for he believed the Public to be of that 
opinion, and that they had been fo long ago. That was the opi- 
nion in the Weft Indies ; that he verily believed to be the 
opinion of the very men who figned this petition, an opinion 
which they would have exprcfled long ago, had they not fore- 
feen that they might be under the neceflity of afking fuch a 
boon as this of Government. He then defired the Houfe to 
conGder the nature of Weft India property, and to paufe before 
they proceeded upon this buGnefs. Above all, he hoped that 
the Houfe would recoiled^ its own refolution with regard to 
the abolition of the flave trade -, and he trufted that no meafure 
ihould be adopted by Parliament, to give aid to the purchafe 
of flaves, for that would be in the laft degree difgraceful to the 
Houfe. He faw a crowd of difficulties in this buHnefs; 
he lamented that the latenefs of the feflion made it impoffible 
to have it difcufied in a Houfe properly attended ; and he was 
afraid it would fuccced in Parliament, if countenanced by the 
xninifter ; but it was his intention to give it his negative. 

Mn Secretary Dundas approved of this meafure highly, and 
declared, that when he looked back to the meafure alluded to^ 
he felt a particular pleafurc that it had been tried. It was 
a fource of great fatisfadtion to him, to contemplate the eiFedls 
produced by it, at a jun£ture, when from the operation of 
fudden caufes, our commercial credit feemed to be reduced to 
a fituation which gave the mgft ferious alarm to every man. 
Vol. IV. G It - 
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It was confoling to find, that the conilitutidn of the countrT 
contained^ within itfclf fuch principles, that without any other 
rcfource than its own internal energy, it gave that relief which 
fio other country could hare afforded in a like fituation. The 
objeAion brought agatnft it by the Hon. Gentleman, would 
apply to every meafure where Pari lament exercifed its parental 
Care for the benefit of the country. No country upon earth but 
6ur8 was capable of fuch energy. He apprehended none of 
the evils which the Right Hon. Gentleman had prediftcd ; on 
the contrary, he thought, they would turn out to be like his 
former ones, when he oppofed the former Bill. It had been 
faid, that at leaft five millions would be wanted for the 
fupport of the plan in the Commercial Credit Bill ; only two 
millions and an half had been called for, and now our credit 
was entirely reftored, and we were in a ftate of profpcrity. 
He maintained, that this was not a new meafure, for that 
many years ago, it had been adopted at St. Kitt's, Barbadoesy 
and Jamaica ; nay more, in that cafe large fums of money had 
been granted, and here we were only to add to the fecuritv of 
the merchants, and to guarantee payment. He thought there 
was nothing to fear from the influence which minifters would 
gain by doing a meritorious z(k like this. It was not to the 
miniftry, but to Parliament, that the people looked with grati* 
tude ; and that reafoning went to this, that you (hall never 
ferve large bodies, bccaufe they will feel a gratitude to the 
Government in return. This was its dircft confequence. He 
contended, that our misfortunes in the Weft Indies were not 
attributable to a want of fufficient force in that quarter, as at 
no former period were there greater exertions ufed, not only 
with refpeft to the immediate prefervation of our poffeflions, 
but alfo with refpeft to the attack on thofe of the enemy. All 
the Weft India Merchants, he was confident, would fub- 
fcribe to this declaration, and that the force fcnt out, barring 
the calamity that befel it laft year, was adequate to all its pur- 
)>ofes. He denied entirely the truth of any one aflertion» 
of the negligence of Adminiftration, with rcfped to the fafety 
. of the Weft Indies. He was pcrfeftly ready to invcftigatc 
that buCnefs, and he maintained that no fpecinc complaint in 
that refpedt had ever been made. 

Mr, Fox obferved that he had made complaints on this very 
•point, among many others, when he moved for a Committee 
of Inquiry on the ftateof the nation. He was ready to go into it 
at any time, and he was ready to prove, if the inquiry was grant- 
ed, that the force ftnt under Sir Charles Grey was inadequate 
to its obje£l ; but minifters had refufed to grant the inquiry^ 
.and it was a little too niuch to fay that there was no com- 
plaint 
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plaint made, for complaint had been made, and inquiry refufed 
by minifters. 

Sir William Puheney faid, though he would not compliment 
the minifter on the management of this bufinefs, he thought) 
however, that the grievance complained of ought to be re^ 
medied, inafmuch as a great (lagnation of credit, if relief was 
not granted, might be the coni'equence, not only among the 
natives of the iflands, but alfo among many individuals here. 
He i^ould therefore vote for the petition being referred to the 
Seled Committee. 

Mr. M, A. Taylor faid he could not agree with the afiertions 
of Mr. Duadas, as to the Wed India merchants being content 
with the meafurcs adopted by the Government for the fecurity 
of the iflands. He himfelf knew the reverfe from indifputable 
authority. There was but one opinion among them, and 
that was, that the war was (hamefully condu£led. 

When therefore the Right Hon. Gentleman would bring 
forward bold afiertions, he would meet him on his own groundt 
and bring forward aflertions equally bold, and directly contrary 
to his. lie would therefore vote againft the petition being 
referred to a Seled Committee ; becaufe in reference to the 
relief granted in the reign of Queen Ann in mone^ to the 
iflands, he had rather, if relief was now granted, that it fliould 
be in money, than on the credit of the merchants and planters^ 
as a great rifle would be run thereby, from the very difabled 
and agitated date of their poflcflions in the Weft Indies. 

Mr. Robin/on oppofed it. 

General Tarleton faid he fliould vote for the petition being 
referred to a Committee, but fliould apply afterwards to his 
conftituents, many of whom were, he believed, convinced that 
the minifter had ruined much of our commerce. 

Mr, Hujfey thought this bufinefs required much delibera- 
tion. 

Mr, Alderman Curtis thought the propofed meafure necef- 
fary. 

Mr. Dundasy In explanation, faid, that the relief propofed 
to be granted them was not to be founded merely on tneir own 
fecurity ; fuch 9 thing was not intended. 

A defultory converfation followed. 

Sir W» Dolben rofe to give his vote for the referring the pe- 
tition to the Comnuttce— He gave, he faid, the minifter credit 
for the part he took in this bufinefS) but he was forry to fay, 
he was obliged to withhold his aifent in refpe£^to the treatmeot 
that had been exhibited to Cape Breton and its Lieutenant-Go« 
vernor— That unfortunate ifland had long folicitcd juftice to 
|io eflFed. He would therefore move on Monday next, that 

G a the 
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^he Houfe Ihould take into confideration the ftate of that ifland 
rom the year 1784, to tht prefent time. 

Tte Chancellor of the Exchequer called Sir William Dolben 
to order — He thought that the fubjefk of. the Hon. Baronct^s 
^notion bore no affinity to that before the Houfe — ^The account 
of the Lieutenant-Governor of Cape Breton had not as yet 
been determined by the executive power. 

Sir W, Dolben thought his arguments mifreprefented by the 
Right Hon. Gentleman. 

Mr. Courtenay fpoke a few words in j unification of the 
Lieutenant-Governor } when the queflion being called for, the 
petition was referred to a Sele£k Committee, and the Member^ 
who were to conftitute it named, 

THE PRINCESS'S JOINTURE. 

The Bill for fettling a jointure of 50,000!. per annum on 
the Princefs of Wales, (hould fhe furvive his Royal Highnefs, 
went through the Committee, and was ordered to he t6« 
ported.

HOUSE OF COMMONS,

WEST ENTRANCE TO THE CITT. 

The Bill for improving the Weft entrance to the city by 
Temple-Bar and Snow-Hill, was read a third time. On the 
queftion " that this Bill do pafs," 

Mr. Lechmere rofe to ftate his objections. He thought it 
a bad Bill, and one that the Houfe ihould rejed, as for a mere 
chimerical improvement it engendered real and fubftantial 
evil. This, he faid, was an age of chimera, of fanciful im- 
provement, and dangerous^ innovation. ^-He warned the 
Houfe, therefore, againft lending too credulous an ear to plans 
of this fort. — He lived, he faid, in the neighbourhood of the 
projeAed improvement, and was well acquainted with the 
fentiments of the inhabitants, moft of whom looked upon it as 
an evil of the greateft magnitude to them, and had deGredhim 
to ufe his utmoft endeavours to oppofe the Bill, which he did 
xio lefs from a firm perfuafion of its injurious tendency, than 
a compliance with that requeft. The general value of a houfe 
Was not a competent indemnity in every cafe to the owner. 
Situation and local acquaintance were frequently the ereateft 
' part of the value, and could not be eftimagcdt In the pre* 

fent 
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feat cafe it was particularly fo. Many families now lived la 
comfort and credit, which no allowance for their habitation 
could enable them to do elfcwhcrc. 

Sir Watk'm Lrwes fupported the Bill as conducive to ufefal 
improvement. 

Alderman Le Mefurier thought that the objeftions ftated by 
Mr. Lechmere.were anfwered by the provifions of the Bill, 
which took every poffible care of the private intercfts concerned 
by allowing a price for good- will. 

The queftioa was then put and carried. 

PRINCE OF WALES. 

The Houfe refolvcd itfelf into a Committee of Supply. 

On thequeftion being put, that a fum of 27,0001. be granted 
on account of the expenccs incurred by the marriage of his 
Royal Highnefs the Prince of Wales, 

Mr. Poivys faid, that if this was only part of the expence 
a&ually incurred on account of the marriage, it was one of 
thofe unfortunate tranfa£lions, which the Houfe could not 
look to without grief and fliame. After the pledge, however, 
•which the Prince had given to the Houfe with refpeft to his 
future condu£l, it mud be the general wifh rather to look 
forward than to look backward. He muft neverthelefs re- 
mark, that there was no precedent of any fuch fum having 
been granted for the marriage expences of the Prince of 
Wales as was now required, and he thought before fuch a 
demand was made, fome fpecial ground ought to have been 
lud on the pre fen t occaHon. Several Gentlemen had ez« 
prefled their furprifc that his Majefty had not come forward 
to grant fome affiitance to the Prince. He had not touched 
on that topic, becaufe he was perfuaded, that if there bad 
cxifted the means, his Majefty would certainly have in- 
terfered to have prevented the Prince from being reduced ta 
fo humiliating a fituation* 

Tie Chancel/or of the Exchequer ftatedj that he could not pro- 
duce any precedent of a fum having been granted for marriage 
expences, but it had been ufual to grant a fum to a Prince of 
Wales, when he firft engaged in an eftablifliment. 

Sir G. A. W. Shuclburgh Evelyn could not think this fum* 
fufBcient. By the papers on the table it appeared that expences 
'werc incurred in this marriage to a much larger amount.— *How 
"Was the remainder to be defrayed ? 

The Chancellor of tU Exchequer explained that part was de- 
frayed out of the increafed income which was dated from 
(X^obci laft,— »Hc alfo propofed another rcfolution, that 25,000]. 

b^ 
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be granted for defraying the expences of completing the works 
of Carlcton-Houfe. 

Thefum was then voted, as alfo a fum of 25,000]. for finilh- 
ing the repairs of Carleton-Houfe. 

The Houfe being refumed, the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
moved, that there (hould be laid on the table a copy of the ke- 
port to the Lords Commiflioncrs of his Majcfty's Treafury from 
the Comraiflioners appointed for the iflue of certain Exchequer 
bills. He faid, that lad year a relief had been granted by an 
Exchequer loan to the commercial intereft of this country \ as 
a demand for a (imilar relief was now made by the merchanis 
of Grenada, he wiflied the report to be laid on the table, in 
order that the Houfe might be qualified to judge of the 
cffeGs of the former meafure. The report was brought up, 
2nd ordered to be laid on the table. 

On the report being brought up of the Bill granting^ a jointure 
to her Royal Highnels the Princcfs of Wales, 

Sir William Ptdtenty faid that he ihould propofe to introduce 
a claufe on the third reading, granting this jointure to her Royal 
Highnefs, in bar of any claim (he might have to a dower from 
the Dutchy of Cornwall. 

Mr. Anjlruther did not fee anv reafon why a different claufe 
Ihould be introduced in the prelent inftance, from what had 
been adopted on former occafions. 

General Smith faid that the widow of the Black Prince had 
a dower from the Dutchy of Cornwall. 

The report was then agreed to. 

The report of the Seleft Committee appointed to examine 
into the petition of the merchants of Grenada, was brought up» 
and ordered to be taken into confideration on Monday next.—* 
Adjourned. 



HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

Monday, June 15. 

The Auftrian loan and Woolcombert Bills were read a third 
time and pafled. 

The refolutions of the Committee of Supply of Friday laft, 
of 27>oool. for the expences of the marriage of his Royal 
Highnefs the Prince of Wales, and 25,000!. for repairing 
Carlcton-Houfe, were reported and agreed to. 

A petition was prefented from the inhabitants of Chatham 
Place, againft the Black Friars Sewers Bill, which was referred 
to the Committee on tlie Bill, and to be heard by cooDfel. 

Upon 
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Upon the thinl reading of the Bill for the more fpeedf pay* 
mcnt of certain officers of his Majefty's fea forces, 

Mr. Jekyll faid, that on a former night, when the Hon. Se- 
cretary detailed this meafure to the Houfe, he had expreifed an 
opinion that it (hould extend its benefits to the marines. Since 
that time he had received a polite private communication from 
the Hon. Secretary, that it would clalh with official arrange^ 
ments to include them in the Bill. He, however, hoped that 
fome arrangements could be made, by which they might enjoy 
its benefits. 

Mr. Secntary Dundas dated, that as far as the principle ex. 
tended, he always wiflied to give the indulgence required i but 
fuch was the fydem of official arrangement, that without dif- 
compofinp the whole, and clafliing with the principle of the 
prefent Bill, they could not be comprehended. He declared it 
vrould be a pleafure to give all the aid in his power to any 
Gentleman who would bring any thing forwards for their fer« 
Tice. 

After a few words from Mr. Robinfitiy the Bill was read a 
third time and pafled. 

.The report of the Committee on the petition of the mer« 
chanta ot Grenada and St. Vincent's bc^'ng brought up, the 
Houfe refolved itfelf into a Committee of the whole Houfe to 
confider of the matter of the report. 

Tht Chanceitor of the Exchequer moved a refolution, for leave 
to bring in a Bill to enable his Majefty to dire£k the iiTuing of 
Exchequer bills to the amount of one million and an half to be 
ifTued to commiffioners, to be by them advanced under certain 
regulations and reftrif^ions for the accommodation of certain 
merchants and other perfons conneAed with and trading to the 
iflands of Grenada and St. Vincent's, who ihall be defirous to 
receive them for a time to be limited. 

General Stnith wiflied to know why the fum was to be a 
million and a half, as he underftood that the fum wanted was 
only a million. 

Sir Wiliiam Pulteney faid, that he underftood alft) that a mil- 
lion would be fufficient; but as it wasimpoffible to know exa<Sl1y, 
the better way would be to nominate a million and a half. The 
commiffioners were by no means bound to iflue that fum al- 
though they had the power. 

The Chancellor rf the Exchequer (aid, that from the expe- 
rience we had of the meafure which pafled two years ago, for 
the fupport of commercial credit, he tnided the Houfe would 
be ready to agree to this propofition. The real fum which 
Height be wanted might be lefs than riie fum now propofed, 
but he thought that (hould be left, under all the circumftanccs, 

to 
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to the difcretion of the commii&oners to be aUthorlfcd to a£l 
under the Bill. 

Mr, M. Robifijin faid a few words* 

Mr. Secretary Dundas vindicated the affcrtions which he 
formerly made with regard to the care which Government had 
taken to fend adequate forces to the Weft Indies, and main- 
tained that the calamities which had befallen the inhabitants 
there were unforefeen and unavoidable. He then enumeratect 
the troops fcnt from time to time to the Weft Indies fince the 
ift of January 1794, to corroborate what he had aflcrted. 
The whole of the troops fent thither were 20,206 men. 

Mr. Fox faid, there was no doubt of the number fcnt; the 
queftion was, whether the force was adequate to the objeft ? 
If, for inftancc, he were to fay, after voting a larger fupply 
than at any former period, that no more could be wanted, he 
apprehended that minifters would fay that this was not the 
way to araue fairly; that the queftion was not, whether the 
fupply already granted was or was not larger than any former 
fupply, but whether it was large enough for the purpofes 
which the Executive Government had jn view ? Juft fo was the 
cafe here, the queftion not being whether the force was larger 
than any before fent to the Weft Indies, but whether it was 
adequate to the objcft we had in view* Under a fair and juft 
cotifideration of all the circumftances, taking it in that fenfe, 
he would maintain again, that the force fent to the Weft Indies 
was inadequate to the proteflion of the iflands. They were 
too long delayed alfo. He recapitulated his former obferva- 
tions relative to Guadaloupe, Martinique, and the forces fent 
under Sir Charles Grey ; as alfo the force fent to Toulon, and 
that fcnt in the expedition under the Earl of Moira, all of which 
were inadequate tor their purpofe; for although fome of them 
had proved fufficicnt, they had been infufficient to keep the 
places they had taken. This was the cafe, more or lefs, in 
the whole of the conduft of this war ; he wiftved therefore 
for an inquiry into this bufinefs. 

Mr. Seereiary Dundas pofitivcly denied that the forces fcnt 
under Sir Charles Grey and Sir John Jervis, were inadequate 
to the execution of the plan on which they had been fent out- 
The original plan extended to the conqueft not only of the 
Windward Iflands, but of the ifland of St. Domingo; fothat 
after the troops were withdrawn from Sir Charles Grey's ex- 
pedition, there were abundantly fuiEcient for the reduAion of 
the Windward Iflands only ; and the confequence was, that 
they fell. For the fubfequent lofs of them, he would only 
remark, that fo far w^s Sir Charles Grey from thinking ther^ 
was any danger of them, he was on his return home. On the 

mif- 
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misfortune at'Guadaloupe he would not dwell — he could not 
without incurring the fufpicion of partiality, fhew fully the 
whole of that tranfadlion, but would barely mention, that 
Sir Charles Grey faid, if General Dundas had not died, the 
ifland of Guadaloupe would not have been loft. Bsfides, the 
unparalleled mortality among the troops tended to render the 
iflands more defencelefs. 

Mr. Fox allowed every merit to General Dundas> but he 
could wiQi that Sir Charles Grey and Sir John Jervis had 
an opportunity of giving all the information in their power 
to that Houfe, and this could not be had without an in- 
quiry. . 

Mr, St. John faid, the Britifh iflands were left entirely un- 
protected, to conquer St. Domingo, And he challenged mi- 
nifters to call forward anyone mai> belonging to the Weft 
Indies who would fay that thofe iflands had received fuch pro*- 
tc£lion as the interefts of Great Britain required. 

The queftion was then put and carried, and the report of 
ttie Committee was ordered to be received the next day. 

ISLAND OF CAPE BRETON. 
Sir William Dolben called the attention of the Houfe to the 
ftate of the ifland of Cape Breton, which was, he faid, the 
only part of his Majefty's dominions, to which Adminiftratiott 
had refufed protedlion. In this cafe he had to complaia 
heavily againft them, for he had folicited, day after day, 
month after month, and year after year, for them to come to 
account with the Governor, Mr. Debardt, but in Vain, ever 
Cnce the ytfar 1787, when Lieutenant-Governor Debardt was 
recalled to anfwer charges preferred againft him by fome of 
the inhabitants. He came over in 1788, demanded a trial, 
and could get no fatisfa£lion, though he had ever fmce, from 
week to week) and month to month, applied. Sir William 
ftated, that he himfelf and others, not merely for the fake o£ 
Mr. Debardt, but for the intereft of the Public, alfo applied^ 
but in vain — he therefore intended this motion to fave Mr* 
Debardt's honour, and reimburfe that gentleman the vaft fuoi 
of money he had expended for Government out of his own 
pocket. His motion was, 

** That there be laid before the Houfe the appointment of Lieutenant- 
Governor Debardt, with his letters to minifters, the remonftrances to Lord 
Sydney* his confequent letters of recal, and the correipoiidence of the 
Lieutenant-Governor who fucceeded him.** 

Mr. Courienay fecoqded the motion, and bore ample tefti- 

fnony of the merit of Governor Debardt, whofe conduct bad 

Vi)L. IV. H been 
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been approved of by Lord Howe, by the Marquis Town- 
(Iiend, and other brave and honourable charafters. He called 
on the Secretary at War to declare what he thought of this 
gentleman. 

l^he Chancellor of the Exchequer admitted the merit of th« 
military chara£ler of Mr. Debardt ; but obje£ted to the going 
into all the correfpondences now csriled for. If the Hon. 
Baronet confined himfelf to the pecuniary accounts of this 
officer, as Governor of Cape Breton, he fhould have no ob- 
jedion, although the commiflioners for auditing public ac- 
counts had, in their report of 0£lober 1 794, ftatcd it as their 
opinion, that the claims which were th^ made had been 
allowed before. 

Mr, Courtenay faid, he thought that the charafker of Go- 
vernor Debardt was impioufly implicated in the report juft 
read : He faid that there did not exift in that Houfc, or any 
where, a gentleman of greater honour and integrity, or one 
who had better ferved his country. He had ferved under 
General Wolfe, and loft his rank by purfuing furveys of the 
coaft of Nova Scotia, which were acknowledged to be of the 
greateft life by all naval officers, and particularly by Lord 
Howe, who wrote him a letter, thanking him for them, as 
tliey fhortened the pafTage in thofe feas and faved many (liips. 
He was alfo diftinguiihed by Lord Townfhend and Colonel 
Barre, as a man of the greateft merit. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer bore teftimony himfelf, 
' from report, to the good charafter of Governor Debardt, 
but faid that that was not in difcuffion. 

Mr, Windhain alfo bore honourable teftimony to tlie Go- 
vernor's charafter. 

Mr, Fox fupported the motion.

AUSTRIAN LOAN. 

The Order of the Day being moved, which was for the 
third reading of the Bill for a loan of four millions fix 
hundred thoufand pounds to the Emperor of Germany, 

Mr. Fox faid, he could not fuffer the Bill to pafs without 
making an obfervation or two. He declared, that this mea** 
fure had always been in his mind a profligate wafte of the 
money of the people of this country. What had happened 
lately confirmed him in that opinion : He meant the furrender 

of 
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of Luxembourg. It became the Houfe to confider, very fe* 
rioufly indeed, whether after the Empcroi had loft one of 
the moft important fortrcflcs in Europe, every nerve which 
he can employ, can m any material degree be fcrviceable to 
U8 againft the French in the prcfent conteft ? Whether after 
the taking of that fortrefs on the fevcnth of this month, a 
fcafon which, in other times, we had been ufed to call the 
middle, but now hardly the beginning of a campaign, there 
were any rational hopes of any fuccefsful operations on the 
part of the Emperor againft the French ? This was not all ; 
th^re were reports of the ceflation of hoftiliiies, which might 
be proper to be inquired into ; and that there was a new 
alliance between this country, Auftria, and RufTia. He knew 
he might be told, that fuch fubjeft was not then before the 
Houfe. He hoped, however, if it exifted, it would be laid 
before them immediately, or not until the next feOion ; not 
like the fubfidy to the King of Sardinia, juft at the rifing of 
Parliament, and hurried through the Houfe. This was, ia 
his mind, a ferious and an alarming thing ; there were per- 
fons who believed that the confequence of fuch an alliance 
would be a war between the two Imperial Powers andPruffia. 
Whether fuch an alliance be right or wrong, he would not 
prefume to determine ; he fhould only fay, he was forry to 
believe that were fome perfons, who called themfelves poli- 
ticbns, who were fo ftiort-fightcd as to think this advantageous 
at all events to this country. For his own part, he enter- 
tained a very different opinion ; he could not help believing, 
that fuch a war as this alliance might produce muft involve 
one half of Europe on one fide or other of it ; and he could 
not avoid looking with great anxiety and concern at the con- 
dition of fo large a part of mankind, if the horrors and ca- 
lamities of war were to be .thus extended, and the profpeft 
of peace to be placed at fo great a diftance. He knew that 
thefe points were not immediately before the Houfe ; but 
the refle£lions were fo natural, that he could not help^alluding 
to them, even in this ftage of the prcfent Bill. From the 
events which we had juft heard of, it was impoffible for any 
man who did not blind himfelf whhfanguine views, of either 
party, to think that Auftria can be equal to France in this 
conteft. If this war was to be carried on, there muft be 
fome connexion more with us than the Emperor againft 
France ; and this muft put that peace which was fo deiirablc 
to all, far, far off indeed. 

We were told every day of t? e great dlftr :fle3 of France ; 
and he believed fome of them : But he n^-ver could look with 
pkafurc on the profecution of a war, vhe.i the queiUon 
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between the parties was, Who could hold out, and bear great 
d'tilirefs the longeft ? — Such a determination was too dreadful 
to think of. He had heard, that with refped to our own 
profpcfl of diftrefs, the accounts of it arc exaggerated. He 
wiTlied to hear a ftatement of fa£ls that would lead him to 
believe that fuch accounts are over-coloured. But he knew 
that the diftrefs of this country was great ; and he had no 
grounds for believing that the diftrefs of France was fuch as 
was not likely to be felt alfo in this country, and that for a con- 
(iderable time, even although the evil (hould not in reality be 
equal to the accounts of it, for we all knew what mighty 
mifchief monopoly was capable of , creating. He could not 
let pafs the opportunity of delivering his. fentimcnts. He 
wi(hed at all times that we (hould avoid, as much as poirible, 
the calamities of war, always dreadful, but how much more 
fo, if every part of Europe was likely foon to feel the want 
of provifion ? From thefe ferious, and, to him, alarming ap* 
prehenfions, he found it his duty to oppofe this Bill in its 
laft ftage. 

The queftion was put, and the Bill was read' a third time, 
pafiedj and ordered to be carried to the Lords. 

ESTABLISHMENT AND DEBTS OF THE lyiNCE OF WALE?. 

The Houfc then proceeded to confider the report on the 
Bill, for an eftabliftiment of the Prince of Wales,' liquidating 
his debts, &c. 

It was then propofed, in order to make a fuitablc allow- 
;ince for her Royal Highnefs the Princefs of Wales, tliat 
the fum of 15,000!. fhould be receivtd^ inftead of 16,250]. 
the quarterly payment to be afligned for the liquidation of 
his Royal Highnefs's debts. The difference was to furnifh 
the Princefs with thp fum of i2^ol. per quarter, for her pri- 
vate purfe. 

Some converfation took place between Mr. Powys^ Mr. 
FoXf the Chancellor of the Exchequer ^ Mr, Curiveti^ Mr. Lanth" 
ton^ and Mr. Joliffe^ when the Houfe divided :

Mr. Fox divided the Houfe for the introduftion of a claufc 
for the felling part of the Dutchy of Cornwall, as the be(^ 
jncans of expediting the payment of the Prince's debts.

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Sir William Pulteney propofed fcveral amendments in tUc 
Bill, in oppofition to the (landing claufes, which were re« 
jcftcd. 

General Smith moved a claufe for an inquiry into the 
amount of the revenue arifing froni the Dutchy ot Cornwall 
during the minority of the rrince, with a view of its being 
applicable to the liquidation of his debts. 

The ^ttor$i^' General began with admitting, that he had 
not been quite accurate in the flatement which he had formerly 
given on the fubjetl. The Dutchy of Cornwall was a tenure 
neither held by Knights fervice, nor by foccage ; it was of a 
nature fo peculiar, as was difficult for him to defcribe. He 
apologized that he could not go minutely into the queilion, 
aS) in the ftation which he held, it might be neceflary for him 
to difcufs the queftion profeflionally, in oppofition to tlioie 
who fupported the right of the Prince. The exa£t nature 
and extent of this fpecies of eftate, he faid, was not legally 
defined. He therefore could but fpeak on general principles, 
and thofe principles he muft derive from the ufages which 
were made under former Princes in the difpofition of this 
ellate. From hence, feeing that it was neither a tenure in 
Knights fervice, nor a tenure in foccage, and this lie proved 
from the reigns of Edward III. and Henry VII. and Charles 
the Firft, when this right was called into debate and conG- 
deration, he would define it as nothing elfe than as a fund 
appropriated by the original grant of Parliament for the 
maintenance of the Prince of Wales — who had very properlj 
been reprefcnted as major a die nativjtatis. In fupport of this 
opinion, he went through the different cafes which had been 
brought forward. The qucilion of the right of the Prince 
he confefled to be exceedingly difficult. If this was a fund 
for the fupport of the Prince of Wales from the period of 
hir birth, the King, as his natural guardian, had the difpofal 
of that fund during his minority. The difficulty was in* 
creafcd by the long period v/hich had intervened fince that 
minority, which would render any claim on the part of the 
Prince extremely doubtful in the decifion, if it was at all 
piopcr to be brought forward. The queftion that would then 
arife would be, whether now in the year 1795? after the lapie 
of time fince the minority of the Prince, an account fhould 
be taken of the fums of money, which muft necefiarily be 
expended in the maintenance of the Prince^ by the King, his 
natural guardian ; when it was .obvious that every duty, in« 
cumbenc on a father towards a fon, had been dilcharged by 
}iis Majefty in the education of the Prince ; and whether a 
fuit even at fuch ^ diftancc of time could be inftituted. He, 

ou 
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on his part, had no fcruple in profefling, that even as a fight, 
it muft be a queflion of extreme doubt and difficulty to thofe, 
ivbo, as fuch, attempted to fupport it. 

T^ Chanctlhr of the Exchequer faid, that he wifbed only • 
to ftate a few practical points relative to the queftbn. If 
there exifted any claim, ic was a claim upon the FuUic. The 
revenues of the Dutch y of Cornwall had been applied in aid 
of the civil lift ; as fuch they had been recognized by Parlia- 
ment, by whom the debts of that civil lift had been more 
than once paid. But it was next to be confidered how far 
in point of fubftantial juftice any thing was due from the 
Public to the Prince of Wales. If this was a fund for the 
fcpport.of the ftate and dignity of the Prince of Wales, it 
was certainly intended that the appropriation of this fund 
Ihould prevent any expence from falling either upon the civil 
Kft, or the Public. The Public would then have a right to 
fet off againft the amount of the income, during the minority, 
any expence which might have been incurred on account of 
his Royal Highnefs. It was impoflible to calculate the ex« 
pence during his infancy ; from 1771 to 1783, the expence 
of his education had amounted to 8o,oocl. with an extraor« 
dinary expence of 3000I. for fome years ; (the education of 
the Duke of York was included, but as the fame preceptors 
would have been neceilary for the Prince, this made but a 
trifling addition to the Prince.) In 1783, a fum of 6o>oool. 
liad been granted him to defray the expcnces of his outfet ; 
and afterwards, in 1787, his debts had been paid to the 
amount of 219,000!. All thefe fums taken together amount- 
ed to upwards of 300,000!. and would be to be deduced 
from the proceeds of the Dutchy of Cornwall, if thefe (bould 
be adjudged to be due to him during his minority. He con- 
ceived the prefent difcuflion to have no other cffcfk than that 
of ftlrring a difficult and abftrufe queftion without any chance 
of praGical benefit either to the Prince or the Public. He 
remarked that neither the Prince himfelf, his creditors, or 
Parliament, had at all proceeded upon a fuppofition of any 
fuch fum being due to him. ' 

Mr. Fox faid, he faw tlic bufinefs in a very diffi*rent light \ 
and even if the afTumptions of the Right Hon. Gentleman 
.were right, he thought a very oppofite conclufion was to be 
drawn from tliem. What the Hon. and Learned Gentleman 
(the Attorney General) had ftated of the law, had only con- 
firmed him in his former opinion upon the fubjeft. He had 
jftated that this was a fund granted for the Ittj^port of the 
ftate and dignity of the Prince of Wales, but this was not 
the only fund conceived to be neccflkry, fince afterwards the 

Prin- 
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Principality of Wa!es, and the Earldom of Chcfter, were 
granted for the fMne purpofe. He paid the Right Hon. Gen- 
tleman fome compliments for his dexterity in making out a 
bill of the expences of the education of the Prince of Wales j 
he had thrown thofe of the Duke of York into the bargain. 
He conceived what had been urged, that the expence would 
fall upon the Public, to be a moft unfeemly argument. Na- 
tural feeling fuggefted, that the King, like every other father, 
ought to be chargeable with the education of his own fon i 
and, becaufe Parliament had paid a debt of the civil lift, to 
the amount of 6oo,oool. it was not to be inferred, though 
it might probably have been the cafe, that they' would, with 
the &me eafe and facility, have paid a debt of 8oo,oooL 
When the Hon. and Learned Gentlemen laid fo much ftrefg 
upon the delay that had taken place in urging the claim, he 
thought that be was difpofed to plead the ftatute of limita- 
tions. He conceived it to be of the utmoft importance to 
afcertain what was due to the Prince, at a moment when 
they were complaining of his debts, and talking of the 
liberality which they had fhewn in their conduct towards 
liiai. 

fT)e Solicitor General went over nearly the fame ground of 
legal argument as the Attorney General had done, ami com- 
mented on the delicate manner in which the Prince had fub- 
initted to the judgment and direftions of that Houfe ; obferv- 
ing, in reply to the arguments of Mr. Fox, that the Houfe 
had formerly afted upon the confideration of his Majefty's 
iapplying the revenues of the Dutchy of Cornwall to the civil 
lift, as was evinced by their proceedings upon it ; nor could 
he think the Prince had any intereft in the prefent motion. 
He concluded that the Prince's claim, if he had any, ought 
to be left to a court of law, a remedy to which it would not 
be for the Prince's honour to refort. 

Sir William Milner lamented the very unpleafant (ituation 
into which the Houfe was put ; but thought that thofe who 
faid they voted for 125,000!. as a proper income for the 
Prince, without any view to his having debts to pay, ought 
not to urge the largenefs of the fum as a bar to any juft claim 
the Prince might have to the revenue of the Dutchy during 
his minority. 

Mr. Sheridan faid, that from the niodc of proceeding 
adopted by the Houfe, the Prince's charader was implicated 
in the queftion, inafmuch as it would decide whether or not 
he could pay his debts, and affume the fplcndour befitting his 
Aation in any rcafonablc time. His income he received ori- 
ginally burdened with penfions to the amount of 8000I. a 

year,

year, and deducing rent and taxes, the whole fum Jeft him 
by the Bill, even including the fum juft voted for the privy 
purfe of the Princefs, would not exceed 48,000!. a yfear. To 
this fum he was to be reftrifled for ten years, obliged to dif- 
mifs gentlemen from his fervicc who perhaps had formed their 
dependence upon him, and unable to appropriate any thing 
to benevolence or charity, which, to a mind like his, muft 
be a great mortification. He fpoke from his own knowledge, 
there was no man more inclined to thofe generous virtues 
which adorn humanity. To all thofe, therefore, who re- 
fpefted the feelings and happinefs of his Royal Highnefs, it 
muft be of importance to try, whether juft and honourable 
means may not be found to prevent fuch dcpreffion of his 
fpirit, fuch retrenchments from his income. Gentlemen no 
longer maintained the illegality of his claim, they admitted 
it to be a queftion of confiderable doubt ; why fliould nof this 
doubt be cleared in every view of jufticc and policy ? We 
do not officioufljt intrude this bufinefs on the Prince ; he has 
applied to< us, we have undertaken the management of his 
affairs, fubjefted him to reftriftions, and yet we cannot (hut 
our eyes to the fa£l that he may be entitled to a large pro- 
perty. The Houfe were making therafclves truftees for his 
whole property, and in that charafter they were bound iu 
honour to inquire what money was due to him, as well as 
what debts he owed. We muft not (brink from this bufinefs, 
bccaufc eventually it may fall on the people ; if the people 
owe it, we ought to pay it. How would it be in private life, 
if a gentleman was to appoint a banker to manage his con- 
cerns ; would that banker be honeft if he would not inveftU 
fate the gentleman's dealings with himfelf, becaufe he feared 
e himfelf owed him a large balance ? He would confider 
fhe charges fet in oppofition to thefc arrears: From the 5tli 
iof January 1770, to the 5th of January 1777, there is 42,242!. 
^for education ; this was for the Duke of York as well as the 
•Prince, yet it is wholly charged to the Prince. The Duke is 
made (to ufe a Parliamentary metaphor) a rider to the Prince, 
to pick up the crumbs of education i the Prince has fwallow- 
cd three times as much, danced to more tunes, and learned 
more languages: It was certainly ludicrous to enumerate thefc 
diftinftions. In fair argument the expences (hould be equally 
divided, but lie would reckon the Prince's part to be 25,000!. 
a year; from 1770 to 1777, the revenues of Cornwall were 
95,4501. which was more than three times the Prince's ex- 
pences: Certainly the Prince's former debts fhould be paid 
out of the revenues of the Dutchy, and if they were (ex- 
cepting certainly thofe incurred for Carlton Houfe, which 

^^a% 
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was a public building)^ the whole fura to be juftly paid would 
amount to about 100,000]. which being dedu6ted from the 
produce of this Dutchy in the minority., would leave 4oO)00oU 
or thereabo^its, applicable to his debts. If the former debts 
had been thus paid out of the jcvenues of Cornwall, this 
would be the firft application to Parliament, and the Prince 
would not have met fuch cenfure, fuch (hameful reftriAion 
and inveftive, as he has cjcpcrienced from many Gentlcme;i in 
that Houfe. From all thefe confiderations he would fupport 
the claufc. He did not fee how tJie Houfe could appoint 
commifTioncrs to payjiis debts^ without looking into fo large 
a fum due to him. 

Mr. William Grant (hewed that the Dutchy of Cornwall 
materially differed from foccage and a tenure in chivj^lry, and 
was a tenure /ui gefteri J alone. By the ftatute of Edward III. 
it was granted for " the fuftcntation of the Princely eAate | 
and heiice it was evident that the Royal HeiV was peculiarly 
diftiojguifhed, and during his minority was conGdefed as the 
pupil of the nation. In knight fcrvice the inheritor poflcffes 
the eftati immediately on the death of the tenant, and^hcjoce* 
forward the award is made ; but the deatli of the tenant muft 
be firft fuppofed, before there can be any claim. Now, in 
refpea to the inheritance of the Dutchy, there is no death 
nor fuppofition of a death required, for it is, hna fide^ th^e 
property of the King until a fon be born, and. then he pre- 
ferves it at difcretion, apportioning as much .of it as may be 
needful for the education of the Prince, ^ere, too, the pb-» 
ligation of the father differs from all common obligations 
of a fimilar naturcj which appears to be the dirc£l tendency 
of the grant for making the iVmce the pupil of the xiatiop ) 
for akhough the King would certainly poffefs a$ much pater- 
nal care for the education of one child as another, and al- 
though in chivalry, where a fan inherits an eilatc in his own 
right, the father is obliged to maintain and educate him for 
a certain term of years, yet the Dutchy 0/ Cornwall feeras 
to be, given, efpeci ally for this dillinftion, in the eldeft fon 
of the King. Hence he conceived that Mr. Fox*s arguments 
did not apply, and that the King might appropriate what- 
ever fums he pleafed for his own ufe, until the livery was 
given.

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EAST INDIA BUDGET, 

The Houfe having refolvcd itfelf into a Committee of the 
whole Houfe to take iiito confideraiion the papers and ac« 
counts refpef^ing the £aft India Company's alfiaits at home 
and abroad, lying on the table ; 

Mr. Secretary Dundas faid, that although the Tubjeft he 
had to (late was extenfivcy he (hould not -find it neceflary to 
be difFufe; the accounts, on which the attention of the Houfe 
was that night to be engaged) were pretty numerous, and of 
a nature at once important and extQnfivc \ but he neverthelefs 
ht>ped to- be able to explain them fully without trefpalfing 
very long on the indulgence of the Houfe, for the rhattefs 
contained in then>, chough various, were- entirely free from 
perplexity. Gentlemen had already, he fuppofcd, infpefted 
the feveral articles contained in the accounts \ it would for that 
rtafcTi be unneceflary for him to trouble them with preliminary 
matter ; he would therefore, without further preface, pro- 
ceed to that explanation which the nature of his duty de^ 
ITianded from him, firft,- of each particular part, and finalfyj 
of the whole taken together. 

The firft branch of tliis explanation was ro be drrefted to 
the fituation of the revenues in India, with the dedufJion of 
the various charges as the foundation of the capital of the 
Company for carrying on' their trade: And the next to the 
fituation of the Company at home, as arifing o\it of, and 
connefted with thofe revenues. Frpm both thofe he was to 
draw a general refult, and fhcw to the Houfe how far tfrc 
circumftanccs of the Company were better or worfe than 
when he had laft the. honour of laying the atfairs of Pndia be- 
fore them, In doing this, Bengal naturally prefcnteid itfelf 
firft — and as the accounts had been made up with great* ac- 
curacy, admitting their 'correftncfs, he ftiould not have oc- 
cafion to enter into a minute detail of the articles which com- 
pofed them, unlefs fome Gentleman fhould call upon* him to 
^Ive doubts that he' might entertain refpefting them. 

The Committee would rccollccl, that in forftiing his eftir 
mates of the probable produce of thtf revenues^ charges, &c, 
pf the Company, he had always adopted the mode of calcu* 
lating by an average of thofe three years immediately pre- 
ceding that year that v'as the fubjcft of confideration. Ac- 
cording to this mode the accounts were made up,^turning 
the country currency into pounds fterling ; and from them 
it would appear, that the comparative ftate of the eftimated 
j^nd ifXyxdX charges of Bengal for i793-4> ftood thus : .

Tfie realbn of the great excofs of revenue above what was 
eftimated, was attributable to the increafe of land revenue 
gained by- the Company, and to the recovery of - arrears, 
which was a prominent feature^ indicating the profperity of 
the country ; and to corroborate this opinion, it was worthy 
obfervationi ^hat the revenues in that time had alfo regularly 
been paid. Anpther reafon- of this furplus was, the exccfs 
of the ufual payment of fait duties, which was another proof 
of the Jncreafed profperity of the country. For though the 
article bore an increafed price, yet from the increafed popu- 
lation of the country, a much larger quantity had been con- 
fumed ; and from hence he drew another argument of the 
country being in a rifmg and profperous ft ate. Another ar- 
ticle alfo had fome fhare in producing this cxcefs. The in- 
creafed fale of opium had alfo its e(Fe£t in producing this 
/urpluc.

Thus it appeared) that when in 1793 he dated the probable 
fituation of the Company for the year enfuing, he had fixed 
it at a lower rate than it had actually tujned out i he had 
fhewed the grounds for that e^cefs in the revenue, and that 
addition to the charges above his eftimate. He faw no reafon 
to think that the revenues for 1794-5 would be lefs produ£tive 
than for the year preceding -, but it had always been his wiQi 
to take the eftimate fo low as to leave no chance of the adual 
amount falling fhort of it. Such was the dire£lion he had 
long fince given to the Company's fervants in India; and 
upon this principle it was, not upon any ground of diftruft, 
that the edimate was taken lower than the a£lual produce of 
^793*4* I<^ ^^^ account No. II. the Committee would fee 
an article for the charges of the Dewanny and Nizamut city, 
and Zilla AdawlutSj^of the police eftablifliments, and courts 
of appeal. Thefe charges appeared for the firft time in t)ie 
accounts, becaufe, as it had been thought proper, for the pro- 
tection and convenience of the natives, to feparate the pro- 
vincial jurifdiftions from the coUedion of the revenue, it 
had alfo been thought proper to feparate the charges, and 
the change took place in 1 793. 

So much for Bengal in particular. The next objeft for 
confideration was Madras. --Several reafons occurred why it 
was fcarcely poffible to get an average of the revenues of 
charges of Madras. Firft, the war there continued to the 
end of the firft year of the new fyftem 5 fecondly, there 
was a new arrangement with the Raja of Tanjore, which 
akercd the ftate of the Company's aflfairs there ; then there 
was fome extra cxpence incurred by the taking of Pondt- 
cherry, and other charges not refultiag from peace arrange* 
picnts.

He could not yet obtain an average of three years from 
Madras, for fcvcral reafons. During the war, the Nabob of 
Arcot paid a fubfidy; a new arrangement had been made 
with die Nabob of Tanjore ; new regulations had been made 
with refpeft to the revenue ; and expences had been incurred 
for the capture of Pondicherry. 

The caufes of the deficiency in the a£^ual amount of the 
revenue were, that the Nabob of Arcot had paid the year 
before a lack of rupees before it was due, and had not made 
a fimilar advance in payment the next. In the treaty with 
the Nabob, the Company agreed to take, as part of his fub- 
Cdy, the tribute payable to him by the Southern Polygars, 
becaufe he, calling for the tribute as his neceflities urged 
him, and they rcfufing to pay, the Company, being obliged 
to interfere, thought it more advifeable to take the colIeSioa 
of the tribute at once into their own hands : This tribute was 
not yet regularly paid, although there was no doubt that it 
would, when the Polygars found by experience, that they 
were only to be called upon regularly ; a famine in the 
Northern Circars, and diflurbances in fome of them, had alfo 
been among the caufes of the defalcation in the revenue. 

By the eftimate for 1 794-S1 the revciiuc exceeded the 
charges by 73,070!. He was far from faying, that Madras 
did not hold out a better and much more flattering profpc<a ; 
but even this was fufiicicnt to juflify all the calculations he 
had ever offered to the Houfe rcfpeSinc it, which never 
went farther than to fay, that it would be able to pay its 
own expences. He now hoped, that with judicious mea*

Their balance in c^fh in March, 
jnftead of 2oo,oool. as cftimatcd, was 434,330!. 

If fuch was the ftate of their affairs at home, it might be 
aflced, why they had not been called upon to pay the 500,000!- 
due, or fuppofed to be due, to the Public ? Without giving 
any opinion upon the right to call for payment, he woul4 
anfwcr, that it would have been imprudent. The debt to be 
transferred annually from India was calculated at 50,000!. 
but before the inftruftions rcftri£ling it to that fum could 
reach India, bills to the amount of 973,904!. had been fent 
over, which would come to be paid next year. All the 
cftimates of freights, &c. were made upon a peace eftabli(h? 
jnent, and now they muft be paid upon a war eftablifliment. 
yriiey were eftimated laft year at 6oo,oool. and had coft 
819,5821. ; yet this was not all they ought to have coft, for 
three of the Company's (hips were very wifely detained in 
India, and converted into cruizers for the prote£Vion of the 
country trade. The arrear of freight, &c. due upon thefc 
fhips, would fall to be paid this year, making with all the 
othtfr cliarges of the fame dcfcription an amount of 1,606,649!. 
They had bought 400,000!. worth of tea upon the continent, 
and this without borrowing more tlian 100,000!. On the ift 
of March 1 796, there would be a deficiency in their caOi ac- 
count of 371,8381. Under fuch circumftances would it be 
advifeable to prcfs tliem for the 500,000!. to the Public ? 
They were allowed to incrcafe their bonded debt from two 
millions to three, which they had not had occc-fion to do, 
and confequently liad a credit of a million, if theylniould 
want it next year. Why not, it would be afked, make ufc 
pf this credit to pay the Public ? In cafe of exigency on the 
part of the Public, they might have been called upon, as this 
* ' cred^ 
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credit was given them to pay the extra debt transferred from 
India 5 and if they had fo applied it, there would have been 
a furplus in their treafury for the Public \ but in time of war 
it would be unwife to have the Company lefs full-handed in 
point of cafli| than they were even with this credit. Befides, 
ihey mud either have iflued the bonds at a difcount, or raifed 
the intereft at leaft as high as the intereft produced by their 
fiock, which would have brought upon them all their out- 
ilanding bonds beaflng four per cent, intereft. Again, it 
might be a(ked, why they did not apply their furplus re- 
venue in India, to paying off their India debt, rather than 
inved it in trade, upon which .they had to pay 900,0001. ad- 
ditional freight ? In the Bill for the renewal of their charter, 
the principle adopted throughout was to make London as 
much as pofllble the emporium of India trade. For this rca- 
fon it was, that he now wiihed to allow fliips built in India 
to bring home die private trade during the war, that the re- 
mittances of the fortunes of the Company's fervants might 
not go to form a capital for the Swedes and Danes to trade 
upon. It would be bad policy to reduce their trade on ac- 
count of a temporary difadvantage, becaufe that mufl: decreafe 
the (hipping, applicable only to the Company's trade, an^ 
encourage neutral nations to take up whatever part of it the 
Company fliould abandon. It was therefore wife to carry oa 
the trade to its full extent, under all the expenccs of the 
war, as the furie means of keeping in their own hands, what^ 
if parted with, might not be fo eafily recovered. The debt 
transferred from India in two years, and made the foundation 
of a commercial capital, was two millions. In a few years 
more, at the rate of 500,000!. a year, the debt in India would 
be reduced to two millions, the fum which it had been thought 
advifeable to leave as a floating debt.

Having thus gone through the accounts and drawn the re* 
tyjXty he adverted to his calculations in 17939 to (hew that, in 
the revenues, fales, private trade, and general receipts, they 
bad been exceeded by the adlual produce. This he did merely 
to remind the Houfe that the eftimate of 1793 being the bafia 
of a new arrangement, they had a right to call upon him to 
fay whether, or not, it had failed in every part \ becaufe a 
failure in any material point would difturb the whole. The fales 
of laft year, although greater than that of the preceding year^ 
were lefs by 300,ocxDl. than they would have been, but for the 
circumftance of three of the (hips having been detained in India. 
If he looked to India, he faw no circumftance that did not 
lead to confidence in the increafing profperity of the country. 
The increafing confumption of fait in Bengal was a clear proof 
of in creafed population. Since the benefits of a regular and 
fixed mode ot colle£ling the revenues were felt, perfons were 
not only paying their affeffment punQually, but paying up their 
old arrears. When a fyftem of law and juftice was eftabliflied, 
which afforded equal prote£tion to the rich and to the poor i^ 
when the tenure by which men held their property was fen» 
dered permanent inftead of precarious ; when the natives be* 
gan to feel that they h«id a deep inteieft ia the ftability of the 

Prit^fe 
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Britifh governmenti there was everf reafon to bcHere that the 
ivealthy population, and profperity of the country would keep 
progrefliveiy advancing. The fame hopes migfht be entertained > 
of Madias. Taking the colIe£iion of the tribute which the 
Southern Polygars were bound to pay into the hands of the 
Company, was a wife meafure. They would foon learn that 
our demands were regulated by our rights, not by our necef- 
fitieSi and the difficulties in obtaining payment would ceafe* « 
The Northern Circars were not fo much improved as thev 
were capable of being, or as they deferved to be. The firfl: 
ftep towards improvement was to give fecurity with refped to 
perfons and property, and this perhaps could not be effeflecl- 
fo well as by gradually introducing the fyftem which had been 
introduced into Bengal. Then would the prefidency of Ma- 
dras not only pay its own expences, but in the courfe of ten 
years furnifh a furplus far an inveilment, without drawing 
upon the treafury of Bengal. On this, however, he begged to 
be undcrftood as founding no eftimate ; he merely mentioned 
it as one of many reafons for being perfuaded there was no 
danger of defalcation. The fame might be faid of Bombay, 
where a large eftate on the Malabar coaft had been ceded to u» 
by Tippoo Sultaun. The revenues, it was true, had fallen 
l2o,oool« (hort of the fum at which th«y were given in by 
Tippoo ; but in the courfe of three years they had been regu-- 
larky increafmgi as might naturally be expected under a better 
government, and would foon equal, if not exceed, what they 
had been reckoned at. While fuch were the fituation and 
profpe£ks of the Company in India, there was furely nothing 
difcouraging in the ftate of their affairs at home. In time of 
war, and when the markets of a great part of Europe were 
ihut againft them, their fales were greater than they had ever 
been before. Could it be apprehended they would be lefs on 
the return of peace, when all the markets of Europe would 
be open, and all the private trade from India brought home in 
the Company's (hips ? He was far from putting the India 
trade upon the footing of an excluiive monopoly -, he fhould 
have no objc£tion to open the trade of India to every nation 
of the world, that chofe to trade thither on the produce of its 
own indudry, or its own wealth. We wer« fovcreigns in In- 
dia as well as merchants, and it was our duty to promote what- 
ever tended to advance the profperity of the people over whom 
we were fovereigns } but we ought not to allow other nations 
to trade to India on the capital of Britifli fubje£ts, or on the 
revenues of India, while thofe revenues were ours. Upon every 
view of the fubje£l, there could be no doubt, but that for the 
war, every hope entertained with refpcf^ to the affairs of the 

Company,

Company, and the benefits to be derived through the Company 
to the Public, would have been realized. But for the war, thchr 
cafli account would have been now 900,*0ool. 

One circumftance he' mud mention was, that in the courfc 
of lad year, the Company had paid 6o,oool. as bounties to fea* 
inen. It was laudable in them to contribute liberally, both as 
they had a trade which required great proteftion, and as a 
public body fetting an example to others } but they had no 
right to do this of their own authority, all their money being 
^propriated by the Aft of Parliament under which they held 
their charter. He ihould therefore, in the courfe of the next 
feffion of Parliament, propofe an Aft of indemnity. 

There was another circumftance which it was his duty to' 
mention. He wifiied the Committee to underftand that the 
furplus revenue in India would not be fo large in future, be- 
caufe it was intended to take out an appropriation to the juft 
claims of the army. The whole fyftem for the troops in the^ 
Company's fervice was no longer applicable to their fituation. 
Formerly they had only a few men in military array for the 
defence of their forts and faftories. They had now a great 
military eftablifliment. We had an army in India, equa! 
perhaps to any of the great military powers in Europe, 
and kept conftantly in pay. It was impoflible to proteft an 
eftablifliment of fuch large commercial concerns as thofe of 
India without this great military force, and impoflible too, 
that the regulations of our own army fliould, in all refpefts, 
be made applicable to it. At prefent the Company had no 
higher rank in their fervice than that of Colonel. Many men 
of great military merit were by this circumftance deprived of 
the high military rank which made part of the hopes of great 
military charafters, and .which they often looked upon as the 
beft part of their reward. Among their officers there was at 
prefent only a flow progreflion of inferior rank. He fliould 
propofe, therefore, a certain proportion of general and field 
oflicers at the diflerenl-fettlements in India : The confequence 
would be, that a confiderable promotion would immediately 
take place, which muft be attended with an additional expencc, 
to be defrayed out of the revenues of India. He ftated this, 
becaufe, in his opinion, jufticc required that it fliould be done. 
Another point to be confidered was this : Suppofe an officer 
to have been in the India fervice for thirty years, and during 
the flow progrefs of his dreary rife to have made no fortune, 
although he wiflied to return home ; by the prefent regulation 
he mull either remain for ever an exile from his native land,* 
or return to it without any acknowledgment of merit by rank, 
and without any addition to his fortune, which^ in the courfe 
I of 
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of his fervlcesi he had not been permitted to improve. Some 
provifion fliould be made for the return of fuch men to their 
country. It (hould be made comfortable and honourable to 
them. He thought that full pay, with the rank obtained ia 
India, would not be too much. This was not all : Gentlemen 
went to the fervice of the Eaft India Company, (laid in 
India for a while, and tlie climate did not agree with them; 
if allowed to return to recover their health, what was their 
condition ? They loft all their pay, and every thing for which 
they went to India, and would have no refource but from the 
feelings and the charity of their friends. If they ftaid in India^ 
they muft for ever ftruggle with difeafc. Therefore he ihould 
propofe, that before they removed with a view to return home, 
cither for a limited time or for ever, there (liould be fome rc- 
'gulation made in their favour. They fliouId be allowed to 
return, if a medical man thought they ought to return, to 
make an experiment for the recovery of their health, without 
lofs of rank or pay. Another objeft he had in view wasj that 
ofHcers (hould, without any allegation of want of health, be 
allowed to return to their native country, in a fair and reafon- 
ablc rotation, to give fatisfaftlon and joy to their friends. It 
appeared to him to be lA^ife and politic to make fome allowance 
of this kind ; indeed thefe points appeared to embrace great 
and important rights, which it would be impoflible mucU 
longer to poftponc the confidcration of, and therefore he (hould 
hope to fend out inftruftions refpefting them by fome of the 
la(l (hips of the prefent feafon. He fliould fugged his plan to 
the Company, and whether they concurred entirely with hint 
or not, he was perfuaded, they would fee that the better way 
would be to do fomcthing liberal and handfome. He concluded 
with moving his (irft refolution. 

Mr, HuJJey faid, that he did hot fee in the papers on the 
tiable a ftatement of any debt due to Government. 

Mr, Secretary Dundas replied, that the Eaft India Company 
contended that no debt was due. 

Mr, HuJJty faid he had always doubted whether the affairs 
of the Company were in fo flourilhing a fituation as they were 
rcprefented, both from their want of an incrcaCe of capital^ 
and from the circumftance of their continually borrowing 
money. In the accounts of the year 1781, which he held 
in his hand, he faw that the balance was ftatcd to be nearly 
the fame as that of the prefent year ; the difference was only 
a fum of 42,000!. lefs with rcfpcft to the prefent year. lu 
1781, the capital was only 2,8co,oool.; it had fincc received 
an addition of upwards of 4jOoo,ooo1. He wi(hcd, then, to

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be flicwn where was the increafe of profperity onlhe part of 
the Corripany. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer dated, that, at the period 
to which the Hon. Gentleman alluded, the accounts of the 
Company were very much difputed ; they were then involved 
in obfcurily and embarraflmcnt \ it was only fince the fyftcm 
of regularity which had within thefe few years been intro- 
duced by his Right Hon. Friend, that they could be relied on 
in point of accuracy. The fair way then, in order to afcer- 
tain their comparative improvement, was to take fome year fince 
the commencement of that fyftem adopted by his Right Hon- 
Friend, and view it with a reference to the fubfequent years. 
In 1 78 1 the expences of the war were ftill going on. It had 
not been prafticable till after repeated orders fent to India tor 
obtain the proper returns of thofe expences. It had been found 
neceflary, that debts dated to be due to the Company fliould 
be druclc off; and likewile it had been difcovered, that there 
were millions owing by thcmi of which nothmg had been 
known. If, therefore, for fome years there had been no ap- 
pearance of improvement in the date of the Company's 
finances, it; was not becaufe there was no real improvement, 
but becaufe his Right Hon. Firicnd had, during thofe years, 
been engaged in winding up the old accounts. He mentioned 
1786 as the firft year from which the new fydem began to 
operate. 

Mr. Httjfey faid, he had referred to the year 1781, not from 
any principle of feleftion, but merely becaufe the accounts of 
that year happened to be in his pofTeffion. 

General Smith expreflcd his fatisfa£lion at the order which 
the Right Hon. Secretary had introduced into his annual date- 
jfnent of the affairs of the Had India Company. Having in- 
troduced this practice, he wiflied he would carry it further, 
arnd appoint a feparatc day for the difcuffion of his datement, 
as in the cafe of the Budget of the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer, when the Iloufe might be prepared to go into the detail 
of the bufinefs, and, if neccffary, to urge their obje£lions. So 
far from there being any profpc£t of a diminution of the pro- 
fpprity of the Company, he thought that the rcverfe was likely 
to be the cafe. He Ihould confine himfelf to the lad head of 
the fpecch of the Right Hon. Secretary. He was glad to find 
the cafe of the officers in India at lail likely to be taken up. 
-More applications had been 'made to him on the fubjcft than 
he could didindly date. He fliould now read a letter from 
the Secretary of the India Houfe to one of the olded officers 
in the fcrvice of the Company (Colonel Peche). The letter 

was 
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was an application to know wliclhcr the officers would be paid 
tlieir arrears, and whether fuch of ^them as w^re fick and 
wounded would be allowed a paflage. The anfwer dated, that 
the Direftors could not comply with the requeft, but that they 
were ready to take into conCderation the cafe of any individual 
officer. Men could not be fo treated without feeling moft 
feverely. But he fhould prefs the fubjed no further, reiving 
orf the promife of the Right Hon. Gentleman that fome ueps 
would be taken before the failing of the next (hips for India. 
He trufted that the fituation of the officers who had come home 
would not be overlooked, and that fomething would be done 
to rcfcue them from the dependence and poverty under which 
they at prefent laboured. Their cafe was fo difgraceful to the 
<:ountTy, that he wondered how it could at all have been fuf- 
fered to exift. 

Mr, D. Scott defired the Hon. Gentleman to read over the 
three laft lines of the letter from the Secretary of the India 
Houfe. 

General Smith declared that he did not mean any refleftion 
on the Court of Direftors; they could not aflotherwife than 
they had done till a new fyftem was adopted. 

Mr. D. Scott faid, he wifhed to do away any unfavourable 
impreffion that the perufal of the letter might have excited on 
the minds of the Committee with rcfpe£l to theconduG of the 
Court of Direftbrs. He challenged the Hon. General to pro- 
duce any one inftance where an officer who had made appli- 
cation to the Court had been neglefted.— He dated, that the 
cffeft of the new arrangements had fird taken place in 1 786 ; 
before that period, it had not been known within a fum of 
three millions to what amount the revenues of the Company 
could be judly dated, but fince that the revenues of the Com- 
pany had been increafed two millions annually. 

Mr, Hujfey faid, that the Public had not teas at the prices 
for which the Company had bargained to fupply them. 

Mr, D* Scott replied, that the Company were obliged to put 
iip their teas at a certain price ; if the Public paid for them 
ipore than they were worth, it was their own fault. 

Mr, Lufjington enforced the claims and the fufferings of 
officers in the fervice of the Ead India Company. He felt him- 
felf particularly intereded in the fubjeft, as many of them had 
been induced to come to this country in conlequence of ^ 
motion which he had fome time fince made in a General 
Court at the India Houfe on their behalf. He recapitulated 
the leading points of the fpccch of the Right Hon. Secretary of 
State, and highly commended the clear ^nd convincing many 
per in which they were dated. 

L % Colonel 
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Colonel Wood alfo fupported the claims of the ofiicers, and 
wiftied to have fome fpecific engagement from one of the Di- 
rcftprs on their behalf. 

Sir Francis Barings alluding to what had fallen from Gene- 
ral Smith, faid, it was the firll time he had heard any attack 
on the Court of Direftors, fot their conduft to the ofhcers of 
the Company. Every fervice had its different rules: The ofr 
Ccers in the King's fervice had their advantages, as had likewife 
thofe in the fervice of the Company. A Colonel had a yearly 
income of 10,0001.5 he did not know what might be the pay 
of a General. The Hon. General had furely himfclf no rea- 
fon to complain. 

General Smith cxprcfled himfelf furprifed at the treatment 
which he had juft received from his old friend. He had made 
no attack on the Court of Directors; he had only found fault 
with the fyftem which prevailed with refpect to the ofhcers. 
What had juft (irt^pped from his Hon. Friend he muft fuppofe^ 
cither to be the effc£l of temporary heat, or a piece of good- 
humoured raillery ; but, as it feemed to convey a perfonal in- 
finuation, he defied any one to find a fingle aftion to blame in 
the whole courfe of his public life \ and referred to the tef- 
timony which had been given to his condu£l, by the vote of 
thanks which had been pafled for his fervices to the Com-^ 
pany* 

Sir Francis Baring explained, that he meant no perfonal 
allufion. 

After a few defultory remarks from Mr. Hufley and Mr. 
Dundas, the refolutions were fucceflively put^ and carried. 

The Houfe was then refumed, and the report ordered to be 
received next day.

GENERAL DUNDAS. 
The Vice Chamberlain (Lord Parker) brought down a Met 
fage from his Majefty, that his Majcfty had been pleafed tq 
give dire£lions, that there (hould be ere£bed a Ynonument tq 
Major General Dundas in the cathedral church of St. Paul's^ 
London. 

GRENADA AND ST. VINCENT'S. 
On the Order of the Day, that the Bill allowing a million 
""'t half, to be raifed on Exchequer bills, for the purpofc of 

* ' ' aiding 
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aiding the credit of merchants trading in Grenada and St, 
Vincent's, fliould be read a fecond time, 

Mr. Fox faid, that he did not rife to obje£l to the principle 
of the Bill ; he meant only to fay a few words with refpe£k to 
the Weft Indies. He contended, that the force fent to that 
quarter had been inadequate.— When the Right Hon. Gen- 
tlcRian, on a former occaHon, aficrted that 20,cxx> men had 
been fent» he mull have looked to the orders which had been 
iifued for fending troops, and not to the number which had 
adually been fent. He fliould not, at that advanced period of 
the feflion, move for an inquiry, becaufe he could not hope 
that the Houfe would be induced to agree to any (tep which 
would compel their attendance. If he could be perfuaded 
that the lioufe would be feriouily difpofed to entertain fuch 
an inquiry, he would pay to it the utmoft attention in his 
power, with whatever inconvenience it might be attended to 
himfelf. But he would pledge himfelf, that, upon an invefti- 
gation of fafls, it would tuin out, that the force which had 
been employed in the Weft Indies was not fuch a force as was 
deemed fufficienc for the purpofes of the expedition, cither by 
the commanders or by miniilers. The lofs of Guadaloupe had 
been either owing to the want of a fuficient force, or the 
failure of the neceflary reinforcements. And not only was 
ihere a negle£l with refpefl: to fending a fufBcient number of 
men, but alfo with refpefl to fupplying the articles required 
for the ufe of the troops employed in the fervice. It had been 
urged by a Right Hon; Gentleman that Sir Charles Grey had 
faid, that the misfortiuies in the Weft Indies would not have 
happened had it not been for the death of General Dundas. 
Had Sir Charles Grey given fuch an opinion in writing ? had 
he ftated it for the purpofe of being repeated ? or had he 
pot exprefled it in fuch a manner as might convey a different 
meaning from that which was inferred i He adverted to this 
only in order to fliew in what a carelefs way ftatements were 
brought forward, which might carry with them an appearance 
as if they had come from authority. Until fuch time as the 
Houfe fliould agree to go into an inquiry, he had a right to 
fuppofe that the blame refted with minifters, either for not 
havino; fent an adequate force, or not having taken proper mea«- 
furesfor the diftribution of that force. If the Houfe fliould not 
at that time be difpofed to go into an inquiry, he begged at 
leaft that the objc£l might not be confidcred as abandoned, 
and he hoped that there would be no obftacle to fuch an in- 
quiry at a future period, on pretext of the time at which it 
\vas brought forward. 

Mr. 
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Mr. Secretary Dtwdas Giid, that as the Right Hon. Gen- 
tleman had himfeJf luppofed that the Houfc would not be 
difpofed to agree to an inquiry, he (hould not take up their 
time in arguing about it. He (hould only repeat what he had 
aflerted before, that the force onetnally fent to the Weft 
indies had been fuch as was foppofed to be adequate to the 
purpofes of the expedition ; that there had been no fubfequ^nt 
negle^i in fending proper reinforcements, and thatHhe failures 
had proceeded from- circumftances, which could not have 
been forefeen or prevented by minifters. The recent dif- 
afters we had met with, he attributed in the firft tnftance, 
particularly the lofs of Guadaloupe, to the fudden and unfor- 
tunate death of the late General Dundas ; and in the fecond» 
to the unexpefted a-rival of the -French, when the Dritifli 
forces were certainly taken by furprifc. So far from the Ex- 
ecutive Government being liable to blame, he challenged 
praife for their exertions. He was therefore ready to meet 
the Right Hon. Gentleman upon the grounds of inquiry, 
whenever he fhould pleafo to bring them forwtird. 

Mr, Sheridan faid, that in one point only he agreed wtlh 
the Right Hon« Gentleman, that if a motion for inquiry was 
made, it would not be likely to fucceed, and on this ground 
he fuppofed, that the Right Hon. Gentleman was fo much 
inclined to deal in affcrtions. He remaiiied of the Right 
Hon* Gentleman, that whenever he ftood upon weak ground, 
-where he was confcious of his incapacity to make a defence, 
inftead of waiting for an attack, he immediately fallied 
forth to claim merit, and challenge applaufe, as he had for- 
merly done in the cafe of the long confinement of the troops 
on board the tranfports at Plymouth, of which he would hear 
hereafter. Such was his condu£l with refpeft to the fyftem 
purfued by Adminiilration in the Weft Indies, which among 
^11 the abfurd and affailabk meafures adopted by them in the 
profecurion of the war, was the moft weak, and the raoft 
vulnerable. He afked, whether Sij Chartes Grey, fo far from 
receiving a reinforcement of twenty, ten, or five thoufand 
men, had received even one man to retain pofleffion of the 
iflauds which he had conquered. Inftead of twenty, wot 
above ten thoufand men had been fent, not one of whom ar- 
rived in proper time. 

In regard to the furprifc with which the BritiOi forces were 
attacked, he had no doubt but it was tr<ie. Sir Charles Grey 
had certainly been in expeclation of fome reinforcements 
from this country, and no frigate or tranfport with any troops 
arrived, not even with the ncceflary fupplies of flioes and 
ftockings, and otlier neceffaries, of which the difcafed army 

in 
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in that inclement climate was in want. Fort Bourbon was 
undoubtedly therefore taken by lurprife, fince Sir Charles 
Grey imagined that to be a reinforcement which was 111 fa£t 
the enemy. What then was the merit of Adminiftnition f 
The merit and the praife were due to the commanders, for 
they did all they could do, while the demerit and the blame 
attached all along exclufivcly to the minifters in this cpuntry. 
Hence tliey had laid a ground of crime and blame for an in- 
quiry, and were refponfiblc. 

As to the aflcrtion, that Guadaloupe would not have been 
loft, had it not been for the death of General Dundas, he 
knew very little about it, perhaps^ if it were poffible, not 
more than the Right Hon. Gentleman by whom it was 
made. He muft have been confcious that the Public would 
immediately infer, that thofe officers who fuccecded in com- 
mand were either incapable, or had not difchargcd their duty* 
If the unfortunate confequences of the neglcdl (hewn with 
rcfpeft to the Weft Indies, fhould extend to our own pof- 
felTions in that quarter, the crime and the blame would reft 
entirely with minifters. Mr. Sheridan then adverted to what 
he had faid on a former occafion, of the fickly condition of 
the troops detained on board the tranfports, which had then 
been controverted by minifters, though they afterwards had 
recourfe to the expedient, which he advifed, of relanding 
fevcral of the regiments, as unfit for the fervice for which 
they were deftined. 

Mr. Duttdas ftated, that the reinforcement fent to the 
Weft Indies arrived exactly at the moment of the death of 
General Dundas, which occafioned fo mtich confternation 
and cmbarraflment. He did not mean to impute blame, he 
faid, to the officers who fucceeded in command, when he 
aflerted that the death of that General had created great con- 
fufion, becaufe he had no doubt but every officer in the fer- 
vice moft faithfully performed his duty, or if he did not, it 
was his duty not to indnuate blame, but to make a dire£b 
and open charge. 

Mr. M. Robinfon faid, that the minifters were determined 
fome way or other to throw away fix millions of the public 
money, and therefore they now came forward to J^ply the 
million and a half, which had been refufed by the Emperor, 
to the relief of the Grenada merchants. 

The Bill was then read a fecond time, and ordered to be 
committed the next day. 

EAST 
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EAST INDIA BUDGET. 

The report of the refolutions * relative to the a^irs of the 
Eaft India Company was brought up. 

General Smith faid, he had.no objeftion to the report, but 
he begged leave to repeat what he had the preceding day 
aflerted in the Committee, that a day ought to be given for 
the confideration of it» and that in every future fcffion hd 
fliould take the day on which the report is made for that 
purpofe. 

The report was then read and agreed to by the Houfe. 

PRINCE OF WALES'S DEBTS. 

The Order of the Day was read, for the third reading ot 
a Bill granting an eftabliihment to his Royal Highnefs the 
Prince of Wales. 

Mr. JolUffe expreflcd his idea that, although when the Bill 
was firft brought in, he thought it improper and unjuft, from 
the alterations and amendments made, it was rather harmlcfs 
and inoffcnfive. He wifhed, however, to fuggeft, that it 
would be more lionourable to the Public, and more creditable 
to his Royal Highnefs, if the money were advanced imme- 
diately from the confblidated fund for the payment of debts, 
as it would be afterwards rcftored. The commiflioners, he 
thought, might buy up the debentures, and eafily adjuft it* 
There were two objects, the appointment of commillioners 
and the reftriftions upon future Princes, which he wiflied to 
be incorporated alfo in the prefent Bill, inflead of framing a 
new one, as by that means all odium would be done away, 
and mutual good humour be reftored. 

One other thing he had to notice, which was, the ufc of 
fome harfli words, particularly an expreflion of a Right Hon. 
Gentleman not then prefent (Mr. Pitt), that the Prince waa 
the laft of his Majefty*s children upon whom the King ought 
to be expefted to beftow any grant. Such an expreflion, he 
thought, tended to create diil'atisfadlon, and {hould be ob- 
viated. 

Afr. Afifiruther obferved, whether the Bill was better or 
worfe than formerly, it had not received any affiftance from 
the Hon. Gentleman ; and as to the regulation of future 
Princes, every body knows that if it were .included in the 
prefent, it would b.e treated by the Lords as a Money Bill ; 
and laflly, in regard to the expreflion of his Right Hon. 
Friend, it was not underftood by the Houfe to be ofFenfive, 
but, on the contrary, to imply, that the reafon why his Ma-

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ieftyouglit not to beftow any grant upon the Prince was^ 
becaufe his Majefty had a large family to provide for, and 
becaufe the Prince was more particularly the peculiar obje£b 
of the people. 

Colonel Stanley was about to propofe fome alteration, when 
The Speaker informed him no alteration could be regularly 
made in the Bill till after the third reading. • 

Mr. Huffej faid, that he objected to the Bill altogether, 
becaufe it went to lay an additional burden of 65,000]. on 
the people. He had formerly fuggefted a plan for removing 
this burden, which was treated by the Right Hon. Gentle- 
man, not then in his place (Mr. Pitt), and by the Member 
for Yorkfliire (Mr. Wilberforce), as a delufion \ and he was 
charged by his Majcfty's Attorney General with a want of 
accuraqy. His proposition was the fale of the foreft lands, or 
landed revenue of the Crown, when he was told by his Ma- 
jelly's Attorney General, that it was tantamount to the bur* 
den on the confolidated fund. This he denied, and defired 
that part of the Journals to be read which contained the 12th 
and' J 3th Reports of the Commiffioncrs of Accounts, on the 
25th of May 1 79a ; ftating, what fmall fums were paid into 
the Exchequer in confequence of the frequent gifts of Crown 
landst and that the rcverfion of an ellate which was granted 
for nothing, was purchafed for io,oool. 

[The Ckik rtad the Extraat.] 
After this, he had no doubt but as the 65,000!. when taken 
from the confolidated fund, was a burden, fa if it were to be 
raifed by the fale of Crown lands, it would be a benefit, in- 
afmuch as it would decreafe the patronage of the Crown, and 
improve many thoufand acres of land. He profeiTed himfelf 
unequal to fay fo much upon this fubje£l as he ought, but he 
held it out as a profpe£^ of advantage. 

Mtn Rofe confidered it as the fame thing, fince the money 
arifing from the revenues of the Crown lands was applied to 
chofe contingencies for the public fcrvicei which mull other- 
wife be defrayed from the confolidated fund. He did not 
underftand why the Reports of the Commiflioners of Accounts 
had been read, fince they merely dated that there had been 
grofs mifmanagement of the Crown lands, and a law was 
pafied in confequence, which he hoped would render them 
more productive. ♦ 

Mr. Huffey afked if any law had been pafled fince the de- 
livery of thole reports ? 

Mr. Rofe was furprifed at the queflion, becaufe the Hon. 
Gentleman had commented upon it, and the regulations were 
concluded to be as complete as they could be,

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Mr. Htifey faid, the Alienation A€t of Queen Anne had 
not been found eflfefluaK 

Mr. Rofe informed him, that it was few that very reafos 
the other A£b was made. 

Mr. Fox faid, that the reafon why no affiftance could be 
derived from the Crown lands on the prefent occafion was 
ono very eafy to guefs» though very difficult to be ftated, by 
t!iofe who were mod immediately interefted* It was a fund> 
which had been dated as a refource by a very refpeAable 
Committee of that Houfe; but any propofition to refort to it 
was fure to meet with refinance, becaufe it was found to 
aflbrd a fource of influence. He hoped that his Hon. Friend 
would take fome other opportunity to bring forward this fund 
as a practical refource to the Public. 

ne Solicitor General faid, that the two Hon. Gentlemen 
feemed to be ignorant of the A£k which had been pailed laft 
year for the improvement of the Crown lands. Aftes that, 
he was aftoniflied to hear any more of the influence arifiog 
from the retention of the Crown lands. When Queen Anne 
pafled the A£t of Alienation, it did not c&dl any improve* 
ments in the eftates or the revenues^ but was merely made to 
prevent any future alienations in fee, and keep the property 
where it Hood. There could not be a greater extravagance 
^an to fell the Crown lands at this peru^» when they would 
not fetch a fourth part of their value. The AQ. which bad 
already paflTed refpe£i:ing them was a. provident A€t for the 
Public i and with refpe£t to the application of the profits of 
them to the prefent Bill, which was a quarterly annuity^ he 
was at an utter lofs to conceive how it could be done. He 
conceived it merely ufefuL to throw out fuch vague and loofe 
declarations for certain purpofes. 

General Smith wifhed to hold out to the Public, the claim 
which the Prince had to the revenue of the Dutchy of Com* 
wall. *He ilrongly infiiled on the inference to be drawn 
from the opinion given by the firft law officer of the Crown, 
that the right of his Royal Highnefs to the amount of that 
revenue was doubtful. After making up the accounts, there 
would be a balance of more than lOO^oooU and he main* 
taincd and aiicrted, that fuch a balance would more ihan* 
cover the rifk. He approved, however, of the third reading 
of the Bill, to which he promifed to give his hearty aflent* 

Mr. Sheridan faid, he mufl oppofc the Bill both in its prin* 
ciplc and its provifion, becaufe it went to burden the Pu|}lic 
witli taxes to the amount of 65,000!. ; this he had faid, again 
and again, was the cfFe£l of it, and which he mull now re« 
peat. It was therefore objectionable to^bim, becaufe he knew 

that 
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that the whole charge •ught to fall on thq Court, on penfions, 
finecuresy and all the trappings of the Court, and alfo by the 
arrears of the Dutchy ot Cornwall. A Learned Gentleman 
had faid, that nothing would be more expenfive and abfurd 
than the faie of the Crown lapds at this tjme, becaufe the 
Crown lands were in a (late of improvement. He (hould be 
glad to know what the improvement was which that Gentle- 
man expeded. He doubted very much whether the com- 
miffioners who examined the ilate of the Crown lands, would 
take the produce of the improvement as the reward of their 
labour* Bu^ if there was any improvement to be made, there 
could be no doubt but that would have its cScQ: on the price 
which would be given for it. As to the queftion on the arrears 
of the Dutchy, he agreed with the Hon. General entirely ; 
and they ought to be accounted for to the Prince, and that 
this queftion could not be fet at reft by this Bill. It viras an 
unfortunate circumftance for his Royal Highnefs that his ad- 
vifers thought fo lightly of his claim. But, if he had his 
former advifersr, who were honourable and learned Gentle- 
men, he had no doubt but that the claim would be made ; for 
they were the friends of the Prince, not lefs his friends for 
being alfo the friends of the Public. He defired that the part 
of his Majefty's MeiTage to the Houfe, relative to thisbufinefs, 
and whkh recommends that they would fettle an eflabliftiment 
on the Prince, be read ; which being done, he proceeded to 
ihew chat this meafure was not an eitabliiliment on the Prince 
fuitable to his rank and dignity ; he therefore, for one, (hould 
not confider this fubjed as clofed, but open for difcuflion at 
any future time : And he thought that (inecure places and 
penfions ought to be applied to the difcharge of the incum- 
brances. He thought alfo that a fum of money ought to be 
ratfed immediately for the difcharge of the debts \ for by the 
prefent plan the Prince's name would appear indorfed on all 
his bills for eight or nine years together. This was improper 
with regard to the creditors alfo, whom fome Gentlemen 
put together as a gang of robbers in a lump, but many of 
them, he believed to have fair and juft claims upon his Royal 
Highnefs ; thefe creditors were ill-treated by this meafure ; 
they would lofe four dv five per cent, for difcount of the deben- 
tures, after their claims (hould be allowed ; fo that, after all, 
the tradefmen would not have the whole of their demands 
fettled. There was another point to which he could net help 
alluding : Grentlemen had blamed the Prince for making the 
eftabliftiment which he did, before he knew what Parliament 
would think fit to grant him. Mr. Sheridan faid, he had rea- 
fon to think that his Royal Highnefs was encouraged in that 

* ' U 2 i4c4 
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idea by thofe in whom he thought he might trull ; he believed 
that the Prince was ftrongly afl\ired that he (hould be refeued 
from his embarrafimentSt and made a free man, and further^ 
that his income (hould be at leaft 100,000]. a year, clear of all 
dedu£tion; inftead of which, all the addition to his income 
was to go in payment of his debts, and that too a burden on 
the Public. Thinking, therefore, that the Public were ill- 
treated, and that the Prince was ill-treated, Mr. Sheridan 
concluded with declaring that he found himfelf bound to 
oppofe the Bill altogether. 

Mr. Rofe deiired a certain part of the Report of the Com- 
mtffioners on the ftate of the Crown lands to be read ; which 
being done, it appeared that the CommiiBoners were of opinion 
the Crown lands are improreable, fo as to become, at the 
expiration of tlie prefent leafes, worth 2oo,oool. a year. 

Mr. Avjlruther denied that he had given any opinion on 
the claim of his Royal Highnefs to the arrears ot the Dutchy 
oj Cornwall. His Royal Highnefs never had direAed him to 
<io fo. He faid, he had found nothing to juftify him to advife 
the Prince to claim the arrears ; and he did not know what 
opinions the Gentlemen whom he fucceeded might have ; but 
if they were convinced of the right, why had they not brought 
the point to difcuflion when in pofieilion of his office ? He 
fuppofed their opinions were good, and they oUght therefore 
to ftate them \ and when they gave him the materials, he 
would reflefl; upon them, and deliver bis opinion of their 
propriety. 

Mr. Sheridan obferved in anfwer, that hit having faM in the 
Houfe, on a former day, that he (hould not advife his Royal 
Highnefs to make the claim, was fomething like giving an 
opinion that it was an ill-founded one ; for furely he could not 
fuppofe the learned Gentleman would fail to advife the Prince 
to purfue what he was entitled to. He faid, that the Hon. 
»nd Learned Gentleman had before given his decided opinion, 
by inference from the grant of Edward III. and the cafe of 
Charles L He had alfo boafted of advantages and opportu« 
nities which they did not poffefs, by diving into records, and 
fliould therefore have been well confirmed in his deeifion* As 
to his demand, why his predeceflbrs did not advife a profecu* 
tion for the recovery of the arrears, he had to obfervc, there 
was a material difference. The Members of that Houfis were 
now a£ling as trullees ; and if they were anxious that the 
arrears ihould be recovered, it was to avoid burdening the 
people. 

Mr. Jolliffe contended that it would not be impifoper to in- 
corporate the Bills.

BOARD OF AGRICULTURE. 

%ir John Sinclair moved that the Board of Agrkultare do 
lay before the Houfe a copy of the minutes of their proceed- 
ings refpeding the draining of land.-^Ordered. 

Sir John Sinclair then laid the minutes before the Houfe^ 
which were ordered to be printed for the ufe of the Members. 

Mr. Rofe gave notice that he fliould move the next day aa 
-addrefs to his Majefty, praying him to give directions for the 
ifiuing of a fum not exceeding loopl. to reward perfons who 
had made difcoveries in the draining of land ; and another ad* 
drefs for a reward to the commimoncrs, who had beftowed 
much time and labour in inquiring into wpods and forefts* 

DISTILLERIES. 

Mr. Haff'ev faid he meant to bring forward a propoCtton to 
ftop all diftillery from corn until after the next meeting of 
Parliament. They ufually (topped about this time i but from 
the prefent fituation q( the country, fomething (hould be dono 
hf Parkiainent to prohibit thefe diftillerics. We looked for* 
waird with fome hopes to our approaching barveft| and he 

would 
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would not have its produce improvidcntly confumed in diftil- 
lery ; At the fame time, if there (hould be an abundant har- 
vcft, meafures might be taken by which the revenue might be 
fupported ^ but that of preventing the diltillery, he had men- 
tionedi appeared to him to be a meafure of prudence. 

Mr. R&fe faid, he held in his hand a moticm for the very 
purppfe which the Hon. Gentleman had in view. It was his 
objeft to prevent thefe diftilleries taking place until the middle 
of January ; at the fame time to grant his Majefty in Council 
a power to allow this diftillery, if it (hould be deemed advife- 
able. He therefore moved for leave to bring in a Bill to pro- 
hibitj for a time td be limited, the mode of making low wines 
and fpirits from wheat, barley, and other grain.— Ordered. 
Mf. Rofe and Mr. Hufiey were dire£ted to prepare and bring 
it in. 

PRINCESS OF WALES'S JOINTURE BILL. 

The Order of the Day for the third reading of the Bill for 
allowing to the Princefs of Wales a jointure of 50,000!. 
a year, being read, 

&ir W. Pulteney propofcd a claufe in bar of dower to her 
Royal Highnefs. 

General Smith objcfted to it as affefting the undoubted 
right of the Princefs of Wales, in depriving her of dower. 

Mr, M. Robmfon was alfo againft it. 

Mr. Anjlruther faid, that the barring of dower in a jointure 
was what was ufual in fimilar cafes in private life, and there- 
fore was not particular to the Princefs of Wales, and decided 
no right whatever. 

General Smith pcrfifted in his objeftion, and moved, that 
this debate be adjouvned till the next day ; which was agreed

^ The Bill for preventing future Princes of Wales contra£l- 
ing debts, &c. was ordered to be read a third time the next 
• day, if then engroffed. 

GRENADA AND ST. VINCENl'S. 

On motion for committing the Bill for raifing one million 
and a half on Exchequer bills for the relief of certain mer- 
chants to Grenada and St. Vincent's, 

Mr. Robin/on objefted to the meafure, on the ground that 
it would increafe the influence ©f the Crown. 

Sir W. PtJteney defended the Bill, and maintained it would 
not increafe -the influence -^f the Crown. The commifEoners 
were independent men, ^nd unconnefted with party. Unlefs 
this Bill had paflpbd, BriftoJ, Glafgow, Manchefter, and^ven 

Londoni 
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London, iK)uld hav^ fcvcrely fufFered. At Mancheflcr alone, 
where many bills were accepted, unlefs they were paid, the ma- 
nufa£lurer8 would be connpclled to ftop, and many thoufatid 
men would be left without employ. The confequence of this^ 
at fuch a time as the prefent, might be vety dreadful. 

Mr. Rofe obferved, it was only lending the public credit to 
individuals. 

Colonel Stanley fupportcd the Bill. 

General Smith bad no doubt but that this Bill would increafe 
the influence of the Crown \ but that he thought a lefs evil 
than leaving thefe merchants without the aid propofed in the 
Bill. 

The Bill then pafTed the Committee, and was ordered to be 
read a third time the next day, if then engrofled*

A meflTagc was fent to the Commons, dating, that their 
Lordfliips had agreed to fevcral Bills, and deHred that the 
Houfe of Commons would fit a little longer, as their Lord- 
fliips might have occafion to fend to them. 

PRINCE OF WALES'S ESTABLISHMENT BILL. 

97»^ Earl of Lauderdale faid, that not having been able to 
attend in his place when the Bill for fettling an eftablifhment 
on his Royal Highnefs, and making provilion for the liqui- 
dation of his debts, was introduced, he had not an opportunity 
of fuggefting fuch obfervations as appeared to him nccelTary 
to be made before their Lordfliips proceeded in the Bill ; and 
as he underftood the Houfe was fwrnmoned upon the fecond 
reading of the Bill on Monday next, he would take that op- 
portunity of ftating to their Lordfliips the nature of the ob- 
fervations he had to offer, that they might turn them in their 
minds againft Monday next, and come prepared to anfwcr 
them previous to the Cecond reading of the Bill. • He found 
that the preamble of the Bill fet forth the aflent of his Royal 
Highnefs to the provifions and rcftri£lions contained, all of 
which proceeded on the alfumption that fuch aflent was had 
and duly obtained. He was at a lofs to imagine where the 
other Hpufe found that aflent, which they had made the 
ground-work of the Bill. He was perfcdly aware of the 
general negligence^ and the loofe manner in which it w^s 
cuftpmary to pafs PiJls refpefting the individuals of the Royal 

Family $ 
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Family | but Turely their Lordfliipa would not fi^^far forget 
their duty, that becaufe this Bill related to the interefts of a 
Prince inftead of a private individual, therefore it Ihould 
efcape that fort of notice and attention with refpe^l to forms^ 
which was always paid even in the cafes of common eflate 
Bills; thofe, their Lordfliips well knew, were fo well 
guarded by forms provided in various (landing orders, and 
wifely contrived to fecure juftice to the parties concerned, 
that no Bill of that nature could proceed without their Lord- 
fliips having the fuUeft proof of the confent of both the 
parties interefted in it. Though the Bill had pafTed the other 
Houfci he had heard of no fignification of the aflcnt of his 
Royal Highnefs to it, but fuch as report gave as a part of a 
fpeech of an individual Member of the other Houfc *, and 
that furely was no authority for their Lordfhips to proceed 
upon. If the guards and fecurities to which he had alluded 
had, by the wifdom of their anceftors, been thought neceflary 
in the cafe of common eftate Bills, how much move neceflary 
muft it be for their Lordfhips to manifeft the fame, or even 
an increafed degree of caution in rcfpcft to the prefent Bill, 
which, whether confidered as a public or a private Bill, was 
a Bill of very confiderable importance, a Bill which contained 
grants from the Public of a large and liberal nature ; it con- 
tained alfo re(lri£lions on the Prince of a fmgular fort, and 
which muft tend to render his fituation peculiarlv difficult 
and embarraffing. With that view of the Bitl^ he fhould 
hope that their Lordfhips would deem it indifpenfibly necef- 
fary, before they proceeded a ftep further with the Bill, to 
have before them a due and formal certificate in writin?, 
of his Royal Highnefs*s afTent to all the claufes of the Bill, 
and that tney would not content themfelves with a loofe and 
fleeting declaration made by any individual Lord upon his 
legs, fignifying fuch a circumftance. Having put this forcibly, 
the Earl faid, he thought it right to give Noble Lords an 
opportunity to revolve in their minds the difficulty he had 
ftated, before he brought it forward in a regular way, and 
therefore he had fuggefted it in that moment i and he would 
further add, that he fhould on Monday move for the attend- 
ance of the Judges, whofe advice it might be neccfTary to 
take on the occafion. 

* It efcAped hit Lord ftiip*s wonted accuracy, that the Prince of Walcs*8

The Dtike of Leeds fa id, he did not rife to enter at all into 
Argument or debate relative to the matter fuggefted by the 
Noble Earl, but merely to mention a precedent that feemed 
to bear upon the prefent cafe, and which had occurred to his 
mind on the fudden. The precedent he alluded to, was the 
Bill for the alteration of the fettlement on her prefent Ma- 
jefty, by enabling his Majefty to exchange the palace of So- 
inerfet Houfc, which was fettled upon her Majelly, for Buck- 
ingham Houfe, ttow the Queen's Palace* On that occafiort 
the Bill ph)Cceded without the prefence of the Judges being 
deemed nccfeflary, and her Majefty's aflent was fignified to 
the Houfe by the Earl of Waidegrave, her Majefty"'s Cham- 
berlalhi which the Houfe deem::d a fufficient authority to 
J)roceed upon. 

The Earl of Coventry dated the rule of proceeding in com- 
hxon eftate Bills, and thought it premature to call for an au- 
thenticatipn of his Royal Highncfs's aflent in that ftage of 
the bulinefs. 

The Dule of Grafton thought the Houfe obliged to his No* 
ble Friend for the caution he had given, and trufted that his 
Majefty's fervants would take care to remove the obje£lion by 
producing a proper document and voucher to authorife their 
Lordfhips to proceed with the Bill. The other Houfe had 
no doubt thought themfelves warranted to go on with the Bill 
by the Signification of his Royal Highnefs's aflent, which it 
appeared by their minutes that they had received. But 
taking it for granted that the other Houfe had received his 
Royal Highncfs's aflent formally and properly, it was to be 
Tcmembercd that the aflent had been fignified in an early ftage 
of the Bill, and that fo many material alterations had been 
made in the Bill fince, that it could fcarcely be termed the 
fame Bill to which the afll*nt of his Royal Highnefs was 
given. That matter out of the queftion however, their Lord- 
ftiips, from a wife and neceflary precaution, in all Bills afiedling 
the imerefts of individuals, were accuftomed to pay no at- 
tention to the probability that the other Houfe had due proof 
laid before them to warrant every part of their proceeding, 
but always thought it neceflTary to take up the matter as a 
new cafe, and to call for proof to fatisfy themfelves. They 
\vould no doubt feel it equally their duty to do the fame in 
the prefent inftance, and not proceed without being fatisficd 
in a proper manner that the facl afi'erted in tfie preamble of 
the Bill, with*regard to his Royal Highnefs's aflent, was 
founded. 

The Lord Chancellor left the woolf.ick and faid, the prefent 
converfation was not only extremely irregular but altogetner un-

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neccffary, as the fit moment for feeing whether the aflcrtion 
in the preamble of the Bill with refiped to the confent of his 
Royal Highnefs was warranted, was neither then, when na 
queftion was before the Houfe, nor even at the fecond read- 
ing of the Bill, but when the Bill (hould be in a Committee^ 
and the claufes of the Bill fliould come under confideration. 
That being the cafe, his Lord Hi ip faid, he (hould not enter at 
all into the difcuflion of a fubjeA, fo unfeafonably brought 
forward and debated. 

7he Earl of Lauderdale faid, he differed entirely with the 
Noble ind Learned Lord. He could not think it irregular to 
fugged a ground of obje£tion in limine as foon as poflible, ixt 
order to prevent future difficulty and embarrafTment in the 
progrefs of the Bill ; nor did it (Irike his conception that » 
Member of that Houfe could do a more fair or candid thing 
than fuggeft at the firft opportunity to their Lordfliips, the 
grounds of what occurred to him as a ferious difficulty, for 
the avowed purpofc of enabling Noble Lords to turn thofe 
grounds of difficulty in their minds, and come prepared to 
meet them when the proper day of difcuffion (hould arrive. 
The Noble Duke who fpoke immediately after he fat down, 
had (lated a precedent of a proceeding that had obtained in the 
cafe of a Bill of that nature, and as far as that went, the Noble 
Duke had given their Lordffiips valuable information ; but ftill 
he mud perfiil in his opinion, that in a cafe of fo much im« 
portancc as the prefcnt, they ought to have before them fomc 
document in writing, in which his Royal Highnefs's affi:nt 
fhould be formally dated. As a reafon for this, his Lord(hip 
meittioncd a fad relative to his Royal Highnefs's grandfather, 
which was dated by Mr. Doddington (afterwards Lord Mel- 
combe), in his Diary, of a meflage being delivered verbally 
in that Houfe from his Royal Highnefs, when two or three 
Noble Lords, who had been prefent when his Royal Highnefs 

fave the meflage, rofe up and declared, that which his Royal 
lighnefs commiffioned his meflenger to date, was direftly the 
reverfe of what he had delivered to the Houfe. To guard 
againd a fimilar dilemma, his Lordftiip faid, he was anxious 
to prevent a fimilar midake ; and meaning to aft with perfefk 
fairnefs and candour, he had dated what he had fuggeded, 
merely, as he had before faid, to afford Noble Lords an op- 
portunity of turning it in their minds againd Monday. He 
alfo wifhed their Lordffiips to undcrdand that he (hould on 
Monday move for the attendance of the Judges, as he thought 
it highly neceffary.to put fome quedions to them refpefting 
the claims of his Royal Highnefs the Prince of Wales on the 
revenues of the Dutcty of Cornwall during his minority, 

and 
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and upon other important points contained in the Bill ; and 
his Lordftiip faid, his reafon for wifliing that the Judges (hould 
attend was founded in a regard to juftice ; and fureiy if any 
principle demanded perfeft equality moie than another, it 
was a principle of juftice. He wiftied therefore to know, 
whether his Majefty's minifters meant to oppofe the motion 
for the attendance of the Judges, which he fhould certainly 
bring forward on Monday next. 

Lord Grenville faid, that mod undoubtedly nothing could 
be more fair and candid than the Noble Earl's giving notice of 
any objeAion, that he meant to bring forward on the fecond 
reading of the Bill relative to the eftablifliment of the Prince 
of Wales, and the liquidation of his Royal Highnefs's debts, 
in order that Noble Lords might turn the grounds of fuch ob« 
je£tion in their minds. He neverthelefs agreed perfedlly with 
- his Noble and Learned Friend on the woolfack, that the prefent 

Jroceeding was wholly irregular. His Noble and Learned Friend 
ad not obie<fted to the notice given by the Noble Earl as to the 
grounds of his intended objedlioni but to his debating thofe 
grounds before they could regularly be fubmitted to difcuflion. 
His Lordlhip declared he concurred with that obje£iion, and 
he made no fcruple to declare that he (hould oppofe the No- 
ble Earl's intended motion for the attendance of the Judges. 

The Earl $f Lauderdale then gave formal notice, that on 
Monday next he fhould move for the attendance of the Judges, 
previous to the fecond reading of the Bill for the eftablifliment 
of his Royal Highnefs the Prince of Wales, and for the Xu 
^uidation of his debts* 

INSOLVENT DEBTORS. 

The Earl of Moira faid, he rofe merely in difcharge of his 
duty to remind their Lordfliips of a paper which he had the 
honour of having prefented, and which had now lain fome 
time on their Lordfliips table ; he meant the petition from a 
confiderable number of infolvcnt debtors praying for relief. 
He had fo often, his Lordfliip faid, ftood forward on that 
fubje£l before, and when he had brought in a Bill upon it, 
he had not had the good fortune to conciliate thofe Noble 
Lords who were technically termed the Law Lords, with- 
out whofc countenance no meafure of the kind could be 
expected to fucceed, that forae apology might be confidered 
due from him, for again troubling their Lordihips on the 
fubjeft. On the preftnt occafion, he had avoided the in-^ 
difcretion of bringing in a Bill, becaufe, as he had dated" 
when he prefented the petition to which he referred, he 
was not aware that profeflional duties would allow him to 

N ^ iittcnd 
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attend in hU place in that Houfe fo freqaeml^ as he had done 
iinccj and at th.at period < f the feflion he could not exped ta 
carry a Bill through ; but his opinions on the fubjcft remained 
as they had always been ^ and the more he reflected upon it, 
the more he was convinced of the neceflxty of fome effectual 
regulation taking place in the law refpefling 4cbtors and 
creditors, which, as it now flood, was a blemifh on the ju- 
rifprudence of the country. His only rcafon for troubling 
their Lord (hips then was, to exculpate himfclf from any ap- 
pear ince of negleft of his duty in regard to the petition or^ 
the tjble, and to fliew that he had not let the fubjeci cfcapq 
his attention. 

IMPERIAL LOAN BILL. 

The Order of the Day for the third reading of the Impe? 
rial Loan Bill being read, filcnce prevailed in the Houfe for 
fome time, and no individual Lord feemed to know what wa$ 
intended ; at length the Duh of Ncrfc/k afked what flagq 
the Bill was in ; being anfwercd the third reading, his Grace 
and Lord Grenville role, but the former gave way to the 
minifter. 

Lord Grenv'IU fai.l, after the ample difcuflTion which this 
fubjeft had recently undergone, and the details he had already 
entered into refpeft^rg if, he had nothing to add, but fimply 
to move, that the Bill be now read a third lime. 

^he Duke rf NorfJk faid, he had long been unfortunately 
in habits of difnpprc.ving ot the condudl of thofe whom his 
Majefty had thought proper to appoint his minifters. He 
was not at all furprifed at finding that tliey had nothing to 
offer in fupport of the Bill, thopgh it was of all others thq 
Bill, every part of which ought to have fome ftronc reafon 
urged in fupport of it. 1 he more he had watched tnat con- 
duft, and the longer the country had experienced the cala- 
mities and difgraceful confequences of it, the lefs was he in- 
clined to give them any countenance or fupport : On the con- 
trary, every tic of duty and confcience obliged him to expofe 
their incapacity, and reHft their meafures, which had uni- 
formly tended to the difaller and ultimate ruio of the country. 
He did expeft that minifters, particularly the minifter in 
whofe department this tranfa£lion officially was, would have 
thought it his duty to give the Houfe fome explanation of a 
meafurc which he could not hefitatc to call one of the moft 
dangerous and deftru£live that the worft of minifters in the 
worft of times could have propofed. Before the Houfe 'was 
called upon to agree in this meafurc, they ought to know 
what was the real object of it, and before they agreed to iay 

fuch 
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foch a burden on the people as this loan would be, they 
pvght to know what were the benefits to be derived from 
it, and whether, if any couid arife, there was a chance of 
the terms of the treaty being fulfilled. 

His Grace faid, it was notorious that one of their German 
connexions had been paid i)2oo,oooI. laft year, and aQed in 
fuch a manner as would have dcferved the coarfe appellation of 
fwindling, if it had been the conduct of a private individual lit 
f:ommon life. This, he thought, ought to have been a leflbn 
Jo minillers, and from the experience of what had pafTcd, they 
ought to have known what the people felt, and to have feen 
the bad policy of fuch alliances, and the little dependence 
that was to be had on fuch courts. What a flu ranee had they 
that the Emperor would not ferve them a fimilar trick witn 
that which they had experienced from the other German Po- 
tentate ? He might, for aught they knew, pocket one half^ 
or fupport his troops with it ; and with the other half, he 
might buy a peace with the French. Having argued (Irenu- 
oufly againft the Bill, his Grace declared he would refill the 
third reading of it. 

The Dtthe of Grafton agreed completely with the Noble 
Duke, but would not detain the Houfe at length then, de- 
termined, however, after attending to any thing that mi- 
nifters had to fay in fupport of this meafure, to re ferve him- 
felf for fuch a reply as their arguments might call for. He 
wifhed to hear the mighty reafons they had to offer in fupport 
pi it i and inftcad of their having a right to cxpccl objections 
to be dated againft it, every, man muft fee from the face of 
;thc Bill, that lYit onus probafidi lay with his Majefty's mii)ifters. 
They were bound to juilify the meafure, and to anfwer the 
objefiions that their jultification might give rife to. If the 
Houfe was to agree to fuch a meafure without better reafons 
^han any yet before them, he fcarcely knew language harfh 
enough to defcribe their condudl — ^guilty, as he upon his 
confcience would think every man who countenanced it, of 
Sacrificing hjs duty to the Public, and betraying the truft rc- 
pofed in him. He contended that the experience of what 
had taken place laft year in the condudl of PruflTia, ought to 
have put Qiinifters upon their guard, and the more efpecially 
as the prefent meafure was of all others the moft unpopular 
with people in general of any of the many unpopular mea- 
fures minifters had introduced to Parliament. In every com- 
pany he went into, and he believed he kept as rational com- 
pany as any one of their Lordfhips, he heard it reprobated 
as tne moft extravagant and unwile meafure that had lately 
been fuggeftcd. If minifters could aiftgn reafons fulEcient 

to 
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to judify it, he declared they ihould hare his fupport ; but 
wnlefs they did affign fome fufficient jufti6cation of it, he 
fliould be againft the third reading of the Bill. 

Lord Grenville fa id, he had but too frequently been com- 
pelled from his fituation to trefpafs upon the patience and 
time of their Lordihips, and that had been the cafe very 
lately in refpe£l to the prefent meafure, which had then been 
fully difcuflcd by him and by thofe Noble Lords who difFered 
from him refpefting it. Noble Lords complained that this 
ioan was a burden upon the people, without alking themfelves 
whether it really was fo or not. In his opinion it neither 
was an immediate burden, nor was it probable that it ever 
would be a burden on this country. As to the Noble Duke^s 
aflertion, that the meafures and the condu£l of miniflers were 
unpopular amongft the company that he kept, however ra- 
tional the Noble Duke's company, it was a little too much to 
expeft, that their opinion fhould include that of the whole 
people of England ; the meafure might be unpopular with all 
thofe who, like the two Noble Dukes, difapproved of the 
war, and therefore he did not wonder that they fhould be 
againft every means for carrying it on ; but furely nobody 
could think that miniflers, who were convinced of the juftice 
and neceflity of the war, were to z6t on the advice of others^ 
and to forego what appeared to them proper meafures, from 
any dread of unpopularity attaching to them from the quarter 
he had jud alluded to. 

As to the conduft of Pruflia, which certainly had not tcr* 
minated either as his Majefty's miniflers or the country could- 
have wifhed, that was the firfl time that he had heard that 
beraufe we had been difappointed in our expe£lations from one 
ally, we were not to make any other alliances \ or that taking 
it another way, becaufe there was a pofEbility of a treaty 
bciijg broken, that was an argument that no treaty fhould 
ever again be made. To the opinion of the two Noble Dukes, 
and of the compa^ y they kept, he had to oppofe the opinions 
of the majority of that Houfe, the majority of the other 
Houlc of Parliiiment, and the majority of the people at large, 
who were of the opinion of his Majefly's miniflers, and 
were for continuing the war with vigour, until a (afc, ho- 
nourable, and permanent 'peace could be eflablifhed, and that 
they were equally fenfible of the neceflity and the propriety of 
continental alliances whenever we were involved in a war 
with France — and what alliance could be fo defirable in a coi>» 
tincntal war (for fuch the prefent had principally proved hi- 
therto) as an alliance with the mofl powerful flate of the Em- 
pire ? From the prefent meafure, the policy of which was 
1 mofl 
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mod obvious, there was much to be hoped, and little to be 
dreaded. The inclinations, the intcreft, and the fituation of 
the Emperor, all tended to give ample fecurity for the faithful 
performance of the conditions of this treaty, and his exertion* 
to render it as beneficial as poHible to this country. Except 
the Houfe of Auftria were loft to all fenfe of fliame, and 
totally rcgardlefs of good faith in the eyes of Europe, they 
might as well commit an a£b of national bankruptcy at once, 
as fail in the performance of this treaty, becaufe the national 
credit of Auftria was fo deeply involved in the loan, that it 
was infeparable from it. His Lord (hip put this forcibly) and 
declared, that he had no fort of obje6tion on his own part to 
difcufs every part of the meafure over and over again : He 
could not bring himfelf to wafte their Lordfhips time fo un- 
neccffarily as to repeat what he had on a former day entered 
into fo fully. The only queftion was, whether the prcfent 
xneafure was fufficient to counterbalance the rifque "we run 
in fecuring the Emperor as an ally. He thought it was, 
and doubted not but the Houfe would concur with him in 
opinion. 

The Ear! of Lauderdale faid, the extraordinary conduft of hi» 
Mjjefty's miniftcrs that day, furprifed him as much as it had 
done his Noble Friends, who expedled that before the King's 
fervants would prefume to call upon the Houfe for their affent 
to a meafure of fuch magnitude, fome arguments at leaft would 
have been offered to convince them of its propriety and utility* 
This, however, the Noble Lord had completely avoided, and 
told their Lordfhips in rather an extraordinary manner, that 
after what he had formerly faid when the treaty was difcuflcd, 
there was noneceffity for his adding a word now. To thofe who, 
like himfelf, had attended to the Noble Lord's fpeech of the 
former day, it muft occur to their recolleftion, that fo far from 
going amply into the fubjeft then, fo as to make ail future ex- 

J>lanation unnecelfary, the Noble Lord had ftated it as a rea- 
on for not doing fo, that the time would come wnen the loan 
would be difcuflTed, and then, as was his duty, he would be pre- 
pared to enter into a full and fair difcufli ^n of every thing that 
could be faid on the fubjeft. This was the day therefore on 
which he muft confidcr the Noble Lord as folemnly pledged to 
give the Houfe the fulleft information he could, inftead of 
treating them in the way he had done, by referring them to 
his former argument in a (hort fpeech, and talking of the ma- 

{'ority having fealed by their fan£lion thofe conclafions which 
lis eloquence had that day led to. This meafure, fo far 
from having been confident with the ufual praftice and 
policy of the country in all continental wars, as had been ar- 
gued 
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gucd by the Noble Secretary of State, he muft aflert was alto- 
gether novel and unprecedented, and fuch as never had been 
reforted to by any former minifter, even the worft in the worft 
of limes : So truly novel indeed, that the Noble Lord and hi* 
colleagues might claim the exclufive privilege of it, a mono- 
poly of their own invention. The provifions of the Bill, his 
Lordlhip faid, had been very wrongly called wife ; in his opi- 
nion they were extremely loofe and inadequate to any fecurc 
purpofcs, even if the Bill had been in its principle good and 
unexceptionable. He went into a minute inveftigation and 
detail o£ the terms of the loan, and undertook to prove by ac- 
curate calculation, that they were as difadvantageous to thisr 
country, as the fecurity was dubious on the part of the Em- 
peror's fulfilling his portion of the agreement. He maintained 
that the creditors of the Emperor were better off from the 
guards their own ingenuity had fuggefted and taught them to 
rtfort to, than the Public were from the attention of minifters, 
MeiTrs. Boyd, Benfield, and Co. feemed to know much better 
how to take care of their own intereft than the minifters did" 
how to attend to the interells of the Public, as Meffrs. Boyd, 
Benfield, and Co. had the guarantee of this country for the due 
performance of the conditions of the loan. He adverted to 
another part of the Bill, and remarked the omiflion of taking 
no fort of fecurity for the repayment of the money already ad- 
vanced to the Auftrian Generals laft year. In the minds of 
mod men, when fuch a negotiation was going forward, it 
would have, occurred to make this one of the firll things to be 
attended to ; fo much had it been neglefted, that by the pre- 
fent Bill the Emperor might take the whole loan, without doing 
any thing for it, and no fecurity whatever was given that he 
would repay what he had already got; all the Public had for it 
was only a chance of payment and a fimilar chance of his ful- 
filling the other parts of his engagements. With regard to the 
aftions of the Bank of Vienna, a part of the fecurity fo much 
boafted of, the Noble Lord, upon the mod accurate and minute 
calculation, contended that the whole of that part of the fecu- 
rity was only a fecurity for a certain term of years ; while 
there was to be oppofed to it an annual expence paid by this 
country, for a time that would make its amount much to over- 
balance ail that would be produced by thofe actions. Accord- 
ing to the terms of the Bill, a continued annual expenditure of 
this fort could only be provided for by a fund in perpetuity. 
He noticed what had been ftated of the probability that the 
fums advanced laft year, might be paid back in Novem*ber or 
December 1 795, but was at a lofs to find out why thofe were tor 
be reckoned the months of greateft plenty at the Bankof Vienna* 

U 
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It was in December 1794 that diis money had been called fort 
and it was in thefe choice months of November and December 
that the Prince of Saxe Cobourg had defcribed the Emperor's 
coffers to be entirely drained, and the total impofhbility of his 
continuing the war without our affiftance. Why then (o much 
was to be expeAed from the Emperor's refources^ this year he 
could not tell. He was furprifed that minifters had not learnt 
experience from the example of Prui&a i the uniyerfal opinion 
of the country waSf that uiey ought nerer to hare loft fight of 
that Prince's condu£l in their future alliances with German 
Fringes* Laft year, in our treaty with Pruffia, it was in our 
power to ftop from giving more when we faw proper) but, this 
year, the whole of the Emperor's loan by this Bill was gone, 
xioT was there any check left upon htm to lecure payment. He 
deprecated the manner in which the Noble Lord had perverte4 
the fentiments o^ his Noble Friend on this point, and waa 
forry to fee that fnch penrerfions fometimes nad their tttcSt^ 
which was the reafon the Noble Lord thought it prudent, how* 
ever unfair, to fly to them. Surely every Noble Lord would 
admit that it was perfedly fair and reafonable in his Noble 
friend who opened the debate (the Duke of Norfolk) to hold 
out the conduA of die King of Fruilia as a ground of caution 
to minifters, bow they engaged in further German alliances. 
It was the fafiiion now to compliment the Emperor as an ally ^ 
fo it had been to compliment the King of Pruffia laft year ; and 
he much doubted whether next year we might not hear fimilar 
language held refpe£iing the Emperor as was now ufed with 
relation to Pruffia. The many calamitous changes and cir- 
cumftances that had fince taken place, he thought would have 
induced minifters to change their tone. He would aJDk thofe 
who fpoke fo highly of tl^ honour of the Houfe of Auftria^ 
and its flnBt adbrence to alliances upon all occaGons, what 
there was in the prefent fituation and circumftances of the 
Emperor, that; made him more fit to be trufted now than laft 
year. He rather thou|ht he could have the authority of per* 
Ions lately high in his Majefty's councils for faying, that 
Auftria had aSed with the grofleft treachery during Uie laft 
campaign, and that the Emperor's troops had evsn refufed to 
remain on the field four and twenty hours, to fave the bag- 

Sage and provifions of the Britifh. When this treaty v^as firtl 
rought before the Houfe, the minifter laid much ftrefs on 
the manifeft eagemeis and anxiety which the Emperor fliewed, 
by making preparations, in order to ufe every exertion in his 
power for the common caufe, and this was held out as a great 
inducement to court an alliance with him : But would the 
Noble Lord ftat^ how he had manifefted that e^er anxiety. 
Vol. IV. O ^ and 
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and what he had done during the prefent campftfign ? At chts 
period of the feafon laft year the fate of the campaign was de^- 
cided, and fince that time to the prefent hour he knew di 
nothing done that could any way tend to facilitate peace, or 
vigorouQy to aflift in profecuting the war on tKe part of the 
Emperor. He had traced the various untoward events that 
had happened) and had lately found Luxembourg in the hands 
of the enemy, one of the very ftrongeft fortrefles in Europe, 
and by far the moft eflential to the Emperor. Was there any 
fymptom of probable fuccefs by continuing the war ? Or muil 
we think that he had any chance to get it back again ? or, what 
was worfe, would not the Emperor think himfelf well off if he 
recovered Luxembourg by the end of the campaign ? In (hort, 
thofe difafters and calamities prefling fo conflantly upon one 
another during the prefent war, whatever way minifters or 
majorities may look upon them in that Houfe, they muft and 
would weigh with the people without doors % and though the 
people obferve a (ilence upon their grievances, and many ap- 
pear ftuptd and torpid from a continued preiTure of calamities^, 
burdenS) and diftrefs, yet he did not believe they were devoid 
of feeling, and a due fenfe of thofituation of the country; and 
if minifters went on as they had done, fo regardlefs of the 
public intereft, the time would come when their deteftation to 
the prefent minifters, and their difgraceful meafures, would 
break out in a manner not eafily to be quieted. With regard 
to the proceedings of the prefent campaign, they had been told 
that while continental alliances were neceflary to create a di- 
verfion of the enemy's force and attention, minifters were 
exerting themfelves by carrying on a vigorous naval war ; and 
our great fuccefTes in the Weft Indies, as well as our attention 
and protedtion to our iflands in that part of the globe, had 
been triumphantly ftated. Perhaps he fhould again hear of 
our having fent twenty-four thoufand men to the Weft Indies $ 
but melancholy was the refleflion, if the truth was known, 
how few of thofe men ever arrived there, or were now in ex- 
iftence. It was no lefs a curious than a diftrefting ciicum- 
ftance, that, whatever minifters were boafting of their fuccefTes 
in the Weft Indies, they were at the fame moment obliged to 
iflue a million and a half of Exchequer bills for the relief of 
the inhabitants of thofe iflands, on account of the calamities 
which this fuccefsful war, and the great prote£kion we gave 
them, had brought upon them. A Bill to this purpofe he 
underftood would foon be on the table ; and when it appeared, 
he (hould feel it his duty to oppofe it as one of the moft 
unconftitutional, of the very many of that nature^ which the 
prefent minifters had attempted to force upon the country* 
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He adverted to the talked of dcfcent upon France, and aljced, 
if this was a time when it could poflibly be fuppofed, that fuch 
a chimerical attempt was pra£ticablc to be executed; and' was 
one of thofe many abfurd experiments, which had been con- 
trived to delude the people, and never had come to anything. 
Miniltcrs had uniformly been as ridiculous in their promifes 
to the Public, as they had been weak and filly in the execution 
rven of their own plans. {^A cry of Hear ! hear! from Lord 
Crenvil/e,] The Noble Earl faid, he knew not what the Noble 
I^ord's opinion might be on the projeft of adefcent on Francf, 
for it was as impofllble for rational men to define the thoughts 
pf the prefcnt rainifters upon any occafion, as they would find 
it to pay a continual annual fum out of a fund that was not 
in perpetuity. But after their abfurdity, which he had fo 
gf ten been obliged to cxpofe for the laft three years, he won • 
dered he could have taken notice of what the Noble Lord might 
mean ; he juftified his oppcfition, and thofe who acled with 
him on fimilar principles, againll the prefcnt war. He blamed 
the miniftcrs, firll, for not doing their, utmoft to j;et the country 
out of the fcrapc into which they had brought it ; fccondly, 
for a total want of energy and exertion in carrying on the war, 
while it was to be perfifted in 5 and thirdly, for not being 
convinced, from the repeated misfortunes and fatal elTefts of 
their councils, that their incapacity wa^ fuch as to make them 
totally unfit for their fituations, It was curious enough, he faid, 
to hear the Noble Lord upon all fubj^^^ls, on all occafipns, 
introducing in lofty tones eulogies on the great profperity of 
the country, under all its diftreiresi, while every day brought 
news of lome frefli difafter. It reminded him, he faid, of the 
cafe of an unfortunate man, who had died while lillening to 
his phyfician's declaration, that he had no bad fymptoms, and 
was in a fair way of enjoying perfect health -, this was pre-p 
dfely the cafe between the minifter and the country; and 
he much feared, that while miniiters were talking of the 
profperity of the country, at fomc not far diftant day, if they 
continued in power, they would l)ring th? conditution an^ 
their country to an unexpected end. He declared he fliould 
pot at all wonder if (he ultimate confequence of this loan ihould 
be a war with the Emperor, in confequence of his breach of 
the conditions of thq treaty. Before he fat down, the Earl faid 
he muft remind tbc.Houfeof the alteration which had recently 
taken place in the Emperor's fituation from laft year : Thp 
death of the fon of the late unfcrtuuate King of France w^d 
^n event that ought not to be paiTed unnoticed \ while he lived» 
the Emperor^, from relationfliip, had a family intereft in the 
(ontcft with France, which did not now ejuft. How then was 

O 2 it 
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tt to be fuppofed that he n6w entered into the war with 
greater fury and eagemefs than ever, after he had afbually ' 
been treating with France for peace, as a member of the Ger- 
manic body, and when there no longer exifled fuch a family 
intereft as he had juft ftated ? As to the diftinAion taken 
between the Emperot as head of the Empire, and in his ca- 
pacity as King of Bohemia and Auftria, it was abfurd and 
fidiculous in the higheft degree. Certainly, in every view of 
die fubje£l;, there was lefs chance of fuccefs in his exertions ; , 
and from every con^deration of intereft, duty, and connec- 
tion, there was ground to think that he was fincere in his 
declaration to the Diet, and infincere with us : He had no 
money to get from the Empire— from us he cxpe£led a loan. 
The Noble Lord had made a diftin£kion between a loan and 
a fubfidy, but was forced to acknowledge that there was a 
rifle, and that riflt he confidered equal and worfe than the lofs 
of a fubfidy, fo much fo, that he would willingly confent to 
give the Emperor two millions to be rid of the bargain alto* 
gether. He concluded by reprobating the whole meafure* 
•s novel, unprecedented, abfurd, and ruinous in its con- 
fequencess and faidj he would therefore oppofe the third 
leading. 

Thi Earl of Mans/If Id confefled he felt himfelf under pecu« 
!iar difficulty in rifing after the Noble Lord; aflertion he 
could oppofe to aflfertiony but declamation founded in invec« 
five, he would on no confideration confent to deal in. The 
Noble Earl had ufed much inve£tivc, and aimed it at the 
charaAer of one of the Sovereigns in Europe, to whom this 
loan was propofed to be granted. He wiflied thefe inve£^ives 
had been confined to his Majefty's minifters, or even levelled 
folely at himfelf, rather than at the Monarch whofe name and 
reputation had been treated with fo little refpeA. He certainly 
fliould not follow the example of the Noble Earl in the man- 
ner of difcufling the queftion before their Lordfliips, which 
appeared to him to be this : Whether, circumftanced as this 
country ftood in refpe£l to the war, the obtaining the affift^r 
ance of two hundred thoufand men on the continent, was or 
was not an objeft to us f Or^ in other words, whether the 
meafure now propofed would, in its probable confequencci 
lead to a vigorous profecution of the war i In his opinion 
it had that tendency in an eminent degree i and that, in his 
opinion, was highly defirable. In all our wars with France 
it had been the policy of this Country to create a diverfion on 
the continent by forming an alliance with fome of the Ger- 
manic powers ; and it appeared to him wife policy that the prc^ 
fcnt war (heuki be of the fame nature. Fnnce was at this time 

Unfor* 
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unfortunately pofiefled of Fldnders and of Holland: The 
latter was now indeed become a mere province of France, and 
he fliould be glad to fee any man who called himfelf a ftatef- 
man, rife in his place and reprobate that policy. To difpoficfs 
France of fuch an inordinate (hare of power was, and ought 
to be, the objefi of all thofe who profecuted this war s and, 
the better to do fo, the meafure then under confideration had 
been adopted, as by that means two hundred thoufand men 
were to be brought into the field by his Imperial Majelly, on 
condition of this loan being granted* He trufted that we 
fiiould be filially fuccefsful in the prefent contell; but he 
dreaded the effe£l of the eloquence of the Noble Earl, whofe 
fpeech, no doubt, would be reported in detail. What tfkOt 
did the Noble Earl imagine that fort of fpeech would produce 
in France ? What other effeft could it poffibly have, than 
that of inducing the French, exhauded though tney were, to 
fuppofe that this country was on the verge of ruin, and all 
the powers in the confederacy in the fame ftatc ? and thence 
they would confider themfelves as the arbiters of Eu- 
rope, and fondly believe that the terms of peace were to be 
dictated to them all by themfelves. Such a ftyle of fpeaking, 
his Lordfhip faid, tended to prolong the war inftcad of pro- 
curing peace, and mud therefore produce an cWc(\ the oppo« 
lite of the Noble Earl's wiihes, as he gave him and the otner 
Noble Lords who had uniformly oppofed the war, full credit 
for their fincere wiilies, that it mxgnt be attended with fuc- 
cefs, fo long as it continued to be carried on. The Noble 
Earl had proceeded to notice the fituation of the Emperor^ 
and argued that his having confented as head of the Germanic 
body to negotiate a peace with France, in conformity to the 
refolutions of the Diet of Ratifbon, rendered all hope of his 
vigorous exertions in the war in his capacity of King of Bo* 
hemia and Duke of Auftria, abfurd and ridiculous. He would 
not ufe an exprclEon in relation to this, that had given offence 
the other day, and fay fuch reafoning might fuit with coffe^. 
houfe politicians; but every man who underftood the confti-^ 
tution of the German Empire, knew to the contrary. The 
law of the Empire was, that every independent Prince was 
bound to profecute the war^ however unwilling, while a ma- 
jority of the Empire were in favour of the war. This law 
was as binding on al] the powers of the Empire as a majority 
in Parliament was upon this country, and would be as well 
enforced if power were equal to right ; but every Germatl 
Power, as an independent Sovereign, had in its individual 
chara£ber, an undoubted right to carry on war or conclude 
pcacci agreeable to its own peculiar intercfts and inclinations*

Toput*a flrongcafc in illuftrarion of this, it was undeniably true, 
that although the Empire was at war, the Emperor might, as 
^ Sovereign Prince, be at peace with tlie common enemy of 
the Empire. Upon the queilion of the probability that the 
Emperor would fulfil his engagements with us, his Lordfliip 
confeffed he entertained but little doubt. Had his Imperial 
Majtfty no intereft in recovering Flanders, and all the terri- 
tories which the French had taken from him i Had we no 
intereft in confining France to her ancient limits? Was it. 
not to the intereft of all the cftablifhed powers of Europe that 
Flanders and Holland fhould be rcftored to their former con- 
dition, and fubjeft to the fame power which they acknow- 
ledged previous to the commencement of the war ? Thcfc 
points appeared fo clear to him, that it was fuflicient merely 
to mention them. 

With regard to the melancholy circumftance adverted to by 
the Noble Earl, the death of a young Prince of the Royal 
Family of France, in whofe unfortunate fituation it might 
truly be faid that it was " happinefs to die i" he faw not 
*that any argument like that the Noble Earl had relied on, 
could fairly be drawn from that event. It could not alter or 
influence the condu£l of the Emperor, who with little reafon 
could be fuppofed to feel more for his coufin, wh'le alive in 
fo critical a predicament, than he or his predeccffor had felt 
for relatives ftill more nearly allied. But to return to the 
fubjeft ; The prefent loan was a wife and neceflary meafure 
for the purpofe of profecuting the war with vigour ; and he 
trufted that our cfForts would be attended with fucccfs, that 
the endeavours of the Emperor to draw out fuch a crear force 
9S he engaged to bring into the ficlJ, were inhnitely fu* 
perior to the rifque we run. There was no power that had 
better credit than the liank of Vienna, a^ he well knew fronx 
his long refidcnce in that city •, and the Emperor was bound, 
as well in policy as good faith, to continue the war. With*""' 
regard to the plan of the campaign, he apprehended that no 
praftical utility could arife from any attempt to difcufs it it\ 

fublic J much of its merit.muft confift in its prefent fe^recy, 
n every point of view in which he was capable of placing the 
prefent meafure, his Lordlhip declared, he faw it a wile and 
prudent one, and therefore it had his hearty aflcnt. 

After many forcible and clofely appoCte obfervations, the 
Earl of Mansfield faid, he would dole M^ith that calm, fixed, 
and deliberate opinion with which he had commenced the 
prefect and leveral preceding fcffions-^lhat this was a war for 
the prefervaiion of order, government, and civilized fociety i 
tlu.t it was a wav in the caufc of humanityi in which every 

maq 
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«ian had a right to fay to his neighbour, " This is my war, 
and it ought to be yours/* 

The Earl of GullJford^ after ftating that he meant to fay 
a few words only, dechred that ic appeared to him, that the 
NoWe Earl had deceived himfelf with an imaginary idea that 
his Noble Friend's (the Earl of Lauderdale's) fpcech had been 
fraught with inve£ttveanddeclafnarion; He faw little of either 
in what his Noble Friend had faid^ but much found argu- 
ment and unanfwerable objeAion to the Bill under their Lord- 
(hips confideration. If the prefent was a war neceflary for 
the prcfervation of thofe objetls defcribed by the Noble Earl 
who had ju (I fat down, the probability was, that we muft foon 
bid farewell to order, government, and civili^.ed fociety. Tha 
Noble Lord had done him and other Noble Lords the judice 
to declare that he gave thofe who had uniformly oppofed the 
war full credit for their wiflies for its fuccefs while it conti* 
nued. He agreed with the Noble £<irl that fuccefs in war was 
always dedrable, and fo far hefincercly wiflied the prefent war 
to be fuccefsful ; but he did not wiih to carry on war either 
with a view to impofe a monarchical, cfr any other form of 
government whatever, contrary to the wifhes of the people 
who were to live under it. The Noble Earl and another of 
his Majcfty's minifters had argued, that the prefent was a war 
fo fupereminently conne£ted with the intercfls of this country, 
as if we alone ought to bear all the expence of carrying it on. 
They at the fame time attempt to juitify this meafure of the 
loan to the Emperor, on the ground that it was attended with 
no pofliblc rifque to this country. After the experience of the 
inefiicacy of the fubfidy to the King of Pruflii, and the ufelefa 
expenditure of 1,200,000 pounds of the public money, he 
Ihould have thought th.it miniltcrs would have been on their 
guard not to fall into a firiularfcTapc. The prefent was however 
a meafure even of lefs caution than the PrulTian fubfidy, fincc 
there was no polTibility of fufpending the payment of the fum, 
though the objeft for which it was granted fhould not be ful- 
filled. The guarantee of this money was not a matter between 
this country and Auftria ; but fhould Ihe conclude a peace with 
France, it would be between this country and the individuals 
v^ho advanced the money. Though we did not doubt the 
Emperor's good faith, ftill there was reafon to doubt his ability. 
What was the engagement of the Emperor to bring into the 
field during the prefent campaign 200,000 men, and as many 
more as he could ? Thefc were exprclFions which, after his 
declaration to the whole of Europe, of his inability to make 
further exertions, and the notoriety of his infolvency, he 
thought, were dearly bought at the price of four millions Gx 

hundred 
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hundred thoofaod pounds, the whole burden of which was 
likely to fall upon the diftreiled and deluded people of this 
country. What was the danger which was fuppofed particu- 
hrly to threaten this countij» and which the war was intended 
to avert? — ^Tbe propagation of French principles. This 
danger he would have (uppofed was lead of all to be appre- 
hended in a country like thisj the people of which loved tneir 
conftittttioni enjoyed liberty^ had every advantage of the pro* 
te^iion of their perXons and their property, and were fur- 
niflied with the means of refifting oppreffiqn. Such a danger 
he fliould have thought ifvas more to be dreaded in countries 
luch as Auftria and Bohemia, where the fovereign was ftated 
to have the power of carrying on a war contrary to the general 
fenfe of his fubje£ls. In refpe A to the energy to be derived 
to the operations of the war from this meafure of the loan, if the 
energy of the Auftrians had failed even in the height of their 

Cwer, could it in their prefent exhauded ftate be expe£ted to 
roufed by a fum of 4>6oo^oooI. ? What had been their energy 
in former campaigns ? He wi(hed that a Noble Lord had been 
prefent in that Houfe to date that to their fupinenefs had been 
owing the lofs of Toulon. He withed that an illuftrious Per* 
fenagCf at the head of the army, was prefent to ftate, that to 
their fupinenefaalfohad been owing the fubjugation of Flanders. 
He wifhed that the late Mafter General of the Ordnance had been 
prefentj who would have told their Lordfhips that on a memo- 
rable occafion during the laft campaign, the Auftrians refufed 
to halt for four and twenty hours only, though the provifions 
atnd baggage of the Britifli troops would have been faved by 
it. It was impoffible for him not to advert to a myftcrious 
cxpreifion of a Noble Lord (Grenville), that it was not to be ex- 

Elded that the Emperor would be guilty of a breach of 
ith at a time when he had fo many reafons to keep well with 
this country. Myfterious exprefiions he had always found to 
be the forerunners of great calamities, and he ihuddered at the 
contemplation of the new engagements which the country 
misht bie brought under bv fome treaty now going forward, to 
which he fuppofed the Nonle Loid might allude. 

Lord HavAe/bury faid, the loan was to be regarded in two 
points of view, as a meafure of policy, and as a meafure of 
finance } in both of which points of view he confidered it to be 
prudent and advifeable. He would not then take up their ^ 
Lordfliips time, by entering into a difcuflion of what were the 
caufes of the war } the opinion of their Lordfliips had been 
frequentlv taken upon that point ; but he would confine him* 
felf merely to the queftion, whether we ought or ought not 
to continue the war } It had always been a maxim* invariably 

adhcrcj 
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Adhered to by the greateft ftatefmen this country ever produced^ 
not to. fuffer any power in Europe (and more particularly the 
French) to gain fnch an afcendancy as might endanger the fafety 
of the other ftates of Europe. This was a propofition which did 
not want the fandion of great names to enforce it ; it carried 
conyi£tion upon the face of it. If then this was admitted, the 
only qneftion to be confidered was, whether France had at th]^ 
moment acquired fuch a degrre of power as was incompatibfe 
with the intereft, or, to fpeak more properly, with the iafetf 
of Europe ? In anfwer to this queftion, he requefted their 
Lordlhips to reflet, that France was in pofTeffion of Holland^ 
of the Attftrian Netherlands, and nearly of three Eledorates of 
the Empire, exclufite of the territories of fome petty Frinces^ 
which be did not tMnk neceffary to mention'. 

Il ufed formerly, his LordOiip faid, to be held as an indifpu^ 
tible pmnt, that Flanders (hould be in the pofTeffion of Auftris, 
asabarrierto the power of France: Atprefent not onfy Flanders, 
but Holland, was added to her power. By holding the latter in her 
hands, (he became poflefled of a number of ports, which would 
enable her to annoy us in the part where our naval force was 
undoubtedly the weakeft. If from a diie confideration of thefe 
points, it was clear that we could not make a peace under the 
prefent circumftances, with any regard to the future tranquil- 
lity of Europe, or the fafety of Gmt Britain, he was fure It 
would not be denied to him that it was better to carry on the 
war widi allies than without them. What was the reafon that 
the Roman empire eittnded itfelf over all Europe, and indeed, 
to fpeak properly, left at laft but one power in the world i 
It was, that the other powers did not in time form alliances 
amone diemfelves to refill her, but fell fingle facrifices one 
after me other, to her exorbitant force. TiMnce it was that 
Rome fo eafily made herfelf miftrefs of the world. It was 
esaAly the fame cafe now with France $ the mod ftrenuous 
exertions were necefiary to oppofe her; and if, after all, oppo^ 
lition fliould be found meflfe£lual, he hoped that Engliihmen 
would be the laft to recede from a glorious conteft in. defence 
of fecial order. 

The next point which had been difcufied was, a$ to the pro- 
priety of adopting the meafure propbfed by this Bill. In all 
our wars with France, the neceflity of a continental alliance* 
in order to divert the attention and force of the enevny, had 
been admitted ;. and the ufual mode of procuring that alliance 
was by the means of fubfidies — In the prefent inftance, the cafe 
was materially altered in our favour; the Emperor did not 
demand a fubfidy to induce him to carry on the war — he felt 
the neceffitv of profecuting it vigorouily, and applied to us, 
Vot.IV. P not 
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not fox a fubiidy, but for a loan, to enable him to carry inte 
cfi'c£l what his inclinations equally with his intereft di£kated. 
He wiflied to put it to the consideration of fuch of their 
Lord (hips as admitted the propriety of carrying on the war, 
whether it was not wife for this country, in order to fccure the 
afliftance of the Emperor, to run the rifque of guaranteeing 
this loan ? It was not fair to ftate it as a quellion, whether 
this country was to be burdened with a large fum to enaUe 
the Emperor to carry on the war •, he confidered the chance 
.we ran as a very fmall one, notwithftanding all that Nobie 
Lords had thought proper to fay of the faith of the Princes 
of the continent. The fccurity given by the Emperor was as 
full as we could defire } we had, in the firft indance, all his 
hereditary revenues; we had befides the fecurity of the Bank 
of Vienna. He did not mean to ftate the latter as a fecurity 
equal in point of validity to the Bank of England ; but on the 
other band, it was generally held to be one of the beft-regu* 
lated banks on the continent, and w^s by no means fo infecure 
as had been reprefented. Above all, we had the advantage of 
its being the Emperor's intereft ftridly to adhere to the terms 
of the loan. It was very well known that none of the European 
Princes now carried on a war by means of their regular re- 
venues *9 they were always obliged to anticipate their revenues 
by means of loans— and if the Emperor (hould violate his 
engagements with us, he would put it out of his power here- 
after to have recourfe to fuch means of defence. Upon the 
whole, therefore, it appeared to him that the rifque we ran was 
fmall, . and the probable advantage great, and therefore he 
Ihould give his fupport to the Bill. 

Tte Earl of Derby faid,he would not detain their Lordflilps 
by repeating arguments that had been already ftated^ but what 
had fallen from the Noble Lord who had juft fat down, appear- 
ed to him to call for fome little obfervation,*-he alluded to a 
particular circumftance which was of the utmoft importance^ 
and ought to be clearly underftood. Noble Lord« had repre- 
fenteditas a moft difaftrouseventfor this country, that Flan- 
ders and Hollancl fliould remain in the hands of the French. 
So far he agreed with thefe Noble Lords ; foe no man could 
lament thefe unfortunate events more than he did; but if he 
underftood thefe Noble Peers rightly, particularly the Noble 
Lord who fpoke laft, they laid it down as a propofition, that 
no peace could be made with France while thofe countries 
remained in her pofleffion. If he had miftated tlie Noble 
Lords, he begged that he might be fet right ; for it was a ma- 
'terial point, that the Public ftiould know what were the pro- 
*.pe£k6 they had before them. If he underftood the Nobl? 

Lord 
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Lord rightlf, and he had meant to declare, that the war was to 
be continued till Flanders and Holland were recovered from 
the power of the French, and the loan was granted to the 
Emperor to enable him to carry on the war for that purpofe^ 
k would not be contended that this was the only loan whick 
would be wanted : As foon as the four millions fix hundred, 
thoufand pounds had been exhaufted, a frefti advance to the 
Emperor would become neceflary. Was this then to be made 
a precedent for granting fimilar loans to the Emperor in future 
years ? He faid he confidered that the great objcdk to which 
we had to look was the internal defence of the country. Every 
fum employed for fuch a purpofe as the prefent was fomething 
taken from our refources. And what would be our fituation, 
ifi at laft, when our means were exhaufted, we (hould find 
ourfelves compelled to look to this objc£t of internal defence i 
Every guinea drained from the national purfe weakened our 
ultimate hopes of fecurity. The prefent war, his LordQiip 
faid, he had always confidered as a mad. proje^ ^ and in his 
opinion, the fooner we got out of a mad proje^ the better. 
Indeed he was glad for the fird time to find there was at Lift 
feme profpeft of a peace afforded by the Noble Lord who fpokc 
laft, as he had declared he hoped we (hould be the laft power to 
recede from what he had called a glorious conteft in defence of 
Ibcial order. He now underftood therefore, that when all our 
allies had left us, that Npble Lord would join thofe with whom 
he (the Earl) had the honour to ad in calling for peace* 

Lord Hawte/burytok to explain, and denied that what the 
Noble Earl had drawn as an inference from his fpeech was 
a fair dedu£iion from his argument. Evea when all our allies 
bad left us and broke their faith ((hould that be the cafe), ftill. 
difficulties would prefent themfelves in the way of peace. 

Lord Vifcount Sydney^ in an animated fpeech, while he ex- 
pr^fled himfelf not lefs anxious for peace than any one mai» 
in the kingdom, juftified his Majefty's minifters in perfevering 
in the war,- till an opportunity offered which iliould enabb 
them to conclude fuch a peace as promifed to be honourable 
and fecure. He was happy, that although he had rifen feveral 
times in the courfe of the debate, he had found occafion to 
give way to other Noble Lords, whofe fentiments mod un* 
doubtedly better deferved their Lordfhips attention 1 but he 
VTdS a little furprifed to hear it fo hiuch infilled on that the 
French were fo well inclined, and that it only remained for us 
to (hew the fame inclination : Still more was he aAoniflied at 
hearing that it was unwi(c, confidering the ftate of the war, 
for Great Britain to feek continental alliances. Did thofe 
Noble l4ord$, who held fuch opinions^ eyer read the accounts 

.Pa • o( 
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of the debates of the French CoaTention» their procbmationsy 
and other documents ? If they did, he begged to afk tn which 
of them ail they found any diing like a fymptom of a defixe 
to negotiate with us ? In one of their debates, fpeaking of 
Great Britaini what was their language i-^Deienda eft Car^ 
thago. How did the^c begin one of their proclamations «^that 
to the Ibldicrs and failors of Toulon ? . War I war I war I 
was the alarm to excite a ready attention to the pobltc caufe 
of the country. In (hort, peace with every other power, but 
war, eternal war with England ! was their avowed principle* 
Could any one of their Lordfliips, therefore, credit for a Angle 
moment the aflertion that the French were at this inftant 
defirous of negotiating, or inclined to treat for peace with us I 
With regard to our kiving begun the war, and that his Ma« 
jelly's minifters were refponfible for all the difaftrous confe* 
quences of it \ that aflertion had been fo often completely re« 
nited, that it was only a wafte of their Lordfhips time to fay 
a word refpeAing it. The iz£k was undeniable, that the 
French were the a^p^greflbrs, wantonly the aggreflbrs ; and as 
to the abfurd, nonlenfical, and ridiculous idea, that this coun«« 
try, in a war Uke the prefent, ought to forbear continental 
alliances— he Ihould belie his anceftors, and be unworthy of 
the blood that flowed in his veins, if he liftened with common 
patience to fuch a childifli do£bine. The foolifli propofition^ 
ihaX this country had nothing to do with continental idliances, 
was firft raifed as a political cry or watch-word, at an era whick 
he was old enough to rememoer, and fliould never forget-'^-at 
the time that the infamous and difgracefol peace of Utrecht 
was negotiating. To anfwer the party purpofe of the day^ 
Swift and Bolingbroke, certainly not unable writers or (hallow 
men in any other point of view, but very much the contrary^ 
took the lead in fetting up this cry ; and their objed cleariy waa 
to depreciate thofe glorious vidories, which had been gained 
<hiring the wars and to prepare the public mind for peace on 
any terms. With regard to the French having been the zg* 
greflbrs in the war, he faid he had only to quote, not merelv 
Sieir own writers, but the very perfon who made it his boaft 
that he forced the French into a war with England for tbo 
avowed diabolical purpofe of embarraffing the King (Louia 
XVL), embroiling his affairs, and enfuring the deftru£Hon of 
him and his family, by fubverting the government of France, aiid 
building a republic on the ruins of monarchy. This viras ta 
be feen in Bnflbt's book \ nor all powerful as his evidence waa 
under fuch circumftances, did it ftand al^ne — it was fully cor«. 
Toborated by General Dumourier in his publication. The 
General fpeaks with particular vrarmth of praife of Great 

Britain 
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Britain in adheriog to a ftri£l neutrality^ and faYS nothing 
could hare been more wife than the condufl of die Cabinet 
of St. James's in that refpe£l ; bat the folly of Briflbt, founded 
hi the moft atrocious motivett diat of the ruin of his So* 
Tereign, fsroed the Convention to adopt the neafure of de- 
claring war againft England. Dumourier, thereforei my Lordu 
(faid his Lordfhip, looking Lord Lauderdale full in the face)^ 
charges Brifibt! Briflbtl BrifTot*! with baring been the whole 
and Jole caufe of the war between France and Great Britain. 
Some allnfion, his Lordfliip obferved, had that night been made 
to Monfieur Chauvelin, and the treatment he had receiTod from 
his Majeftys minifters*-a condu A in which they were amply 
jufti&ed; for what fort of condu£b ought to be heM towards a 
man, who aflumed a public funflion in this country, and was 
known to be taking every means in his power to infufe and in* 
culcate principles fubverfive of its conftitution and gorern- 
ment? General Dumourier, whoCe book he could ferioufly re* 
commend as a work well worthy general perufal, fpeakiog of 
Chaoreiin's miiBon, faid, M. Talleyrand, Bifliop of Autun, 
was the perfon fixed upon by thofe who then held the fu- 
sremacy in Paris, but fome recent decrees of die Convention 
kaving made it impoffible for a perfon of the Bifhop's fun£lion 
to hold anv civil office, U petit ChauveltH (for fo Dumourier 
termed him) was fiied on as Upret mm, and was to flHPPf^r as 
the often(ible nun 9 he therefore came over with the Bilhop, 
and behaved in a manner that loudly called fpr his being ob- 
liged to quit the country. Among otfier anecdotes current of 
lipetk Chauvilin^ his Lordfliip faid one was, that being in a 
cc^e-houfe or public room, one of the Princes of the Blood 
happened to come in, and it being intimated to him that Mon- 
fieur Chauvelin was prefent, he very properly retired, on which 
Chauvelin infolently faid aloud, ^ that the Houfe of Brunf* 
wick were bom always to run before the French." After hav^ 
ing fpoken highly in commendation of General Dumourier's 
book, his Lordfliip faid, that although the Noble Lords had 
argued foftrenuouily againft the motion, he had not the fmalleft 
doubt, that if they were to fucceed in forcing minifters to make 
peace, they would be among the firft to criticife the terms 
of it with the utmoft rigour and feverity. Indeed he had 
witnefled that condudi in a former inftance f ; there was there- 
fore 

* Perhapt the reader may recoHeft that in a debate that took place in the 
Hoole of Lords in the feflion 1791-17939 the Earl of Lauderdale in a man- 
ner boafted diat Briflbt was his friend. 

f His Lordfliip was in office (cither Seoretary at War or Secretary of 
Ctatc) ia 1 782, when the peace of VerfaiUei was concladed* The Marquia 
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fore no occafion to refer to the hiftory of a diftant period for 
proof of the probability of the fa£t. 

The Earl of Guildford rofc to make a fliort reply ; his Lord- 
ihip faid, that if the French had adopted the tentiment, that 
Carthage was to be deftroyed, minifters, by the condu& which 
they adopted, had made this country a Carthage, and engaged 
it in a conteft, which involved its exiftence. They had con- 
verted the war from a war for the fafety of Holland, into a war 
for the prefcrvation of order, government, and civilized fo- 
ciety. If however we were not the aggrelTors, the Emperor 
and the King of Pruffia were, in confequence of the treaty of 
Pilnitz. He was happy to hear one fentiment of the Noble 
Lord who had fpoken laft, that he would not wl(h this country 
to continue the war without an alliance. If minifters were to 
adopt this fentiment, he conceived that in the prefent afpe£l 
of things on the continent the probability of our continuing 
the war much longer was greatly diminifhed. 

Lord Grenville (aid, he did not think he (hould have been 
under the neceffity of troubling their LordQiips any more upon 
this fubje£^, particularly after the full and convincing manner 
in which it had been argued by his Noble Friends ; but as this 
was probably the laft time this feflions that he (hould have an 
opportunity of difcuffing this fubjeft, he wiflied to advert to 
one or two points, which he was anxious (hould not be mifre- 
prefented to their Lordfhips nor to the Public. The Noble 
Lords had recurred to their old charge, of our being tlie ag- 
grefTors in the war : This was a fubjedl which their Lord(hips 
had decided upon fo often, that he was a(hamed to take up 
their Lordftiips time in laying any more upon the fubjeft. One 
authority, however, he would take the liberty of quoting, and 
he believed that fome of their Lord(hips would not confider 
it as unimportant, and that was, the authority of Monfieur BriC* 
fot ; he openly declared in a pamphlet, that he engaged the 
country in a war with England, for the iniquitous purpofe of 
ruining the King, drawing down deftrudlion on his family, 
and cementing the revolution. 

But it had been faid, that if we were not the !^gre(rors in 
the war, at lead the Emperor and the King of Fruifia were, by 
entering into the treaty of Pilnitz.- Here again he muft beg 
to fet Noble Lord^ right in point of fa£l. When the mild and 

of Lanfdown (then Earl of Shelbnmc) was at that time at the head of Ad- 
miniftration ; and on the Houfe of Commons paiTing a vote of ccniuie on the 
terms of the peace, quitted his Cituation, and all his friends did the fame, 
which Accafioned the fingular circumftance of this country being without 
an oftenfible Adininiilration for fiK weeks. 

^miabl^ 
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amiable Sovereign of France, Louis XVIth, had nearly effefl- 
cd a pacification with the Emperor, fome time after the treaty 
of Pilnitz was done away, his efforts were thwarted by M. Brit- 
fot and his party; his mmiiler torn from him ; and he him* 
felf was compelled to go down to the National Aflembly, and 
declare w^r againft Auftria and Pruflia. 

M. Briflbt docs not (lop here, but goes on boldly to avQw 
tkc diabolical purpofe of his heart : He fays, " I forefaw the 
difficulties which the King mud be involved in by a war with 
Auftria, and that it would ultimately lead to his ruin } and 
therefore I forced him to it/* Could any Noble Lord, after 
this, contend that Auftria or Pruflia, much lefs England, were 
the aggreflbrs in this war ? on the contrary, it muft be evident 
that we were driven into it, by the unprovoked perfidy of the 
French. 

Lord Lauderdale explained, in anfwer to a part of Lord 
Hawkefbury's fpeech relative to the fecurlty given by the Em- 
peror to thofc who advanced the money of the loan.

General Smith feid, as he did not fee the Hon. Baronet (Sir 
William Pulteney) rife in fupport of the elaofe propofed to be 
introduced hj him ; and as he faw fome Gentlemen prefent, 
who were not in the Hoafe yefterday when the claufe was pro^ 
pofed, he would then motre that the claufe be read^— which 
being read accordin^y by the clerk at the table, 

General Smith, after having dated the arguments adduced 
the preceding day by Sir William Puhency for the introduc- 
tion of the claufe, contended that the iirft law authority faid 
that the title was dubious } would then the Hon. Baronet pro- * 
pofc to take away that right which was dubious ?-^Thc Houfe 
however ought not to decide between the rights of the fub- 
jcft— if fitch a thing was done, it would be replete with in- 
juftice, and would eftablifli a very bad precedent. 

Mr. AnJiruAer replied to the arguments of Gentoil Smith ; 
the contra£t between t&e parties touching the bufinefs before 
the Houfe (which he then read) ought, he faid, to put an end 
to the debate, and Juftify in every refpefl: riw tntrodudion of 
the claufe into the bill. 

Mr. Anftruther read a paflage out of the treaty between his 
Majefty and the Duke of Bmdwick (or the marriage between 
the Prince and Princefs, ftating, that the jointure of 50,000!. 
a year to the Princefs fhouM be in bar of dower. 

Gimral Stnitb faid, that his miftafce afofc fiMd not being 
able to &nd thir. paper on the table. 

Mr. Anfifuther faid, he did not take it awat, biit found it oil 
the table. The quefliion being then put, ^ 'that die claufe be 
idded ta the Bill,'' it paifed in the affirmative. 

NATIONAL AGRICULTURE^DRAINING. 
Sir John Sinclair rofe, he faid, agreeablj to what had pafled 
in the Houfe on the preceding night, to lay a few words, and 
nake a motion, refpe^ng a matter which highly concerned 
the agricultural interefts of the kingdom. It was acknowledg- 
ed, that great advantages were derived from the drainage of 
lands t and in the inveftigation of this fubjcA, important dif- 
coveries have been made by different people, but particularly 
by Mr. Elkinton of Lancashire. The Board of Agriculture, 
therefore, had thought proper to lay the matter before the 
Houfe. He then recited the names of fome gentlemen who 
had made expciiments in drainagCj according to Mr. Elkin- 

ton's 
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ton's plat), axld who bore tedimony of its propriety* It had 
alfo appeared that land^ which before was worth only as. 6d. 
per kcre annually) was, by this modet improved to fo much as 
to be worth 25 s., and that it fucceeded where ail other modes 
failed. He would therefore move, " That it be recommended 
to his Majefty to grant the fum of loool. to Mr. Elkinton, in 
order to enable him to make further experiments in this mat- 
ter, in a manner mod likely to make beneficial difcoveries/' 

Mr. Hujfey objedbed to thus granting away the public mo« 
ney, without being fure that public benefit would arife out of 
it. Probably if this gentleman poflefled any fuperiority in the 
way of draining land, he might be well rewarded by carrying 
his ikill into pradice : He could not confent that the public 
money (hould be granted for a matter that was known and 
pra£tifed by mod people for- many years back. No man, he 
thought, had a right to come to that Houfe for loool. above 
his pay. 

Sir Watkin Lewis thought, as Mr. Elkinton bad done it at a 
fixthpart of the expence that would be otherwife incurred, 
he ought to be encouraged, and his plan (hould be made 
public. 

Mr. Rofe faid, his reafon for feconding the motion of the 
Hon. Baronet was, tl^at he thought the mode of drainage 
would be very advantageous to the Public, and that the know- 
ledge of it (hould be general, and not confined to Mr. £lkin« 
ton's own family, which it otherwife would be. 

Lord IV. Rujhl was fatisfied with the merit of Mr. Elkin- 
ton, and thodght it proper to reward him in this manner 
for making his difcovery in the improvement of draining, 
public. 

Mr. M. Rohinfin fupported the motion. 

After a few obfervations made by General Smiti, Sir Edward 
Knatchbuil^ and Sir John Sinclair^ on the advantage that was 
likely to accrue from the adoption of the mode of drainage of 
Mr. Elkinton, the Houfe divided on the motion:

A meflage from the Lords informed the Houfe that their 
Lordfliips had agreed to the Emperor's Loan Bill without any 
amendment.

HOUSE OF LORDS. 
Monday, Junt 22. 
The Royal aflfent was given by commiflbn to the Emperor's 
Loan Bftl| and to a great number of other public and private 
Bills. 

Received alfo feveral Bills from the Commons, which were 
read a firft time. 

PRINCE OF WALES'S ESTABLISHMENT BILU 
Lfird Grenville moved the Order of the Day, for the fecon^ 
reading of the Bill for enabling his Majefty to fettle an efta- 
blifhment on his Royal Highnefs the Prince of Wales, to 
make proviGon for the liquidation of his debts, &c. 

The Earl of Lauderdah called their Lordfhips attention to* 
the fubjcft, of which he had given notice— he meant the put- 
ting certain queftions to the Judges, with regard to raatter in- 
volved in the prcfent Bill. This appeared to him to be abfo- 
lutely neceflary, in every view he could take of it. In the Bill 
he faw fuch incongruity, that he queftioned whether, by the 
fianding orders of the Houfe, tficy could entertain it. He in- 
filled that it would have been better to have carried the pur- 
pofes of it into cflFeft by feveral diftin£k Bills* Whether it 
was taken as a meafure which would occafion the laying of 
new taxes on the people, or as a duty their LordOiips owed 
to their Sovereign, to the Prince, or to themfelves, it was fuch 
as required the utmoft caution, formality, and deHberation* 
Nor couM he imagine that their Lordfhips could confcien- 
tioufly pafs the Bill, without examining whether there was not 
a fund, from which the debts of the Prince of Wales might 
not be difcharged, without burdening the confolidated fund ?' 
He meant the arrears of the Dutchy of Cornwall. It had once 
been underdood, that any Peer of Parliament might, of his 
own accord, call for the attendance of the Judges, in order 
that their LordOiips might be put in sofTeflion of the opinioit 
of thofe learned men before they decided on any matter 
which involved a queftion of law \ he knew this doftriaci 
would now be difputed ; and therefore before he could 

expe£l 
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cxpcft to have the affiftance of thofc learned magiftrates in 
that Houfe, he muft (late his rcafons for dcfiring ic. He could 
not, however, fee how their Lordfhips could juftly refill the 
proportion which he intended to fubmit to them. The fub- 
jcd which it was his obje£l at prefent to difcufs was, the right 
of the King to the proceeds of the eilate of the Dutchyof Corn- 
wall. Upon this qucftion, or rather on the queltion of the right 
of the Prince to that propcrry, a very hig^l authority in atiother 
place had expreffed an opinion on the Wednefday, and pro- 
of which, on the Friday following, he had expreUed a doubt, 
bably if he had been called upon the fubfequent Wednefday, he 
would again have changed it, and recurred to his firft opinion. 
This of itfelf appeared to the Noble Earl to be ground fuffi- 
^ient for their LordOiips to call for the bed advice and opi- 
nion, Wz. that of the learned Judges of the land. His duty 
as a Peer of Parliament called on him to aik their I^rdihips 
to proceed in this formal and folemn, manner, although he con- 
ferred it was to him no very pleafant tafk, for he was aware 
that for an ignorant and unlearned man as he profefled him-* 
felf to be, to bring forward queftions of law in that Houfe^ 
was to expofe himfelf ^o great danger. It was, as had been ob- 
ferved by a celebrated writer and hiftorlan, the late David 
Hume, on the fyftem of funding to fupport a war, like play- 
ing at Cudgels in a china-fhop. But as mod of their Lord- 
(hips, although of enlightened minds on general fubjcds, muft 
be, like him, ignorant and unlearned men with regard to legal 
^iftin^lions, he thought the beft method they CouM take 
was that of reforting to the advantage peculiar to that 
Houfe, that of calling in the aid of the Judges, in order that 
they might not be afterwards liable to the refle£lion, that 
they had proceeded on a fubjed which they did not clearly un- 
<Terftand. On the queftion of the right of the Prince of 
Wales to the proceeds of the Dutch y of Cornwall, it was not 
neceifary for him to enter much at larger That right he ap- 
preherided to be acknowledged by the A£k of Edward III. 
and by fubfequent legal determinations. He trufted he need 
not fay much to perfuade their Lordfhtps to concur with him 5 
and though he was aware, as he had dated, of the inability of a 
lavman to argue" points of law, yet he would ftate to them 
what, in the plain apprehenfion of an unlearned man, was 
the ifluc of the quclKon. And firft he was happy to fay, that 
he felt himfelf confiderably eafed of the load of proving what 
fort of tenure it was. It was on all hands granted, that it 
was a fee (imple, limited, and perfe^Hy anomalous in i*s nature, 
by the ftatute of Edward III. which limited its defcent. The quef- 
tiott then was, what was the right of any other perfon to an 

Qj eftate 
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eftate in fee ; for he took it for granted, bis Royal Highnefs 
bad the fame right in that eftate at any other man had in his 
fee fimple. And he faw no dtftinc^ion which could deprive 
the Prince of any right which would belong to any fubje& 
vith regard to the inheritance of his eftate. He could not 
furely be faid to poflefs lefs advantage than any other indi- 
vidual with regard to the prote£li«n of property : And with 
regard to the idea that the Dutchy of Cornwall did not belong to 
the Prince, he confefled he had never heard an argument that 
yrore even the appearance of plaufibility: If any of their Lord* 
Ibips differed from him upon that point, this would be an ad* 
ditional reafon for calling on the Judges to deliver their opi- 
nion. In the cafe of a fon being in poiTeftion of an eftate in 
fee Gmple, the father, as guardian, would be liable to account 
to his Ion for all the proceeds during his minority* He would 
not be permitted to retain any part for aliment or education ; 
for that he was bound to furnifli his fon by the laws of nature. 
He could fuppofe a cafe indeed, where the Chancellor would 
allow the expences of a fon^s education to be paid from the 
proceeds of his eftate. For inftance, if io,oooL per annum 
were left to the fon of a man of only 2ooi.. per annum i in 
this cafe, the father, from his fortune, could not afford to pay 
the fum neceflary to educate his fon in a manner fuitable to the 
rank his future eftate would enable him to hold. To fuch 
circumftaaces as thefe, the Chancery would give attention } but 
that caft did not apply to a King and a Prince of Wales, for 
there were no two fituations in which the one was more bound 
to give education and fupport than in the above ; and he took 
it for granted, that his Royal Highnefs the Prince of Wales 
held his property by the lame tenure with every other man. 
If he did not pofTefs any extraordinary privileges, at leaft he 
\iras not to be difqualified ; or if be was, it was neceffary to 
produce the law chat did it. No fuch law did exift. Qn the 
cpntrary, there was a ftrong law proof, as far as implicative 
proof went, that it was differently underftood. In the 33d of 
Hcnrv VI. an Adi paffcd which gave the proceeds of the 
Dutchy of Cornwall unto the civil lift of his Majcfty, he find^ 
ing aliment and fuftenance for Edward Prince of Wales (he 
then being two years old) -until he fliould arrive at the age of 
14 years. The Legiflature which pail'cd this A£k, had the 
fame advantage of legal opinion about them, as the Legif* 
lature of the prefent day. They thought the power of Par- 
liament was neceffary to give the proceeds to his Majefty ; but 
the wife men of the prefent day differed from the fages of 
thofe times, and virtually declared that A£k of Parliament to be a 
lUityi and that his Majefty might ufc the proceeds with* 

out 
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out any power of Parliament. How this difference could 
happen, was what he wifhed to know. He, as an ignorant 
and unlearned man, wifiied to hear the learned lawyers recon- 
cile the apparent contradiction, and thought it an additional 
reafon for the opinion of the Judges. Reafoning from plain 
fenfe, he wondered much how any man could conclude the 
revenues not to be vefted in the Prince from the time of his 
poffeffion. The AA of Edward III. which gave the Dutchy, 
gave it for " the fupport and maintenance of the dignity of thg 
Prince of Wales J^ He had a perfect idea of the neceflary 
wants of education and nurture to an infant, but no idea of 
ftace and dignity belonging to fuch a chara£ter. When (late 
and dignity were neceflary to the chara£ter of a Prince of Wales, 
dicn were the purpofes of the Dutchy to be anfwc^ed. He 
knew well that the dire£t contrary concluGon had been drawn 
from this paffagc in the A£t, but it was fuch as he could never 
reconcile to his underftanding. In the lad refort, the opinion 
which he afked mud be had. If the Prince proceeded in 
equity, the opinion of the learned Judges would probably be 
the iaft ftage of the bufinefs. He did not mention thefe things 
with a view of calling on the Houfe to determine the queftion 
now; he called for no difcuflion) he only aiked their Lord- 
ihips to take the opinion of learned men upon the fubje£t, to 
whom they had the power of reforting whenever they thought 
fit. He might be cold, that as there was a legal right in the 
Prince of Wales to the Dutchy of Cornwall, the law of the 
land is open to him ; fuppofing that to be true, he would call 
on the Houfe to conGder the fituation of tlie Prince and of the 
Sovereign, and to inquire whether" this was deGreable, or whe- 
ther that Houfe fhould not have the opinion of the Judges 
before they proceeded on this Bill, and by that means prevent 
the neceflicy of inftituting a fuit in Chancery, which might 
be deemed indecent and indecorous. If there was any difEp> 
cuUy in the way of his Royal Highnels^ he was fure that, con- 
fidering all the circumilances, none of his creditors would be 
bold enough tp make the claim for him, and therefore he 
trufted their Lordfhips would, upon refledlion, fee the pro- 
priety of calling for the opinion of the Judges upon this fub* 
je£k, and he did not believe there was a man in that Houfe who 
would think he had done his duty, and lay his hand upon his 
heart, and fay fo, if he did not call for that legal afliftance 
which the great body of their Lordibips muft (land in need 
of upon this i\xh]c€ty for they ought to know before tliey pro* 
ceeded on fuch a Bill as this, what were the real funds of hia 
Royal Highnefs, and whether he had been fpending the money 
^f the Public fomewhat extravagantly, ot his own money. 

The 
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The objcfl: of his motion therefore was, to preclude un- 
^eceflary delay. He did not call for a refolution of their Lord- 
Clips upon the fubjed 5 his motion was, " That the Judges do 
attend the Houfe on Wednefday ne>:t, to hear certain qucf- 
lions to be dated to them upon this fubjeft.** Should the 
Houfe agree to this, he (hould then have four queftions to put 
to the Judges, of which the following is the fubftance : 

Firft — " What eftatc has his ROyal Highnefs the Prince t>f 
Wales in the Dutchy of Cornwall ?*' 

Secondly—" When did that eftatc veft in him ?** 

Thirdly — " ^At what period did he become entitled to re- 
ceive the property ?" 

Fourthly—" Was the King entitled to receive the proceeds 
of the Dutchy of Cornwall to his own ufe, without rendering 
an account to the Prince, in confideration of his having main* 
tained his Royal Highnefs during his minority ?" 

The Earl tf Motra faid,'he wiihed his Noble Friend to with- 
draw his motion, but this was not from an opinion that his 
Royal Highnefs was not entitled to all the arrears of the Dutchy 
of Cornwall ; on the contrary, he thought his Royal High- 
nefs was entitled to every {hilling of it from his birth, as much 
as the Noble £arl was entitled to his own eftate at this mo- 
ment; but, as had been ftated when the fnbje£l of the debts 
of his Royal Highnefs was agitated fomc years ago, that he 
had a remedy at law. And the Public had a right to know, 
why his Royal Highneis did not urge his claim at that time* 
which never had been explained \ he would therefore ftate in 
Report at that time faid that a certain coldnefs was felt be* 
tween his Royal Highnefs and a part of his illuftrious 
family. On that account foldy, the Prince, with a de- 
licacy that did him the higheft honour, would not fufier the 
claim or the inveftigation of ,it to be brought forward. As to 
the idea of any difrefpeft accompanying the affertion of the 
claim at this time, he owned he did not fee it, nor after aH 
that had happened, could he conceive it poffible to entertain 
juftly any fuch thought, as* all the grounds of delicacy upon 
this fubjcft were entirely done away, it having been alleged, 
that the whole of the income of the Dutchy of Cornwall nad 
been applied to public purpofcs, and that none of it had gone 
into the coffers or private pocket of his Majefty. It was clear, 
that his Royal Highnefs had a right. It was to the Noble Earl 
pretty nearly as clear, that the opinion of the Judges was a 
matter of dernier refort^ and that alone was fufficient to (hew 
that it was not at prefent proper to be decided in the Houfe 
of Lords. The queftion then was. What mode ihould his 
Royal Highnefs adopt to profecute his claim ? To this he 

would 
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would anfwer. By a fuit in the Court of Chancery. He could 
not think that miniilers would be fo illiberal as to throw any 
obftaclcs ia the way. He would give them credit for the being 
incapable of an^ fuch conduct. If the determination (hould 
happen to be adverfe to the intcrcft of his Royal Highnefs, he 
could come to that Houfe by appeal, and then would be the 
moment to put queftions to the Judges, which in the pre fen t 
cafe would not only be premature, but in his opinion, embar- 
rafs his Royal Highnefs's future claim to his right. They 
fliould not obftru^ the progrefs of the law. They (hould fay 
to the Prince, " Try your right as an individual. If the de- 
cifion fliould be adverfe, the higbeft Court in the kingdom is 
open to you; bring forward your appeal to the Houfe of 
Lords." Then would come with propriety, a queftion to the 
Judges. If there was in the Bill now before the Houfe any 
provifion that would embarrafs the profecution of this claim, 
he (hould agree with the Noble Earl in putting thefe que (lions 
to the Judges ; but there was no fuch thing, and therefore he 
thought the motion improper at this time. He had not the 
honour of being commanded by the Prince to fay any thing 
upon this fubjedl as to his wifhes upon it; but he believed he 
might fafely aiTert that his Royal Highne£s never had any idea 
of claiming thefe arrears, but fo far as to render them appli- 
cable to the difcharge of his debts. The Bill and this fenti- 
ment ran parallel, and in fo much -as the arrears (hall pay the. 
debts, fo far the Bill will be ihortehed ; if, therefore, the arrears 
fliould belong to the Prince, the next thing to be confidered 
would be, what intereft the Public (hould pay for money ap* 
plied to their ufes ? and that could be decided only in the Court 
of Chancery. He would repeat that, if the decifion in that 
Court (hould be againit his Royal Highnefs, he could then ap- 
peal to that Houfe« Under thefe impreOions he hoped the 
Noble Earl would withdraw his motion. 

Tbe Duke of Clarence premifed, that this was not at all a po- * 
litical queftion : If it were, he would not have faid any thing 
upon It, and in what he was about to fay refpcding the Bill, 
he begged to declare that he fpoke the genuine fentiments of 
his own mind upon it, without having had any fort of concert 
/or communication with his brother refpefling it. He faid, a 
friendship had fubiifted between him and his Royal Brother, the 
Prince of Wales, and, he trufted in God, would continue as long 
as they lived $ but he was not dircdled by his brother to take any 
part in this, as a party queftion. He agreed with the Noble 
Earl who had juft fat down entirely, and confequently fomewhat 
differed from the Noble Earl. who fpoke firft. He had no 
doubt, that, if a claim was inftituted iu the Court of Chancery, 

every 
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crcry thing that was candid and liberal would be obfcrved ort 
the part of hts Majefty's mimftere. His Royal Highnef^ 
then read a part of his Majefty's MeiTage to Parliament for an 
cil^blifhment to the Prince of Wales, on whichhe commented. 
If it (hould appear that the Dutchy of Cornw&ll really be- 
longed to the Prince, he would then be able to pay, out of his 
ewn property, all the debts he had con traded fince his former 
incumbrances had been fo generoufly difcharged by Parliament; 
in which cafe this Bill would be unneceflary. His Royal 
Highnefs ftated the claim of the Prince of Wales to the re- 
venues of the Dutchy of Cornwall during his minority to be 
well founded, and quoted the opinion of Judge Dodderidge on 
the fubje£ly a Judge, he faid, who was regarded by men of the 
legal profeffion as one of the higheft authorities that could be 
looked up to, or that ever fat in Weftminfter Hall. His Royal 
Highnefs compared the 233,000!. received by the Crown from 
the proceeds of the revenues of Cornwall with the fum voted 
by Parliament in 1787 for the payment of the Prince's debts, 
and (hewed, that if it (hould ultimately be decided by a court 
of equity, that his brother was entitled to the revenues of the 
Dutchy of Cornwall during his minority, the Public had voted 
him a lefs proportion of his own money than he was entitled 
to receive. His Royal Highnefs faid, he was happy that they 
had prefent two Learned Lords, who were as capable of ad- 
vifing what was proper to be done refpefting the motion of the 
Noble Earl, as any or all of the Judges, rcfpcftable as they 
were, and high as their authorities were entitled to (land. He 
was particularly happy in feeing one Noble and Learned liord 
in the Houfe, who certainly was one of the greatcft luminaries 
of the profeffion that had ever fat upon the woolfack : To that 
Noble and Learned Lord's opinion he (hould always bow with 
the gteateft deference, and therefore he (hould hoX give a vote 
on the fubjeft till he had heard that Noble and Learned Lord's 
opinion. He would merely therefore give notice, that he 
fhould take part in every (lage of the proceedings on the Bill, 
ana a(rure their Lord(hips of a fa£^, which came within his 
own knowledge, that his brother the Prince of Wales would 
never have brought forward the claim to the revenues of the 
Dutchy of Cornwall, during his minority, had it not been for 
the purpofe of accelerating the liquidation of his debts. 

Lord Thurioiv declared, that the prefent motion appeared to 
him to be equally unnece(rary and irregular. By the right of 
the Houfe to have the advantage of the attendance of the 
Judges whenever the Houfe thought proper to call upon them 
to attend^ furely the Noble Earl did not mean to fay it was ne- 
ccflary for the Judges to be prefent to liftcn to the arguments 

urged 
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urged in the courfc of a debate. The ufc of confulting the 
Judges was by the meaiis of fubmitting queftions to them on 
tlie grounds of legal doubts arifing out ot particular views of 
the operation of a Bill under confideration. There was no 
fpecific queflion in the Bill before them, that called for any 
afTi (lance on a point of law with regard to the Dutchv of Corn- 
wall. The right of the Prince to the Dutchy of Cornwall 
was a queftion on which mod perfons, who had read any thing 
upon the fubjcft, had formed fome opinion ; but there was 
nothing in the Bill that tended to decide any thing upon that 
right, either one way or the other} and therefore there was no 
neceflity for a(king the Judges any queftion upon the fubje£t. 
The Noble Earl's four queftions were abftra£t queftions. If 
there had been a diftin£l provifion in the Bill refpe£ling that 
right, it might then be proper and neceffary to conflder whe- 
ther any and what queftion (hould be put to the Judges ; but 
be faw no way in which thefe dry and abftrafl queftions could 
be pertinently put to them in the courfe of the difcuffion oC 
this Bill, infomuch as it did not contain any declaration what- 
ever on the right to the Dutchy of Cornwall. 

The Earl 0/ Lauderdale was not convinced of the impro* 
priety of his motion, by anv thing he had heard in oppoGtion 
to it« He obferved, amongft other arguments, that this was a 
Bill for liquidating the debts of his Royal Highnefs. That 
illuftrious Prince had, like manv others, when young, fpent 
fome money, improvidently pernaps \ but furely it was not 
improper for the Public to know whether it was their money 
or his own that he had diffipated : Which it would be impoffible 
to know, uncil the queftion of his right to the Dutchy of Com* 
wall was .afcertained. As he had no pleafure, however, in 
Toting in a ftili lefs minority than he had been accuftomed to 
walk with below the bar, he would withdraw his motion.— The 
motion was accordingly withdrawn. 

The Earl of Lauderdale then moved, that the 25 th Standing 
Order of the Houfe (hould be read by the Clerk. The Stand- 
ing Order was, that there ftiouldbe no difcuflion upon any Bill 
of Supply, which contained any claufc foreign to, or different 
from the matter of the Bill. 

The Earl of Lauderdale affirmed, that the Bill for granting 
an eftabliihment to the Prince, came precifely under this de- 
fcription. What could be more foreign to the matter of fuch 
7i Bill, than regulations for taking away a certain part of the 
income of his Royal Highnefs i Cduld any two things be more 
inconOftent, thap giving with one hand, and taking away with 
the other? The Houfe therefore, in conformity to thejr Stand-« 
ing Order, were bound to rcjeft the Bill, 

Vol. ly. R lord 
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Lord Grenville dated that the Bill was pcrfcftly conGftcnti 
It was a Bill for granting an cftabliftimcnt to hjs Royal High- 
nefs, and regulating his expenditure, and nothing more was 
introduced, but what was ftridly appertaining to thofe obje£tSt 
tic read from the Statute Book the title of the Civil Lilt Re- 
form Bill, where a Bill had been brought in for paying the debt 
on the civil lift, and in like manner regulating its future expen- 
diture, which he deenried a full and fufficicnt anfwer to the 
Noble Earl's argument. 

Tke Earl of Lauderdale faid, that if the Houfe were to adr 
mit fuch an explanation, the effe^l would be to render their 
Standing Order perfectly nugatory. It might always be faid, 
that a Bill was for fuch and fuch purpofes, however inconfiftr 
pntthefc might be with each other. But he faw the fate of 
l)is remark would be (imilar to that of the laft-, and as he fo 
often troubled their Lordlhips to llften to him^i he woi^ld not 
give them the trouble to divide. 

Lord Grenville moved the Order of the Day for the fecond 
Reading of the Prince of Wales's Bill. 

The Duke of Bedford faid, the Bill was fo complicated, and 
its objects were fo much mixed, that it was almoft impofliblc 
for any Noble Lord to make himfelf mafter of (he principle 
and contents, unlefs the Bill were printed ^ he therefore i|iove4 
that the Bill be printed. 

The Lord Chancellor left the woolfack to ftate that it wa^ 
contrary to the ufage of the Houfe to print Bills of Supply, and 
fh^t this was a Bill of that nature. 

Lord Grenville rofe to repeat his motion, that the Bill be now 
read a fecond time, when 

The Earl of Guildford Tofcy to cxprefs his defirc that the Bill 
might t>e printed agreeable to the motion of the Noble Earl | 
and CO ftate, that he entertained a diiferent opinion refpefting 
fhc nature of the BJll from that which the Noble and Learned 
Lord had applied to it. The Bill cenainly was not a Bill of 
■Supply, properly fo called, but a Bill containing the enaAment 
of a fpecial grant for the eftabiifhment and income of the 
Prince of Wales, with provifions and reftri£^ions that partook 
more of the chara£ier of regulation th^n fupply. 

The Duke of Grafton coincided in opinion, that thp Bill 
fould not be (ieemed a Bill of Supply. 

The Marquis of Buckingham faid, he could not confider it a 
Bil) of Supply, but it was abfolutely neceiTarj to be printed in 

S" e form and (hape in which it at prefent (lood. The other 
oufe had printed it j their printed copy was extremely inac- 
curate and incomplete \ becaufe, fince they had done fo, ^ 
yaf iety pf charges had been ititroduced^ extremely material ii^ 

them* 
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themrelvesy and greatly tending to give the trholc operation of 
the Bill a different effef^ from that which it would ha?e had 
in that form in which it flood previous to the introdu£tion of 
thofe claufes. As a proof how neceffary it was that the Bill 
fliould be printed, to enable Noble Lords to make them- 
felves mafters of all its claufes, he would mention to the 
Houfe a particular circum(lance> that had occurred to him pcr« 
fonally. The Bill contained ena£lmencs that might afie<ft the 
interefts of all thofe who happened, like hirhfelf, to have pro- 
perty in the county of Cornwall, unlefs fufficiently provided 
againft and guarded ; and it was but the other day, that he had 
heard fix or eight lines* had lately, and Once the Bill was printed^ 
been introduced into the Bill, as a provifiori for the fecurity o£ 
all perfons circumftanced as he had juft defcribed himfelf to 
be. He had gone to the table that day, and been at i:he trouble 
of patxentk reading the whole Bill, imprefs by imprefs, in 
order to find thatprovifion; whereas, had the Bill been printed^ 
he could have found it in a few moments. 

Tke Lord Chancelior faid, if it was the general wi(h of the 
Houfe that the Bill ihould be printed, he would pur that 
queftion. From the firft brinring up of the Bill from the 
Houfe of Commons, he himfelf had been extremely defirous 
the Bill ihould be printed, and was about to put the queflioii 
for its being printed, when the Bill was read a firft time ; bii^ 
he had been informed that the Bill, as it contained a grant of 
the public money, was a Supply Bill, and that it was not the 
ufual pra^ice of the Houfe to print fuch Bills. 

Lord Thurlonv faid, he believed the Noble and Learned Lotd 
had received information that was not quite corredl, fince Bills 
of a nature with the prefent had been printed in more thaa 
one inftance. The rule therefore did not apply.

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claufesy and many of them, in hU opinion, required zU 
keratioQ, iu rejc£lion might not be attended with any in- 
conrenience. 

Lor J Gnnville rofe once more, to defend his Majefty's mi- 
nifters from the cenfare cad upon them by the Noble Duke. 
How was it poffible to come forward with any meflage upon 
the fubjed, till minifter* had received his Majefty's commands 
to that purport i and how could hb MajeUy fend a mefiage 
to the two Hdufes before that m;(rriage took place in which 
they all fo much rejoiced ? for that was the ground on which 
an eftablifiiment for his Royal Highnefs was deGred. No 
rime had been Iq^ fince the meflage was delivered \ and their 
Lqrdihips well knew, that as foon as the Bill was brought up 
from the other Houfe, it was proceeded upon by them in 
their regular manner ; and their Lordihips iummoned to at- 
tend the fecond reading, the ftage in which it was ufual to 
difcufs the principle of the Bill. As it feemed to be the gcr 
neral fentiment of the Houfe, that the Bill ihould be printedi 
he would not oppofe it \ but he muft lament that the motion 
for printing it had not been made earlier in the day, as it 
would occalion fome delay: Not that he meant to precipitate 
the pafling of the Bill, or prevent difcuflion ; it involved mat- 
ters that well deferved grave and weighty deliberation *, and 
whenever it came to be difcufled, he trufted it would be de- 
bated with that candour, temper, and ferioufnefs, which its 
importance required, and above all, that it would not be treated 
with any reference to party conCderations. 

The Duhe of Bedford^ in apology for his making the motion 
that the Bill be printed fo late in the day, faid, that he him- 
felf happened to come intq the Houfe after the debate was be- 
gun, and had but lately learnt that a great many material al- 
terations had been made in the Bill iince it was printed by the 
other Houfe. His Grace thought the printing would only 
delay the progrefs of the Bill a Cngle day. 

^he Earl ^ Lauderdale rofe merely to fay, that he by no 
means acceded to the defence of the conduA of minifters fet 
up by the Noble Secretary of State ; and that wheu the dif- 
cuflion came forward, he fhould have much to cenfure in the 
mode of proceeding which his Majefty's minifters had adopted 
refpeding the whole fubje£i of the Bill.

BILL FOR RECOVERY OF SMALL DEBTS. 

On the Order of the Day being read for reading a third time 
the Bill for the better recovery of fmall debts in the City of 
London, 

Mr. Jekyll obje£ted to the Bill, as taking all cafes of debt, 
where the fum was upwards of forty (hillings to five pounds, 
out of the hands of a Jury, in order to give an additional in« 
iBuence to Common Councilmen. He could not help obje£):« 
hig to every thing which in the fmallefl degree tended to in- 
fringe upon the privilege of trial by Jury, and he thought 
the Sheriff's Court fully (Competent to determine debts of the 
amount fpecified in the Bill. Ht underftood that the Judges 
had given their opinion in favour of the Bill, but that was no 
confideration for the Houfe in its legiflative capacity. ' 

Mr. Alderman Lujbington defended the Bill, upon the 
ground, that the advantages likely to refult from it were 

£ eater t^han the injury that could be ftated to be likely to arife 
om the innovation i and he likewife obferved, that five pounds 
now, from the different value of money, was a fum not more 
than 40S. 250 years fince, when the regulation, as it now 
ftood with refpe£t to fmall debts, was originally inftituted. 
He enforced the argument of* the Judges having given their 
opinion in favour of the Bill, as the prefent mode of profe^* 
cuting for fmall debts under five pounds was attended with 
much vexatious proceeding. 

Mr, Courienay was agamft the Bill, however convenient it 
might be to the Judges in faving them a deal of trouble. He 
didnot wiih to extend the influence of the Common Council of 
the City of London to the exclufion of Juries, and denied that 
the Courts of Requefts were of fo ancient an eftablifliment as 
was ftated by Alderman Lufiiington. He moved that the third 
reading of tne Bill be poftponed to this day three months. 

Sir Wathin henves fpoke in favour of the Bill, and Mr. M. 
Robinfon againft it. 

Mr, Alderman le Mefurier defended the Bill, as likely to be 
attended with the moll effcntial conveniences, and having the 
approbation of the Judges, the Magiftrates, and the Public in 
general. He obferved, that fuits may be removed from the 
Sheriff's Court into the Court of King's Bench, and bring in 

very 
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very heavy expences. Aa an inftance, he mentioned the trial 
of an attorney in London for perjury. The caufc which gave 
rife to it was an adiion for the fum of 7I. the cods upon it, 
which in the different ftages through which it was carried 
amounted to 220I.' and upwards. 

After fome converfaiion the Houfc was about to divide, but 
Mr. Rofe obferving, that there wete not 40 Members prefent, 
and that by adjourning immediately the public buGnefs would 
experience fome interruption9 it was agreed that the debate be 
adjourned till the other Orders of the Day were difpofed of. 

STOPPING DISTILLERIES. 
The Order of the Day was read for going Into a Committee 
on the Bill to prevent Diftillcries, &c. It was propofed in the 
Committee that the diftilling in England fliould ccafc from the 
10th of July 17951 to the iftof Fe&uary 1796, and in Scot- 
land from the 17th July, to the ill of February. 

The report was received and agre^ed to by the Houfe- 
On the adjourned debate on the third reading of the Bill for 
the better recovery of fmall debts in the City or London being 
refumed, Mr. Jeiyll moved, that it be poftponed to thi« day 
three months. After a flight opjpofition from the fupporters of 
the Billy there not being forty Members in the Houfe, the mo* 
tion was carried without a divifion*

Jjord Cholmondelty informed the Houfe> that he was authorif* 
ed by the Prince of Wales to fay, that his Royal Highncft 
acquiefced in what the wifdom of Parliament might think 
advifeable to recommend. 

PRINCE OF WALES'S ESTABLISHMENT BILL. 

Lord Grenville moved the Order of the Day for the fecond 
reading of the Bill, granting an Eftablifliment to his Royal 
Highnefs. 

The Duke of Clarence faid, that agreeable to his declaration 
on Monday laft, in what he had to fay upon the fubjeft of the 
Bill, he was determined to avoid every thing political, and 
therefore lie took that early opportunity of rifing before any 
thing of that nature ibould be introduced. He begged leave aMb 
to repeat, that he rofe merely to deliver the fentiments of his 
own mind, and had not had any converfation with his brother, 

the 
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the Prince of Wales, on the fubjed. Whatcrer were his fen- 
timents with refpcd to the Bill, whether he was fattsfiecl with 
the whole, or only with parts of it, he (hould certainly vote 
chat it might be read a fecond time. Though he objefied, ia 
lomc meafure, to the principle of the Bill, there were, he con- 
feflcd, parts of it which met with his entire approbation. The 
Bill, he obferved, turned upon two principal obje£ts, the 
cftablilhment of the Prince, and the provi(ions made for the 
payment of his debts ; he fliould chiefly confine his obfervations 
to that part of if which related to the provilion to be made for 
the fatisfa£):ion of the creditors. He faid, it naturally and pro- 
perly became an oh]c€t to grant a fuitable eftablifhmcnt to the 
Prince, on account of his marriage. In granting his eilabliib- 
ment, it might have been fuppofed that the Prince had now 
<ome to an age at which he was fullv capable of adding for 
himfelF, and had he been left to himfelt would, of his own ac- 
cord, have been difpofed to take meafures to free him&lf from 
any incumbrances which he might have contraAed. Inftead^ 
however, of allowing him the merit of taking meafures of bis 
own accord to pay his creditors, the authors of the Bill had 
taken the popularity of fuch a (tep wholly out of his hands. 
That other provifion, which made the di^rent officers of his 
Royal Highneis refponGble for the expence incurred under their 
Several departments, he highly approved. It ought to have been 
fnadc ages and ages fincci becaufe it was a meafure extremely ne- 
peflary for the dignity and comfort of every Prince of Wales. 
Jt was to be remembered, that a Prince of Wales, by a parti- 
cular law, came of age at i8, while every other fubje£l was 
fiot of age till 21. A young man at that age, therefore, who 
bv law cottld not quit the kingdom, and feck amufements 
abroad, as other young men of fortune can, when the paffiont 
were at their height, and in his iituation, might be led, by the 
warm eflfufions of a generous heart, into expences beyond hift 
income, and which, perhaps, might border on extntvagance*. 
purely fuch a circumftance could not be confidered, by any 
candid perfon, as a ferious reflexion on a young man of 
eighteen. Thofe who had been concerned in bringing for- 
ward this bufinefs, inflead of a6ting as they ought, the Duke 
jcharged with having fo managed it, as to take away all po- 
pularity from the Prince, in order to centre it in irhcmfelves. 
Another matter he had to mention was, that when he entered 
the Houfe that day, he found their Lordfhips enp;aged with a 
Bill to prevent future Princes of Wales from contira£ling debt, 
which had been fo brought in, as to entitle him to complain of 
it as a marked perfonality to his Royal Highnefs. Had the Bill 
ftatcd, that its operation ftiould commence after t'«ie year 179^, 

the 
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the objedton woul3 have been removed; but proceeding hand 
in hand as it were with the prefent Bill, it could not but he con- 
fidered as meant to point a fligma at his brother. With re- 
gard to the manner in which the bufinefs had been introduced 
into Parliament, he ihould no^, on the prefent occafion, be* 
tray any thing that had pafied in private converfation ; but this 
be might fay, as it was a notorious fa£l, viz. that when the 
marriage of his Royal Highnefs was agreed upon, it was un« 
deiftood that the Prince fliould, in the event of that union, 
be completcJy^ exonerated from his debts. What could his 
Royal Highnefs underftand by this, but that meafures (bould 
be taken for the immediate exoneration of thofe debts after his 
marriage ? — not, as by the provifions of the prefent Bill, that 
Acy (bould be left hanging over for the fpace of nine years and 
a half, and perhaps even a longer period. The authors of the 
Bill had ftated, that the credit and ftability of the Throne de- 
pended upon the fupport of the independence, fplendour, and 
dignity of every branch of the Royal Family, particularly of the 
Prince of Wales: Was this the method they had taken as the 
beft calculated to Support that dignity, that fplendour, and 
that independence? His Royal Highnefs had, indeed, ex- 
prefled his acquiefcence in whatever meafures the wifdom of 
Parliament might think fit to recommend. But what was the 
fituation in which he was placed ? The Bill was in one point 
of view a public Bill^ as every Bill wi^s which related to any 
part of the Royal Family i but it was more ftridly a private 
Bill, as it related entirely to the private affairs of an indxvi* 
dual, and as nothing could be done in it without the confent 
of the Prince. True it was that his Royal Highnefs had ac- 
quiefced in the Bill, by tlie mouth of the Noble Earl who had 
juft declared the Prince's Meflage to their Lordfiiips; for 
when a man was under difficulties, he was obliged to take 
what he could get, and be content with mouldy cheefe, although 
be had much rather dine off a haunch of venifon. His Royal 
Highnefs alluded to th^ number of libellous p^imphlets and 
publications of various forts to be met with in the window of 
every print-fliop and pamphlet-monger, which had been puh- 
liflied in order to influence and irritate the minds of the good 
and generous people of England againft his brother. And 
4hefc fcandalous publications, report faid, were written by 

ferfons under the immediate countenance and prote£lion of 
is Maicfty^s minifters. He well knew there were Gentlemen 
in another place, who pofiefled great powers of eloquence, and 
abundant cnoice of animated expreffions. . Thefe Gentlemen 
had, three years ago, exerted their powers in order to fupport 
the meafure pf granting a fubfidy of aoo^oooL a year to the 

♦ Kinjr 
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KingofSatditiia; thfcy had likewifc laft fcflion granted a fum 
of i,aoo,oool. to the King of Pruffia, and but a few days fincc 
thty had torcd the loan of 4,600,000!. to the fimperor. On 
thcie occafions, and to perfuade others to agree with them in 
voting fuch immenfe fums of the public money to go out of 
the country into the coffers of Foreign Princes, they difplayed 
all thdr {lores of animated laiiguage ; but when they brought 
forward the fituatiort of his Royal brother, they prefaced what 
they had to propofe with fuch expreflions, 33 declaring it to 
be ^' an unpleafatlt ta(k, an arduous undertaking ; the diftrefTes 
of the people in confequencc of the war, made them regret the 
HeccBity of laying additional hardens on the Public.'* Had they 
adopted, ^th refpeft to his Royal Brother, a language fomc- 
what mote faVl^utable, as to the impreflion it was calculated to 
give of his condu£l to the country, they would not have had 
a vote Itb to the pk-efent Bit], and he believed it would be ad* 
mitted, that his brother's fecurity was at leaft as good as that 
of the perfons in whofe hands fo much of the country's money 
had been entrufted. to the Bill then under confideration his 
Roya) Hightiefs faid he traced the fame fort of language, whicli 
made it evident that it was the work of the fame hand, that in the 
reftrifll^e daufes iri the Regency Bill (which, thank God ! there 
was no oecafidn td pafs) aimed a blow at the Monarchy and 
Conftitution of Great Britain. He did not mean, nor did he 
vri(h it to go forth, that he meant any difrepe£t to the Houfe of 
Commons. That Houfe had, no doubt, done its duty ; all he 
meant was applicable folely to the authors of the meafure, and 
any man who looked over the Bill would fee it was full of per- 
fon^lity, and calculated to take away popularity from the 
Prince, and give it to mimfters. He reminded their Lordfliips 
of the fituation of the Prlncefs of Wales, % lovely and amiable 
woman, the daughter of a l?rince to whom this countrv paid 
iponey fbt the maintenance of his troops-— totn from her /amily, 
fof though h6r mother was the King's filler, (he might dill be 
faid to b^ torn from her family, by being removed from all her 
early connexions ; what mud be her feelings from fuch cir- 
cumftahccs attendant on her reception in a country, where flie 
iiad a right to expert every thing befitting her high rank, and 
the exalted dation to which (he wa9 called ? Would any man 
fay that (he was received as became the daughter of the Duke 
of Brunfwick — was (he received as (he would have been in aU 
mod any other countrv ? As a friend to the Prince, which he 
hoped to God he (hould continue to be throughout hi3 life, he- 
would not oppofe the pafling of the prefent Bill, for he was 
convinced that the fooner it was paflcd the fooner would its 
ftbfurdity and malignity appear. In the prefent ftage of the 
Vol. IV.

Bill he did not mean to fay more, but in the Committee he 
fhould have feveral amend meats to propcfe in the claufes^ anct 
feme claufes to add. If, as had been dated by a Noble Lord, 
the arrears of the Dutchy of Cornwall were due to the Prince 
during the period of his minority, that queftion would quickly 
be brought forward, and he trufted that the Noble Lord on the 
woolfack, before whom it would come to be argued in his ju- 
dicial capacity, and whofe judice could not be impeached, 
would throw no impediment in the way of its fpeedy decifioiv, 
He trufted that the people themfelves, when they came to re- 
flect on the meafure, would concur with him in thinking that 
his brother had been hardly dealt by, and would f«c the necef- 
. fity of putting an end to the Bill. Indeed if the Princefs had 
children, an event which might foon be expcdled to take place, 
the very movers of the Bill would be convinced that it was ab- 
furd and nugatory, and would themfelves be obliged to come 
forward with amendments on its prcfent provifions* 
The Bill was then read a fecond time. 
LordGrenvilie faid, that when he had the honour to deliver his 
Majefty's Meflage upon the fubjeft of an cftablifhment for his 
Royal Highnefs, a Noble Duke (the Duke of Grafton) had ex- 
prefled his opinion, that nothing ought to be done in the prefent 
bufinefs, till it had been firft difcufled in the other Houfe of 
Parliament ; that opinion, though accompanied with more afpc- 
rity than the occaGon appeared to him to call for, was fo con- 
formable to the fefttimcnts of minifters, that he himfelf meant 
to have made an almoft fimilar propolition. He contented 
himfelf, on that occafion, with fimply moving an Addrefs of 
Thanks for his Majefty's communication. The Bill then be- 
fore them had been brought upbj^the Houfe of Commons, as 
a meafure recommended by them as fit to be adopted by Parlia- 
ment, and therefore worthy the confideration of their Lord- 
Ihips. In making a provifion for the happinefs, comfort, and 
dignity of the Heir Apparent of the Crown, he did not beliere 
u fingle difTentient voice would be found ; but in* difcufling 
the fubjeft, it was evident that no grant niiadc to the Prince 
could be rendered efFe6lual for his eafc and comfort, except 
means were at the fame time taken to relieve him from his em- 
barralTments. It was neceflary, therefore, to make provifiOns 
^nth a view to that objefl. The interference of the hand of 
Parliament alone could cfFeft that pui^ofe which was defiiable 
with refpccl to the Prince himfelf, or which could give pro- 
per fecurity to his creditors. It was highly fatisfaftory to know 
•Irom the authority of his Royal Highnefs, that he was difpofed 
to acquicfce- in whatever meafures the wifdom of Parliament 
might think fit to recommend. If, however, no fuch meiTage 
: I had 
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had been delivered, every one who was acquainted with the 
charafter of his Royal Highncfs, and the principles in which 
he had been educated, muft have been affiired of his refolution 
to teftify fuch an acquiefcence. He begged leave to declare, 
tn the moft explicit and unreferved terms, that he had a clear 
and decided opinion, that the gmnt of 125,000!. a year pro- 
pofed to be made by the prefent Bill to his Royal Highnefs 
was not more than what conlituted a proper eftablilhment fgr 
the- maintenance of his (late and dignity. Out of that grant, 
however, a very large fum was to be appropriated to the dif- 
charge of the debts of his Royal Highnefs. The queftion then 
was, Whether, under the prefent circumftances, Parliament 
ought to have taken upon itfelf the payment of the debts, and 
to have affigned the whole of the eftablifhment unencumbered 
to his Royal Highnefs ? He wifhed to take every opportunity 
to inculcate the fentiment of afFeflion to the Royal Family, 
and he was perfuaded that the illuftrious Perfonage himfclf, 
who was moft intereftcd, would not, under all the circum* 
dances of the times, have defired any propoHtion to have been 
made to pay his debts, which (hould have had the effecl to 
leave him in poiTeffion of his full and unencumbered income, 
by throwing an additional burden on the people. If it was 
ncccflary to make provifion for the fupport of the ftate and dig- 
nity of the Prince of Wales, and the grant made by the Bill 
was not more than ought to be affigned for that purpofe, the 
next point was a queftion of greac nicety, namely, What fum 
ought to be approprijited out of the grant for the payment of 
debts f On the oneiiand was the confideration of that ftate, 
which it was neceffary to fupport, and which muft unavoid- 
ably be curtailed by any large appropriation j and on the other, 
thef confideration of the much longer period during which the. 
Prince would be left under his embarraflments, if only a fmair 
fum (hould be fet apart towards the liquidation of debt. He . 
muft own that the proportion fet apart for this puipofc was z 
much larger one than he ftiould have been difpofed, in the firft 
inftance, to fubmit to the Houfe. But coming before their 
Lordfhips in the ftiape in which it now did, recommended by 
the weight and authority of the Houfe of Commons, and 3tf>- 
parently fanftioned by the general voice of the c )untry, nc 
thought it was that fum which they not only ought to permit 
to ftand in the Bill, but which it was even defirable for them 
to adopt The intercft and charafter of the family to whom 
the illuftrious Perfonage belonged, had always found their beft 
fupport from the afFediion and approbation of tlic people, and. 
it was defirable that the condu(5l of every part of that family 
fhould ever be in unifon with the fcntiments of the country.

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The fituation in which his Royal Hi<;hne($ had profeflcd bia 
difpofition to acquiefce was one which would tend to place 
him high in the hearts and minds of the people, and to acce-^ 
lerate that period to which they muft all look forward with fo^ 
much fatisfa£tion, when his Royal Highncfs would be reftore4 
to the fulnefs of his dignity §nd fplendour. With refpeft tu 
that part of the Bill which related to the regulation of the ex-« 

Sendlture, it would hardly meet with any oppofition. It was H^ 
C wifhcd^that fome fuch arrangement had been fooncr adopted^ 
The fame regulations had been applied to the Civil Liil, which 
was for the maintenance of the regal ftate and dignity; the prcr 
fent were grounded upon the fame principle, and calcuUted tc^ 
anfwer the fatne objea with lefpefl to the Prince. His hori? 
ftip concluded with moving^ that the Bill be committed. 

The Duke of Bedford faid, that he rofc upon the prefent oc- 
cafion with more than common diffidence. He was fenfible 
that the queftion before their X/ordfliips required the utmo(i 
coolnefs and deliberation ; at the fame time he felt that what 
he had to fay, would, in all probabiUcyi not be pleafing to 
any of the parties int^refted ) but he uood there as a ^ecr. 
bound to do his duty, howevet unpka&nt the p;;r£oraaance or 
h. He felt confidefable pain ia being obliged ta blame thft 
ra(h extravagance of the Prince; he had lets diQculty, how«f 
ever, io adverting to the conduct of his Majefty, a$ he knew^ 
that he fpoke conditutiojaat language when he (aid miniftort 
were refponfible for the part which his Majefty had beea ad* 
yifed to take on the prefent occafioiu He declared he would, 
have oppofed the Bill» had not the meflage bi^ea that At(f 
brought dawn to the Houfe, dating the acquiefccDce of hi% 
RoyahHighnefs. Th^ Bill itfelf he confidered as extremclj 
objedionable, as it referred to two points^ which wef«ftia.tbc«a- 
fblves, perfeAly didindl. He certaiiily approved of the coodilA 
of his Majefty's mini(ler« in having ftated in the menage to 
' Parliament, that his Royal Highnefs was muqh encumbet^^d 
^ith debts. But the condu£!b, which he; thought they ou^%. 
to have adopted, was» either to have voted the neceffary- (iim 
for his eftablilhment, and left it to himfclf to take the proper 
tneafyres for fatisfyine his creditors, or to have difcuffed and 
^eeided upon the SftaQlilhment Bill, and then haye waited till 
(uch time as the Prince himfclf had chofen to come forwaid to 
requeft the affiftance of Parliament, for the purpbfe of the liquid 
d^ation of his debts. By adopting a different mode they threw that 
odium upon the Prince which might have been prevented, and 
compelled him to lofe the grace of doing a popular ^. Coin 
Qdering the rife of all articles of life, the Duke faid, he did 
not think aa addition of 2'5,oool. above what had been granted!

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tQ fpitDor Princes of Wales too much on fach an occ^fion) 
efpecuily when heconfidered th^ prcfent cireumdances of the 
couniiy, becaufet undoabtedlyt the Prince fliQuld feci hU (hai« 
of the difficulties. But be was furprired that miniiteni who had 
f ornierly thought fo much fmaller a fum adequate for the Prince's 
cftaMiflimetity ihould now think that the alteration in his cir* 
€«mftances required fo large an addition as 75,000!. How- 
ever difpofed he might be to cenfure the extravagance of the

They 
nighc faf to their conftituents, " Though we have (pent your 
money in the profecution of a vrar for the fupport of the 
Throne, do sot accufe us with profufion ; we have voted away 
feveial mliUons for that public objeA, but we have refufed to 
grant eyen a few hut^dred thoufands for the gratification of 
the Heir Apparent, for the {lability of whofe claims we were 
fODtending." There were feveral confideratioas, his Grace 
pbferved^ which tended to extenuate the conduA of the Prince. 
They ought to recolle£i his a^e, the fituation in which he was 
placed, and the infufSciency of his income to fupport the 
fplendour necefiacy for his rank. His own opinion was, that it 
>rould have been much better to have advanced a fum at once 
fulicient to have liquidated the debts. His Royal Father 
might have been expelled to ^ have contributed fort bat pui^. 
pefe^ and eonfidering the manner in which he pledged his 
Hoyai word in the year 1 787, that the Prince ihould not again 
gel in debt, he was fomehow bound to ftrand forward and eafe 
|be Public on this occafioiu It was rather fingular, that when 
{Q the couvfe oS one year they had granted a fubfidy of 
i,20C,oooI. to the King of Pruflia, and a much larger fum in 
loan to the Emperor^ they (hould now be dtfputing about ad- 
vancing a few hundred tboufand pounds for the Prince. As 
the Nobk Duke near him (Duke of Clarence) had remarked, 
his ]loyal Highnefs was certainly as good fecurity as the 
Emperor for a fum fo comparatively fmall. When miniftcr$ 
railed at the extravagance of the Prince, they forgot the ex- 
amplts. of extravagance which had been afforded him in former 
i:imes. Was his the only inftance which had occurred of 
promifes. having been made to the Public, and having after- 
wards been broken ? The fame minifters who adopted this 
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IQ the Prince of Wales, efpectally when it was recoUeAed 
that 99iCool. was granted to the Emigrants upon the cavfe of 
^yaJtj ? He could not conceive how ttiea who did thii- 
iliouKl oppofe this income to the Prince^ or fay they were dif^ 
contented with it, unlefs he was to ftfppofe there Wtt fomtf 
other qaarter which it was more important for them to cot^ 
cillate, fome ear the pleafing of which would be pethaps Aiote 
ufcfol than that of pleafing their conftituents. Miniftersi ht 
{aidy had a^ed watily on this bafiuefs ; they hmd takcti totkem** 
felves the credit of refcuin^ his Royal Highnefa ffom fai^ 
embarralTments, and paying bis creditors; thev were unwilling 
he (hould have any of the management of it minfekf^ becaBfe 
they jinew that i^ that cafe he would have the popuiaritf of 
the meafure, as the Public would then fee that the idea origin^ 
ated from him. But although niinifters had thus adied, he^ 
for one» mud fayi that while they pretended to provide forhia 
dignity, they had done every thing in their power to U^r/rtt 
him in the opinion of the Public. Had they allowed him this 
income, and given to him the management of it, they wottid 
have given a much more foHd foundation for the fupport of 
his dignity. The plan in this Bill for the liquidation of the 
debts* appeared to him to be extremely defedtve. To enfMiHS* 
his objection, and to fliew that the whole of the debts would' 
have Worn a very diffisrent complexion from what ifaey d9 
at prefent, the Earl entered into a variety of calculations. He* 
did not at that time look whether the rrince had or had nor 
been extravagant, the queflion being, What be came to the 
Public for ? And upon this he mud fay, that the TAx^ was 
hardly dealt with in this bufinefs ; indeed he (hould n6t have* 
been in the leaft furprifed, had the demand been greater upon 
his Ropl Higbnefs than it really is. What had the Prince 
done to be fo cenfured as he had been t Was there any thiti^ 
fo very extraordinary in his prefent fituatidn t What Prince 
did we know, who had not, in his fituation, COtAe Upon the 
Public fora greater fum i Perfons at his time of life, and in his 
ftation, are ratherapt to regulate their condu^ whh a reference 
to what they expedi they will have, than what they a6lually 
poflrefs : And it would not be improper to take a (hott view of 
what had been allowed to other branches of the Royal Family 
in this country. One hundred thoufand pounds ^^ttc paid for 
Queen Ami. Geerge the Firft had f ,3oo,0ibol. extraordinary 
allowed to him; George the Second, whofe reign Was the mo(l 
Qsconomical of any in the prefent century, about 50o,oool« 
and thia at a lime when the public revenue was Idfs by ffllHions 
than it is at prefent, and when the indirect takes, all of whielr 
his prcfeat Rpyal Higlmefsmuft pay Hke any other itnlividttalv 
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chteily conftitute ihc diflFcrcncc. And in the prefcnt rcign 
George the Third had rccctvcd 1,500,000!. His Royal Highncfs 
iiad yet only received as extraordinary from thcPublic, 26i,OOOl. 
Lord Lauderdale declared, he was not furprifed at this ; he 
fliould not have been furprifed if his Royal Highncfs had 
wanted a much larger fum than he did at prefent. This was 
a cafe which the Noble Secretary of State afFefted fo much to 
lament, and tluit too after his Royal Highncfs having mani- 
fefted a difpofition to leiTen his expences, but was difiuaded 
from attempting it, and told that fuch an attempt would ap- 
pear too much of an imitation of M. Egalite. By this fort of 
eatechifm which he fuppofed was put into the Prince's hand> 
as a leflbn never to be forgotten, was his Royal Highncfs brought 
into bis prefent (ituation, and he was fure that if the people of 
this country (aw the nurtter in its real light, miniflers would 
not be fuccefsful in their endeavours to bring odium upon his 
Royal Highnefs ; it would fall upon minifters themfelves, who 
upon this ocdfion, and this occafion only, affeded to fe^ fuch 
•perfeft acutenefs, upon touching the public purfe. The 
Noble Earl proceeded to make feveral obfervations 6n the. 
different provifions of the Bill. He difapproved of the reftric- 
tioris as far as they were perfonal againft nis Royal Highnefs; 
but bbferved that he (hould approve of them, if they were merely 
general to* any Prince of Wales. He blamed minifters for not 
making thefe provifions^ when the fubje£l of the Prince's debts 
'Was l^fore Parliament on a former occafion, for he did not 
' fee why one mefiage to Parliament (houM be followed up with 
more re(tri£lionsthananother meflage. Minifters, he faid, were 
re^nfible for the facred pledge given by his Majefty in 17^7 
that hb ftiore debts ihould be contraAed by the Prince. Every 
•man knew long ago that the Prince had entered into fircfli ein- 
rbarrafiments, and minifters were bound to have prevented it. 
Iliey might poffibly aflc, ** How could they do it ?" There were a 
dioufand waysby which they could havedoneit. They mighthave 
done it then by the very means they adopted in the prefent Bill^ 
if they had been willing. It would require more ingenuity 
for them to convince the Public that they Jkou/J not then have 
•fleeted it than chat they nvuld not, for their want of capacity 
was pretty evident* If they pretended ignorance of the fa^ 
that the Prince was again encumbered with debts, and moxto 
deeply than ever, they were the only perfons who were in that 
iitaation ; The fa£b >)vas notorious ; nay, one circumftance he 
could mention, that would recall it to the recollection of aU 
- their Lordihips. That was the Antwerp loan, whi^hentertiuned 
and occupied the attention of this great town fo much in i7pr. 
The truth was, minifters had cheri&ed the Ix^es of his Royal 
Vol. IV- t highncfs I 
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Higbnefs i and now when the debt had boen nurfed up onder 
the eye of mtnifters^ when it ripened to a proper fize, thef 
attempt to degrade the Prince for a fault entirely their own %. 
but he was not at all fuiprifed at that, becaufe it was perficAlf 
correfpondent with all their condudl towards his Royal High- 
zieby and towards the Public. His Lordlhip faid, he fliould oaC 
enter more at large into the Bill in its praent ftage, becaufe 
that was not the ftage in which he ihould make fpecific objec- 
tion to the claufes. The nieflage from h\$ Royai Highaefa 
delivered that day prevented him from oppoiing the prindple 
of the Bill. . 

Tie Duke of Ctareuce faid, he rofe merely to e^lain a fa£)i, 
in which as be was a party concerned, he miift kqow (Qonetbing 
of the matter. He meant the Antwerp loan, to which thp 
Noble Eari had alluded. That loan was ftopt by the S^retarf 
of State. 

X«n/ Grenvitle with fome degree of indignation faid, he muipt^ 
lamented that there ihould be introduced into the difcufliofi 
of this Bill any perfonal attack on his Majefty's minifter«« 
Nothing more foreign to the Bill could poflibly be brought 
forward ; nothing more foreign to th^ wiflies, he believe4> ^ 
their Lordiliips, and of the people of England, than that a do* 
bate pn a fubje£i of fuch public importance ihould take foper^^ 
fonala turn, as tp reduce it to a party queftion. He had 
pledged himfelf on a former day to reply, if anv perfonalitf 
was introduced. He now ftopd up to perform, tliat promifo, 
and he would aiTert, without the lead fear of contradi^ioa^ 
^at no cenfure whatever could pofEbly be paded on miniftef s 
for their condud, in any one part they had takea^ in thift fw^ 
ceeding. This he faid, becaufe it was no cominoii cenfuve 
that had been thrown put with fa much virulence by the Nobk 
Earl; neither wasit^heordtnary courfe of debating in thatHouC^ 
to charge the King's minifters with trying to degradethe f<|ti 
of the &ng and the Heir Apparent to his throne. This was 
not an ordinary c^fure, and therefore he mud repel the at- 
tempt. What was the cenfure i and what the argument to 
fupport it ? Firft, that minifters (and the Noble Earl had 
done him the honour to include him in the number) were the 
^aufe of thefe debts being contra/ded. They the caufe of the 
debts being contra£led I Howfo? Was there any man in 
this country that would lay his ban4 upon his heart and fay (oi 
At the time when the fubje£t of the debts of his Royal High- 
nefs was before Parliament on a fornaer occafion, he had not 
tlie honour of holding any official fituation under his Majelly* 
tie ^ve his opinion only as a Member of Parliament, aM that 
opinion he was ready to maintain*. He meant sot howevec to 
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tMMhiM^ffrdm ccAftrre, if cenfiife wtrc due, by dcclaiw 
iag^fhat he was not iti office irt 1787. Whatever the NobW 
Hart mi^e think, h€ tras of opinion that the whote of the in« 
^^tn6 propok'd at that period might be proper, although the 
kUBOfne-Wis Efficient for his Royal Highnefs, the trhole diflfer^ 
et^d being between what was proper for the (late of a married^ 
and whtit was neceflTafy foif an unmarried Prince. 

The qudftiort of the* preeife amount to be granted, was one 
M' which there mCrft be a direrfity of opinion j and, perhaps, 
iW t^o ^crfons might exa£tly agree upon it 5 that, tlicrefbre, 
ougtay ftf be dircuflcd. But how could it pdffibly be fuppofed, 
lh«t rKinifter^had endeavoured to attaCch any unpopularity on 
thoPtinet, by bringing the matter forward I It Was &id by 
the" Noble Earl, that minifters endeavourdd to degrade the 
Pi^iMie tff Wales by the meafure which they now brought for- 
«rtt^ He would wifli to aik, whether that Noble Eari would 
nor bate been among the firft to fay, and indeed, widi a better 
ehance of fucceeding with the Public if he did, that minifters, 
if fhey had wiflied to conceal the Prince's fituatlon, if tSiey had 
MMed tb bHng this fubjeO: forward, that they had attempted 
ff^ dlfgraee hiis Royal Highnefs ? Under what ffiew of i^afont 
ttnd^r what plaufible pretences then could the endeavour to 
aiSift' the Prince of Wales be now brought forward againft itoi- 
iiiAei^ a^ an attempt to degrade him ? So far frdm bbliev-« 
ing chat any man befides the Noble Earl was of that opihioir» 
ll^ tttifted thaf their Lordlhips and tfie Publitf would fceltSiat 
IHifii<ler^ had done every thing praQTicablc to fopporr thb di^ 
ni^ of his Royal Highnefs. 

^ Anenher point had beert infifted upon with as littlereafon vHi 
iMtf i^« It was faid that mihifters vi^ere to blamb folr^nbil

liideed, if the Noblte Earf blahicd miniftfers foi' nOf cottiirig 
ftrWtfitf <** bfehalf of the Prince, without' Ihiowin^ that Mh 
ftb^M Hi|hnefihwaflttd any of their* afliftartceito fettle Vrtldde 
for the payment of his debts ; without knowing that He wifhed 
ibyd^ptsny j he muft fay that the blame watf of a VcrV extra-* 
tf HHnkfry* natUi^v There wouM hahre been great iadelicaty in 
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fuch an officious condudl ; it would be highly criminsl in them 
to have held it; and lor fuch condu^, had miniilers pUrfued ie^ 
be had no doubt that the Noble Earl would have- been read^ 
; enough to cenfure them for haying adopted it. It did 
not, Lord Grenville faidf become him to tak6 upon hifkiw 
felf the defence of -Members of the other Houfe of Par-» 
fiament, to whom aliuGon had been made; from fome of 
them he differed, and fome of them he l.nevir to be pretty veil 
aUe.to defend themfelves* They had granted la^ge fuppliea 
for die profecution of this juft and neceflary war. They had| 
many of them, exprefled much unwillingnefs at the prefent 
xncalure. He knew no xeafon for faying that they were not 
a6iuated by a due fenfe of their public duty ; and therefore he^ 
for one, was not prepared to ceufure them for their condud4 
This queilion was not a quellion of attachment to aoypaifti'« 
cular perfon, but a qiieftion, a public queflion, on which evtvf 
Member of Parliament ought to a61: according to his own idea 
of his public duty. There was no doubt but that there wer^ 
fome perfons who wifhcd to vilify his Royal H'ighnefs, and 
every branch of the Royal Family. Such perfons he' hoped 
were few indeed, but fuch he was afraid there were, ivha 
were in principle enemies to monarchy ; but fure he was that 
}t was tile obje£b of minifters to keep monarchy refpeftable 
and dignified, and he hid no doubt but that fuch was the wiQi 
of the great mafs of the people. 

Tie Duke of Clarence obferved, that the Noble Secretary of 
State had declared that he was not a minifter, when chedebt^ ol* 
this Prince of Wales were before Parliament on a former occa*^ 
lion. The Noble Lord was minifter in 179?, and he defired 
to know whether there was iipt a ftatementof fa£ls on the 
incumbrances oi' thp prii^ce oJF Wal^s at that time prefent^dj 
in a certain quarter. He knew there was, and he might appeal 
to a Noble Lord near him for a confirmation of the fa£jb 
(Lord R'awdon) ; therefore the Noble Secretary could not be 
ignorant of the affairs pf the prince at that period. 
. Lord Grtnvitle faid, there could be np debate where there wad 
sio equality, and tbereibre he muft decline any further contcfft 
upon this part of the fubje£t. |ie had ftated ^hat parthe had 
taken as a Member pf Par\iamen|(, and wh^t.omcially oc« 
curred upon the meafune now before the Hpufe. He did not 
apprehend itcapne witliin.tbe &:ope pf his oJBScial duty to ftate 
in that Hottfe any thing cpncerninf; an applicatipn made to 
another quarter^ refpeding v^hi^h it would be bpth'ii^regular 
lind indecent in. him to f^y a^y .^hing. . ' -* 

The Marqtds of.Btickmgham lamented, .that !b' a'dfTcuflkwi^ 
which pecpUarly cai^4 fp^ the y^tpio^L n;odei:iEitibci -ipA ea^r 
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^4par, there ibottl'd have been fo much warrmth and waIt^^ 
licinper manifefted. Meanin]^ as he did to coafitichis obfen^ 

, ations etititely to the general principle of the Bill, he pu^ 
jnifed their LordKhipd ftudioofly to avoid any ailufion or ex- 

. flanation that could give pain in any quarter* With rctpeSt- 
to the quantum of the nrtyvHton to be made fot d>e eftabltfli^ 
Inetit of his Royal Hlgnnefs, contrariety of fentiment might 
^rtaialy anfe^ as fliades of difference of opinion would na- 
futally mix in a drfcuffion of that nature^ as to whether the 
fum (hould be 1 25,0001. rnih the-reTemwr of the Dutcby of 
Cornwall, dt whether more or Icfs? He would, however* 
4\\ih that part of the Bill, and proceed to the next, againft 
which hemtift enter his moft folemn prdteft— he meant the 
charging the Turn to be granted on the confolidated fund* It 
was novel to touch that fund for any fucfa purpofe, as all an« 
tecedent expences incurred by the maintenance and fuppoit 
ef the Royal Family had uniformly, previous to the prcfent 
Prince of Wales's coming of age, been charged on his Ma- 
jefty's civil lift. His Lordihip mentioned a famous debate 
that took place refpe^ing Frederick, Prince of Wales, when 
5C»,oool. was voted, and charged on the civil liil. In the 
yeir 1787, when an application was made to Parliament for 
the difcharge of debts then incurred 4>y the Priac^ of Wales^ 
he had felt the fame bbje£fcton to the money then grantecl 
being charged on the aggregate fund, but had not dated it* 
In fad, for particular reafons, which he would aflure theii; 
Lordihips were not at all connef^ed with politics, he was not 

. ableto' attend hi^ duty in that Houfe* That Parliament fliould 
confent to recognize the debts of the Prince of Wales, the 
Marquis faid, was a matter which, upon the matureft re* 
fie£tion, he could not reconcile his mind to, nor did he be« 
iieve that Parliament ever noticed the incumbrances of m 
prince of Wales, until the late application in 1787. He de- 
dared, he felt himfelf bt)and to oppofe the prefeot Bill, after 
thr breach of faith with regard to the promife of the year 
^787. Either his Majefty^s word ought not to have been 
4 pledged in fo ftrong and unequivocal a manner, or. the pledge 

ought to have been ftriftJy adhered to. The ,promi(e thca 
made was given in the ftrongeft terms, and the Commons in 
their addrels in anfwer to the Royal Meflage declared, thac 
they a£led fpecifically on their' reliance 00 that promife. 
J . 'Parliament at that time avoided l<!yokingeoo minutely into the 
, ' . ^■. .itoture of the debts thfeti ftated-to.be incurred, and voted a 
given fum for their difcharge. - He wats forry, therefore, thit 
uxi^.Jf^l^Pi}f^ application fhouldTo foon have been brought for- 
-./^a i iWafd^'and' (till more forry -tlitt the* foimer afiurances were 
^ . ;.' :U given^ a th'^y tended to* leflen the ic^>ei)t that he ^wiihed to 
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fee oSsrei to die Royaf Familf,. and nnght be perverfed and 
mifircprefented e» a mHchie^ous purpofe ; a matter the more 
wttktn the reach of malt^ty, ao the Ropl Family for four-* 
faotc years had conftantJy conformed to ParKatnentary ar« 
KRlgeiaeatB. Hr thought alfo, that meaft^ref might have beeia 
taken for the dUcharge of the debtt of his Royal Htghnefs^ 
without any public tnentbn of them. The provifions of the 
Bill did not quite faiiefy him ; beiides, his Royal Highoei* 
was, in hts mind, fuUy competent to enter into ail the ei^ 
gtgementa provided by the Bill) and to dilcharge them with^ 
out the ungracious enforcement of ParKamemary autboritjr. 
Had his etertions fallen (hort of bis intentions^ or had hio 
denife inteprened, in which cafe the debts then- remaisttog 
vndifcharged mighrpoflibly never have been- paM^ the crcdttora 
would have, experienced the fate thef no doubt laid their ac« 
count wtch— they wouid have taken their chance, and fuch 
afe loft their money would only have paid the forfeit that na- 
turally belonged to ths rifcfue they chofe tb run» a circum- 
ftancethat might' have this goodefiefl ^ it would operate in 
Urroremy and hold out a (ahitary warning to other weak and 
wicked fpeculators. 

'^ Another objedion which he feh to die Bill was, that the 
provifmnsof tne- BiEdU not anfwer the purpofe9 for which 
they were made. They pfofefied to liberafto the Princb front 
the clamours of his creditors^ and' fet htm free i wherdas>tbeyi 
did no fuch thing} they were not compulfatory^ and mMda^ 
tory on all the creditors. They would- operate only oil 
diofe who ihould choofe. to; fubmit, and an honeft tradefoifaki 
would be- an^ideor or a madman if he took the brnefir of the 
Btll, when toe might recover his demands by due courfe of Uw« 
Some claufe he wa& aware might be introduced to fet thti 
matter to rights ; but as the Bill ftood at prefent^ it wa$ ex-;

Accords 
ing to the piovtftons of the BiU^ every* creditor who exhibited 
his claim under ir, muft^rodtioe his1>ook6'and' acooun^s^ to 
be examined; he muft likewife prdduce all his*voticher^iand 
during the time that hisbookst accounts, and voucher^ were 
under the examination^ all of them might poffibly be fbrccd to 
undergo, perilaps a changoof commifGoners might tlkepIace,or 
fomenew circomftance vife torender commencement of inrdip 
tigation dnw^ neceffiiry ('Omlafteralltheloftof timband troubk 
that he has had, he wouidTecrive only fome deben tures^ which he 
may certainly difpofeof, beritknuft be-at a confidetable difcount^ 
ov he might keep them, anri* they wttv^d be paid oflF by difierern:' 
inftaimeiits-ftveral years after. That part of the Bill mighft 
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poSbly be TcncAed ih the Committee, but he -did not fe^ 
now it could be effeSually xemedied. He did not think the 
precautions relative to futusc Princes of Waks at all oecet 
, fary to make a part of the prefent Bill. He ihould ,deem it 
his duty to give his vote againft the Bill, becanfe be oould 
not confent to the new doAriae of charging the eneooe the 
BtS would put the Publie to, on the confolidated fund % and 
tf the Bill were to pafis, he was perfuaded it would be found 
fo extremely defe&ve, ^t it would be neceflary next year 
to bring forward another Bill to explain and amend. The 
Marquis concluded a very able and manly fpeech with return* 
Jng thanks to their Ijordthips for having favoured him with 
fo much of their attention. 

The Earl of Guildford agreed with the Noble Marquis who 
had juft fat down, but on fuch an occafioo as the prefent he 
thought every Noble Lord ought to declare his fentunents, 
and therefore he chofe rather to give his opioion on his legs 
than by a filent vote. He had been delivered from a difEcuIty 
by the lyieflage of his Royal Highnefs, but he neverthelefs wifhed 
the fettling of the debts had been left out of the eftabiifliment of 
the income, and that the mode of proceeding had been by two 
Bills. He wasaware, that without Parliamentary fecurity it might 
*be difficult to adopt an efie£lual plan of arrangement, but he 
could not approve of conjoining the piovifions. One faun* 
dred thoufand pounds he conceived to be a proper income for 
the Prince's eftabliihraent, and ^ fuch it flioold have been 
allowed. It was impoffible, in his opinion, to blame the 
Prince for exceeding the income alloi««d in 1780, when, ia 
the general opinion, it was maintained, that an eftabliOonent 
fui table to his rank, dignity, and circumftances, could not be 
fupported with lefs than ioo,ooo1« per^innum. 

In reply to what the Noble Marquis had obferved, that if 
the payment of the debts were not to be recognifed by Par- 
Kament, and fome of them were left unpaid on the demife of 
hvi Royal Highnefs, that it would be an wholefome leflbn to 
wicked creditors ; he faid it would noi confine ttfeif to wicked 
creditors alone, though he could wiili it fo to do, but wouM 
extend alfo to creditors of a difFerent defcription, to men as 
honed and as ufeful and refpe£lable in the community, ai 
any of the Noble Peers then prefent. 

With regard to what had pafled between the Noble Seere»- 
tary and the Royal Duke, Jie completely acquitted the NoUfe 
Secretary of State of having taken any part in a plan to miN 
der his Royal Highnefs fubtorvient to mkMfttfrial ptojeds. If 
he had heard any language in K&other piaiee (the Houfis of 
Commons) expreiiive of refentment, it certainly did not ap^ 
pi J to the Noble Seccetary of Sta«s, but was otterod in vA> 
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iiorrence of the condu£l of other men. When they aflerted 
that the Princely dignity could not be fupportcd with Jefs than 
100,000]. or i25»ooo]. per annuni) it was bat reafonable 
to infer, that no more than 509OOQI; per annnm had formerly 
been allowed, with a view to make him dependent upon mi- 
sifters, and reduce him again to the neceffity of another ap* 
plication. Though he difapproved of the jun£tion of the two 
4iiftin6fc obje£^s in one Bill) he faid he fliould vote for its com- 
mitment, becaufe he did not with to expofe his Royal Higb- 
siefs to the inconveniences which muft attend the rejeftion of 
the Bill altogether. 

Tbe Earl of Caernarvon faid, that he rofc only to obfervc, 
that though he by no means approved of the Bill, as it ap- . 
peared to him to be quite inadequate to the purpofes which it 

Iroftfled, yet he could not agree with his Noble Relation (the 
iarquis of Buckingham) in rejediing the Bill in ioto^ he did 
not feel with htm and fome other Noble Lords, that tlie claufes 
to bar tlie claim of creditors ought or indeed could have beeti 
in a feparate Bill. The debts which unfortunately encumber 
the Prince could not by any means be arranged for payment, 
unlefs the creditors^ accepting the public fccurity inftead of their 
prefent precarious fituation, are barred from any claim on the 
Pruicev nor could his fituation be gradually difencumbered 
Jirom the embarraflments under which he at prefent labopred^ 
if the mifmanagement of his fervaots contra&ed a new fet of 
^bts whilft the operation of an K€t of Parliament paid oflT 
the old. The obje£lionabIe part of this Bill ai^>ear$ to be the 
difproportion between the provifion for the paymtnt of the 
debtSf and the maintenance and fupport of the dignity of the 
Prince of Wales; but this is the proper fubjefl of a Committee^ 
if any alteration is praflicable. 

Lord Rawdon (Earl of Moira) rofe to anfwer the appeal 
jnade to hipn by the Noble Duke near him (the Duke of Cla- 
.icncc)« which took him fo much of the fudden, that he could 
.not immediately call to mind the particular circumftances of 
the tranfa£lion referred to; but upon better recoUeftion, it did 
occur to him, that he had feen a paper dating the Prince's 
fituation at the time alluded to, and that an application was 
made upon the fubje£b, in a manner that precluded an anfwer. 
With regard to the principle of the prefent Bill, it was un- 
doubtedly two-fold^ and the different obje£ks of the dif- 
ferent parts of it.fo oppofite, that the one countera&ed the 
other. What in the early part of the Bill it profefled to 
do, in the fubfequent parts of it it rendered null and 
iroid ; becaufe it made it impraflicable. He had hoped the 
NoUe Secretary of State would have entered into fome further 
explanation of th« traofa^ions relatiYC to the bufinefs than he 
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had donCi He had given a fair and a manly out-Hne 
of the objefts of the Bill, but he had not entered into the 
detail of particulars in general fo well known, that filence re* 
fpeflting them would be far more awkward than their detail* 
There is no fecret to be revealed*, every part of all the relative 
tranfa£lions had been difcufled in every private circle as well 
as every public company in the kingdom. The refledtion of 
every man in the country ought, in his mind, to be exercifed 
upon the fituation of the Prince, that they might fee when he 
carnc forward in fuch an open, candid, and manly way on the 
fubje£l, he came forward in the light of contrition for his im- 
prudence and paft errors; for in no other light than that of 
the deeped contrition, on the part of his Koyal Highnefs^ 
could the late meiTage of his Majefty to both Houfes be 
confidered, and ftill more the meflage from the Prince 
himfelf. His errors, as had been well . obferved, had 
been magnified Into crimes i and a Noble Duke had gone 
fo far as to cenfurc the Prince for what he termed his 
ra(h extravagance*, but he was fatisfied the Noble Duke 
had ufed the exprefilon without intending the fiighteft dif- 
rcfped to his Royal Highnefs, He could not himfelf view 
it in any fuch light. He thought he had been guilty of fomc 
imprudence, but neither of rafli extravagance nor criminal 
conduA. He had always been one of thofe who had beer^ 
uniformly of opinion, that the income of the Prince, as pro- 
vided by Parliament, was inadequate to the neceflary current 
cxpencesof his Royal Highnefs's fituation, and thcreforejie was 
the lefs furprifed at his running in debt. He could not, how« 
ever, concur with the Noble Earl who had fpoken lately (Lord 
Lauderdale), in his fuppoGtion, that the large grants made in 
former periods of the prefcnt century to Queen Anne, George 
the Firft, and George the Second, had been ihaped into 
a kind of Catechifm, and been put into the Prince's hands 
early in life, that he might regulate his condudb by them, and 
aflure himfelf, that when his debts fhould amount to a fun^ 
fufficiently large, he had nothing but to make his fituation 
known to Parliament, and have ail his incumbrances removed. 
So far from it, he fpoke froip his own knowledge, whei^ 
' he declared, that at the time when his Royal Highnefs was 
prefented with the firft general (latement of the amount of his 
debts, a ftatement made on afmaller and more moderate compu^ 
tation than had lince been reforted to, he was at once extreme- 
ly furprifed and ferioufly afFeftcd. He had gone on heedlefsly 
involving himfelf by little and little, without giving himfelf 
time to rcflccl on the Arabic proverb— 

B^ drop adikd to drop^ the ocean is eonjlittfled-^ 
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and had forgotten that by fmall additions to his debts the ag- 
gregate fwclled to a larger amount. 

His Lord(hip deprecated the language and manner in which 
the fubjedl; had been treated in another place. When he firft 
few the newfpaper reports of what had been faid by diflFerent 
Members of that Affcmbly, he took it for granted, that what 
was put into the mouths of feveral fpeakers was a foul mifre- 
prefentation \ but upon inquiring of fome of thofe who had 
been prefent at the difcufiions in queftion, he was fony to 
learn, that there was but too much truth in the newfpaper re- 
ports. Had he been a Member of that Houfe, he fhould have 
difcufled the fubje£i in a way extremely different from that 
which had been adopted and purfued. If it was poflible for 
him to have forgotten that the perfon> whofe interefts were 
under conGderation, was a Prince of the Blood, and Heir Ap- 
parent to the Crown, who in the fulnefs of time was to be 
their Sovereign, he at lead would have taken care^ for the fake 
of his own cnarader, to have held in mind that he was fpeak- 
Ing of a Gentleman, and that a Gentleman who had confefled 
his errors in terms of the moft manly and explicit fubmiOion, 
and thrown himfelf on the liberality of Parliament* Surely 
thofe, who principally took part in the difculfions in another 
place, would not have done themfelves lefs honour if they had 
treated the Prince with fomewhat more refpedl. Had he had 
m feat in that Aflembly, he fliould have made up his mind at 
to the part he ought to take $ if he had thought the applica^ 
tion to Parliament improper and unfit to be attended to, he 
would have rejedcd it with a filent referve ; but if he had en- 
tertained a different fentiment, he would have fliewn himfelf 
liberal, and have difentangled the Prince without difgracing 
him. He deferved to be treated with lenity, and not with fo 
indifcriminating a degree of harlhnefs as he had experienced. 
If the Houfe had thought proper to entertain the application 
conveyed by his Majefty's mcifage, and had determmed to grant 
the Prince an additional allowance, his indifcretions fliould 
have been buried in oblivion. There could be no medium 
between that and rejedling the application. If the Houfe had 
confulted its own dignity, confidered the delicacy of the 
Prince's fituaiion, or regarded the refpcdi due to monarchy at 
this moment, fuch would have been its conduct ; but fo far 
from a£ting in this manner, they had purfued a line of con- 
duftdircftly the revcrfe of every thing delicate, liberal, and 
refpeftful ; they had received, difcufled, and decidied on the 
prefent Bill, a Bill which counterafted its own avowed pur-* 
pofes, and inftead of refcuing monarchy, and relieving the 
Prince from his cmbarraflments, added to tlie latter, and de- 
graded 
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graded the former. By the Bill a fmaller income was allowed 
the Prince while married, than experience proved he was able 
to live on when fingle ; and not only fo, but Icfs, infinitely 
lefs> than thofe who brought in and condu£ted the Bill had ad* 
mittedy in the mod explicit manner^ was neceiT^ry for his 
fplendour and dignity. The Bill profeflcd to give the Prince 
an eftabliihment of 1 25,0001. a year ; but could it be faid, that 
it was granted for the purpofes propofed and profefied / Thus 
they were a£ling equally againft the interefts of the Monarchy 
and the Public, by reftrifting the Prince to an income, which 
it would be impoffible for him to live upon. He would aik 
thofe Noble Lords, whether theprefcnt Bill was not in every tittle 
t of it totally different from the meafure propofed to his Royal 
Highnefs, as well as contrary to his own opinion and wiihes. 
His Lordfliip faid, he thought the Printe had been hardly dealt 
wth, and he knew the Prince thought fo himfelf. He had 
heard the mefiage that day delivered by a Noble Earl of their 
Royal Highnefles houfehold, in ,which the Prince had' fig'- 
nified his acquiefcence in whatever the wtfdom of their Lord* 
fliips (bould think proper to recommend ; in confequence of 
that mefiage, and of what had fallen from an illuftrious Duke 
(the Duke of Clarence ),he (hould facrifice his own opinion, and 
not oppofe the Bill. His Royal Highnefs had honoured him with 
bis confidence, and he knew that he felt, and always had felty 
the utmoft deference to the opinion of Parliament, to whofe 
judgment he was determined at all times cheerfully to fubmit. 
On that ground, therefore, he had acquiefced in fo general a 
manner to the wifdom of the two Houfes } but it did not fol- 
low that the Prince did not feel the harlhnefs with which he 
had been treated, that he did not obferve the various and im« 
portant alterations made in the Bill in the courfe of the 
difcuflions it had undergone in another pl^e, and was not 
aware that it involved him in a mod unpleafant and diftrefling 
dilemma. As the Prince had acquiefced in the decifion of 
their Lord fiiips, whatever it might be, his Lordfhip faid, he 
would not oppofe the Bill; but he muft, neverthelefs, remark 
that acquiefcence in the will of Parliament was one thing, ap* 

Probation of the meafure another ; it was impoffible that the 
Vince could be faid to approve of the Bill, becaufe he knew 
the Prince thought that a Bill more incoufiftent, more con« 
tradiftory, more degrading to himfelf, and more inimical to 
his eafe and his interefts, could not have been framed. Let 
their Lordfiiips onlv for one moment confider the abfurdity of 
condud that had been purfued by minifters refpe£ling hit 
jR.oyal Highnefs, and he would leave it to their own candour to 
(^ecide whether ho had not reafon to complain of having been 
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* hardly dealt with. While he was fingle, he was allowed 
73,oool. a year (6o,oool. and the revenues of the Dutchy of 
Cornwall, 13,000!. per annum) ; and now, when he was mar-r 
tied to an amiable Princefs, only 6o,oool. a year. Was this 
rccdncilcable to rcafon or propriety ? As the Prince, on the 
prefent Qccafion,. had paid fo much rcfpeft to public opinion* 
fignified through the Reprefcntalives of the People, he truftea 
that the liberality of the Public would not fall (hort of the 
Prince's condefcenfion, bat that Parliament would take aii 
early opportunity of reviGng the mcafure, reconfidering it, 
anda£kinginthat liberal manner, which he was perfuadcd,Parlia- 
ment, on more mature deliberation of all the circumftances of 
the cafe, would hold it right to adopt. 

With regard to the mcafure taken by the Houfe of Com- 
mons in 1787, when a Meflage, amounting to a promife, that 
his Royal Highnefs fhould not again involve himfelf in debt, 
was delivered to the Houfe of Commons^ on which fo great a 
ftrefs had been laid by the Noble Marquis ; his Lordfhip faii 
he knew not who, on that occafton, advifed the Prince, but 
he well rccollcfted that he himfelf had been againft a promife 
of that kind, and that while the negotiations were on foot, the 
Prince aflured him that he could not undertake to k#ep out of 
debt on the allowance intended to be given ; and he ftated, 
befcTrc the meflagc was delivered, what his opinion of it was, 
from having heard it previoufly read, which differed fo much 
from what it really was, that he (Lord Rawdpn) declared he 
believed it was deemed an object to induce him to confent to 
|hc promife, which the Prince was by no means willing to do, 
and that the mefl'agc could only have been (lightly read over tci 
him, bccaufe it amounted to a direft dereliftion of the Prince's 
profeffed principles. Agreeable to what the Prince had himfelf 
faid on that occafion, he f:on after found himfelf again in- 
^polved Jn debt ; and now, wken it was neceflary, on account 
of his marriage, to grant him an eftablifliment, what fort of 
m meafure had been taken ? a meafure, complicated and con- 
tradiflory in the extreme,' The object of the meafure, as in 
the preamble of the Bill it was ftated to be, was to give an in- 
creafed income to his Royal Highnefs the Prince of Wales. 
That increafed income was declared cxprcfsly to be neceflary 
to maintain the fplendour and dignity of the Heir Apparent; 
and the fplendour and dignity of the Prince was, in a national 
point, of view, deemed eflentini to the arrangement. If fuch 
then was the* objeft of the Bill, if it was meant to give 
that dignijy and fplc^ndour, how was the objcft anfwered ? 
^ot in the fmaileft degree ; on the contrary, it was entirely 
disCeatcd by ihe fubfequcnt claufes and provifions of the 
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Bill. The Prince, previous to the Bill's operation, if ifisrcrc 
to pafs, as he had no doubt it would, pofleffcd an income of 
73,oool. a year, whereas he would now be left with a reduced 
income, an income of only 65,0001. and, thus he would be 
.difmiffed from his cjxaked rank in the community, and mult 
perforce feek refuge in retirement, as a private Gentleman* 
Surely fo extraordinary an alteration fliouJd have been more 
fully explained to Parliament than it had been. If the latter 
part of the atrangcment muft be obferved, the former muft be 
defeated, and it would be impofllble to fulfil the purpofc of 
the Bill by maintaining the fplendour and dignity of a Prince 
of Wales, fuch as the nation had decided to be a neceflary ap- 
pendage to the Monarchy. His Royal Highnefs felt this con- 
tradiftion, and thought, from the impcrfedVipn of the meafurc, 
that it was highly probable the wifdom of Parliament mufty 
on an early future day, be again called upon and confulted. 
Whatever was the private opinion of his Royal Highnefs as aa 
individual, he ncverthelefs fubmitted the whole or the difpo- 
fition of his affairs to the wifdom of the two Houfes, and with 
the utmoft cheerfulnefs would accedj to any appropriation of 
his income that Parliament fhould deem neceltary ; a line of 
conduft which entitled the Prince to the confidence of the 
Houfe, and dcfervcd refpeft. His Lord (hip declared he knew 
not who advifed the application to Parliament on the prcfent 
occafion; if he had had the honour of being confulted, he 
ihould have endeavoured to diffuade the Prince from making 
it. In regard to the Bill, he knew that the Prince had propofea 
to accept ioo,ooiol. a year, exclufivc of the revenues of the 
Dutchy of Cornwall, and that 50,0001. a year (hould be fet 
apart lor twenty-two years, and appropriated for the payment 
of his debts. With refpeft to the arrears of the Dutchy of 
Cornwall, as the illudrious Duke near him had (laced, he 
Jcnew his Royal Highnefs looked to them with no other view 
than as a means of paying his debts. 

Minillcrs, by adopting the Prince's ideas, might have clofed 
the interefts of all parties more to the general fatisfadion of. 
each ; but they chofe rather to fuppofe, tljat the Public enter- 
tain no generous and liberal fenciments towards the Princc^ 
and in their introduction of the prefent Bill, to talk of the awk- 
wardnefs an4 the fliame they felt on the occafion, in the ftylc 
of language referred to by the illuftrious Duke near him, in 
the courfe of his fpeech, encouraging the Public, from the con- 
fidence fo repofed in ihem, to take it for granted that the 
Prince's conduft had fomcthing in it, that merited the fevered 
reprobation, and would neither (land the refl: of invefligation 
nor bear the light. Hence all that calumny that had been fo 
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indefatigably circulated, not only in print-fhops and pamphlets, 
but in every circle of perfons from the higheft rank to the 
lowelL Alarmed at the tide of detra£lion that thus rolled 
upon the Prince's chara^er, he had thought it his duty to 
ftate the current reports refpe£ling him to his Royal Highnefs, 
who fet his mind perfe£lly at eafe by the mod ample, fatif- 
fa£lory^ and complete refutation of all the fcandalous ftories 
.circulated at his expence, and clearly proved that from th# 
induftry with which they «were propagated, and the eafy credit 
they obtained, they were more a difgrace to the country than 
to him. But the matter would not, his Lordfliip faid, reft on 
lixs explanation, all the debts being fubje£l to the inveftigation 
of die commiflioners named in the Bill, an invedigation which 
the Prince, much to his honour, was rather eager to court than 
4efirojus to avoid. 

In the appointment of thofe commiOioners however hemuft 
iobfervcj that a frefli inftance of want of refpe^l to his Royal 
Highneis was to be found. He had not been at all confulted 
about the non(Mnacion of thofe who were to ftand in the com- 
miflion, nor yr^s there one of the officers of his houfehold, or 
any perfon confidentially connedbed with him, among them* 
It was therefore to be recolleded, jthat the minifter, by taking 
upon himfelf the nominatioi^ had taken care to create a fort 
ox influence, which might prove extremely uftful to him at 
fome future yiTeftminfter ele£lion, becaufe the commiflioners 
were vefted with a difcretional power as to the order of 
difcharge of debentures, and it was pol&ble for them to make 
a partial and unfair fele£lion in favour of thofe creditors, who 
are moft ready to promote their wi(hcs either in an election 
or on any other occafion . Convinced as he was that the Prince 
had been hardly treated, and that his Royal Highnefs, though 
he thought it became him to iignify his acquiefcence in 
whatever the wifdom of Parliament (hould rccomipend, by no 
means approved of the Bill, he (hould not give it oppofijtion, 
nor would he attempt to propofe any amendments, beeaufe he 
faw its contradi£lions in principle, and its defe£is in point of 
provifion, were fo manifeft and glaring, that he was perfuadcd 
the neceflity for fome material alterations woi)ld fuggeft itfelf 
fo forcibly in the next feiCon of Parliament, that i^ coqld not 
be refifted. At the fame tii^ie ^hat he ftated th^t to be his 
opinion, he declared he did not concur with the Noble E^^l 
(Lord Lauderdale) in thinking that ^n intention to degrade 
and difgrace the Prince was imputableto minifters* He acquitted 
them of any fuch intention^ but he muft neverthelefs contend 
that fuch would be the effc€t of their mode of proceedinE o|i 
Jthe occafion, and the manner in which the fubjeSt had beep 
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treated while under difcuflion, both within doors and without* 
He could not,he faid, fit down without taking fomeihort notice 
of what he hoped he had mifunderftood in the Noble Earl, when 
he thought he faid fomething like an infinuation that any fe« 
verity of remark on the conduft of the Prince would give plea- 
fure to an ear, which he believed never had, nor he hoped 
never would receive fatisfafliion from any thing that tended 
to the prejudice of his Royal Highnefs. He Was confident 
that fuch was the cordial afFefkion and filial duty of the Prince^ 
and fuch the reciprocal love and efteem of the exalted cha- 
rz&cvj which he fuppofed to be alluded to, that no cenfure* 
levelled at the fon could be welcome or acceptable to the 
parent. He knew, that the Prince pofTeiTed a heart overflowing 
with gratitude to his Royal Father, from a full convi£lion and 
fenfe of his obligations to him ; and (hame be to the man, faid 
his Lordfliip emphatically, who would fow the feeds of difcord 
and difunion, where filial piety on the one hand, and fincerc 
regard on the other, have taken fuch deep root. 

The Earl of Lauderdale fpoke in reply. He faid he felt fome 
fatisfa£lion in rifing at that moment, as he had an opportunity 
at once of making a few obfervations on what had fallen 
from the Noble Lord, and on fome of the arguments urged bf 
the Noble Secretary of State. His LordQiip contended that 
nothing had fallen fiom any of the Noble Lords, that could be 
called a vindication of minifters. He had always thought that 
the Prince's income had been inadequate ; at the fame time he 
never would agree to have it made 10 much a greater burdea 
upon the people for the purpofe of paying his debts. He had 
uniformly believed, and now he had heard from authority, the 
nature of the meflage in 1787, which was, that it did not come 
as an a^ual promife from the Prince, but as a meafiirc which 
minifters thought politically convenient for themfelves at the 
time ; and they had perfuaded his Royal Highnefs, againft hit 
own opinion, to agree to it ; and their Lordfliips might recoU 
le£kthat it came not in the ihape of a meflage from the Prince, 
but was communicated to Parliament in the meflage fiom the 
Crown. Promifes of this fo/t they had known before. In elu« 
cidation of which remark, the Earl mentioned the firfl: addt» 
tion granted to the civil lift in 1769, and that in 17771 when 
the Speaker of the Houfe of Commons had made a fpeech at 
their bar, which had juftly merited and received the repeated 
thanks of both Ho ufes of Parliament, with one diflentient voice 
only in the Houfe of Commons, when the fubje£t was delibe- 
rately difcufled four days afterwards. He adverted to a new 
fort of reafoning that had been ufed that night \ Noble Lords 
talked of fupporting the 3111; becaufe its abfvrdity was fo great 

that 
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that the Public mud fee the neceility of fetting it aCde. He 
was forryto hear fuch declarations in that Houfe. H^ faw 
nuch cenfure attached to the minifters in the whole of this 
bufinefsi and was fure, if other men had been in p<5wer, and 
ether men more naturally connected with his Royal Highnefs 
ikad given advice, fuch embarraflrnents never would have oc- 
curred : An ample revenue would have been firft allowed to the 
Prince, and then an additional income upon his mairiage i and 
all that would have been done by other minifters with credit 
to the Prince and judice to the people. But he would willingly 
lendhimfelf to minifters^when he thought their condu£l rights 
andin fome refpe£ts that was his opinionon theprefent occaGon* 
Before he fat down he begged leave to fct the Noble Earl who 
fpoke lail to rights, as to the fuppofed infmuation that the 
<^pofition to this Bill was made to give pleafure to the ear of 
aceitain illuftrious Perfonage: He fhould think himfelf jufti-^ 
fiably confidered as a madman o» a fool, had he faid any fuch 
thing. What he faid alluded to a very different quarter ; and 
it muft have been obvious that he meant minifters, when he 
obferved, that he could not conceive any one would endeavour 
to degrade his Royal Highnefs, imlefs they knew it would 
pleafe another quarter better than their conilituents, and per- 
haps a quarter which it might be more ufeful and piofitable to 
them to captivate. 

Lord Aloira apologifed for riGng again, but he faid, it was 
ncceffary for him to explain fome particulars of liis fpeech 
which had been mifconceived by the Noble Earl. With refpe£l 
to the idea entertained by the Prince of thiis Bill, he would cake 
upon htmfelf to afiert pofitively, that his Royal Highndf)» con- 
fidered it to be highly prejudicial to his intere(l*-And indeed 
to have formed any other opinion upon it, would prove his 
Highnefs to have a mind incapable of judging. When the 
Prince of Wales was fingle, 73,000]. a year was found inade- 
quate to the fupport of that tplendour, which it was deemed 
neceflary for the dignity of the monarchy that the Heir Appa- 
rent (hpuld maintain — And now, when his expences were of 
cottrfe very confiderabiy increafed, it was expedied that he 
fliould live in greater fplendour upon an income of fixty-five 
thoufand per annum. Their Lordfhips, upon a few moments 
TecoIle£lion, muft perceive, that with the moil minute attention 
and rigid oeconomy, his Royal Highnefs could not poflibly 
keep up any degree of (late and dignity upon that income ; the 
conl'equcnce mult therefore ncccn'arily be, that, inftead of the 
fplendour of a Prince, the Heir Apparent muft live d$ a country 
geutleniAU.^ 

Wheii 
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When he ftatcd that the high Pcrfonage, whofe name he 
had taken the liberty to mention, did not conceive this Bill 
compatible with his intcrefts, he defired not to be fuppofcdto 
ronvey an idea that the Prince wilhed the Bill not to pafs 4 on 
the contrary, the Prince was willing to adopt any meanire 
which might come recommendecf by the wifdom of Parliament. 
His Lordfliip again fpoke of the negotiations that had taken 
place rdpcding the Prince's marriage, and afked whether mi- 
niftcrs could fay, that the Prince was not in thofe negotiations 
given to underftand that Parliament would be moved to exo- 
nerate him from his enpbatraffments. There appeared 10 him, 
he declared, a very extraordinary degree of inconfiftency in this 
Bill ; it was faid by its fupporters, that the Heir Apparent 
ihould prefcrve a certain portion of ftate and dignity, in order 
tikat he laight afcend the throne with the habitual refpc£l of 
the people ; and yet by this Bill it was rendered utterly impof- 
(ible for the Prince to live in that manner. 

Lord Grenville faid, that, with the utmoft rcfpeft for the 
opinion of the Koble Lord who fpoke laft, he muft take the 
liberty of ftating, that the fentiments of his Royal Highnefs 
could not be regularly conveyed to them in that manner, neither 
could he with any propriety enter into the difcuffion of any fuch 
negotiations as the Noble Lord had alluded to. What his 
Majcfty gaye them in command, that they had fubmittcd to 
Parliament, and fo far from attempting to Icgiflate for Parlia- 
ment, without doors, it was their duty to fubmithis Majcfty's 
meifage to both Houfes, and having taken their opinion re- 
fpcfting it, follow that opinion and adopt fuchmtafures as the 
wifdom of Parliament ftiould fugged and diftate. The Prince's 
gracious acquiefcence in the meafures fuggeftcd by Parliament, 
had been communicated to them by one of his Highncfs's fcr- 
vants ; and upon that communication they muft aft. The Noble 
Lord had endeavoured to fix an inconCllfcncy upon his Majcfly's 
minifters, by ^tttributing to them the opinion that it was ne- 
ceflary that the Heir Apparent fliould maintain a confidcrable 
degree of fplendoun He admitted that Adminiftration would 
certainly confider that as a defirable circumftance, and Iiiui 
fuggefted to Parliament a provifion, which, after a certain pe- 
riod, would enable the Prince to live in a* ftyle fuitable to his 
rank. But then, it was faid, that by the provifions of this 
Bill, his Royal Highnefs would be obliged to go into retire- 
ment, and live like a private gentleman ; that was true alfoj 
and that was what he wiihed the Prince to do; being convinced 
that he would find it the beft means of fupporting his rruc 
dignity, his true honour^ and hb real happinefs, to confine 
himfelf to live within his income, and by that means cxoncr^ife 
• Vou IV. m bimfjif ^ I 
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himfelf from the incumbrances uoder which be laboured^ 
rather than that any additional burden fbould be laid upon 
the people for that purpofe. By fuch condu£l his Royal 
Highnefs would entitle himfelf to the applaufe and admiratioo 
of all mankind. 

The motion for the fecond reading of the Bill was put and 
carried without a diviHon. The Bill was then read a fecond 
time, and ordered to be committed next day. Adjourned.

RELIEF OF MERCHANTS OF GRENADA AND ST. VINCENrS. 

LerdGrenvilUy previous to the Houfe going into a Committee 
on the Prince of Wales's Bill, moved that the Bill, granting 
relief to the Grenada and St. Vincent's merchants, Ik read a 
third time next day. 

The Earl of Lauderdale obje£led to the third reading of the 
Bill at all \ alledging, that it opened the door for applications 
of a fimilar nature, and that the precedent once being fet, there 
would be no end to applications of this kind. 

After a (hort converfation between Lords GrenvUle and Lau*. 
derda/e^ the motion pailed in the affirmative. 

PRINCE OF WALES^S ESTABLISHMENT BILL. 
The Dule 0/ Bedford zdhcTcd to the opinion he had delivered 
the preceding day, and continued to think that the mode of pro- 
ceeding that minifters had adopted was liable to great objec- 
tion, and that if the feveral objefts provided for by the Bit! 
had been kept diftinft and brought forward in feparate Bills, 
the difcuflion would have been lefs inconvenient, and more 
capable of being properly met and confidered. Several of the 
claufes ftruck him as requiring amendment ; but as his Royal 
Highnefs had fignified his confent to the Bill as it ftood, fdr 
whatever any Noble Lord might fay in the courfe of his fpeech 
%o the contrary, he muft confidcr that acquiefcing and approv- 
ing were fynonimous in refpeft to their Parliamentary mean- 
ing. 
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ing, when ufed in a meflage like that receiyed from his Royal 
Highncfs ; and as it was generally underftood that no alteration 
could be made in any part of the Bill, without endangering its 
fate, and thereby fubje£Hng the Prince to confiderable incon- 
venience, he (houJd give no farther oppofition to the Bill, nor 
trouble their Lordftiips any further refpefting it. 

Lord GrtnvtUe moved that the Order of the Day for the 
commitiYient of the Bill fliould be read. 

Lord Walftngham took his feat at the table as foon as the 
Order of the Day had been read, and having put the queftion 
that- the confideration of the preamble be podponed, 

The Earl of Lauderdale faid, he thought that the fit moment 
for him to rife, and to date that he did not think the provifions 
of the Bill correfpondent with its avowed principle, as fet forth 
in the preamble, viz. to make a fuitable provifion for the efta* 
blifliment of his Royal Highnefs the Prince of Wales in con- 
fequence of his late marriage. His Lordfliip argued at fome 
length, as he had done the preceding day, and faid, he did not 
imagine, that the whole of the Bill was perfedly agreeable to 
the Prince, but neverthelefs as the Prince had fignificd his ac- 
quicfcence in whatever the wifdom of Parliament (hould recom- 
mend as fit to be adopted refpe£);inghim,he could not confent to 
fall in with that fort of reafoning, the tendency of which was to 
eftablifli a di(lin£tion between the words acquiefcence and appro^ 
bathrty with a view to (hew that the Prince did with an ill grace, 
what he thought he was entitled to the credit of having done 
cheerfully, and in a manner becoming the dignity of his iiluf- 
trious rank. To fuch fort of diftinftion he was at leaft bound to 
fhut his Parliamentary eats, becaufe their Lord (hips were not 
to liften to the language that might be held by any individual 
of what defcription foever without doors, but when adling in 
their legiflative capacity muft govern their judgment and fliapc 
their proceedings by what came before them, jparliamentarily 
and in due form. Beiides, if acquiefcence ofhcially (ignified 
as it had been the preceding day by an Officer of nis Royal 
Highnefs's houfehold, was not to be underftood by their Lord- 
(hips to mean approbation and confent, he (hould be fomewhat 
at a lofs to know what meaning was to be put upon the word : 
Surely it could not be thought that the Prince, by the meflage 
he had fent, only me^nt to fay that when the Bill pa(red into a law 
he would fubmit to it, becaufe he muft know, that in common 
with every other fubje^ he wasbound to fubmit and conform to an 
A£k of Parliament. Indeed there were fome things that had fallen 
from a Noble Lord in the courfe of the preceding day's debate 

iand he believed he had a right to confider the debate of the pre- 
cnt day in the nature of an adjourned debate) that did not at all 

X a ftrike 
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ftrike him as proper ground for argument in that Houfe as a 
Chamber of Parliament. Very far from it. He confidered what 
had been faid about certain negotiations dated to have been 
held with miniilcrs upon the fubjcft of what Parliament would 
do refpcfting the Prince's debts, to be language unfit and rather 
indecent to be dated to their Lordfhips, as a reafon to influence 
their deliberations and decifious on a £i!l of fo much im* 
portnnce as that before the Committee. It appeared from what 
liad been fard the preceding day, that a plan had been projefied 
for an application to Parliament for a much larger fum than .. 
the Uill prbpcfed. Had any fuch attempt been made>his Lord- 
Ihip declared, he fliould have held it his duty mod drenuoufly 
10 have oppofed it, becaufe he never could admit the amount 
of the debts of an individual as a fit ground for Parliament to 
increafe its liberality. On fuch an occafion as that, much as he 
ditTcred from miniders (andhediould in all probability continlie 
to difl'or from them on mod political matters), he fliould glory to 
join them in their efiurts to refid anypropofitionof that unfeemly 
nature. His Lordfliip argued at lome length on the feveral 
topics he had alluded to, and declared that in confequence of 
tlic Prince having fignified his confent to the Bill, and for other 
rcafons, but not on account of any arguments he had heard in 
that Houfe, rather, perhaps, on account of fomcthing he had 
heard out of it, he Ihould not attempt to move any amendment^ 
or interfere with any of the claufes of the Bill. • 

Lord Ranvdon (Earl of Moira) faid, that he had not thought 
it neceflary for him to rife in confequence of what had-fallen 
from tlie Noble Duke who opened toe debate, becaufe, though * 
the Noble Duke pointed at his argument the preceding day, he 
luul put the matter upon general grounds *, but it was im- 
poiTible for him to fit filent, after what their Lordfliips had 
heard from the Noble Earl who had jud fat down. He dill 
held the opinion refpe£ting the Bill under confideration which 
lie had before dated, and he mud contend that he had a right 
to date, by way of argument, what he had repeatedly heard 
eifewhere, but in fuch a manner as left him no reafon to doubt 
of it t authenticity. He certainly did not date it from the au- 
thority of the Prince, or any other perfon, but as a matter 
which he himfelf knew to be founded ; and he would call upon 
Lis Majedy's miniders to declare, whether his Royal High- 
nefs, when the topic of his marriage was under difcuifion, had 
not been given to underdand that he was to be exonerated 
from his incumbrances entirely. Upon that ground, and that 
ground only, had the matter proceeded \ and was it fair, decent^ 
or even jud, he would a(k, to invite an amiable Princefs to this 
country to ftiarc in the Prince's fplendour and dignity, when 

by 
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by the operation of the prefcnt meafure his Royal Highnefd 
xnuft neceiTarily forego all pretenfions to the dignity and fplen* 
dour confeflediy proper for his high rank as Heir Apparent to 
the Crown, and muft feck the retirement of a private gentle- 
man ? His Lordfhip warmly reprobated the Bill as difrefpeflful 
and degrading to the Prince, and every way abfurd and incoa- 
fiilenti It fet out, he faid, with a falfe and diflioneil aiTump- 
tion ; an aiTumption which mod of its claufes contradi£ted and 
rendered null and void. If it were true, that ]25fOOol. a-year 
was a fuicable eftablifiiment for his Royal Highnefs, and, 
as had been faid in argument, that fplendour and dignity were 
abfolutely neceflary appendages of a Prince of Wales, how 
was it pofTible for his Royal Highnefs to fupport any thing 
in a due degree of fplendour and dignity on fo reduced an in- 
come as the taking away 73,000!. would leave him out of the 
125,0001. with Sit revenues of the Dutchy of Cornwall ! 
Again, how abfurd was the difpofition which the Bill provided ! 
Surely it muft be obvious to every man of common fenfe, 
that if the Prince could fupport himfelf and his amiable 
Princefs on fo flender an income for nine or ten years, it 
was prodigality and profufion to grant the Prince an income 
of 73,oool. a-year more. If it was conftitutionally neceifary 
tliat fuch rank and appearance (hould be held by the Prince, it 
was ading contrary to the interefts of the Monarchy, and 
thcfcin contrary to the interefts of the country, which was at- 
tached to the interefts of the Monarchy, to make fuch arrange- 
ments as would not permit him to fupport that dignity. His 
Royal Highnefs muft draw the fame inference j and every 
man in his clofet reafoning upon the fubjecSt, would and muft 
neccflarily draw the fame conclufion. At the expiration of the 
nine years of retirement, where would be the difference of Ctu- 
ation of the Prince, as relative to the Monarchy ? If he could 
not fupport the becoming dignity as propofed during the nine 
years, at the expiration of that term he ftood exaftly in the fame 
relative fituation to the country as he now did ; and according 
to this principle, all he received above the prefcnt propofed in- 
come would be a laviih wafte of the public money. If, on 
the contrary, fuch arrangements were made, as would difen- 
cumber Ids Royal Highnefs, he could take upon him to fay, that 
from the difpofition of his Highnefs, all matters might in fu- 
ture proceed to the fatisfa£lion of the nation. He condemned 
the Bill, as bearing the appearance of driving his Royal High- 
nefs into retirement, and not even leaving him the grace of the 
meafure. His Lordlhip argued tKefc points in confiderablc de- 
tail, and faid, that although he did rr>t fpeak officially on any 

thing 
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thing more than his own individual opinion, he mud perGft in 
faying that the Bill was delufive, degrading, and injurious to 
tic Prince's honour and interefts, and that the Prince, though 
he had not given him any authority to fav as much^ entertained 
fcntimcnts congenial to his own on the lubjeft. 

Lord Thurlow faid, he was extremely happy to have heard 
the explanation given by the Noble Lord refpefting a part of 
his fpeech the preceding day, becaufe he was fure that the de- 
claration he had made, that he delivered only his own fentiments 
and did not fpeak on the authority of his Royal Highnefs, muft 
afford every one of their Lordmips the higheft fatisfa£lion. 
With regard to .any negotiations that might have taken place 
ctfewhere, they undoubtedly were not proper fubjefts of dif- 
cuffion in that Houfe. tt was impoflible to fuppofe that in 
forming any arrangement for aneftabliihment for the Prince of 
Wales, a variety of communications (hould not have taken 
place between his Royal Highnefs and his Majeily*s minifters » 
but' they could not either with decency or with any regard to 
regularity be brought forward in Parliament. With refpe£i to 
Ills Royal Highne7s*s confent to the prefent Bill, it had been 
Cgnified in due form to the Houfe ; and it was indifpenCbly ne- 
cdTary, not, as a Noble Earl had obferved, that it was to be con- 
ftrued into a declaration that the Prince would fubmit to an 
AQ. of Parliament and pay due obedience to the law of the 
land, but becaufe the uniform pra£lice of Parliament was 
never to entertain a Bill affeAing the private intercflii of an in- 
dividual, without firft having it (ignified to them that the indivi- 
dual whofe interefts were to oe afFe£led by the Bill, gave his con- 
sent to it* In the cafe of a living or an eftate in which the 
Crown had an intereft,it was the invariable rule that hisMajefty's 
confent (hould be ftated by one of his fcrvants, and their Lord- 
fhips all knew that the ufage prevailed with equal force in all 
common eftate Bills. In the prefent cafe the confent of his 
Royal Highnefs was neceffary, becaufe the Bill difpofed of the 
revenues of the Dutchy of Cornwall, which were the un- 
doubted perfonal property of the Prince. His confent was not 
tieceflary to the other part of the Bill, that refpeSing his eftablifti- 
ment, becaufe Parliament had an indifputable right to aflift him 
with whatever they thought proper ; that was a grant of tlieir 
own, and fubjcft to no contrbul whatever. With regard, 
therefore, to the annuities given by the Bill, it would con- 
fequently have been equally improper for his Ropl Highnefs 
to have offered, as for cither Houfe to have liftened to, any 
opinion of his Royal Highnefs that could have been fuggefted 
to them. 

Lord 
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Lord Grenviile jii^Itl&ed the €ondu£l of his Majefty's mi- 
xiiilcrs rcfpcdling the Bill, in every part of the proceeding 
relating to it ; having received his Majefty*s commands to 
deliver a meflage to both Houfes of Parliament on the fubje£b 
of his Royal Highnefs's marriage, which rendered an efta- 
blilhment for the Prince and Princcfs neceflary, in which 
meflage his Majefty'had faid, that he felthimfclf under the 
necefuty of communicating to the Houfes that the benefit of 
any fettlement to be made by them could not be effeflually 
fecured to the Prince of Wales without providing the rneans 
of freeing him ff om incumbrances to a large amount ; but that, 
anxious as his Majefty was to relieve the Prince from thefe dif<* 
ficultieSi he entertained no idea of propofing to his Parlia- 
ment to make any provifion for this object, otherwife than by 
an application of a part of the income which might be fettled 
on the Prince, &c. as well as by appropriating and fecuring 
the revenues arifing from the Dutchy of CornwalK In con- 
fequence of which, the Houfe of Commons had proceeded to 
the confideration of the f(ibje£l of all the matters recom- 
mended by his Majefty to their confideration, and had framed 
the prefent Bill, and paflcd it after repeated dlfcuflions and 
much deliberation ; it therefore came before their Lordfhips 
with the weight and authority of the recommendation of the 
Houfe of Commons, and had reached the ftage of a Com- 
mittee before tlieir Lordfhips, and he trufted it would ulti- 
mately receive the fanftion of that Houfe. 

The acGuiefcence of 4iis Royal Highnefs the Prince of 
Wales to the Bill, had been communicated by one of his fer- 
vantsi he had therefore, he confeffed, been fomewhat furprifed, 
at having the preceding day heard from a NoMe Baron (Lord 
Rawdon) that the Prince did not approve of it though he 
acquiefced in it. The diftindlion ftruck his ear, as a Noble 
Duke (Duke of Bedford) and a Noble Earl (Lord Lauderdale) 
had that day declared it appeared to them, to be unparlia- 
mentary and highly irregular ; it had therefore afforded him, 
as it muft have done moft of their Lordfhips, extreme fatif- 
fa£2ion in having heard the Noble Baron that day declare, 
that what he had fpoken the preceding day on that point, he 
had delivered only as his ovi^n individual opinion, and not by 
any authority from his Royal Highnefs. With regard to the 
Noble Baron's declaration that he was perfuaded the Prince 
(hared in his fentiments refpe£ling the Bill, he was equally 
entitled to conclude, that the Prinze concurred in his opinion 
upon the fubjeA ; and as to the negotiations hinted at by the 
Noble Lord, he knew of no fuch negotiations ; leaft of all 
could he admit that miniflers had given his Royal Highnefs 

to 
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to uoderftand what Parliament would <io for him on his mar* 
riage. They knew ^eir duty too well to undertake for more 
than obvioufly fell within their province to attempt. Thcf 
knew it was their duty to fubmit whatever his Majefty gave 
them in command to rarliament ; but that having done fo^ 
they were bound to take the fenfc of Parliament, and that 
fenfe being known, to follow it with the mod attentive refpe£t » 
but that it would ill become them to didlate to Parliament^ 
when they delivered his Majefty's moft gracious meflage^ 
much lefs CO prefume to legiflate for the two Houfes, or snfwer 
t>eforehand for what they would think the proper meafure to 
be adopted in a cafe at once fo delicate in its nature, and fo 
difficult to be decided upon. To entertain any fuch fuppo- 
fition was more injurious to the credit of his Majedy's mi- 
nifters, than it was derogatory to the honour and dignity of 
the Prince to imagine, that had minifters zGtcd in fo rafh and 
indecent a manner, his Royal Highnefs would have liftened 
to them for a fingle moment. 

Tbe Earl of Caernarvon faid, that the duty of the Houfe 
in the prefent ftage of the Bill, was to endeavour to flrike a 
fair medium between the dignity of a Prince of Wales, in 
whofe fituation, as long as tne conftitution is monarchical, 
the Public muft be deeply interefted, and the fair claim and 
rights of juft creditors. The attempt would be difficult 
in itfelf, even if the ground was open to confideration ; but, 
circumftanced as it is, and as even an amendment might be 
fatal to the Bill, he (hould follow the example of other Noble 
Lords, and reftrain himfelf from making lome propofitions, 
which he (hould otherwife have been inclined to make, and 
(hould not enter into the detail of the provifions of a Bill, 
which he could not in prudence alter; as it might defeat that, 
which, even under its prefent fliape, the Prince of Wales had 
accepted. But his LordOiip faid that he could not avoid 
obfcrving upon the face of the Bill itfelf, that it had very 
materially deviated from its original objeA ; a preamble has 
by accident been left, which profefles to do what the fituation 
required, but by fome fatality, the claufes of the Bill have 
been diftated by a different fpirit and temper from that which 
penned the preamble ; they have defeated the profeffed object, 
and embarraffed the fituation it intended to aflift. The firft 
ten lines aflure his Majedy, that we are defirous to enable his 
Majefty to make a fuitable provifion for the eftablifliment of 
his Royal Highnefs the Frincc of Wales in confequence of 
his late marriage, and to make due arrangement for the li* 
quidation of his debts. How have thcfe objefts been effefted ? 
The laft propofition refpefting the debts is fully cffcfted \ the 

creditors 
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creditors can have no reafon to complain ; the fultable cfta? 
biifhment fcems to have been forgot. I do not enter into the 
qucftion of the propriety of paying, or not paying the debts, 
which unfortunately embarrafs the fituation and comforts^ 
and cloud the dignity of the Prince of Wales. I go no deeper 
into the Bill than to (hew that it is not confiftent with its own 
profefled objetl, namely, a fuitable provifion for the eftablifli- 
ment, and an arrangement for the liquidation of the debts ; 
It feems as if it had cfcaped the memory of the Houfe of 
Commons,* that they had admitted the neceflity, and declared 
their intention of enabling the Prince to meet the increafed 
cxpences of a fuiiable cTlablifliraent on his late marriage. 
How has this Bill provided for it ? This Bill deprives the 
Prince of 8000I. per ann. which he had at his command bcn 
fore this Bill. Deprivation of income is the only provifioa 
made for a prefent eftahliQiment on his marriage; and yet that 
very marriage is made ufe of aa the pretence to take 65,0001. 
per ann. from the Publics and apply that and more to the 
ufe of the creditors. All thofc who have fupported the Bill 
have aflcrted, that 65,0001. added to 73,000!. is the neceflary 
proportion between the expences of a Prince of Wales mar- 
ried, and as a fingle man. They have with fome eagernefs 
difclaimed the fuppofition that the annual income is increafed 
to 138,000]. in order to meet the Ctuation of the debt; if 
that is true, the Prince has^ with the coufent and incHnatioQ 
of Parliament, entered into a fituation» which confefledlj 
makes the difference of 65^000!, annually in his expences. 
How does this Bill enable him to provide for this,addirional 
cxpence ? Not by an addition of 65,0001. but by a deduftion 
of 8000I. per ann, from his former revenue of 73,0001. With 
the reduced income of 65,000!. the ftate of the Pr^ce, the 
Princefs, and of the iflue of the marriage, is to be lupplied i 
a thing admitted to be impeffible according to the calculations 
on which the revenue of 138,000!. is framed. The abfurdity 
of the Bi!l becomes ftronger, when wc confidcr that 5o,oooK 
has een thought a proper jointure for the Princcfs of Wales 
in cafe of the Prince's deatn. This fum is deemed neceflary 
to fupport the ftate and dignity of a Princefs Dowager, who 
is no longer in the road to the throne ; in wliom the public 
intereft is fo far diminifhed ) her wealth and fplendour, how- 
ever, arc to increafc in its proponion by the lofs of that con- 
nexion which principally unites her to the public intereft ; 
50,0001. per ann* is to maintain her fingly in her widowhood ; 
with the addition of 15,0001. more, the eftablifliment is thought 
fufficient for her, the Prince of Wales, and his i/lue. This 
is ftri£lly the ftate of the Prince's family by this Bill, from 
Vol. IV. Y whence 
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whence I mean only to infer, that the juft and rcafonable 
proportion is by no means drawn by this Bill. I do not know 
what IS intended by the framers of this Bill j if the Prince is 
cxpefted to mimic the fplcndour of his fphere with this re- 
duced revenue, he mud difgrace his ftation, and embarrafs 
his comforts ; if he is to quit the world and live in perfcft 
retirement, I do not know that lefs would not have been fuf- 
ficient. But I cannot help feeling, that whilft I regret the 
debts, I am not inclined to facrifice all the motives which in- 
duce me to give a large eftabliflimcnt for the Prince's fituation^ 
to the creditors ; but in faying this, I do not mean to be un« 
derftood to be ready as a member of the Legiflature, to pay 
the Prince's, or even the King's debt, whenever theyare pleafed 
to call upon us— Very far from it j I {hould very feldom feel 
myfclf fo difpofed ; nor do I mean to give any opinion on the 
fuDJcfk of the prefent debts, of which I am perfcttiy and com- 
pletely ignorant. I argue on the Bill as I find it, and I cannot 
but think the obje£ls profefled by the Bill might have been ob- 
tained with more juftice between the Public and the creditors i 
for I do not approve facrificing the intereft of the Public in the 
fituation of the Prince of Wales to creditors } and I cannot 
help thinking*, that the debts might have been liquidated lefs 
objedionably in the prefent cafe, without burdening the 
FubHc ; and I confefs, that if the fituation of a Prince of 
Wales had been made fecure from all claims of creditors in 
future, fo that no legal claims could hereafter exift, and that 
Parliament could not again feel embarrafled by applications 
for the payment of debts which flow from vouthful indifcre- 
tion, unlimited generofity, or whatever otner motives lead 
•young men, and particularly of the Prince's eialted fituation, 
into profufion, I ihould not have felt unwilling to concur in 
the payment, even of the prefent enormous fum, to free the 
Prince of Wales from the embarraffments which incumber his 
fituation, and cloud the dignity of the Heir of thefe kingdoms* 
^ As the cafe now ftands, I am under the neceffity of accepting 
or rejedHng the Bill without alteration. 

The Earl of Lauderdale rofe to explain. He faid he felt it 
necefiary to trouble their LordOiips agsin^ as he found what 
he had faid on the fubjeft of the meflagc, delivered to their 
Lordfliips the preceding day by a Noble Earl belonging to the 
houfehold of his Royal Highnefs the Prince of Wales, had 
called forth the animadverfion of his Noble Friend, the Noble 
and Learned Lord, who had lately fat down (Lord Thurlow). 
He certainly did not mean, when he had faid that the Prince 
could not intend, by declaring that he acquicfced in whatever 
the wiidom of Parliament fliould recommendj mcKly that 



lie would fabmit to a Bill, when having pafled the due formSf 
it became an A£l of Parliaraeat, and part of the law of the 
land, to have it underdood, that he thought there was any 
pecidiar merit in the Princess making fuch a fubiniflion, wiiicn 
lie onl^ niade, and was indeed coerced to make> in common 
Mrith every fubje£t in the realm. Moft certainly he did not. 
He had ftated that part of bis argument in reply to what had 
been maintained the preceding day bv a Noble Lord (Lord 
Rawdon), who had contended that the acquiefcence of the 
Prince was not to be conflnicj into approbation, and had 
pretty broadly explained to their LordHiips in the early part of 
the prefent converfation, that he had not delivered any fenti- 
inents^ for which he had authority, on the part of the illuf^^* 
trious individual in qtieilion. The meffage therefore ftood, at 
it ought to ftand, on the only ground on which it could admit 
of a Parliamentary conftru£tion, viz, that the Prince gave hi$ 
full confent to the Bill 1 and that any attempt to qualify that 
confenti by endeavouring to fet up a diftinclion equally un« 
parliamentary and unfit to be entertained by their Lordfhips, 
was not authorifed by his Royal Highnefs. Having put 
this rather ftrongly, the Earl took occafion to difcuis feveral 

girts of the fpeech of Lord Rawdon, and to reply to them* 
e in particular declared, that he concurred with the Noble 
Secretary of State in opinion, when he had faid that the true 
happineis, the real dignity, and the higheft interefts of hi§ 
Royal Highnefs would be bed promoted by his living within 
his income. The Noble Lord's (Lord Rawdon) arguments in 
regard to the fplendour neceflary, conveyed to his mind the idea 
that (hew and pageantry were indifpenfible appendages to the 
the Prince of Wales* Circumftanced as his Royal Hiffhnefs was« 
and as the whole Britifli Public knew his Royal Highnefs to be, 
he could by no means admit that it was either neceflary, or 
*uft, or honeft, to amufe the eyes of a thoughtlefs multitude, 
y an appearance of magnificence, which the thinking part of 
the people knew was at beft but fptendid poverty, and which 
fo many of them had ferious caufe to regret, as it either robbed 
them ot their property, by delaying an inftalment, or afforded 
them but a -melancholy profpe£t of the future prudence of 
him who was one day to be their Sovereign. The other fide of 
the pi£hire, hisLordfliip faid, prefented a more pleafant view. 
By retirement, by a virtuous avoidance of expence, the Prince 
would find the beft energies of his mind called forth. He 
would experience the pleafure of rendering himfelf an obje£i 
of general admiration, and rife fo rapidly in the public efteem^ 
that he would feel the value of a revered and envied charadler 
in all rank« of life. His Lordfhip enlarged on this p^rt of his 

T 2 argument^ 
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argument, and dire£bed far the greater part of bis reply to 
what had been Itafcd that day by a Noble Earl who fpokc early 
in the debate, declaring explicitly, that he would hare fup- 
portcd miniftcrs had a claim been brought forward for the 
Prince's eftablifhment with a view to his (tebts, other than was 
provided for in the prefent Bill. 

Lord Thurlow rofe again in confequence of what the Noble 
Esrl had fatd.of his animadverfion on the part' of his Noble 
Friend's fpeech, refpc£ling the true conftruftion of the mcf- 
fage of his Royal Highnefs the Prince of Wales, as delivered 
by a Noble Earl belonging to his Royal Highnefs's houfehoid 
the preceding day. He begged the Noble Earl to be afTured, 
that in what he had faid, he meant not the fmalleft offence to 
him. Indeed, he did not believe his Noble Friend felt any 
very painful fenfations on hearing what he had faid, when he 
Vc'as before on his legs, but that his Noble Friend had rather 
made the complaint, that he might have an opportunity of in* 
troducing the obfervations, which had conftitated fo great a 
part of what he had faid. With regard to the queftion whether 
his Royal Highnefs would derive mod honour from maintain- 
ing a continuance of empty fplendour, or from difdaining all 
pretenfions to pageantry and (hew, till his ctrcumftances jufti- 
fied fuch outward magnificence; he was inclined to agree with 
the Noble Earl on his left hand (Lord Lauderdale), t^iat true 
dignitydiJ not confift in mere (hew, that the Prince would derive 
more folid dignity from retirement, and manifefting that his 
tvrifh was to do juftice to his creditors, at the expencc of the 
tifual appendages of his illudrious birth ; and that he was willing 
to facrifice all that was perfonal to his own comfort and con(i« 
deration, for the fake of convincing the Public, that he held 
every thing inferior to his honour. But, ncvcrthelcfs, he could 
not agree, that the principle of feparating fplendour from 
Royalty was to be carried to fo ridiculous an extreme as fomc 
Noble Lords had contended. A certain degree of external (hew 
and fplendour was abfolutely neceiTary to be preferved about 
Royal Perfonages; it tended to give an impredlon to the public 
mind of the dignity of their exalted rank, of their fuperiority, 
and the profound refpeft that was their due— a fort of impref« 
lion that it was true policy and wifdom to have made ; and if the 
oppofite idea was to be maintained to the extent to which ik 
had been argued, why not fay ac once that his Majeily, inftead of 
Coming down to the Houfe to open the fe(rion, or give the Royal 
aflent, in his magnificent carriage, with all the (tate, equipage, 
Smd attendance, the neceflary and proper accompaniments of 
ifnonarchy, might as well aiient to fuch Bills as were ready, and 
Walk down on fuch aa oc€afionj with a frizc great coat and a 

* - * 3 douched 
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4louched hat ? Having fpoken fully on that part of the fubje£l$ 
couched upon in the courfc of the debate^ his Lordfliip faid 
vrith regard to the Bill itfclf, he concurred entirely with the 
Noble Earl near him (Earl of Moira), that the Prince had been 
hardly dealt by, and more unhandfomely than was neceifary 
in a variety of inilances. The Bill itfelf was ridiculous and 
nonfenficaL As a Noble Earl who had lately fpoken from thp 
other fide of the table (Earl of Caernarvon), had faid, the pre- 
amble profeflcd an obje£b which the fubfequent provifions of 
the Bill completely defeated* The Bill talked of an allo^y- 
ance of 125,000!. a year to the Prince, and fcarcely had it 
ilated it to be a fuitable provifion for the eflablifiiAient of his 
Hoyal Highnefs, than it proceeded to take away the one half 
of it, with the whok of the revenues of the Dutcby. In fai^^ 
as the Noble Earl had faid, the main eiFefk of the Bill was to 
take away 8000L a year of the Prince's prefent income, rather 
than to add a fixpeuce to his actual receipt. Could any man 
in his fenfes therefore ferioufly contend that the Bill granted 
what it called an eftabliflimcnt to the Prince of Wales ? No- 
thing like an eftablifhment was left him. If, however, he 
conftrued the Bill corredly, the Prince would not be fo poorly 
provided for as the Nobk Earl feemed to imagine, bccaufe, 
according to his reading of the Bill, it gave the Prince 
two annuities of 65,0001. a year each, to be taken from two 
different funds. Upon examining the Bill, their Lordfhips 
would fee that the wording of the claufes warranted the 
conftru£lion he had put upon them. Another manner in 
.which the Prince had been ill-treated, was by the calumnia- 
tory libels upon him, which had been fuffered to be jpubliihed. 
/JHe declared he was much above giving into the icandalous 
report, chat his Majefty's minifters countenanced and pro- 
;te£ied th^ author of the moft talked of, of thefe abufive pub- 
Jications. On the coi>trary, he well knew that a profecution^ 
.with a view to bring that writer to the condign punilbment he 
deferved, was inftituted, and would be proceeded in, and he had 
not the ixnalleft doubt that it would come out in proof, that 
•bis Majefty's miniftry, fo far from wiihing to abet a libeller 
were anxious to make him amenable to the infulted laws of 
iliis country, for one of the moil criminal libels on the King» 
.the Prince of Wales, and both Houfes of Parliament, that he 
.had ever perufed. His Lordihip complained of the claufe in 
.the Bill, appointing commiffioners to put the A& in execu* 
tion. At firft, he faid, it was intended to leave the nomina- 
tion of (hefe commiflioners to his Majefty, which might in 
fome meafure have obviated objection } but that intention had 
been abaodoncdi and other perfons had been named by the 
. . . minifter. 
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mlnifter, and their deCgnations ftated in the BiU. It furelf 
tirould have been but a due mark of decent refpeft to ''th^ 
Prince, to have confulted his Rojal Highnefs himfelf as to thaf 
point ; but that had not been thought neceffary, and there 
was not even one of his houfehold among the commiffioners^ 
Speaking of the allotment of 5000!. a year to the Princefs^ over 
and above the 25,000!. he faid he faw not fof what (o irifiing ^ 
fum was given ; it would i>ot fuffice for jewel8« &c. fiay, if 
would not even pay her fervants. His Lordflitp remarked that a 
Noble Earl (Lord Lauderdale) had aiked, who would fay that 
he expe£ted that a greater fum would ever be granted for thtf 
Prince's eftablifhment than the prefent Bill provided ? He had 
no hefitation to fay, that he for one did cxpcGt it, and that the 
prefent Bill would foon be materially amended. When anew 
order of things took place, and the Public faw the alteration, he 
had every reafon to believe that their generofity would be roufed 
by the change, and that they would readily come forward and 
relieve the rrince from the. neceffity of longer continuing in 
obfcufity and retirement. The Princefs, he had no doubt, 
would conform to the exigency of the occafion, and concur 
with her hufband in confining their joint expences to their in* 
come ; and he declared he had great confidence in the fincere 
intentions of both of them with regard to that particular. 
When therefore that was felt and underftood, what might not 
be expe£ted from a generous People ? His Lordfliip faid, he 
certainly (hould not move any alteration of the Bill, or any of 
its clautes, for the reafons he had dated. 

Lord Moira rofe again, and faid a few words in explanation 
of part of his firft fpeech. 

Lord Grenville faid, he rofe merely to one point in the fpeech 
of the Noble and Learned Lofd who had juft fat down. The 
Noble and Learned Lord appeared to him to have made an 
effort of candour, when he declared he fuppofed that a libeU 
lous attack on the Prince of Wales had not proceeded from the 
pen 0? a writer countenanced or prote&ed by his Majefty's 
minifters. With regard to the particular publication alluded 
to, he begged leave to aflure the Noble and Learned Lord that 
he had the advantage of him, as he had not feen, much more 
read the pamphlet in queftion ; but the Noble and Learned Lord 
knew as well as he did that it was not in the power of mi- 
nifters, nor indeed any body elfe, to prevent the heap of li- 
bellous trafh that iflued, in times like the prefent^ from a li- 
centious prefs. 

Lord Thurlov) rofe to explain. He declared if he had a 
charge to make againft minifters^ he would not condescend to 
affe^ a candour, that in fuch. a cafe could QvXy be afiiuned> 

and 
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and thus tnfinuate what they did not mean to charge openly I 
He had held a condufl dire£tly the reverfe. He faid, he 
thought he feoke in a manner fui&ciently clear to prevent the 
poflibility 0/ being mifunderftood, that he did not give in to 
the fcandalous report that the author of a mod criminal libel 
againft the King» the Prince, and the Parliament, 'was abetted 
and encouraged by minifters, becaufc he well knew, that a pro- 
fecution was commenced by the proper officer, and. had no 
doubt it would be carried on with becoming care and cfTefb^ 
suid that it would come out, in proof, that minifters did not 
patronize the publication. If, therefore, the author (hould be 
convi£led, be trufted he would fufier an exemplary punifh- 
ment. 

The Dule of Clarence faid, that the Noble and Learned Lord 
had fpoken his fentiments refpe£ting the Bill completely, in 
his firft fpeech, but in muchftronger and better phrafe than he 
could pretend to be mafter of« He had, as their Lordfhips 
would doubtlefs recolledi, pledged himfelf the preceding day 
to propofe feveral amendments and alterations in different 
claafes in the Bill, and had liftened to the arguments of dif- 
ferent Noble Lords ; but the general expreffions of regard and 
attachment tohis brother, which he had heard, had made him 
fo happy, and afforded him fo much pleafure and fatisfad^ion, 
that he fliould forego his intention of propofmg any amend* 
ment or alteration in the Bill, and would trouble their Lord- 
ihips no further on the fubje£t, . underftanding that any altera- 
tion now made might prove fatal t« the Bill, which would fub* 
jeA his brother to great inconvenience. 

Lord Loughborough (the Lord Chancellor) faid, he (hould 

. not long trefpafs on their Lordihips patience.* He declared 
he was furprifed at having heard it faid, that the Bill treated 
the Prince with want of refpeft j he thought the very reverfe 
was the faA, and every provifion to enable the Prince to dif- 
charge his incumbrances was, in fa£i, an effential part of his 
eftablifhment. So far, alfo, from its affording ground of im« 
putation againft his Royal Highnefs, of criminality, it was cal- 
culated to produce the oppofite effe^, and refcue him entirely 
from the fufpicion of any thing of that nature. It did away 

, all idea of blame, and tended to preferve his dignity ; and the 
reafon for the extraordinary care and circumfpe£lion that the 

* meafure was fraught with, obvioufly was, becaufe the Public 
had a deeper intereft in the condud^ of Princes than of indi- 
viduals. A private individual might run out his fortune and 
be ruined, and it would occafion only a cold feeling in the 
minds of the Public, who were not at all affe£led by the con- 
fequenccsy but not fo with Princes, lor whofe imprudence 

4iere 
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there was a greater excufe than could be made for other men; 
They were, in the firft place, more likely to be tempted to ex- 
pence, and lefs in the habits of oeconomy : Even the virtues of 
a Prince were againft him in this refped. His tafte, his love 
of inprenuity, his liberality, his munificence, all led to expencd 
in a (irongcr way than with other young men. In fa£t, he 
was courted to expence in every poffible fliape; the artift of 
every defcription folicited and prompted his eagemefs to be at 
the head of the patrons of ingenuity and flcill in his profeffion, 
whatever that might be ; and he was, in a manner, compelled 
to take his option of a<Sting with imprudence and extravagance^ 
or appearing mean and narrow-minded* The Public, lurely^ 
would not wifh that an Englifli Prince ihould fo condufi: him- 
felf, as to juftify the imputation of the bcter chara£ter. They 
would neither defirc' nor exped that he Ihould count over 
pounds, {hillings, and pence, with the minutenefs of a petty 
tradefman. It was evident that the Bill was re^£tful' to his 
Royal Highnefs in the higheft degree; it (hewed that the Pub^ 
IJc took an iQtereft in his debts, and felt even their own honour 
to be involved with the prcfervation of that of the Prince of 
Wales. He had before obfcrved, that the debts, or even the 
ruin of another individual, would not have excited the leaft 
portion of their attention. The objedl of the Bill, his Lord« 
iliip faid, was two-fold, or rather he fliould notfo ftate it^be- 
caufe it was not two-fold, but one matter, infeparaUy con« 
neded or united with another. The reftri^ions contained in 
the latter part of it, were intended not to wound the honour of 
the Prince, but to throw a (hield around and proteeJ: him in 
future from the imprudences to which men of his exalted rknk 
were expofcd from the circumftances that he had dated. They 
were redriftions, not on the Prince, nor on future Princes of 
Wales, but on others, on thofe about them, who had it in 
their J^ower, by wife and regular means, to reftraib the hand 
of extravagance, and guard againft profufion. Paft experience 
proved that it was neceflary to apply thofe regulations to the 
houfehbld of the Prince of Wales, which had now for fome 
years been applied to the houfehold of his Majcfty ; and furely 
if they were deemed proper in the cafe of a fovercign Monarch, 
in which their Lordfliips would fee that the meafure, when 
brought for ward,had been extremelypopular,)ihey muftbeatleaft 
unexceptionable in the inftance of a Prince andHeir Apparent to 
the Crown. With regard to the daufe appointing commiflioners 
tor tlie due execution of the provifions of the Bill, the Noble and 
Learned Lord appeared to him to mifc6nceive it entirely. The 
appointment and nomination appeared to have been made with 
greqt propriety and great wifdom. Had it lain with the King, 

a caufe 
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^ caufe of jealoufy would have been given, which at one period 
Or other mi^ht have operated unpleafantly, if not mifchievouf* 
h. Lefs dill oc^ht the nomination to have been veiled in the 
Prince, and it would have been in the highcfl degree indelicate 
to have named any perfons belonging to his Royal HighneCi's 
houfehold as Commiflioners, becaufe they mud have a£ied ia 
that capacity under confiderable reftraint, and could 'not| in 
decency to their principal, have examined creditors as to the 
natare and extent of their claims as freely as others could, who, 
from their high rank, were to be regarded as men under no 
influence whatever, and having been (ele£led from their known 
public fituations, might be relied on, as men whofe chara£ker 
Ktthem above all fufpicion of afling under any fort of prejudice*. 
His Lordihip declared, he wifhed the time of the duration of 
the diminution of the Prince's income had been more confi- 
dently ftated. It mieht poffibly be confiderably (hortened by 
the confequences of the inveftigation which the Bill authorifedl 
After having defended the whole of the Bill by arguments 
equally ftrong and perfptcuous, and obferved, that the word 
perfinalitj was an expreflion extremely improper to ha^e beeif 
applied to it, Lord Loughborough faid, that as it feemed co be 
the general defire of their Lordmips to abftain from propofing 
alterations by way of amendment, (ince they might hazard the 
lofs of the Bill, he fhould not fuggeft any, but would vote in 
favour of it. 

The Committee having gone through the Bill, the Chairman 
was dire£ted to make his report, and the Houfe having been 
jrefumed, ihe report was immediately made, read, and agreed 
to } after which the Bin was ordered to be read a third time 
lusxt day.

THE rrprefentmtivct 'of the free independent Corfican mttioay 
lawfully aflemhled io a general meeting, and fpeciaHy aothoriilioti 
to form the prefent conftitutional Ad, have unanimooflj decreed* 
under favoor of the Supreme Being, in manner following.

In addition to thefe original letters, Mr. Fullarton, in his anfweim 
to our queries, ftates his confidence that your Lordfhlps are per* 
fe£dy fatisBed that the authority Under which this buGncfs wis 
undertaken exifled.

And by anotlier paper enbiblted, and figned Henry 6med* 
ley and John Shelly (who, Mr. Fuliarton informs us, were fuc- 
^elfivdy comunnders of the Grand Trimmer), and dated 7th 
March 17941 ihofc commanders xaertify that ihe faid eftimate 
it moderate. 

The above are the only documents produced in Tupport of 
this article. Allowing a credit to them equal to more re- 
gular vouchers^ it may be inferred from what they (late^ that 
the -privateers in queliion were detained foi Tzo days for the 
propofed expedition ^ that a general eiilmate of the difl>urfe- 
ment of the owners on this account amounted to 3,100!. ; and 
that this eftimate was moderate. There is no proof or even in* 
timntion whatever in thofe papers that Mr. Fuliarton was -a part 
owner, or that he paid the money to the o%yners ; it migfit be 
a fpeculation in the owners of thefe privateers, as well as of 
Mr. Fuliarton himfelf, to engage them in the expedition then 
in contemplation : We therefore thought it our duty to call on 
Mr. Fuliarton to produce fome receipts or vouchers, to afcer- 
tain that this money was ad^ually paid by In'm on account qf 
tlis fervtce s la reply to which. Colonel Fuliarton acquainta 
U3, that he has 410 receipts for the fums for demurrage of the 
Trimmers, that expence having been diflsurfed by Mr. Mayne, 
who charged Colonel Fuliarton in account therewith ; but this 
account aUo is not exhibited.

3d- 
with a certificate at the bottom, dating that the f^d trudes 
were for the 98th' regiment, were extra articles, and were paid 
for by the Colonel for the intended fcrviec for which that regi- 
ment was particularly raifed: Which certificate is figned by J. 
Duberley, affignee to Samuel Remnant's 6ft«te. 

We arc fatisfied from the aboxe voucher, thkt thfe ftvtfal ar 
tides therein mentioned were fupplied for the 98th ttegiment, 
and paid for by Mr. FuUarton ; but the date of the biH of par- 
eels being in January 1781, affords reafoii to . doubt whether 
this expen'ce wj^s any ways cbnhc£led with the fecret expedi- 
tion for which Mr; FuUarton brijrinaUy agreed to raife the regi- 
mcnt, which expedition was at that txm^ lafd afidc. The aiti- 
dea fecm rather to be intended for ftbres for the regiment previ- 
ous to their embarkation for the Eaft Indies ; and many of 
them are of a nature ufuaUy fupplied to foldierv, and the 
Value deduftcd from their pay, "We arc thercfbrt of opinion 
this claim cannot be admitted.

By a certificate from th^ kte WiQiam Brummelly £fq. mgent 
to the late 98th regiment, dated 7th March 17^4» it appears, 
** that the balanceof Colonel FuUarton's recruiting acco«Bl for 
** raifing the firft five companies cf the 9r8th regiment, was 
*^ Sfio^l. after ptyiog the exjpences^ and giving credit for the 
" money received for commifBons, &c. That it ^as raifed 
<* without any levy money from GoTernment} and the balance 

•« paid 
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** paid by the Colonel oiit of his own podket.*' And to tap* 
f^ort the claim forraifing the kft five companies an account cor* 
rent is cxhibitedy entituledy " Debtor— William Fullarton in re- 
** ffi mental account, with MeflVs. Mayne and Graham creditors,'* 
wherein Mr. Fullarton is debited with fundry grofs famB» 
amounting with two items, for intereft to 31ft December 17819 
to the fum of 6,1 T7I. 3s. 6d. and credited with certain fums t^ 
ceived for commiflions, &c. &c. amounting to ^9067!. los* 
leaking a balance due from Colonel Fullarton of 1,649!. 131. 6d« 
This account is attefted on loth M^iy 1783, errors ex- 
cepted, by the fignature of Neil Malcolm, George Graham* 
. and Mark Sprote, fuppofed to be executors to Mayne anl 
Graham, and is the only document produced to fubftantiate this 
claim. 

Upon thefe two claims we report to your Lordilrips, that wc 
, are fatisfied, from Mr. Brummeil*s certificate, that the expence 
of taifing the fird fi?e companies of the 98th regiment exceeded 
the fums received forcommiQions, &c. by 3,1051. and that the 
copy oFMeflrs. Mayne and Graham*s, regimental account with 
Mr. Fullarton, although a teflimony far bferior to the other, 
may at this diftance Ottime, and for want of better evidenccit 
be admitted as proof that the extra expence of railing thelaft five 
companies amounted to i ,o±^L 1 3s. 6d. in both 4*1541. i js. 6d* 
for reimburfemcnt pf whicn Mr. Fullarton appears to hare am 
equitable claim pn the Public ; it being (bted by him that the 
9^th regiment was raifed without any allowance for Icry-mo- 
iicy. The intereil of the whole of this fum is cbtmed from ift 
January 178^1, but the tntereft to 31ft December 1781, of the 
money advanced by Mayne and Graham, being infcrted in th^ 
account current, and confequcntly induded in the balance, thei^ 
can be no pretence for claiming intereft on the fum oif 
i,049l« 13s. 6d. farther back than xft January 1782. 

Having reported our opinion with refped to intereft under 
eadi claim feparately, it is unnece&ary to make any obferratioiit 
on Mr. Fullarton 's genfral claim on that head, inferted at the 
end of his account, and amounting to 79925L 

Having tiow laid before your Lordfliips the manner in which the 
fevcral claims of Mr. Fullarton are fnpportcd ; and onr opinion of 
the vouchers exhibited to fupport iliem ; we mu(t mke leave to fub« 
mit the whole to your Lordfhips deter miootion, with the following 
general obfervations. 

If Mr. Fuflarton's propofition of 1780 was laid before the Cabt* 
net Council — wds aoccpted, and oiden given to him to proceed 
therein, and afftfrwaids iatled, hi the manner we are given to under* 
Hand from the copies of papen annexed to his Memorial of 1787 ) 
' which circumftances we «re obliged to give credit to, upon confidering 
the original letters from Lord North, I^rd Stormont, and Sir Charles 
Middieton 5 but which vour Lordfliips- may be able to verify from 
(uurces even more latisfaaory : Jt appears that Mr. Fullarton under- 

tool5 
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^0ok t« nifc the 98th regtmenty and to engage io aa intendad ex* 
peditioop upon certain terms and condttioni, promifing kianfelf re- 
vnburrcment of his extraordinary cxpencer from the event of the ex- 
pedition. itrel£ That in performance of his part of the propoGtion 
niiidry articles of (hipping^ &c. wece prorlded | and the 98th regi- 
ment afiaally raifed without the ufual allowance of bounty money,, 
the coft of all which was, as Mr. FuUarton allcdges, defrayed from 
l^'a^private fortune ; as the doubts which arofe out of what fund the 
impcefts ftipnlated to be advanced (hould be paid, caufcd a delay Ixs 
tffuing the lame till the intention of fending the prc^ofed expedition 
was laid a(ide ; and being fo laid afidc, all profped was taken away 
of reimburfement from the fucccfsful .events. which mi^ht have ac- 
companied it. Mr. Fullarton alfo iUtes» that the rank m the army 
t ranted to officers raifing regular corps, and half pay, have been with- 
eld'from him : So that as far aa the documents produced enable 
us to judge, it appears that Mr. Fullarton fulfilled his part of the 
pi^opofition of 1780, and has never received any compcnfation for 
the cxpcnces he was put to io fo doing. 

In regard to the documents exhibited by Mr. Fullarton to prove 
his Cieveral expenditures and lofles, h mud be obferved that they 
are almoA all of a dcferlption far Hiort of thofe regular vouchers 
which ihould be produced to fubftantiate claims againft the Public ;. 
«nd we think there appears a great deficiencv of care and attention^ 
in fuffering articles of fuch certain fale aa moes and beer to be loft» 
and not brought to fome account. 

Mr. Fullarton, in repTy to thefe objefh'onsy fiates that bis inabtltty 
to produce better vouchers arifes from the hurry in which the bufinefa 
was tranla^ted ; to his departure {b foon afterwards with the regi- 
ment to the Eafl Indies ; the lapfe of time, fourteen, years, (ince t ne 
tranfa£^ion $ the number of perfons dead i and the confufed manner 
tn which fome of them left their affairs. In regard to the delay in 
profecuting thefe claims, Mr. Fullarton accounts for it till 17879 by 
ftatiag that his continuance upon foreign fervice rendered it impof- 
fibtc u>r him to bring them forward before that year : But the cpafona 
why they have not been purfued from that period to the prefent time 
donotappearl Objedlious naturally arifeasab ft claims fuffered to lie 
fo long dormant ; but thefe, together with the infufficiency of the 
vouch ersy muH be fubmitted to your Lordships confideration and judg- 
ment, how far they are applicable to invalidate the prefent claims. 

We fubjoin a.lill of Mr. Fulhirton's claims, as nated by himfel^ 
and as reported on bj us : And when we are informed of your 
J.ordfhips determination thereon, -we (hall be able to calculate the iix- 
tcvdk to any particular day, on fuch part as may be aUowed, on re- 
tciving your Lordfhips diroftions for thai pvrpofe.

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MEMORIAL 

Trom Colonel Fullarton, addrelTed to his Majefly's Cabinet 

Minifters in 1787, concerning Claims for the Secret Expedi* 
lion of 1780. 
, The- followidg partitiilafs, in fiipport of claims which have an 
.immediate reference to the orders of a former Cabinet, are fubmit- 
ted to the confideration of his Majelly's prefent miiuders ; and it is 
bumbty requefted that they will be pkafed to permit an appeal to 
their deciiion upon the merits of the cafe. 

Authentic information haying been received, in the month of 
January 17^0, that the Spanifh power in iSouth America had been 
receiuly endangered by alarming infurredions, Mr.Fullarton was in- 
duced to lay before the minifters of that period propofals for an ex* 
|iedition againft thofe Spaniih fettlements. 

The propofals contained, not only an offer to raife the number 
tof troops required for the intended fervice, but alio to equip vef- 
jfels fufficieut to convey them, and to provide means of vid^ualling 
.and maintaintng them, upon condition that Government would en- 
gage to pay a certain monthly ilim per man, agreeable to the rates 
that have commonly been given in (imilar cafes. 

The particulars of that propofal are cxpreffed in the annexed 
letter; Number I. whidh Was delivered to Lord North on the 28th 
January 1780. 

His Lordfhip laid that letter before the Cabinet on the 29th Jar 
nuary, and next morning informed Mr. Fullartonyin perfon, tliatthe 
4>lan and propofal were approved of, and the terms agreed to by the 
Cabinet — He added, that it was refolved to advance 30,00c 1. for the 
^urpofe, and in the mode propofed ; but, that it was not finally de- 
termined whether the money (hould iHue from the Navy Board or 
Jrom the Treafury. His Lordfhip, however, dire6^ed that immc- 
;diate meafures (hould be taken for raifing the troops ; and defired 
that not a moment might be loil in providing (hips, and in pro- 
«urin^ (lores and other articles nece(rary to equip them for the ex- 
pedition. 

The notes which accompany the letter were made foon after the 
'converfation took place, and tend to explain the nature of the af- 
furances on which Mr. Fttllarton aded. 

In confequence of this .refolution of the Cabinet, formally com- 
«nunicated by Lord North,, the (hip Northingtoa was immediately 
|)urchafed, for 1 ,8ool., and repairs were ordered upon that ye(fel to 
;thc amount of 900I. 

The Grand Trimmer and the Little Trimmer privateers were 
completely manned and kept in readinefs for the fervice. 

Mr. Fullarton alfo took a (hare in the Golden liade pnvateer, ia 
order to induce the owners to engage in the undertaking ; but tha;^ 
ihip, on her return to England lor the purpofe, became a capture to 
the enemy. 

. Porter, (hoes, ftorei, and other articles neceffary for the voyage, 

were immediately purchafed. Three tboufand pounds were di aw« 

j^om Me(ir9. Hallidays, Puptze, and Company, upon Mr, Fullar-

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toS*8 acceptance, under the exprefs perfonal aflarancet of LortI 
North to Mr. John Ha(lic!ay» th;it the monies (hould be paid ovit 
of the firft fum to be iffucd for the ferwce piopofcd. HisLonUhip 
Added, Out the payment would be made as foon as it /hould be de- 
termined from what fund it was to be received. Various other ad- 
vancers were made by Mr. Fullarfon, not only from his own fundf^ 
bit by means cf credit g4ven him by MelTrs. Mayne and Grahanr, 
ajid others who then aflKlird him. 

The pHih and »^' th rejjiments were raifrd with tmufual difpatch, 
at a very confiderable enpence, in the fulleft relianrc upon the a^ 
fu ranees, received from ih<r Cabinet, that they were to be employed 
upon the fpecific fervice for which they were levied. 

But while tliefe preparations were going forward, during the 
months of February and March 17^0, the doubts concerning the 
fund from whence the advance on the part of Government fhoul4 
ffliie, ftiil continued and increafed. 

The Treafnry ilill infifttd that the money (l:ould be fnmifiicd 
from the funds under the nianagement of the Navy Board. Butr, 
after various cT^nfultations with Lord Sandwich, Lord Mulgrare, and 
8ir Charltrs Middleton, it appeared that the Navy Board were of a 
different opinion, and in particular, declined to fulfil the intcntioct 
«f the Cabinet. 

During thefe difcuffions war was declared againft Holland; and, 
miniftcrs were thereby induced to change the deftination of thole 
corps, and to employ them in the enterprife agahift the Cape of 
Good Hope. By this drtermtnation Mr. Fullarton found himfelf 
in the molt embarrafTing fituation — he had relinquiihed very flatter^ 
ing profpeftfi in the profclfion to which he belonged— he was difap- 
)ointed in (he (lipulated obje£^ that had induced him to become a 
bldlcr— and he found himfelf opprefled with a load of debts, incor- 
red in preparations made under exprefs affuranccs of bemg reim- 
bui led by Government. Every particular, however, that coald tend 
to give immediate and complete eife61 to the undertaking, had, oa 
bis part, been punAually fulfilled f nor was amy circumltance after- 
wards omitted, to diminifh as much as pofliblc the lofs occafioned by 
the failure of engagement on the part of Government. 

The Northington was tendered to the Eaft India Company, and 
employed in that fervicc. The other vefTcls were fold off, or em- 
ployed as privateers again fl the enemy. Great part of the ftores 
were countermanded or returned with a moderate lofs, to the pcr- 
fons who had agreed to furnrfh them } and no claim is attempted to 
be ellablilhed, except for fiioh fums as have been a^ually expended^ 
agreeably to vouchers ready to be produced. 

The nature and amount of thefe difburfements will more clearly 
appear from the annexed extradl of a letter, dated id November 
1780, and addrcfled to Lord North. 

For the truth of the particulars dated in this paper, Mr. Fullar- 
ton begs leave to refer to his Majefty's Cabinet minifters in the 
Tear 17H0, and to Sir Charles Middleton, whofe accuracy is not 
lefs confpicuous than his great official talenta. 
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It way not be improper to obfe rve, that Mr. Fullaiton's dcparturtf 
'From England, immediately after the trao^adlions tpolc place, and 
iWs continiuncc upon foreign fcrvice, rendered it impofilbie for him 
till very lately to Lriner forward there claims. He now fubmits them 
to his Majefty's miniiters with the fullcit confidence ia their equity 
and jiiflice, knowinjr that they will not allow an indiridnal to fuffer 
material detriment, by afting with the moll earned exertion to pro- 
mote an important public fervice, in obedience to inftruftions com- 
tnunicated to kiai by the firlt official and eiLCCutive authority -uudcr 
the crown. 

The preceding narrative, and the documents referred to in its 
Tverc fubmitted to Mr. Pitt's confidcration,, together with letters 
^ from Lord North, Lord Stormont, and Sir Charles Middleton, adr 
^ drefTed to Colonel Fullarton, and contaiiiiwg their tcftimony re- 
fpe<^ing the authority under which he adled. Bat as no farther 
profirreis was made in the bufinefs from the year 1787, Colonel 
rullarton addreiTed the foUowiog letter to Mr^ Pitt. 

Extras of a Letter from Colonel Fullarton to thi Ri^ht Honourable 
IVeinam Fltt, 

<* Sir, London^ tot& May 1793. 

" Although I am aware of the important obje£^s which occupy 
** your time at prefent, I take the liberty of intruding on you 
** for a moment, to foliclt your attention to the ftatement and 
' *' vouchers, in fimport of jny claims on Government^ which you 
^* had the goodncis to perufc in Augull t 88. Mr. Steele, haviROP 
*' taken your inftruftions on the fubjeft in December 1787, had 
** previoufly diteded me to produce fufficient vouchers to prove

*' fuch as I ftated it in my narrative addrefled to the miniftcrs of 
" his Majefty's cabinet in 1787, had been alopted by the Cabinet

•* twecn the Adminiftration of tirat day and mc, on bclulf of myftlf 
" and thofe £or whom I adlci 

•' In obedience to thofe in{lru£lions, T bad the honour of fub- 
** mitting to your perufal explicit declarations from Lord North, 
", Lord btormont, aud Sir Charles Middlctoai, in confirmation of 
" the claims advanced \x\ my letter addrcffcd to his Majclly s Cabinet 
*• minirters. Sir Charles Middleton exprefled his readinefs to 
" explain tlie particulars refpefting the tranfa£lion in detail, when- 
" ever it fhould be your pleafure to hear him on the fiibje^ ; and 
-•'.Lord Stormont declared that my original propofal was difcufled 
" and approved in cabinet, and a minute taken upon it ; which, 
"'his Lordfhip added, lie himfelf had delivered lo the King, and 
"'that it woirtd be found among his Majefty's Cabinet papers, dated 
** January 1780. Yott had the goodnefs -to inform me, at St. 
** James's, in September 1788, of your intention to have the prc>- 
^' pofal in queftion, and the nriaute on it, referredxo ; and I thought

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" it my duty to remain in town, in expcAation of your farther in* 
** ftrudionis. Dunng lafl fcffion of Parliament, I fhould have fck

" My abfence from this country, fince that period, piicvented 
** me from any farther exertions in refpeft to this bufmefs till mj 
*' return to London, in January laft j when I requeued Mr. Steele 
** to intreat that you would honour me with a communication of 
*' your fentiments on this tranTattion ; at the fame time cxpreifing 
** my anxiety to know whether you thought it nectfTary for me to 
*^ bring forward any additional teftimony, or other documents in 
" fu]iport (if my demands, and whether or not I ought to deliver 
** copies of my letter to the Members of the Cabinet. 

"It cannot efcape your obfervation how much the delay, whieh . 
** has occurred in the adjullment of this bufincfs, expoftb me not 
** only to the inconvenience artfing from fo large an advance of 
•* nMiR-y as that Hated in my claims, but to the increaiingdiiEculty 
•* of fubflantlating them, in caie any accident fhould happen to the 
** perlons hy whofe teftiraony my datement is conhrmed. 

" Tlie death of Lord Sackvillc hat already deprived me of a 
** material evidence ; and I rely with perfect confidence on your 
**juilici and declfion for preventing the injury I may fuftain by 
** the lufs of other witr.efles, which can only be effe^ed by a fpcody 
'' determination on the bufinefs.

In order to convey this corps to fuch places as Government /hal} 
diredt, they will alfo furnifh (ready manned, armed, and equipped) 
vcfTels of the following defcription ; all of which are either now in 
their pofTcffion, or ready to be purchafed, viz.

If neceflaiy, they will add a frigate, and a NewcalUe pink to aft 
^» a tranfport. 

The equipment of thofe (hips (hall be fo arranged as to render 
It unknown that they belong to the fame owners, or that they aic 
intended for the fame expedition : They (hall fail at diflPerent times* 
and take their departures from different places. 

Having confidered the inconreniencics of receiving the requi£te 
alfiftance in ftores, ord^ncc» and provifions, which cannot be if- 
fued from the different offices without great danger of difcovery 
and delay, the proprietors, indead of the advance of the above- 
mentioned aiiticles on the part of Govermntnt, will only afk aa 
order for cannon to arm their three largeft fhips, provided Govern- 
ment will advance them 30,000!. 5 10,000 1. to be paid immedi- 
ately — io,cool. more at one month— and the remainder at twp 
months after the date of the agreement. Vouchers to be produced 
for the expenditure of the firft ftim, bdbre the feoond ftiall be ad- 
Tanced. — As fecurity for this advance the bills of fale of fhips^ 
ftores, and other articles, (hall be afligned to Government. 

The veffels to be fitted out on this occafion are to adl as tranf- 
ports, but not to be paid in the common mode of Vcffels hired by 
Government. 

The proprietors expeft to haye the regulation tif pritc money 
fo eRabliflied, that no capture by Tea or land fhall be ftared until 
the whole expenccs of the armantent are deaved.. They alfoexpeft^ 
that the furplus (hall be diftributed to each (hip according to the 
number of men and guns ; one half for the owners, and one half 
for the foldrers and failors, in fnch proportion as ihaU be deter- 
mined. 

The proprietors are extremely anxious to brltjg this bufin A to 
an inrvmediate rerrtiinatron ; for, at pTcfent, they lofe the ufe of the 
(hips that already belong to* them, and tljey have now aq oppor- 
tunity of purdiafing two other fhips fo well adapted to their pur- 
pgfe^ that it wotdd be ve^ difficult to fupply their plact.

Lord North informed Mr. Fullarton, in prcfencc of Mr. Bram* 
tDcll» that the Cabinet had accepted his propofal, and that he wooli 
ne&t day lay it before the King, as a meafiire which the mtniilcn 
concurred in thinktnfr ought to be carried into immediate execution. 
He added, that there remained nothing to be adjufted, except the 
mode of advancing the money. Mr. Fullarton mentioned to his 
JLordfhip the danger that he, and the gentlemen who aflifted him, 
would incur, if they ventured to proceed upon the bufinefs, irnkfs 
under ao abfolute certainty th-jt the engagements of Govern oxcot 
ihould be fulfilled to them : At the fame time he ftated the ncccnitT 
of difpatch, in order to render the cntcrpnTe effcAual. His 
Liordfliip then gave Mr. Fullarton the moft pofitivc aflurances that 
the meafurc (hould not (ail on the part of Government.

The expeditition in its original form having proved abortive^ 
in confequencc of delays occaiioned by difiiculcies refped* 
ihg the fund from whence the money, (lipulated to be 
advanced on the part of Government, fbould iflue, the 
following Propofal for an Expedition to South America* 
by India, dated 3d June 1780, was delivered to Loed 
Korth, and by hii|i laid before the Cabinet, by whom>the 
meafure was fully approved and ratified on the ilth 
Auguil following. In confequence of this the neoeifary 
preparations were ordered, but on the declaration of war 
with Holland, the .plan was laid afide, and the fbree 
employed on the enterprile againil the Cape of Good 
Hope. 

The two i^attalions, that have l>een raifed and completed by 
Xieutenant Colonels FuUatton arid Humberfton, were stated in the 
inoft pofitlve' manner to be intended for a particular fenrice; which 
im% beca {o long«delayed fhat it caunot «ow take phoe |ri|h aAy 

pre* 
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propriety in the mode at fjrft intended. It therefore remains with 
the miniftry ehher to declare the 1)ufinef8 at ah e»d, and indemnify 
•the parties concerned, for the cxpcnce in which they have been in- 
volved, or to promote a propofal tending to rch'eve Government 
from the embarralTmcnt of an abortive enterprife. After the mod 
mature confultatton with perfons perfeAly acquainted with the fub- 
jcAf it appears that a route to the Spanifh fettlements on the coail 
of the South Sea lies open, by the way of Ii)dia, with much greater 
fecurity and profped of fuccefs than could have been expcded 
even from the original propofal. 

A body of 2,000 Britifli troops, with 2,oco Lafcars, failing from 
Madras on board of armed tranfports, or old £aft India (hips, and 
fu {ported by a detachment from Sir Edward Hughes's fquadron» 
would be fufficient to enfure fuccefs to this undertsuLing. The ob- 
je6^ of this force (hould be to fecure one of the fmul Luconian 
iflands, and then proceed to fome healthy fpot in New Zealand, in 
order to eftablifh means of refrelhment, communication, and, re- 
treat. From New Zealand the fquadron ihould fail diredly to 
South America ; and it is prefumed, that there is not one place, 
from California to Cape Horn, capable of refUlmg fuch an equip- 
ment, if properly provided and properly condu6ied. 

The fort of Callao, or fome other advantageous poft, (hould be 
fecured, and terms of independence offered to the native Mexicans, 
Peruvians, and Chilians. 

If fuch a lodgment was effedled, it is evident that the trade of 
South America would be opened to our £aft Indian territories ; if 
it were not efiPeded, ftill the blow to Spain muflf'be fatal, becaufe 
her richeft pofTcflions would be alarmed, their commerce and remit- 
tances interrupted, their (hips deftroyed, their forts demolifhed, 
and the inhabitants incited to revolt. All thefc tranfadions may 
take place in the courfe of next fummer with a degree of precifion 
unknown in other climates ; and an exprefs fent from Madras to 
England when the equipment fails, would enable Government to 
arrange a co-operation on this (ide of South America, fo as to 
diftrad the ofien(ive exertions of the Spanifh empire. It will be 
faid that (hips of war cannot be fpared from this country ; but, 
ootwithftandmjg; the reludance of minifters to fend (hips of force 
on diftant fervice, the Eaft India fleet, which is to fail in September 
or 06^ober, can hardly be fafe without a convoy, and that con- 
Tby will be fufficient to carry out the troops, and to replace the 
detachment from Sir Edward Hughes's fquadron, which may be 
neceffary for the expedition. 

If this plan is adopted by Government, an arrangement (hould 
be made with the ccnHdential Dire^orsof the Bail India Company, 
and orders immediately difpatched by land to Bombay, Madras, and 
Bengal ; that (hips, ftores, and feapoys may be prepared to join 
the troops to be fent from England. If the troops fail from hence 
in September, ihcj may arrive at Madras next fpring ; and in four 
months from the time the monfoons permit them to leave India 
they may reach the coaft of South America.

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Lieutenant Colonels Fullarton and Humberfton will undeitalc 
to augment their two battalions to lyOOomen each, or to a greatef 
number if required. To (hew their zeal to promote this bufiDcTs, 
they willy at their own ri(k, and by the afliftance of their friends, 
if neceflary, undertake to furnifh conveyance for fuch part of the 
troops as cannot be embarked on board the King's fhips, that are 
to zh as convoy.

With rcfpcft to the two charges in the preceding account, the 
pne for £ 39IOO9 paid to Bifshopp and Drnmmelly and the other for

REPORT 
l^rom the Coinmittee> to whom the Petition of the Mer- 
chanty conne£led with, and trading to^, the lilands of Gre- 
nada and Saint Vincent, was referred. 



The Committee, to whom the Petition of the Merchants con- 
nefied with, and trading to, the Iflands of Grenada and Saint 
Vincent, was referred, have, purfuant to the Order of the Houfe, 
-confidered the Matter of the faid Petition : To prove the Alle- 
gations whereof. 

Your Committee proceeded to examine feveral merchants of cmi^ 
iience conneded with the iflands of Grenada and Saint Vincent. 

The concurring accounts received from thefe Gentlemen fully 
fuhftantiated the firfl allention of the Petition, refpeding the na- 
ture and caufcs of the cakmities fufiained by thofe iflands.— From 
i^he fituation in which the iflands ftood at the time when the laft 
accounts came away, it was impoilible that any particular detail 
,could be given of the whole lofs which has been nicurred ; but it 
appeared that in both the iflands a large proportion of the eflates 
^ad been laid waAe, their manufactured produce plundered, and 
the cattle driven away ; and in many of them the crops upon the 
ground, and the buildings and works, entirely deftroyed. The 
l^cceilary abfcoce of the owners and managers at the feafon of the 

crop 
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crop walk alfo reprefented as occaftoning a material lofs, even to 
thofe f flatus which might have cfcaped a6tual dcTaftation. 

In confrqucnce of thefe events* not only a great part of the 
crop which would have been remitted home in the coarfe of the 
prefent year has been loft, but even, on the fuppofition of a fpeedy 
reftoration of tranquillity, the crop of the lucceeding year rauft 
be materially affeded ; and a very confiderable expence incurred 
in the interval, for repairing the works, and replacing the ftock oa 
the dififerent eftates ; and in Grenada the interruption of the trade 
carried on with the free port eftablifhed there muft be confidered 
as an addition to the diftrefs of that ifland» and a further diminution 
of its means of remittance. 

On comparing the calculations from fuch materials as were in 
the ppfleflion of the gentlemen who attended your Committee, there 
appeared good reafon to believe, that the amount of the lofs in 
the remittances of the prefent year, together with the expence to 
be incurred in redoring the plantations to a date of cultivatioD^ 
can hardly be eftimated at a lefs fum than between 6 and 700,000 L 
in each of thefe iflands. 

It alfo appeared that the merchants connef^ed with thefe iflandt 
were under pecuniary engagements to a great extent upon the 
credit of the crop, which would have been remitted to them if 
thefe calamities had not happened ; and that .confequently, under 
the prefent circumftances, tbtfe engagements could not be punc- 
tually difcharged by them without Tome extraordinary affiilance. 
The fame circumftances would prevent the merchants from con- 
tinuing the ufual advances for the ordinary cultivation of the 
iflands, and muft ftill more difable them frcun fumiftiing the 
additional fums which would be required in coafe^uence of the 
l^te devaftation. 

. It was ftated, to the convi^lion of your Committee* that no af- 
liftance would be effedual to obviate very ferious inconveniencies, 
both to individuals and to the Public, in rcfped both to commerce 
and revenue, which did not afford the mcai^s of procMring an ad- 
vance of money equal to a confiderable proportion of the loffes 
and expences above ftated ; and which advance, from the nature of 
the cafe, could not come into a courfe of repayment till after the 
crop of the next year fhould have been remitted to this country, 
and could not be wholly made good in a lefs period than from two 
years and an half to three years. 

Your Committee alfo found that there was reafon to believe, 
that, to a very large extent, unexceptionable fecurity could be 
given for fuch advances ; but ncverthelefs, that the length of the 
period for which they were neceffary, rendered them> m the opi- 
nion of the perfons concerned, impoflible to be procured by the 
exertions of private credit. One of the gentlemen examined, en- 
gaged in a moft extenfive fcale of bufineis, and pofteifing a great 
capiul, as well as fubftantial fecurities unconnedted with the Weft 
Indies, pointedly ftated this, from his own recent experience ; and 
added, that the difficulties proceeded not from money being fcarce, 

but 
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but from iu being valuable ; that it was eafily procured for pe- 
riods of two or three months ; but that, even with good credit, and 
on the bed fecurities, it was at all times difficult, and at this moment 
impoflible to procure fo large a fum for fo* long a period as was 
necelTary in the prcfent cafe. 

Your Committee were ftrongly confirmed in this opinion by the 
inforination they received from Mr. Alderman Curtis, Mr. Alder- 
man Luihington, and Mr. Thornton, Members of the Committee ; 
and alfo from fome gentlemen who had been Commiflloners under 
the Ad paffcd in the year 1793, for the Relief of Commercial 
Credit. • 

Your Committee feci it their duty to fubmit to the Houfe, as 
the refult of their examination, that the allegations in the Petition 
referred to them have been. fully proved ; and particularly that the 
engagements which have been contraded on the credit of the. 
expeded remittances cannot be fulfilled, nor thofe fupplies fur- 
niihed, which are neceffary for the future cultivation of the iflands, 
unlefs on a confideration of the fpecial circum dances of the tafe» 
Parliament (hould in its wifdom think fit to adopt fuch meafures 
as may render the credit and refources of the parties interefled 
cfFcdual for the purpofe. of relieving them from their prefent 
cmbarralFments.

The profit arifing from the difference between the intereft paid by 
the borrowers, viz. five pounds per centum per annum, and the in- 
tercft due on the Exchequer bills, two pence halfpenny per centum

Two neceffary provlfions in the Ad prevented the profit from be- 
ing greater. By one of them the loans were direded to be repaid 
fifteen days before the Exchequer bills became due ; and by the 
other the borrowers were permitted to repay their loans at any pe- 
riod prior to the iiipulated time, that might fuit their convenience^. 
of which many were happily able to avail themfelres, confeqiiently 
the intereft on their loans ceafed, whilft the incereft on the Exche- 
quer bills continued : And if the Court of Dircdors of tlie Bank of 
England had uot favoured the operations of the Commiflioners, by 
purchafing the Exchequer bills, and holding them until the Com- 
miflioners were enabled, from their own funds, to become the pur- 
chafers, the profit would have been confiderably lefs. 

The whole fum advanced on loan has been repaid ; a very confides- 
able part before it became due, and the remainder regularly at the 
ftated periods, without apparent difficulty or dillrefs. It appears, 
that, with the exception of two only, who have become bankrupt, 
the parties afiided have been ultimately folvent^ and, m many m- 
ftances, pofTeflcd of great property. 

It was with the highcit fatisfadion that the Commiflioners obfervcd 
the almoft immediate effed of this wdl-timed meafure. Its advan- 
tages were evinced by a fpeedy rclloration of confidence in mercantile 
tranfadions, which produced a facility in raifing money that was 
prefently felt, not only in the metropolis, but through the whole 
ejttent of Great Britaiu^

The difficttklet in wliich many confidenble commercitl houfet 
were involved have been thus removed, and the £iud cScStn of thofe 
difficutties on other houfes who were dependont on them, have been 
prevented. Nor was the operation of the A6^ lefs beneficial with re- 
fpeft to a variety of eminent manufa^urers in different parta of thefe 
kingdoms, who having, in a j^reat degree, fufpended their workt, 
were enabled to refume them, and to afford employment to a num- 
ber of workmen, who mud otherwife have been thrown on the Pub* 
lie for fupport ; and, perhaps, in fome cafes, with the lofs of the 
mmnufa6tare. 

The proceedings of the Commiflxoners have been, in every in* 
ftance, founded on affidavits taken in writing, and attefted by three 
of their oWn body. In many cafes, the information received was 
unavoidably fucb as to lay open the private circum'flances of refped- 
able individuals. The Commiffioners have, throughout their pro* 
ceedings, given the utmoft attention to the prefervation of fecrecy^ 
and have caufed all affidavits, letters, minutes, and other papers^ 
which contain the names of perfons conneAed with the bufinefs of 
the commiffion, to be deflroyed. For the fame important purpofe 
it is obvious that every book and paper, in v^hich' the names of the 
parties occur, (ho aid alfo be deflroyed ; but as the books contain 
thofe entries, which by the A£t are conftituted the evidence of the 
payments, it may in the opinion of the Commiffioners be expedient 
that the Legiflalure (hould pafs an A^, declaring the full repffyment 
of the loans, empowering the Commiffioners to deftroy the books^ 
and limiting the periods within which the different parties to the 
fecurity bonds may receive aid, whether by Exchequer procefs or 
otherwife. In the mean time the Commiffioners have ordered the 
books to be fealed up and depofited under the care of the Se- 
cretary. 

The Commiffioners are happy in being thus able to ftate the re* 
fult of an extraordinary meahirc, which, although it might not be 
recommended, except on the prefTure of an extreme public neceffity> 
has been fully juftined by its cffefts and fucceia.

Of the Officers of the Eaft India Company to his Majcfty. 
From the Bengal Eftabliilimcnt. 

7o the King^s Mojl Excellent MajeJIy. 

Most Gracious Sovereign^ 

WE, your Majcfty's mod dutiful fubjcfts, the Field OfBcers^ 
Captains, and Subalterns, ferving un^cr the Prcfidcncy of Fort 
Wtiliam, and bearing commiHions in your Majcfty's army in India» 
animated with the warmed fentiments of affection and loyalty to 
your Majcfty's perfon and government, and uith fincere attach- 
ment to our native country, beg leave to approach your Royal 
prcfence by this our humble Petition. 

We received with the moft lively gratitude, as an afiurance of 
your Majcfty's Royal favour and confideration, the arrangement 
made by your Majcfty's command, in the year 17S8, for the adjuft- 
inent of rank between your Majcfty's and the Eaft India Company'* 
officers. Our confidence in your Majcfty's wifdom and equity 
alTures U9, that this mark of your Majcfty's attention tothcjuJt 
and dutiful reprcfentations of your faithful fuhje^s in India was in^ 
tended to be adcquate«to the very efleatial purpofes for which it was 
granted ; but, unfortunately for us, the organization of this army 
renders vour Majefty's intention ineffedual. 

Permit us, with the utmoft deference, to reprcfent, that the 
Commanding Officer of a battalion in this fervice holds a rank equal 
only to that which is held by the officer invefted with the command 
of a company in your Majefty's army, 'i hus the filperior authority, 
may be exercifed by him whofe command is inferior ; a confequence 
coQtradi£lory to the end for which rank is conferred and fubordina* 
tion required. 

The rank of our fuperior Officers is equally inadequate to the 
importance of the ftatlons they iiU, and to their length of fervice* 
In every other army in the world the ranks of General Officer and 
Colonel are annexed to the commands which in this are held by 
Field Officers and Captains. If fuch rank be deemed expedient to 
render efficient in their ftations thofc who have the happinefs of 
ferving their country in fituations Icfs remote from your Royal per- 
(on, and fupported by the whole weight and authority of your 
crown and government, it would not become us to attempt by any 
arguments to prove to your Majefty's wifdom and difcerument, that 
equal rank is neceftary, in a diftant part of ycur dominions, fepa* 
rated from the mother country, amidft natic ns ftrangers to our 
language, hahits, and reUgion, and fo far outnumbering us, that 
the empire which the zeal, fpirit, and adivity of your fubje£ls have 
annexed to your crown, has been juftly faid to be upheld by opi- 
nion alone. 

Allow us tooft refpcftfully to fubmit to your Majefty the follow- 
ing ftatcment, which we truft will evince how deeply the intercfts 
ot our native country are invohcd ia the prayer of our prefect Pe- 

titioa 
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tition. The Colonels in the Eaft India Company's army hare 
ferved on an average from thirty to thirty- three years ; their Lien- 
tenant Colonels from twcnty-feven to thirtyyears ; their Ma)on hwa 
twenty-five to twenty-feven years ; their Captains fix3m twenty-one 
to twenty-five years ; and their fubaltenis from ten to twenty-oneyears. 

If the prefent eftablifhment continues, all attachment, zeal, and 
ardour muft give way to hopelefs de^ondcncr. Our officets of 
every rank mud be debarred the exerciie of their experience and of 
their local knowledge, by the inferiority of their fit nations in the 
line. This evil, inherent in our fyftem, muft necelTarily increafe 
until our eftablifhment (hall be new modelled ; nor i» the grievance 
confined merely to the confideration of being denied a rank which 
is deemed adequate to correfponding ftations in your Majefty*8 fer- 
Tice : It carries with it a tacit impeachment of the talents and fide- 
lity of thofe whom their lot has placed originally h the Eaft 
India Company's fervice, inftead of your Majefty*s. To obtrude 
our merits or our fervices on your Majefly's notice, would not be 
becoming, and we truft is not neccffary : We appeal to the hiftories 
of the two laft wars, to the teftimonies of your Majefty's officers, 
with whom we have ferved ; and to none with more pricie and con» 
fidence, than thofe which have been borne by the difbnguiflied cha- 
ra6ier at prefent in command of this army. 

The total want of General Officers, and the inadequate propor- 
tion of Field Officers and Captains, throughout all our eitabufli- 
ments, comp^ired with the numbers of fimilar ranks in your Majefty'a 
army, fubje£ts us to fuperccfl^ons while ferving with them, which 
are degrading to our chara6ler, whether as military men or as Britilh 
fubje^U ; we have therefore addrelTed the Court of DireAors, foli- 
citing their confideration of thefe circumftances, and of the pe- 
culiar hardihips refulthig from them ; and we humbly entreat that 
your Majefty will be gracioufly pleafed to beftow upon us commif- 
fions in your army correfponding with fuch rank as may be con- 
ferred on us by the Company, conformably to the arrangement 
made in the year 17^8, for adjufting: the claims for rank between 
your Majefty's and the Company's Officers. 

That your Majefty may long and happily reign in the hearts of 
an undivided people ; and that the extenfive and invaluable poffef- 
fions, which under the aufpices of your Majefty and your illuftrioua 
predeeeflbrs have been acquired by the bravery, and maintained by 
the ileady attachment, of your fabje^ts ferving in the Eaft Indies, 
may for ever remain to your Majefty and your Royal defcendants, 
the fupport and ornament of the Britiih Crown, is the ardent

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MEMORIAL 
From the Officers Rationed at the Prefidency of Fort William. 

To the Hontmrahie the Court of Dire3on of the United Eq/l India 
Company^ 
Honourable Sirs, 

We, the Field Officers, Captains, and Subalterns, (lationed at the 
Prefidency of Fort William, in Bengal, whofe names are under- 
figned, fol'cit in the moft earned manner your attention to an ad- 
drefs, tlie fubjefe of which, being conne^ed with the honour and 
efficiency of. your military eftublifhments in India, ncceflarily involve 
the intercfts^of the nation at large, as well as thofe of that great and 
•refpe£lable body to whofe immediate fervice we are more particularly 
devoted. 

We (hould blufli to prcfent to the fagacity and indulgence of your 
Honourable Court any petition for favours, whofe admiffion we 
were not confctous was eoually confonant to the di£btes of good 
policy and of juftice ; and we truft that the time we have chofen to 
folicit an audience of hardfhips fo long lilently borne, will meet with 
the full approval of your Honourable Court, whofe cares have now 
been fo happily removed from the cohdufl of a complicated war, 
and whpfe wifdom will now in all probability be exercifed in a re- 
vifion of your military eftablifhments. 

That rank ilrould be proportioned to command and refponfibilrty, 
is a propofition fo fclf-evident as to have commanded the pra^cat 
Acknowledgment of aH nations. 

And the modification$ of this acknowledged principle have, in 
niodem Europe, been fo fimilar, even among nations the mod hoftile 
to each other in politics, io religions, in langnage, and in manners, 
as to fumifh a ftrong ground of lielief that nothing but its truth, de- 
monftraced by reafon and experience, could have efbiblifhed fo won- 
derful a coincidence. 

This principle, which, co-operating with rrrnij concurrent caufes» 
has raifed Great Britain to the pinnacle of military glory, htfS been 
cramped and mutilated in its application to thcCompany's eftablifh- 
ments, in which no officer, however confpicuous Iris merits^ however 
exalted his talents, or however long his fervices, can rife above the 
rank of a Colonel; and in which the proportion between Field 
Officers, Captains, and Subalterns, does not approximate to the 
cuftom of any known eftablifhment ; *for in all other European ftates, 
with the organization of whofe armies we have any acquaintance* 
a corps of equal ftrength to one of your battalions of native infantry 
is invariably headed by feveral Field Officers, to each of whom there 
are three Captains, and to each Captain three Subalterns. 

By inadvertente to this principle has that liberal intention of 

equality of rank with his Majefky's Officers, fo generoufly conceived 

and fo gratefully acknowledged, been rendered in a great meafure 

' illufive and vain ; more efpecially fince the adoption of the plan of 

1786— tluis the Sttbaltera Officers of this eftablifliment (many of . 

wkon 
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^hom have ferved above twenty years) find themfclvcs growing grey 
in the very firft fteps of militaiy command. 

The annual returns ti-arifmittcd to your Honourable Court will 
(hew, that the Colonels of infantry on this eftabliflimcnt have all_ 
ferved abovfc thirty years ; the Lieutenant Colonels from twenty- 
feven to thirty; the Majors above twenty-five years; the Captains 
from twenty-one to twenty-five ; fome of the Lieutenants above 
twenty years ; and fome of the Enfigns above ten. ^ 

In the fame manner may the juftice and propriety of occafional 
leave of abfence, for a reafonably limited time, be inferred from rea- 
fon, and its good policy vouched for by univerfal pra(flice. 

In all ages, and in all nations, of whofe fentimcnts hiftory bears 
tcftimony, has each been accounted a punifhment whofe feverity is to 
be exceeded only by death.— That a prohibition of a return to , 
Europe without refignation of rank and pay amounts, with far the 
greater part of your officers, to a long and effedual banifliment 5 and 
Siat banifiiment from Great Britain is not lefs grievous than from 
other countries, requires no argument to prove. 

A flight confideration will alfo (hew that the public fervice will 
fuffcr by an indulgence, which, if politic and juft in his Macfty's fer- 
vice, cannot be unwife and unneceffary in yours ; elbccially as fuch 
regulations, as in the wifdom of your Honourable Court jrou may 
deem proper, will effcftually prevent the indulgence wcfolicitfrom 
being carried to any improper extent. 

That a temporary return to Europe is fometimes neceffary \o re- 
covery of health, loll perhaps in a zealous fervice of the Company 
and the kingdom, numberlefs opinions and affidavits of medic^ 
men concur to prove ; and we appeal to the ju(Uce of your 
Honourable Court whether fo flight an indulgence ought to ba 

refufed. . « , 

It is a melancholy truth, that in the Bengal army promoUon to the 
junior Officer is nearly hopelefs, and from the fenior wholly preduded 

^that their juftand allowed claims to recompence for long and veteraa 

fcrvices are cut off, and confcquently the chance of ever returning to 
their country and their friends far too diftant ever to hope for. 

But we truft that the caufc wiU appear to your Honourable Court 
to be no lefs your own than it is ours ; and that you will perceive 
the neceffity of cherifliing and renewing that fpirit am) se J, by 
which your acquifitions were made, by which they arc dcfcidcd, 
and by which they mud be n^alntained ; and that you will (hei^forv 
remove the reftridion which prevents our Colonels from attaining 
the rank of Generals, and remedy the difproportion now exiftin|r 
between the number of Subalterns, Captains, and Field OJEcei* 
With the greateft refjpedl,

Of the Officers ftationed ac Futty Ghur.

Company. 
Honourable S11119 

Wc, the underfigned Officers of the Bengal armv, ftationed at 
FiKty Ghur, in the province of Oude^ beg leave to lay before yoa» 
in the moft refpedful manner, a reprefentaiion of certain hardOiips 
mnd CTils, incident to our (itnation, which we are confident wiU ap- 
pear €0 your wifdom and equity dcferving of the moft ferious con- 
fideration and cifcdlual rcdrcfs. We feel it a duty, which as Britifh 
fubjeAs we owe not only to ourfelves but our country, to bnng un- 
der reviiiuu fome peculiar clrcumftances in the conftitution of your 
armies* which, from obfervation and experience, we are convinced 
mud and adually do produce confequcnccs moft deftrudive to tlic 
interefts both of the ftate, and thofe who have zealoufly and fuccefl*- 
fully ferved it in the field. 

Such are the natural effe£^8 of many exifting caufes, which have 
a dired tendency to deprefs the fpirit of your Officers, to depreciate 
them in their own eyes, and to fink them below thofe with whom 
they are to co^erate, by taking from them all hope of ever anting 
to the high and honourable military fituations which are the due re- 
wards of long and faithful (enrice ; at the fame time that by placing 
at an unreafonable diftance, even thofe ranks which fhould be con- 
fidered as among the inferior gradations, no profped is prefented to 
the junior Officers, but fuch as induces a gloomy and moft pernicious 
defpondency. 

Thefe catifes, manifefl in their own deleterious operations, are : 

Firft, The regulation by which every individual of the numeroui 
regular and veteran army, which defends and has extended the £ri- 
ti£ empire in the Eaft, is precluded from ever attaining the rank of 
a General Officer. Thus confidence is withholden at the period 
when rcafon di6btes it ihould be given ; and your oldcft Officers, in 
the moft important ftations, pettreivc thcmfelves cut off from the true 
objeAs of that honourable ambition, which is the vital principle of a 
foldier, by this difqualifying and degrading bar,' unknown and un- 
thought of in any other army. 

Secondly, The number of the higher and lower ranks, which arc 
allowed in the fervice, are fo unjuftly difproportioncd, that he who 
entered it young and full of ardour, finds himfclf worn out with years 
and difappointment, while yet a Subaltern. Our fenior Lieutenants 
have fervedjtwenty-one years; our Enfigns ten ; and it can be dc-. 
monftrated that if the prefent fyftem is fuffered to continue, of a ma- 
jority of the Subaltern Officers in the Infantry, not one can be made 
a Captain, until he ftiall have been fufficiently fortunate, or rather 
unfortunatCi to furvive an exile of from twenty-four to twenty-eight 
years in this ungenial and debilitating climate* 

This 
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This grievous hardfhipy fufficicnt to break the fpirit of the moft 
fanguine, muft continue in its full weight* as long as the commander 
of a native regiment (hall be but a Captain» and under him nine 
Subalterns^ while in every other fervice a corps of fimilar ftrength it 
compofed of fevcral Field Officers, to each Field Officer three Cap- 
tains, and to each Captain never more than three Subalterns. The 
unavoidable confequence is, that our Officers grovv grey in the two 
firfl fleps of their profeffion, and have at lad the cruel mortificalioa 
to difcover that, what to others is but commencement of their mili- 
tary career, mud be to them the termination of it. 

Thirdly, To us alone is denied the reafonable privilege of return- 
ing to Europe for a limited period, without prejudice to our rank 
and adual pay : Whether we may be impelled by the dcfire to re* 
invigorate a con Hit ut ion impaired in the fervice of the flate ; the 
ftrong natural wi(h to fee once again our native ooitotry ; or by the 
preflure of urgent perfonal affaire ; to purchafe this tranlient iktif- 
fad^ion, it is exad^ed from us to give up our imaiediate means of fub- 
fidence, and to relinquifh our right to the fervice itfelf. 

Acquainted as we are with the mild and equitable fpirit of tire 
Britifli conditution, which -extends its influence. through all thofe 
who govern under it, we red afTured, that to procure redrefs of thefc 
^icvances from the gentlemen whom we have the honour of ad- 
dreffing, nothing more is necefFary than to point out the fources oE 
them ; they ante from inherent and radical defedls in the pkn of 
your edabliftiments, and cannot be removed but by a new formation 
of them, upon that plain and obvious principle which has been the 
rule for organizing every other army in the world ; that rank diaU 
be adequate and proportional to command and refponfibSity. And 
we are the more encouraged to hope for a favourable determioatioli 
on thefe our jud claims, when we refled upon the drennoua exertions 
lately made by your Honourable Court in our behalf, and upon the 
gracious and paternal fd>our (hewn to the Company's armv by our 
mod excellent and mod beloved Sovereign \ which we diall ever re^ 
tain in mind, and acknowledge with livdy mtitude. His Lrlajedf 
has been pleafed to notice the merits of his loyal and ufeful fubjedisy 
ferving the date in this remote quarter of the globe, by opeoiag to 
them the path to equality vrith his own OIHcers ; bA the mutilated 
edablifhment and defedlive conditutiou of the Company's forces 
renders this equality illufive. 

The command of a company in the King's giving equd rank with 
the command of a battalion or regiment in the Company's fervice, it 
is evident, that until the latter /hall be pleafed to confer upon its mi- J 
}itary fervants rank more proportionate to their command and im- 
portant fituations, the propofed indulgence mud remain nugatory and 
of no avail ; at the fame time we think it right to declare, that hav- 
ing at heart the profperity of the date, we do nol admit a wi(h tliat 
its expences (hould be rendered more heavy on our account. We feel 
that no pecuniary motive adluaces us, and we confidently hope s^nd 
)>6lieve that your wifdom will b( able to combine the conceiBoa of 
I thefe 
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tlicfc objcds of our reafonable defires with a due attention to the 
public welfare. 

The fads w« have reprcfcntcd arc too well known to be contro- 
verted by intereft or dillorted by prejudice ; and they {peak too 
powerfully to your prudence, juftice, and humanity, to need the fup* 
port of fuither argument.

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MEMORIAL 
From the OfEcers ftacioned at Chunar Ghur. 

To the Honourable the Court of DireBors of the Eqft In^ Com" 

HovouRAtLi'- Sirs, 

The Officers of the Bengal army Rationed at Chunar Ghur, and 
its dependencies, beg leave, in the moft refpeftful manuer, to folicit 
your favounlijle attention, while they addrefs you on a fubjed^ not 
lefs connefied with the I'nterefts of this countr)', atid of that refpeft- 
ahle b6dy to v/hofe immediate fervice they arc devoted, than it is 
cfTenttal to the efficiency of your military eft'ablifhmcnts in India, 
and the honour of its officers. 

The inadequate rank held by the Officers of this army, when com- 
pared \' Ith the refponfibility and extent of their commands, has 
been lon^; felt, but with tlic bope that their fituation would at length 
attraft marks of regard proportionate to the zeal and attachment 
they have fhcwn to your icrvice ; to the tcftimonials which every 
fncceffive Commander has given of their profcffional merits; and to 
the folid advantages accruing from their exertions to their country^ 
and to the Eall India Company. 

In the infancy of your Afiatic cftablifhments, the rank as Field 
Officer was attained in a fhorter courfe of fervice, than is now re- 
quired to ari-ive at that of a Lieutenant. In proportion to the aug- 
mentation of our numbers, has our progreffion through the diffenint 
gradations of rank been retarded, till at length the probability of 
promotion is prot railed beyond the probable duration of life. 

Your battalions, headed by fubalterns of twenty years (landings 
have been expofed, by a£^ing in concert with his Majefty's troops^ 
to the inexperience of a youth accidentally dropped into the com* 
mand of a platoon or company, by the calualty of the day, or the 
oonrfe of general d'.'ty. 

Equally inadequate is the rank of our fupenor Officers to t]ui> 
importance of the ftations they fill, and to their length of fervice. 
In every other army« the rank of General Officer and Colonel i» 
annexed to the commands which are here held by Field Officers and 
Captains. That which might be once expedient, cairnot now be ne- 
cefTary ; for, with the acquifition of empire and of riches, the num- 
ber of your mih'tary corps has necefiarily increafed, without addition , 
of rank to your Officers ; on the contrary, all the General Officers' 
have been ftruckofF; and the great increafe, during the late years 
of his Majefty's troops ferving m India, makes a ftiff more mortify- 
ing change in the fituation of the Company's Officers, inafmuch aa* 
the commands to which they had looked as the reward of their long 
and faithful fervices, are held by the Officers in his Majefty army of 
higher rank, but who have not ferved one half, many not one third 
of the timo ; and who alfo> from a want of local knowledge, cannot 
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he fappofed fo well qualified to fill fuch (Utiona. Thus you will 
oibferve the difparity of raoky and of command, pervade eveiy gra* 
dation of the fervice. 

We'tli^fetbre moft refpeftfully and earaeftly foliciti that the regu- 
lations which forbid the advancement of any officer in the Company '• 
Service above the rank of Colonel be reformed^ and a reafonable pro- 
portion of General and Field Officers be allowed on this eftablifh* 
xnent. We further requeft, that a rank more adequate to the fitu* 
l|tion and refponfibility of your military fervants be conferred ; fince, 
till that be obtainedt the apparent equality between bis Majefty'i 
ftnd the Company's officers Is and muil continue illufive and nuga- 
tory. The Colonels in the Eaft India Company's army have fcrved* 
on an average, firom thirty to thirty-three years ; their Lieutenant 
tolonels From twenty-feven to thirty years i their Majors from 
twenty*five to twenty-feven years ; tbeir Captains from twenty-one 
to twenty-five years ; and their fubaltems from ten to twenty years. 

If the prefent eftablffliment continues, it is evident thai the officers 
«>f this army will« in a few years more, confift only of men broken 
down by the preflure of time, and by the fatigues and expofure in- 
Separable from a military life, in a climate dellruftive to European 
conftitutions. 

It is a faft demanding your moft ferious confideration. Gentlemen* 
and the attention of the Btitifli Government, that the acquifition of 
your territoij ia this country was made bv a pody of men fo fmall^ 
that it would not be deemed prudent, at the prefent time, to detach 
Tuch a Force beyond your finontier | yet their prefervation is only to 
be fecured by armies nearly as numerous as thofe which may be 
brought againft us. But the foldier of the prefent day is in no re« 
fye& infenor to him who contributed to the vidories of Lawrence 
and of Clive. Where, then, are we to look for the caufe of thit 
alarming reverfe, but in the progrels made by our neighbours in the 
mDStary art ? The evil cames with it this aggravation, that it can 
neither be obviated, nor prevented from increafing, fince every re- 
cewal of hoilility contributes to make our enemies better foldiers» 
and more formidable opponents. No increafe of revenue can fupport 
the expence of a large European force in India- On the native 
troops, then, we mufk depend for our prefervation ; and it is evident, 
that for their fuperiority to their countrymen in the fervice of their 
own flates, they are indebted to the ikill and fpirit of European 
officers. To preferve that fuperiority, and to balance the improving 
difcipline, and confequent increafing (Irength of the neighbouring 
powers, the proportion of officers ftiould be augmented. 

It was the invariable opinion of one of your oldeft and mod re* 
fpcfiable Commanders, thatfcarcelv too many officers could be pofied 
to a battalion of fepoys, particularly to lead them on to action ; 
that opinion has lately received the fan^ion of our prefent iUuftriout 
Commander, by his appointing additional officers to the Bengal bat- 
talions ferving on the Coaft, and by his acquiefcence with a part of 
the numerous applications made to join the armyduring the late war. 

We do not prefume to preforibe to you the organization of your 
fepoy eftabliihmcnt ; permit ui^ however, wit^ deference, to fug- 
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gcft, that the prcfcnt fyftcm would be improved by annexing t!l^ 
rank of Field Officer to the command of a battalion, and by pro- 
moting to a fupenor rank a proportion of the fenior fubaltems of 
the army, and pofting them to fepoy battalions. 

There is ftill another fubjefl, the ftatement of which, we are aC- 
fured, win be fiifficient to intcreft your juftice and humanity in our 
behalf. More than twenty years are fpent in your fervice before wc 
can arrive at the rank of Captain ; and after ten years more, it muH 
be an inftanceof unufual good fortune, if the fervice (hall enable any 
of us to rcvifit our native country. But, as if this were not fufficieni, 
the door is (hut againfl a temporary return, by the neceffity of aa 
abfolute refignation, and confequent lofs of pay. The officer of the 
King's armv returns to Europe when reafonable caufes call him 
thither, or for the reftoration of his health ; but, further, to prefer\^e 
hisfcrvices to his country, and that he may maintain the reipe^labl- 
lity effential to his ibtion, bis pay is regularly continued. Let Uft 
now engage your attention to the fitoation of an officer in the Com- 
pany's fervice, who hol^s a commiffion in his M^jefty's fervice alfo : 
Should the urgency of his domelHc concerns demand his return to 
Europe, or a conftitution enfeebled by the climate and the duties of 
his profeffion require,, as a laft refource, a trial of his native air, what 
muft be his feelings, when he contemplates his dreary tituation ? 
Deftitute of a provifion which might enable him to procure the com- 
forts and affiitance fo requifite to alleviate the preffure of difeafe, 
and contribute to re invigorate his exhaufted frame, he finks under 
the accumulated weight of bodily ills, and of mental defjpondency. 

We therefore, with the fullefl confidence in your juftice, and the 
rcafonablenefs of our rcprefentation, rcquefl, that you will grant tt> 
the officers of your army that privilege which his Majefty*s enjoy, 
of returnitig to Europe for a limited time. Our prayer extends to i 
furlough of three years, without prejudice to rank or lofs of pay, but 
!fubje£l to the refignation of the fituatiop or command annexed ; and 
after return talndia, to be re-admitted on the efficient flrcngth under 
the prcfent exifting regulations. 

We truft it will be no flight recommendation to our prefent feli- 
citations, that from the commencement of the late war till its ter* 
mination, mutual co-operation was fupported, and the fprings of ex- 
ertion liedfaftly maintained againft the common enemy. The dif- 
cipltne and courage of your troops, animated by the exertions of 
their leaders, have diffufcd the bleffing of peace throughout the 
Dritifh 'dominions, and the territories oftheir allies. 

We therefore hope, that in embracing the prefent occafion, wc 
evinc/our attachment to your fervice, as well as the fenfibility of 
our peculiar (ituation.

MEMORIAL 
From the Officers at Cawnporc. 

To the Honourable the Court of DlrcHort of the Eqfl India Company, 

Honourable Sirs, 

The Field Officers, Captains, and Subalterns, of a principal 
. ^vilion of your forces, now ilationed at Cawnpore, folicit yoor 
favourable attention, while they addrefs you .on a fubjeCl, not left 
£onpe6led with the honour and intercfls of their country, and of 
that refpc£lable body to whofe immediate fervice they are devoted, 
than it is eflential to the well-being and efficiency of your military 
eftabliftiments in India. 

The inadequate rank held by the Officers of this army, when 
compared with the rcfponiibility and extent of their commands, has 
been long felt, and long fubmitted to, without complaint, in the 
hope that their fituation would at length attrad marks of regard, 
proportionate to the zeal and attachment they have fliewn to your 
fervice ; to the teftimonials which every fuccefCive Commander has 
given of their profeffional merits ; and to the folid advantages 
accruing from their exertions to their country and the £a!l India 
Company. 

The military profeffion has, in all ages, and amon? all nations, 
been confidered the road to honourable diflin£lion. The revenues of 
no llate have been fuificient to admit of its beftowxng adequate pe- 
cuniary compenfatioos on thofe who have facrificed the invaluable 
ielJon of youth to |hc toils and baidflups of th* field, znd dooted 
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to their country's glory and fafcty the time employed by othm hm 
the aoquifitioo of a provifion to fupport a decent dignity ia the 
wane of life i Honours, therefore, and diftindtions, Dave always 
been the effedual fubftitnte — ^the unboaj^ht defence of nations. 

In the infancy of your Afiattc eftabbflmtentSt the rank of Field 
Officer was attained in a (horter courfe of fenrice than is now en* 
dured in acquiring that of a Lieutenant. In proportion to the 
augmentation of our numbers has our progreffion tnrough the dif« 
fercnt gradations of rank been retarded, till at leneth the ^roba« 
bih'ty of promotion is protraded beyond the probable duration of 
life. 

While your territorial acquifitions were fmall, this army was 
neceffarily conftituted on a reduced fcalc; nor was it of confequence 
by what appellation the officer was diftineiiiflied, while a command 
was annexed to his rank adequate to his terricesy and while he was 
not fubjedy as he now is, to a fuperceffion* founded neither upon 
length of fervice, nor fuperiority of talents. This neceffity no 
longer, exifls, and the inexpediency has been proved in numerooa 
in (lances during the two laft wars : Your battalions^ headed by 
fubaltems of twenty years (landing, have been expofed, by a^ing 
in concert with his Majefty's troops, to the inexperience of a youth« 
accidentally dropped into the command of a platoon or company by 
the cafualty of the day, or the courfe of general duty. 

Our gracious Sovereign has already borne tcftimony to oiff de« 
ferts, by opening the path to equality with his own officers ; but 
the conftitution of the Coinpany's anny renders this equality iDn« 
five. The commanding Officer of a company in his Majefty's^ 
holds equal rank with the commanding Officer of a battalion in the 
Company's fervice, and confequently may controul him. 

Rank is given as the concomitant of refponfibility, to render 
the perfon in trnft fecure fn his (ituation, and efficient in liis com- 
mand. In our fervjce, commands of importance are rendered nuga* 
tory and uncertain, and the fuperior rank of an inferior agent ^< 
fubje^ls us to degradation, and the chance of failure, which a mili* 
tary fpirit can il! brook. 

Equally inadequate is the rank of our fuperior officers to the 
importance of the (lations £hey hold, and to their length of fenrice. 
In every other army on earth, the rank of Genenil Officer and 
Colonel is annexed to the commands which are here held by Field 
Officers ar*! Captains. That which might be once expedient can* 
not now ^e necefiary, and is not Juft. With the acquifition of 
empire and of riches, the number of your military corps has necef« 
fanly increafcd, without addition of rank to your officers ; on the 
contrary, all the General Officers have been ftruck off: The rank of 
Colonel is deemed adequate to our deferts, and to the utmoft ex* 
tent of our capacitv. From the hour that an officer has attained 
the ftation to which the higheft degree of refpcdability (hould be 
annexed, he is in reality degraded by an intuperable bar to that 
rank which is denned not onl^r reafonable, .but expedient, in aQ 
•ther pnnies, and in the immediate fervice of his own Sovereign* 

Tho 
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^Tht great tncreafe, dwnntt late yesr»i of his Majefty's troop? ferv. 
ing in India, makes a ftttlmore mortifying and injurious change ia 
the fituation^ of the Company's officers, in as much as the com- 
mands to which they had looked as the reward of their long and 
faithful fenricesy are held hj officers in his Majefty's army of higher 
rank, but who have not ferved one half, many not one third, of 
the time, and who alfo, from a want of local knowledge, cannot 
1>e fuppofed fo well qualified to fill fuch Nations. Thus you will 
obferve the difparity of rank, and of command, pervades every 
gradatioaqf the fervice. 

We therefore mod refpedfully and eameftly folicit, that the re^ 
gulation which forbids the advancement of any officer in the Com^ 
pany's fervice above the rank of Colonel, be done away, and a rea* 
lonable proportion of General and Field Officers be allowed on 
this eftablifhment, that this may be no longer the only army in the 
world in which fuch a prohibition exifis. 

We further requeft, that a rank more adequate to the fituation 
and refponfibility of your military fervants be conferred ; fince, till 
that be obtained, the apparent equality between his Majefty'a 
and the Company's officers is, and mud continue^ illufive and nu« 
gatory. ^ 

To evince how deeply your interefts, and even your exiftence in 
this country, are involved in the reformation of your prefent fyf- 
tem, the following ftatement of fii£U, with the confequences natu* 
rally deducible from them, will fuffice. The Colonels in the Eaffcr 
India Company's army have ferved, on an average, from thirty to 
thirty*three years ; their Lieutenant Colonels from twenty«feven to 
thirty years ; their Majors from twenty-five to twenty -feven years ; 
their Captains from twenty-one to twenty -five years; and their 
fubaltems from ten to twenty years. If the prefent elUblifhrnent 
continues, it is evident that aU attachment, zeal, and ardour, mud 
give way to hopelefs defpondency, or degenerate into incurable 
apathy. The officers of this armr wiU, in a few years more, confift 
only of men broken down by the preffure of time, and by the 
fatigues and expofure infeparable from a military life, in a cumatc 
dedru£ktv€ to European conditutions, in dead of pofleffing that 
rpbuft bodily drength, and energetic vigour of mind neceiiary to 
plan the original dcfign> and ciFential to the fuccefsful execution of 
all the enterprifes of war. 

It is a Mtf demanding your mod ferious confideration, Gentle- 
men, and the atteation of the Britifh Govemment, that the acaui- . 
fition of your territories in this country was made by a band of 
men fo fmall, that it would not be thought prudent at the prefent 
time to detach a party of eaual drength beyond your frontier ; yet 
their pre(ervation is only to be fecured by armies nearly as numerous 
as thofe which may be brought againd us. But the foldier of the 
prefent day ts in no refped inferior to him who contributed to the 
vi6lories of Lawrence and of Clive* > Where then are we to look 
fin* the caofe of this alarming reverfe, but in the progrefs made by 
ppr nei^^iboury ta the military art ? This evil caines with it the 
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aggraratioii fhat it cao neither be obnatcd^ nor prevented from »• 
creafing, iincc every renewal of hoftiL'tj contributes to make GUI' 
enemies better foldiers, and more formidable opponents. 

No increafe of revenue can fupport the enormous expence of a 
large European force in India ) on the native troops then we mull 
depend for our prefervation $ and it is evident^ that for their fupo- 
riority to their countrymen in the fervice of their own ftates, they 
are indebted to the (kill and fpirit of European officers. To pre- 
ferve that fuperioritys and to balance the improving difcipline and 
confequent increafing ftiength of the neighbouring powers, the 
proportion of officers mud be augmented. It is notonous» that 
terjeants win not anfwer this end. But the fituation of a fubalteni 
IS not a fituation for life. He mull be youne, vigorous, and afiive: 
He mud be animated by the profped of leading the corps in which 
lie is now learning to command, and acquiring the confidence of 
his foldiers by proving that he merits it. Under the difcipline of 
their Briti/h kaders, and animated by their examples, wa have 
iecn the natives of India meet at the charge of the bayonet the ve- 
teran tpops^f France, and meet them witheiTed. 

It was the invariable opinion of one of your olded and moft 
refpe^lable Commanders, that fcarcely too many European officeii 
could be polled to a battalion of fepoys, particfilarly to lead them 
on to adion. That opinion has lately received the lanAion of our 
prefent illuHrious Chief, by his appointing additional officers to the 
bengal battalions ferving on the Coaft, and by his acquicfcence with 
a part of the numerous applications made to join the army during 
the late war. 

We do not prefume to prefcribe to you the organisation of your 
.fcpoy edablifhment ; permit us, however, with deference, to fug- 
geft, that the now defedive fyftem would be improved by annexing 
the rank of Field Officer to the command of a battalion, and by 
promoting to a fuperior rank a proportion of the feniur fubalterna 
of the army, and polling them to fepoy battalions. 

There is flill another fubjed, the Aatement of which, we aro 
affined, will be fufficient to intered your jud ice and humanity io 
our behalf. More than twenty years are fpent in your fervice be* 
fore we can arrive at the rank of Captain ; and, after ten yeara 
more, it mud be an indance of unufual good fortune, if the fervice 
fliall enable any of us to revidt our native country. But, as if thia 
were not fufficient, the door is fliut againd a temporary return, by 
the neceffity of an abfolute refignation, and confequent lofs of pay. 
In hardinefs and fevetity this regulation of your fervice ftaiida 
unequalled. 

The officer in the King's army poflefTes privileges utterly denied 
to him in the Conjpany's : The former not only returns to Europe 
when reafonable caules call him thither, and for the redoration of 
his health ; but further, to preferve his fervices to his country, and 
that he may maintain the refpe&ability clfential to his dation, hit 
pay is regularly continued.

To expatiate further oh it would, 
we are perfuaded, be unneceflary-; A>r we cannot admit the idea, 
that you would deliberately wifh to facrifice their lives, whofe con* 
ftitutions have been impaired in your fervice. ' 

We therefore, with the fhUeft confidence in your juftice and the 
reafonablenefs of our reprefe'ntation, rcqueft, (hat you will no longer 
withhold from the officers of your army that privilege which his Ma- 
jefty's enjoy, of returning *to Europe for a limited tinie. Our 
prayer extends to a furlougn of three years, without prejudice to rank 
or lofs of pay, but fubjcft to' the 'refignation of the filiation or com- 
mand annexed ; and after feturfi to ' India, to be' re-admitted on 
the efficient ftringth, underthe prefeht exiftirig regulation- 

To thofe who have only viewed the obJeA at a dtHancet and 
who have not, like us, fuiTi^red \inder the increafing weight of the 
grievances which we now fdlicit"you to redrefs, if may appear^ that 
what has been long fubmittdd to, ai^d is apparently inherent in the 
conflitu^ion of this army, dannbt befo oppreffivc as we now rcprc^ 
fent. In your eyes, Gentl^en, we truft it will be no flight recom- 
mendation of our prefent fblicitations, that,' from the commence- 
ment of the late war to the prefetat hour, when every 'ftipulatibn 
of the treaty is on the pohit df biing completely fulfilled, not > 
murmur has efcaped to interrupt the harmony df mutual co-opera- 
tion, or flacken the fprin^ of joi At exertion &gainlt the common 
enemy. The difcipllne and cotirage of your froops, afnd the ani- 
mated exertion of tlieir l^derft, hkve (under Providence) drffCife'd 
the bleflings of peace, not Only 'thr6ugh the Bfitifh dbminions, but 
to the remoteft corner of the teVrito'ries of thei'r allies. We are af* 
fured therefore, that in feiling \he J)refeat occrffion, We fhall evince 
as well the fleadinefs of our'att tfchm<£nt to you, &s the fenfibility with 
which we feel the peculiar 'and' alnfott intolerable hardfhips of our 
fituation. 

Such, Gentlemen, is thfe pfein, uncxaggeratedftatement of the 
prefent fituation and futUVe jfrofo'efts or yoUr milhary fervants in 
India. It is indifputably true, pat defpondency pervades' all the 
ranks of the Bengal army,* frota the dreary profpeft before them. 
Promotfon to the junior ctafie^ is nearly hopelffs, aAd entirely pre- 
cluded from the fenior. Theii* juft claim to a'recompence for their 
fervices is denied, and the 'chance of being reftoredto thtfir 'fricftds 
""tud totmtry is removed to a period fo diftant, and fo uocertaio, as 
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to ficken the expectation even of the mod (anguine* But we rv* 
fign with the mod implicit confidence into Tour hands a caofe^ 
Which is not more ours than it is your own. Nor can we allow a 
doubt to ex id, that you will feel' with us the expediency of reno- 
fating that zeal, by which your acquifitions were originally niade# 
by which they muft be maintained, and on which Uie permanency 
pf their duration does uUimately depend.

In proportion to the augmentation 
of our numbers, has our jproereffion through the different gradation* 
of rank been retarded,till at length the profpeft of promotion is pro« 
tra6ted beyond the probable duration of life. 

AVhile your territorial acquificions were fmall, this army was ne» 
cefTarily conftruded on a reduced fcale. But the officer was efficient 
in his command, and not as now fubje^ed to a fuperceffion founded 
neither upon Icpgth of fervice or fuperiority of talents. The incon« 
Tcnience refulting from the inadequate rank held by your officers 
has been proved in numerous inftances during the two laft wars. 
Your battalions, headed by fubalteras of twenty years fkanding, have 

been 
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been expofed, by aftinflr in concert with his Majefty's troops* to the 
inexpenence of a youth, accidentally dropped into the command of 
)i platoon or company, by the cafiialty ot the day, or the courfe of 
general duty. Our gracious Sovereign has already borne teHlnnDay 
to our deferts, by opening the path^ to equality with his own ©£&• 
cers. But the conftitution of the Company's army renders this equa« 
lity illudve. The Commanding Officer of a company in hts Ma« 
jefty's, holds equal rank with the Commanding Officer of a battalion 
in the Company's fervice, and confequently may controul him. 

Rank is given as the concomitant orrefponHbility, to render the 
perfon in trufl fecure in his iituation, and efficient in his command. 
In our fervice, commands of importance are rendered nugatory and 
uncertain, and the fupcrior rank of a lefs experienced agent fubje6U 
Us,ln the event of faihire, to undeferved blame, and unmerited impu- 
tation. Equally difproportionate is the rank of your fuperior 
officers to the importance of the ftations they hold, and their length 
of fervice. 

In every other army, the rank of General Officer and Colonel it 
deemed ellcntial, and is annexed to thofe commands which in your 
fervice are held by Field Officers and Captains. 

Thai which was once expedient cannot now be necefiary ; and 
we appeal to your feelings, Gentlemen, whether it be juft ? With 
the acquifition of empire and of riches, the number of your corps 
has neceflarily increafed, but without a proportionate addition of 
rank to your officers ; on the contrary, all the General Officers have 
been ftruck off, and the rank of Colonel deemed adequa^ to our 
deferts. From the hour that an officer has attained the ftation to 
which the higheft degree of refpedability fhould be annexed, he is 
in reality degraded by an infuperable bar to that rank, which is 
deemed not only reafonable, but expedient, in all other armies. 

The great increafe, during late years, of his Majeftv's troops ferv* 
ing in India, makes a dill more mortifying change m the fituatioa 
of the Company's officers, inafmuch as the commands to which they 
had looked, as the reward of their lon^ and faithful fervices, have 
been held, and confequently may agam be held, by officers in hit 
Majefty's army of higher rtnk, but who have not ferved one half, 
many not one third of the time. 

Thus, it will appear evident, that a difparity of rank and command 
pervades every gradation of the fervice. 

We therefore mod refpeAfully and eameftly folicit, that the re- 
gulation which forbids the advancement of any officer in your fervice 
above the rank of Colonel may ceafe to exift ; that we may no 
longer be difgraced by fo fingular a deviation from the ufages of 
other armies ; nor fuffcr that fuperceffion, to which, on your prefent 
fyftem, a jundion of the King's and Company's officers on fervic^ 
muil always expofe us. 

By allowing to this eftablilhment fuch a proportion of Genera! 
and Field Officers as to jour fuperior wifdom may appear expedient, . 
this mortifying degradation will be removed. 

%2 We 
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We further requeft, that a rank more adequate to the fituatioif 
and refponfibility of your military ferrants in general be conferred } 
£ncey until that is bcftowed, the appar^t equality between hii| 
Majeily's and your officera is, and mud continuei iUufive and nu^ 
gatory. 

To evince how deeply your interefta and your welfare in thia 
country are involved in the reformation of your prefent fyftemy the 
following ftatement of fads, with the confeauences naturally dedu- 
cible from them» will fufiice. The Colonels in the £afl India Com- 
pany's army have fcrved, on an average, from thirty to thirty-thrc^ 
years ; the Lieutenant Colonels from twenty-feven to thirty years } , 
the Majors from twenty-five to twenty-feven years; the Captaina 
from twenty-one to twenty-five years ; and the Subalterns from tea 
to twenty years. If the prefept efiablifhment continues, it is evident 
that- all attachment, zeal, and ardqur, muft give vay to hopekft 
defpondency, or decrenerate into incurable apathy. Tne oiEcert of 
this army will, in a few years more, coniift oAly of men broken down 
by the prcflure of time, and by the fatigues and expofure infeparablc 
from a military life in a climate deflrudlive to European conftitutions^ 
in (lead of pofFciSng that robuft bodily Ilrcngth and energetic vigour 
of mind necefTary to plan the original defign, and efTential to the 
fuccefsful execution ot all the enterprifes of war. 

It is afad^y demanding y our moflferious con (ideration, Gentlemeus 
and the attention ofthcBritifh Government, thattheacquifitionofyour 
territories in this country was made by a band of men fo fmall, tLu 
it would not be thought prudent, at the prefent time, to detach lb 
-weak a body beyond your frontier. Yet their prefervation is to bq 
fecured only by armies nearly as numerous as thofe which may bo 
brought agaioft us. The foldier of the prefent day is in no refpefl 
inferior to him who contributed to the vi^oriet of Lawrence and of 
Clive. Where, then, are we to look for the caufes of this alarming^ 
reverfe, but in the progrefs made by our neighbours in the military 
art ? This evil carries with it the aggravation, that it can neither 
be obviated, or prevented from incrcafing ; fince every renewal of 
hoflility contributes to make our enemies better foldiers, and more 
formidable opponents. 

It is on the native corps that we mull chiefly depend for our pre* 
fervation. And it is evident, that for their fuperiority over theiif 
countryment in the fervice of their own dates, tney are indebted to 
the flcill and fpirit of European officers. Under the difcipline of 
their Britifh leaders, and animated by their example, we have feen 
the native? of India meet at the charge of the bayonet the veteran 
troops of France, and meet them with efFed, 

We doubt not but you deem it of the utmofl importance that ■ 
your fepoy battalions fhould be commanded by thofe who have ^ 
knowledge of their language ; and who, from long and attentive 
obfcrvation of their manners and cufloms, have by conciliating theiy. 
regard, and iludioudy cultivating their attachment, conquered pre- 
judices beretgforc thougt^t infugcrable. Whilfl the prefent fyiten\ 
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exiftsy the command, hj any cafualty, devolving on a fubaltero^ 
may fubjcd him to the controul of one much his junior as a foldier, 
and not only unacquainted with and unknown to the men, but whofe 
inadequate knowledge of the language might occafion the mod per- 
nicious confequences, at a moment when decifion, promptitude, and 
cxplicitnefs, are moft effentially requifite. But the probability of 
fo dangerous an occurrence would be greatly diminifhed, if, in fudi 
cafe, the command devolved to a Captain. 

We do not prefume to prefcribe to you the organization of your 
fepoy cftablifhment ; and, we truft, that To unbecoming a motive 
♦will not be imputed to us. 

Permit us, however, with great deference, to fugjeft, that the 
inconveniences attendant onthcprefent fyftem might m great mea- 
fure be obviated, by promoting to the rank of major the Captains 
now in the command of fepoy battalions, and by appointing as their 
feconds in command the thirty-fix fenior Captains now Urving la 
European corps. This fuggeftion, fubmittcd with fentiments of 
the mod profound reijpedl, is founded not only on the mortification 
we are fubjtft to, as individuals, but on principles which are matc- 
yially eflential to the fuccefs of your troops, when ading in conceit 
tvith his Majcfty's. 

A fubjcdl yet remains, in which the jufticc of your Honourable 
Court, and the rights of humanity, are deeply involved. And we 
are affured that our humble requeu, founded on fiich principles, can- 
not fail to meet with moft favourable attention from tho£e who, we 
cannot doubt, h^ve not lefs the inclination than the power to redrefs 
griirvances when proved to be real : And we truft the followinj^ 
obfervations will fully evince their exiftencc. More than twenty- 
years, Gentlemen, muft be fpent in your fervice, before the rank of 
Captain can be attained ; and, after a lapfe of ten years more, it moft 
be an unufual inflance of good fortune, if the fervice (hall enable any 
of us to revifit our native country. What adds to the mortifica- 
tion which neceflatily refults from fo clreary andfo diflant a profpe^l^ 
18 that bar to temporary return, the neccllity of an abfolute refigna- 
tion, and confeqiient lofs of pay. Were we at large to exprcfs our 
feelings on the fcverityof this regulation, we mightappcar to lay afide 
that deference and refpedt which it is no lefs our inclination than 
our duty, at all times and on all occafions, to evince. ' In enumerat- 
ing this among our grievances, we think it neceflary to remark, that 
we do not fcek to obtain furlough, as granted to his Majefly's o&^ 
ccrs ; what to them is juftly deemed an effential benefit, to us, from 
the difference of the conftitution of your fervice, would prove detri- 
mental and injurious ; and, by retarding the progrefs of promo- 
tion in every rank, heighten rather than alleviate thole evils, to which. 
we now, for the firft time, folicit your attention. Yet, whatever 
anxiety we may feel, as individuals, to enjoy the privilege of revifit- 
Jpg our native country, we cannot vfifh to obtain it on terms re- 
pugnant to the common intcreft. And we hope and confidently 
trull that your feelings, wifdom, and juflice, will fugged feme mo« 
4i$ed arrangement^ at tnce favourable to the claims of hpmauity, 

aad 
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and unprejudiclal to tbofe officers who remain on adual iutf* 
When you are pleafed to confldery that by cftabh'fbed rcguIatioD* 
the officers of hU Majefty enjoy ]ong and frequent lodulgencet of 
abfence ; while we, by the rules of your fcrvicc, are allowed no le- 
miffion or relaxation of duty, from the time of entrance into it to 
that of our refignation of it, without the lofs of a very prindpal part 
of our allowances ; we trud we (hall not be thought unrealonable^ 
when we pray, with the utmoft deference, that you will be pleafed 
to permit a certain proportion of your officers, on juft and realbnablc 
accounts, to retu^p to Europe for a limited time, without loft 
of rank or pay ; that the vacancies of the abfenteet be filled up ; 
' and that the officer returning to India be re-admttted on tiie 
efficient ftrength, under the prefent exifting regulations. Should 
the urgent domcftic concerns of an officer in your fervice t equire 
bis return to Europe, or a conftitution enfeebled by the climate and 
the duties of his profcffion, demand, as a laft refouree, a trial of hia 
native air, what mufl be his feelinors, when he contemplates the diffi- 
culties of his fit nation ? Deftitute of a provifion, which might 
enable him to procure the comforts and affiftance fo requifitc to ule* 
viate the prefTure of difeafe, and contribute to re-invigorate his ex- 
hauiled frame, he finks under the accumulated weight of bodily and 
mental defpondency. 

This, Gentlemen, is no imaginary pi6lnre, but a fcene that isdallf 
paffing before our eyes. To expatiate further on it would, we are- 
perfuaded, be unneceffary. For we cannot admit the idea, that you 
would deliberately wi(h to facrifice their lives, whofe conftitutiona 
bave been impaired in your fervice. 

To thofc who have viewed the obje£l only at a diftance, and who 
have not, like us, fuffercd under the increafing weight of the griev- 
an^s which we now folicit you to redrcfs, it may appear, that what 
has long been fubmitted to in lllence, and is apparently inherent ia 
the coniiitution of this army, cannot be fo oppreffive as we now re« 
prefent. 

With you, Gentlemen, we truft it will be no flight recomm'enda-> 
tion of our prefent folicitations, that from the commencement of the 
late war to the prefent hour, when every ftipulation of the treaty is 
on the point of being completely fulfilled, not a murmur has efcaped 
to interrupt the harmooy of mutual co-operation, or flacken the 
fprings of joint exertion againil the common enemy. The difcipline 
and 'courage, of your troops, and the animated exertion of their 
IcaderSj'have (under Providence) diffiifcdthc blcffings of peace, not 
only through the Britlfh dominions, but to the remoteft corner of 
the territories of our allies. We are aflfured, therefore, that in em- 
bracing the prefent occafion, we fhall evince as well the fleadinefs of 
our attachment to you, as the fenfibility with which we feel the pe- 
culiar and almoli intolerable hardfhips of our fituation. Such» 
Gentlemen, is the plain unexaggerated flatement of the prefent 
fituation and future profpe6ls of your military fetvants in India. It 
18 indifputably true, that defpondency pervades all the ranks of the 
Bengal army, from the dreary profpcft before them* Promotion to

tlic junior clafles is nearly hopelc&y and entirely precluded from the 
fenior. Their juft daim to a recompence for their fervices is denied ; 
and the chance of bein? reftored to their friends and country is re- 
moved to a period fo diftant and uncertain, as to iicken the expeft- 
ations even of the moft fanguine. Bnt we refign with the moft im- 
plicit confidence into your hands a caufe which is not more ours than 
It is your own. Nor can we allow a doubt to exift, that you will 
fed the expediency of renovating that zeal by which your acquifi- 
tions were originaUy made, by which they mud be maintained, and 
on which the permanency of their duration does ultimately de* 
pend.

MEMORIAL 

Of the Officers ftationed at Berhampor«. 

To tit Honourahte the Court of DireBors of the Uniud Eq/l !»£($ 
^ Cotnponym 

Honourable Sirs> 

We, the undeifigned OflScers of the Bengal army ftationed at 
Berhampore, in the kingdom of Bengal, beg leave to lay before 
you, in the moft refpeaful manner, a reprefentation of certain 
kirdftiips and evils incident to ovr iituation, which we are confident 
will appear to your wifdom and equity deferving of the moft feriout 
€onfideration and effe6lual redrefs. We feel it a duty which, as 
Britifh fubjeds, we owe not only to ourfelves, but our country, to 
bring under revifion fome peculiar circumftances in the conftitutioa 
of your armies, which, from obfervation and experience, we are 
convinced muft, and adlually do, produce confequences moft de* 
ftru^ive to the interefts, both of the ftate, and thofe who have 
zealoufly and faccefsfully ferved it in the field. 

Such are the natural effeds of niany exifting caufes, which have 
a direA tendency to deprefs the fpirit of your officers, to depreciate 
them in their own eyes, and to fink them below thofe with whom 
they arc to co-operate, by taking from them all hope of ever rifing 
to the high and honourable military fituations which are the 
due rewards of long and faithful fcrvicc ; at the fame time, by 
placing at an unreafonable diftance even their rank, which (hould 
be confidered as among the inferior gradations, no profpe<S^ is pre- 
fcnted to the junior officers, but fuch as induces a gloomy and 
XBoft pernicious dcfpondency. 

Thefe caufes manifeft in their own deleterious operation, are— 
Firft, The regulation by which every individual of the numerous 
regular and veteran army which defends, and has extended the Bri- 
tifh empire in the Eaft, is precluded from ever obtaining the rank 
of a General Officer.— This confidence is witkholden at the period 
• when reafon didlates it fhould be given ; and your oldeft officers, in 
the moft important ftation, perceive themfelves cut off from the 
true obje£)s of that honourable ambition, which is the vital prin- 
ciplt of a foldieii by this difqualifying and degrading bar, unknown 

and 
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-'nd nnthouorht of in any other armf . But, further to elucidate 
^his propo^iooy it it neceffary to remark, that the Right Ho«- 
nourable Charles Earl Comwallis, by bis minute in Council, under 
date the 21 ft of Aprd 17879 has been pleafed to pUce the Colonels 
of infantry in the ittoation of reWiewing Generals ; and by a fub- 
feqnent cider, m refpe^k to camp equipage, a Brigadier's proportion 
is allowed to a Colonel commanding. 

Secondly. The number of the higher and lower ranks, which 
sre allowed in the ferricc^ are fo anjuftly difproportioned, that he 
wh& entered it young, and full of ardour, finds himfelf worn out 
with years and diffappointment while yet a fubaltem : Our fenior 
Lieutenants have ferved twewty-one yvars ; our Enfigns ten ; and it 
can be demonftrated, that if the prefent fyftem is fuffered to continue^ 
of a majority of fubaltem offioersin the mfaiitnr, not ope can be made 
a Captain until he (haU have been fuAciently fortunate, or rather un- 
fortunate, to furvive an exile of from twenty-four lo twenty-eight 
years, in this ungenial and debilitating climate. This grievous hard- 
ihip, fufficient to break tiie fpirit of the moft fangmne, mnft con- 
tinue in its full weight as long as the commander of a native regiment 
ihall be but a Captain, and under him nine fubaltems ; while in 
every other fervice a corps of iimilar ftrength is compofcd of feveral 
Field Officers ; to eacl^ Field Officer three Captains, and to each 
Captain nerer more than three fubaltems. The unavoidable con- 
fequeoce is, that our officers grow grey in the two firft fteps of 
their profeflion, and have at laft the cruel mortifieation to difcover, 
that what to others is but the commencement of their military ca- 
reer, mufl« to them, be the termination of it. 

Thirdly. To us alone is denied the reafonaUe privilege of re- 
turning to Europe for a limited period, without prejudice to our 
rank and a6iual pay, whether we may be impelled by the defire to 
re-invigorate a conftitution impaired in the fervice of the ftate, 
the ftrong natural wiih to fee once ac^ain our native country, or by 
the preuure of urgent perfonal affairs. ^ To purchafe this traoiient 
fatisKi^jon, it is cxadled from us to give up our immediate means 
of fubfiftence, and to relinquish our ri^ht to the fervice itfelf. 

Acquainted as we are with the mtld and eqditable fpirit of the 
Britifh conftitution, which extends its influence through all thofe 
who govern under it, we reft afTured, that to procure redrefs of thofe 
grievances from the Gentlemen we have the honour of addreffiog, 
nothing more is neceffary than to point out the fource of them ; 
they arife from inherent and radical defeds in the plan of your ef- 
tablifhmepts, and cannot be removed, but by a new formation of 
them, upon that plain and obvious prindple which has been the 
rule of organizing every other army m the world — that rank fhall 
be adequate and proportionate to command and refponfibility ; and 
we are the more encouraged to hope for a favourable determination 
on thefe our juft claims, when we reflefl upon the ftrenuous exer- 
tions lately made by your Honourable Court in our behalf, and 
upon the gracious and paternal favour (hewn to the Company's 
army by our moft excellent and moft beloved Sovereign, which we 
ihall ever retain in mind, and acknowledge with lively gratitude.—* 
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4J\u Majefty has been pleafed to notice the merits of his loyal fii&» 
je£^s ferving the ftate in this remote quarter of the globe* openio^ 
to them the path of equality with his own officers. But the mu* 
tilated eftablifliment and dcfeAiTC conftttotioD of the Company's 
foroest renders this eqmdity iUafivc^-llie command of a GonpanT^ 
in the King's ffiving rank with the eommnd of a battalion or re* 
giment in the Company's fervtce, it is evident that until the latter 
Ihall be pleaded to oonfinr upon its military fervants rank more 
proportionate to their command and important fitoations» the pro- 
pofcd indulgence muft remain nuntory, and of no efled* At tke 
fame time, we think it right to dcdaft« that having at heart the 
profperity of the ftate* we do not admit a will that its expenccn 
(hooJd be rendered more heavy on our acooont* We fed that no 
pecuniary motive a&uatct us ; and we confidently hope and beUeve, 
that your wifdom wiB be aUe to combioe the conccffion of thefe 
objeds of our rcaibttahk dcfircs» with a due attention to the pub- 
• He welfare. 

The firft wc have repreicnted are too well known to be couoter- 
aded by ialcseft, or diftorted by prgudice« and they fpeak too 
powerfully to your prudence, juftice» and humanity^ to need the 
lupport of further amiment*

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MEMORIAL 
From the Officers of Artillery of the Bengal Eftabliftimcnt, 

To the Honourable the Court of DireSors. 
Honourable Sirs> 
^ We the Officers of your artillery on the Bengal cftabli/hmcnt, Ra- 
tioned at Fort William, beg leave, with the greateft deference, to 
intrude on your Honourable Court the reprcfentation o£ what we 
feel, in common with the other officers of your army, to be gnev- 
ances ; and from your wifdom, and the honourable and generous 
motives which have ever aduated your condud towards your ftrvants, 
we cannot help flattering ourfelves but we (hall obtain that redrefs 
which our folicitation may be found deferving of. 

Wc take the liberty to point out to your Honourable Court, that, 
the number of officers in your corps of artillery, particularly of the' 
higher ranks, bears no projaortion to the eilablifliment of officers 
in the battalions of Royal artillery ; — that, cxclufive of a confiderably 
greater proportion of officers of rank, without any bar to their 
becoming General Officers in the army, they enjoy a number of 
eligible appointments which do not exid in your fcrvice. And as 
the conftant employment of part of your artillery in the field, and 
the peculiar nature of the fervice in this country, renders a great 
proportion of ordnance neceflary, by which our duties are more va- 
rious and fetiffuing, wc humbly requeft we may be put on a fimilar 
footing with his Majefty's artillery, in proportion to the ftrength of 
your battalions and the gun Lafcars attached to them ; and we hope 
that when your Honourable Court confidcis the laborious duties of 
your officers of artillery, on fervice in a fultry climate like this, 
where, exclufive of their own immediate duties, thcy*performall thofc 
which in other countries are carried on by Commiiianes and Con- 
duAors — ^we truft you will not think this our requeft unreafonablel 
We do alfo folicit, that your Honourable Court will be pleafed to 
take into confideration, the grievance which the officers of your 
artillery, in common with the reft of the army, labour under, in be- 
ing obligejd, in cafe ficknefs, or other caufes, Hiould render it necef- 
fary to return to Europe, to refig^ your fervice ; many of whom, 
after having fpcnt the prime of their hves in this climate, are without 
the means of paying their paiTage, or of fupporting thcmfelves after 
their arrival in their native country. We do therefore humbly en- 
treat, that your Honourable Court will grant us the fame indulgence 
which is enjoyed by his Majefty's officers ferving in this country, 
refpefting furlough and retiring on half pay ; and that at the expU 
ixtion of our furlough we be allowed to return to India, agreeably 
to the exiiling regulations of Government of the 24th July 1 786, ao4 
of the 26th January 1789. 

We hope our condud has, on all occafions, fufficiently evinced 
Qur fidelity and attachment to your ferrice ; and we have only to

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MEMORIAL 
From the Officers oa the Fort St. George Eftablifhrnent. 

y© the HoMurabk the foi^ of Dire ff on of the United Compear^ wf 
Merchants <f England trading to the Eajt Indies. 

Honourable, 

We, the under-figned Field OfficerSt Captains, and Subalterns of 
your military eflablifhmcnt, fcrving under the Prcfidency of Fort St. 
Oeorge, folicit your attention to certain circumftances of grievance» 
which we truft will not appear the kfs entitled to a favourable con- 
fidcration, that they have been long and patiently endured, although 
hitherto not reprefented, becaufe for many years the avocations of 
a6:ive fervice, and thofe confiderations for the public welfi^re, which 
in times of public difficulty it has ever been our ambkion to evince^ 
have fcarcely left us a proper feafon for reprefentation ; and becaufe^ 
in the ihort intervals of tranquillity, vre h|id been induced to enter- 
tain fangutne hopes of fuch improvements in your military fyftcm^ 
as might be competent to fatiftfy our claims. 

In the infancy of your military fervice, the number and rank of 
your officers, and particularly of thofe attached to your native troopa, 
were regulated by a feries of expedients, fuited to precarious and 
Sender refovrces, rather than by any fyfiem of military eftablifliaient 
which would be adequate to fupport a regular and permanent ter- 
ritorial poflcffion : And hence onginated pe prad^ice in your fervice 
of which your prefent infantry eltablifhment, and the more fingular 
organization of your cavalrv, are obvious examples, of augmenting 
.the number of troops, without any fuitable increafe in the various 
gradations of the commiffioned ranks ; the operation of which hasat 
length become foexceffive, that your military eilabliihmenthasempha- 
ticaliy been called an army of Subalterns ; and in point of fa£^, yoor 
.officers do now remain relinked to this rank, for a much loneer pe- 
riod than was formerly required to attain the highel^ in your fervice. 
And thus, in the very proportion that your fortunes have improved^ 
ihe profpeds of your officers have faded and declined. 

To alleviate in a fmall degree the inconveniences to which the 
public fervice has been fubjeded by the inadequate complement of 
cvfficers allotted to the native corps in particular, the expedient has 
long been adopted at Bengal of rendering the ilaff ofthe army fur- 
plus to the regimental (Irengthy or in other words effedive ftaff. Very 
obvious reafons might be adduced, to fhew why a relief of this nature 
ihould have been granted to the army of tins Prelidency in patti- 
cukir : But we are altogether at a lofs to divine the partial caufes 
which have confined it to the army of Bengal, and hitherto denied 
St to our earnefl and repeated folicitations. 

But the impbrfi^d organization of your military fyftem did not 
appear in its mofl aggravated light, until contrafted with the eila- 
bliihment of his Majefty's regiments, which for fome years pail have 
j|)eeQ fUtioned ia India, when, from the difparity of rank to fituatioa

and command, coDfiderable difficulty fometim^s occurred to preveat 
an officer »t the bead of a natiTC battalion from being commanded 
on detached fervice by a youth at the head of a platoon. 

This evil, though often fibly alleviated by his Majefty's gracious 
conceffion to vonr officers, to rank with his army according to tbe^. 
commiffions in yoursy can by no means be confidered as removed 
until you likewife are pleafed to confer on the officers of your anny 
a rank more adequate to their fervicesi (ituation^, and trans. 

Without entenng into detailed computations of comparative rank 
and length of fervices, it may be a fufficient illuilration of this fub-> 
je6i, to ilate that the Royal artillery has two Colonels to one bat* 
talion, and that your artillery on this eftabliihment does not pof* 
fefs the rank of Colonel at all ; that your native cavalry, confifting 
of 5 regiments and 45 officers, has neither Colonel, Lieutenant Co* 
lonel (nor Captain), while his Majcfty's 1 9th regiment of draeooni 
lias one Colonel and one Lieutenant Colonel, to 24 fubordinate 
officers ; that the proportion of fubordinate officers to one Colonel 
in his Majefty's infantry on the India eftablifhment is 44, and in that 
of your prefent infantry eftabliihment under this Prefidency io8|. 
And, as if a difproportion fo monftrous were not of itfdf fufficiently 
difcouraging, the very femblance of equality has been rendered il* 
lufive, by dcfpoih'tig our eftablifhment of the ranks fuperior to that 
of Colonel, and even that rank of its regimental command. 

Although no body of men are more fincerely difpofed to bear 
teftimony to the juft pretenfions of his Majefty's officers, it yet could 
fcarcely be deemed an unreafonable cxpe£btion on our part, that 
as his Majefty's regiments were deftined for the general fervice of 
India, they (hould alfo be paid from its general refources ; inftead 
of which, by an allotment of the greater part of thefe corps to tKiA 
Prefidency in particular, without any general arrangement for their 
allowances, the gratuity or ricvenue money formerly enjoyed by the 
Field Officers of this eftabliftiment has been dedudled from them to 
be diftributed amongft the Field Officers of his Majefty'a troop^ 
and thus in procefs of time been diminiftied to about one half of its 
former amount ; and in nearly the fame proportion have we been 
deprived of thofe fituations of hopour and command which the efta« 
blifhment affords. 

The fluctuation we have experienced in the allowance of gratuityt 
and in the fvftem of off-reckonings, changed twice in four years, on 
principles diametrically oppofite to each other, are not the only 
mftances of inftability which feem to evince the neceffity of a defined 
and premanent fyfteni, that may at once meet our jufk expectation^ 
and give a more ftable tenure to our profpeds, than it has hitherto 
been our fortune to experience. And fuch fyftem appears the more 
neceffary, as an A&. of the Legiflature reftrids the increafe of al- 
lowances, without providing agamil their fubverfion or diminution. 

It did not require the prefence of his Majefty's officers, and the 
inftances which inceffantly occur of a liberal proportion of thembe« 
ing permitted to proceed to Europe without lofs of rank, pav, or 
fituation, a& their health or private affairs may demand, to make U9 
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fenfible m all its bitternefs of the cruelty of our ovni fituation, when 
reduced to the alternative of finking under difeafes incurred by 
cxpofure to the fatal influence of the climate, or of refigning the 
fervicey in fearch of health, without the means of fuftenance : A 
deftiny fo degrading and inhuman, as to transform a profeilion, whofe 
cfTcncc IS hope, and pride, and honour, into a Hate of comfortlefs 
exile, and drearj defpair. 

The caufet of dillattsfaf^ion and defpondencj, which we have 
thus endeavoured to detail, are fo forcible and fo obvious, that the 
penetration of your councils can aflursdly be at no lofs for a proper 
remedy. To apply it, is equally for your honour, your intereft, and 
your juftice : And we fubmit the whole to your candour, in the 
full confidence of a favourable decifion.

MEMORIAL 
From the Officers on the Bombay Eilabliihment. 

ITo the HononrahU the Court of DireQon for Affairs of the HonouraUe 
the Uniud Company of merchants of England traamg to the Eaft 
Indus. 

HONOURABLB SlftS, 

The public declaration of the Right Honourable Henry Dundas, 
Ms Majefty's Chief Minifter for the Controul of the Affairs of India* 
that a plan was intended to be fubmit ted to Parliament for the future 
regulation of your military fervice in this country, as foon as he could 
receive the advice and affiftance of the Marquis Cornwallis, in- 
fpired the brcafls of the officers of the Company's armies with 
confident hopes pf an arrangement being fpcedily propofed, that 
would afford them relief from feveral parts of the prefent fyflem, 
which they have long felt to prefs upon them with circumllances of 
peculiar feverity. 

With this hope, the ofiBcers of your Bombay eflablifhment held it 
to be their duty to wait in xcfpeftful filence for the arrangements the 
wifdom and juilice of the Legiflature might deem it expedient to 
adopt ; believing that no meafures could be propofed that would, la 
any manner, affedl the fundamental parts of your military inftitutions, 
the continuance of which, as they conftituted the principal terms of 
our agreement, and were our chief inducement for devoting the mofl 
valuable part of our lives to your fervice in this dellriiftive climate, 
we have always conlidered as a valuable and indifpiitable right, of 
which we could not be deprived colledively or individually againft 
our confent, but for obvious incapacity, or for tranfgrcffions of the. 
wofl ferious and criminal tendency. 

I From 
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From this filence and refpeflful deference to the wifdom and be* 
veficcDoe of the Legiflature, we entreat you to believe^ Honoarahle 
SiiSf that no ordinary circumfibanccs could influence ns to depart ; 
but as we lately obtained information, which we cannot doubt to be 
authentic, that the proportions intended to be recominended by the 
Noble Marquis for the arraageoient of the army in India, contatjr 
plans of fuch a nature as, if adopted, mud ruin the prcfent interefta 
.and future profpe^ls in life, of every rank of the Company's officers, 
and eventually prove deftrudive to the fecunty of your extcnitve 
pofieffions in India ; we fhould deem it a culpable negle^b of the 
public welfare, and of our own bonoitr, if we forbore to repreieat 
our fentiments upon a fyftem pregnant with fuch dangerous and 
alarming confequcnces. 

Thefe reafons, we truft. Honourable Sirs, will juftify us in eameftly 
foliciting, in the prefent occafion, your favourable attention to the 
remarks we beg leave to fubmit upon the propofed plans ; and as, by 
being your immediate fervants, we mufl look to you for fupport and 
defence, at a crifis in which our deareft interefts are fo formidably 
threatened, we hope the obfervations we ftiall adduce will have fomc 
effect in determining you to oppoie the projeded changes with the 
whole weight of your influence. 

The plan to which we allade, affumes as a poflulatum, that the 
whole of the Company's troops, both European and Native, are to 
be taken into his Majefty's fervice ; propofes the incorporation of 
the artillery and engineers with thofe brandies of the King's fervice, 
including their regular relief from Woolwich ; ftates as probable, 
that it may become an eftablifiicd rule to relieve the European corps 
frequently ; and fuggcils a feparation of thefepoy from the Europeaa 
• line. 

The heavy expence that will attend the incorporation and relief of 
the European coxps, cannot fail of attrading the notice of your 
Honourable Court, and it would feem neceflary that, to obviate it, the 
meafure fhould produce the mofl extenfive and unequivocal advan-^ 
tages. 

As this Is a fundamental part of the propofed f^ftem, we hope t(» 
be honoured b^ your attention while we offer a few remarks, to (hew 
that its adoption, while it will add nothing to the efficient ilrcngth 
of your European troops, will, by impairing the energy and dilci- 
^ine of the native corps, eventually hazard the fafety of your terri- 
torial pofTeffions. 

Experience has repeatedly demonflrated that Europeans are not 
«apable <if fupporting the influence of the Indian fun, till they have 
been feafoned by a rciidence of feveral years in the country. To 
expofe them to the deftru&ive effeds of the climate, by marching 
them againft an enemy foon after their landir.c^, is, in ened, to coo- 
fign thegreateft part of them to certain death. 

It might be reafonably inferred, and upon trial has been found, 
that men whofe conftitutiuns have been debilitated by a long reft- 
deoce in India, cannot fudain the extreme coll of a Northern winter ; 
men of this defcriptioa would therefore be unfit to withfland tlie 
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Vigorous climate of Britain, Germany, or Annenca. The meafure^ 
tlien, fo far as the private foldiers are concerned, is unqueilionably- 
better calculated to fill the hofpitals with fick, than to add any red 
firength to the national armies, either in India or in Europe. 

Nor would this unprofitable expence of the lives of the private 
men be compenfated by any advantage derivable from the change of 
officers. A knowledge of the languacres, geography, and the man- 
ners of the natives of the countries in which he is to a6l, is of more 
importance to an officer, than perhaps to any other profeffional map : 
The officers in the Company's fervice, and thofe m his Majefty's 
armies, have refpcdively applied 'their talents to the acquifition o( 
knowledge fuitable to the countries in which they expe6led to be 
employed. His Majefty's officers have cultivated the languages of 
£urope, while We have confined our ftudies to thofe of India. Everr 
man of fenfe would choofe to be employed in the fitviations which 
would afford him the moft advantageous opportunity of difplaying 
his talents ; and herein the intereft of the individual is identified 
with that of the Public, for it cannot be more his intereft than it is 
theirs, that his abilities fhould be exerted to the greatefi advantage. 

How officers newly arrived fixim Europe could communicate their 
Ideas to the people of this country, of whofe language they are ig* 
norant, we are Unable to explain ; but we feel that, being in general 
unacquainted with the languages of Europe, we fhould find ourfelvet 
at a lofs in the execution of lome of the moft eflential parts of our 
duty in that pan of the worldt, and therefore we do not wifh to be 
employed there : But even if it were our wifh, it is manifeft that the 
public fervice would materially fuffer by the exchange, fince, by- 
transferring the European officer to India, and the Indian officer to 
Europe, each would be employed in the countries where his know- 
ledge and experience would be exerted to the greateft poffible difad* 
vantage — ^independent of their introducing into your army the cuftom 
of purchafing rank and promotion by feledtion, to both of which wa 
have infuperable objection. 

We do not confider the terms of the propofed incorporation to h6 
foch as would be didlated by impartial juftice ; th^ are evidently 
unfavourable to the intereft of the officers in your fervice ; the. plan 
aflumes as a fettled point that the Company's corps, when transferred 
to the Ring's fervice, are to rank under tnc youngeft of the King's 
prefent eft^lifhment. According to this propofsd, the whole of the 
officers of vour European corps mav exped to be reduced to half pay 
immediately on their arrival in England, The officers of the artillery 
aftd engineers might indeed expeS to come upon the effedlive lift as 
vacancies fhould arife ; but from the numbers by whom they would 
be fuperfeded, they could not expeA to rife above their prefent rank 
before they were too old for fervice. The fituation of the officers of 
infantry would be attended with circumftances of fuch peculiar aggra* 
vation as to blaft every hope the majority of them could form of fu- 
ture advancement, and to deprive numbere of them of the adequate 
means of prefent fubfiftence. For, befides the danger of being thrown 
out of the line of promotion by being difbanded, the fenior officerg 
in your fervice, who have attained their prefent rank by a regula^

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focceCBoa on a fixed eftablifliment, would be fupcrfeded by an enor« 
mous lift of fupernumerary and brevet Field Officers in hia Majefty's 
ferrioe» fiur exceeding the full number reauifite for the eftablifliment ; 
and whoy as there were no vacancies for tbenia were in fad promoted 
before their turn. As officers in hit Majefty*s fervicct who are dif- . 
banded, cannot come upon full pay again without purchafe, it is 
evident that the junior part of your officers, who may be reduced to 
half pay, and are without money, win not only be deprived of the ne- 
ceflary means of fupport, but vnO be effieftually precluded from ever^r 
profr>eA of future advancement. 

Not would the effeds of the other part of the fyftem, which fol- 
low as a neceffary confequence, the relief of the European infantry, 
be lefs peraicious to the fecurity of your pofieffiona, and to the ho- 
nour and intereft of your veteran officers. 

On the feparatlon of the fepoj from the European line, we fee the 
ruin of the corps, upon whofe difcipline, vigour, and attachment, the 
defence of your extenfive territories muft finally depend. 

When the feparation takes place, befidet their complement of 
officers, the fepoy corps will be loaded with a number of the officers 
ojf the European reuiments, who will crowd into them to avoid the 
immediate danger of being fent to ftarve in Europe. This fuper^ 
abundance of officers in the fepoy corps, and the proportionate in- 
fufficiency of them in the European regiments, will caufe fuch aa 
unequality in promotion between the two lines, as mu{l inevitably 
produce the higheft degree of jealoufy and difcontent among the 
fepoy officers, and muft at length fink them into a ftate of hopelefa 
defpoadence. 

As the officers in that line will remain in India, they will be fub> 
je£i to continual fuperceffions by thofe who come with the relieving 
corps from Europe, who will expefi, and probably enjoy, tbe advan- 
tages derivable from brevet rank, fuperior wealth, and powerful pri- 
vate intereft : Thus they will be precluded from the moft honourable 
and advantageous appointments and commands. 

TV ordinary occupations of fubordinate officers, in times of peace, 
requite a diligent attention to minute particulars in the difcipline and 
management of the private men ; the honour they hope to acquire 
by their atchievements in war ftimnlates them to peruvere in the 
wcarifome repetition of their peaceful exercifes ; Dut can it be be- 
lieved that men will beftow a cheerfriland unremitting, attention to 
painful duties, if when they are brought into account the honour and 
advantages due to their labours are to be reaped by ftrangers ? Be 
aflured, Honourable Sirs, that this demded fituation muft mevitably 
tend to deprefs the charader of the fepoT officers, to extinguilh in 
thera'the ardour of the mQitary fpirit, ana, finally, to fink them into 
a ftate of lifclefa defpondencv and indifference ; and when that is ac- 
complifhed, the fpirit which conftitutes the chief fupport of your 
power may be cqnlidered as completely annihilated. 

The means by which your extenfive poffeffions in this remote 

country hnve been acquired and maintained, are without example in 

th'i hiftory of the world. Every candid mind muft admit, that it 

. requires a cenfiderable (hare of ability and difcretiou for a handful of 

ftrangers 
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* ftrangiers to attach the natWet of a foreign country to their intereft<t 
and to employ them with fuccefi as the chief inftrutnents of the coo* 
queft and retention of their native land. But the necefiity of thefe 
qualities will appear more ftrikingly evident, when it is known that 
the natives of India, whether Hindoo or Mahommedan, who are thus 
allured into fuhiciElion, look upon the manners of all Europeans 
with diTgudy and upon their religion with abhorrence. 

The degradation of the fepoy officers will tend effedually to deftroy 
thefe valuable and indeed indifpeafible qualifications ; and thui wiu 
the energy of your native troops be impaired at the moment when 
every pradlicable addition to tneir force is fo clearly pointed out by 
the rapid progrefs the country powers are making m the military 
art. 

The objedions to the relief of your European corps, and to the 
feparation of the fejpoy line, are fo numerous and weighty, and at the 
fame time fo obvious to every well-informed man, that we cannot 
confider the deiign to be intended merely to anfwer military pur- 
pofes. A comparifon of the propofed arrangement, with opinions 
known to have proceeded from high authority, evinces that an a^ 
prehenfion of danger, from the colonization of the miliUry in this 
country, was a leading motive for propoGng thefe dangerous and 
opprefiive meafures. 

But, Honourable Sirs, many of your own members are fufficienthr 
acquainted with India to know, that if any European fettles for mc 
in this ungenial climate, it muft be the effeA of neceffity, and not 
of choice. The love of his native country is a fentiment deeply 
implanted in every human mind, and nothing but defpair of exifting 
there in comfort can induce a rational man to relinquifh the hope of 
returning to it : That we have been deprived of this hope we have 
long conildered asone of the moft grievous hardfhips of our fit nation* 
By the exifting regulations for your military fervice, no officer can 
return to his native bnd but on terms of fuch unequalled and into« 
lerable feverity, that no man of prudence can fubled himfelf to them^ 
unlefs driven to the neceffity of doing it for the immediate preferva- 
tionof life. 

To obuin a temporary leave of abfence, he muft give in an abfo- 
lute Tcfignation of his commiffion, forfeit, during his abfence, his 
only means of fubfiftence, and hazard the chance of obtaining per^ 
miffion to return to the fisrvice when his health is rei^ored ; and on 
his return to India muft be content to receive but half the pay of his 
rank, till a vacaocy arifes, which (hall bring him upon the efieftive 
lift of the army — an event which in a fmaller corps, and in the higfaeft 
ranks throuehout the fervice, may not happen till after the lapfe of 
a number of years. 

To a vaft majority of your officers the remoteft orofpeA of ac- 
quiring even the moft moderate competency by the iVrvice, is com- 
pletely cut off ; and no fnitable provifion is made for enabling them 
10 retire and pafs the evening of their days in comfort in their na« 
tiveland-i-fuch of them 9a, after devoting the prioic of their lives 
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to the renrice of their country, have exhauiled their conftitutions, hf 
a long-continued expofure to the hardfhips incident to a military life 
in this debilitating climate. 

Thcfe, Gentlemen, are not furely imaginary grievances ; and we 
trvft that we do not place an ill-founded confidence in the juftice 
of your Honourable Court, and in the humanity of the Legiflature, 
when we hope that a remedy for them will be fought for, rather in 
the removal of their caufes, than in the adoption of a fyftem which 
ihall compd us to return, againft our wills, to Europe, to be ex- 
pofed there to the united hardfhips of indigence and diiappoint- 

In the plan for the future arrangement of your army, a propofal 
is fuggeftcd for forming all the native troops in India into one bodv, 
to be employed indifcriminately at the different P^(idencies« as cir-* 
cumdances may require. 

We are ignorant of the advantages expe^ed from this plan, and 
cannot difcern the neceifity of it. Experience has repeatedly fhewn^ 
that when the fituation of your political affairs required their fer- 
vices at a Prefidency to which they did not belong, the officers of your 
native troops have zealoufly and fuccefsfuliy exerted their influence 
to prevail upon the men to accompany them ^o every part of India, 
in which their prefcnce was ncccfTary. 

But an attempt to move them to a different Prefidency in times of 
peace, we are firmly convinced, would be attended with the molt 
dangerous and fatal confcquences ; and we therefore mofl eamef^ly 
hope, that the experiment may meet with your decided oppofition. 

We will not intrude upon your time, by offering any additional 
remarks upon this propoAtion, further than to obferve, fov your in- 
formation, that a very large proportion, certainly not lefs than two 
.thirds of your native troops, on this eflablifhment, are foreigners ; 
though they are enlifted in Bombay and its vicinity, they are natives 
of countries not fubje£k to your Government ; and an attempt to 
.tranfport them in peaceable times to another Prefidency, to which 
•they have an invincible averfion, would in the firft inftance occafion 
the lofs of a majority of them by defertion, and in the next effedually 
cut off all future fupplies of recruits. 

For thefe reafons, as well as fqr numerous others, which to avoid 
^encroaching too long upon your time we have not brought forward, 
•we mofl earnefUy befeech you, Honourable Sirs, flrenuoufly to op- 
pofe every attempt that ma^r be made to eflablifh a fyflem which 
ihall fubjed your forces to an incorporation with his fitlajefly's Euro- 
pean army, or a difmemberment, by a general or partial relief of your 
jCuropean corps, or a feparation of the fepoy from the European 
line ; that may tend to create infinite connifion and diffatisfa6lioii 
in both officers and fepoys, by forming the three eflablifhments into 
one, to be employed indifcriminately ; that will introduce among 
your troops the offenfive pra^ice of purchafinff commiffions ; or 
that may in anyfhape affed the radical inflitute o? your fervice— rife 

hj Moj^itjr, 
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TTic officers of your numerous armies firfl entered your fervicc on 
•ondittons which fecured to you their diligent and faithful fervices, 
and to them prefcnt fubfiAencc and future advancement by fcniority^ 
as vacancies mould arife. Thefe terms were fuitablc to the intcrclU 
of each party : That we have fulfilled our part of them by a zealous 
and faithful difchargc of our duties in our refpe^live (lations, wc 
appeal to the concurrent teftimony of the different officers whom your 
wifdom entrufted witKthe command of your armies; and having ful- 
filled it, we deem ourfelves, upon every principle of honour and 
equity, to have a right to the conditions made in our favour ; a right 
01 which we apprehend we can never be deprived, againd our con- 
fent, by any power that refpe^is the obligations of good faith and 
fubilantial iuftice. 

But while wc conceive ourfelves poflcflcd of the right of not being 
difplaced from your fenrice againfl our con fen t, unlefs as a punifh- 
ment for crimes, we wifh to demonllrate our refpe6^ to your Honour- 
able Court, and our reverence for the fupreme authority of thenation^ 
by a cheerful acquiefcence in any reafonable meafures which may 
be thought conducive to the public welfare ; and in this view we 
humbly beg leave to fubmit to your confideration the outline of the 
terms of transfer, which in our judgment will promote every public 
advantage expedled from the alteration, without expofing to unJufL 
and unneceflary hardships the individuals in your fervice, whofe dtu- 
ations may be aiFe^ed by the meafure ; and as the terms we have 
the honour to fubmit are founded upon the broad bafis of equity and 
impartial juflice, wc perfuade ourfelves they will meet with the ap- 
probation and concurrence of your Honourable Court; and that^ 
in the event of a transfer, you will refift every attempt that may be 
made to infringe upon them. 

Having been occupied from our youthful days in the conftant 
cxercife of arms, and in the pradice of our profxrfllonal duties, we 
cannot admit ourfelves to be inferior to any other defcription of mi- 
litary men whatever ; and we therefore confider it a primary and 
Sndifpenfible condition, that the two fervices fhall unite upon equal 
terms. And for the reafons we have already had the honour to alTign, 
we conceive ourfelves entitled to exped that the original terms on 
which wc cptejred the Company's fervice fhaU be retained and con- 
firmed. 

. In conformity to thefe ideas, wc deem it neceflary that the new 
arrangement (hall not fubjed your troops, or any part of them, to be 
removed to Europe, or to be employed in any part of the world out 
of the limits of the Company's charter; that it fhall prcfcrve to them 
the prefent rule of promotion by feniorily, upon cflablifhmeuts fcpa- 
rate from each other, and from the Britifh ; that the difmembenng 
of the army by a diviiion of the fepoy from the European line be 
exprefly guarded againfl ; and previous to the transfer that every 
jcorps in the Company's army, whether artillery or infantry, Euro- 
yean or native, be completed from your own fervice, to an exaflt 
equality in all refpcfis with corps of fimilar flrength in the Royal 
jurmy; or with regard to the fepo^ corpsj as nearly fo as pofTible, 

giving 
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giving to the Commandant of a battalion of fcpoys at leaft the rank 
of Lieutenant Colonel, that the fame rank may be attached to tbe 
£une command throughout the fervice. 

The bar which prevents the promotion of Colonels in the Com- 
pany's fervice to the rank of General Officers, and the advancemeizt 
of the fenior officers of the artillery and engineers to thehigher ranks 
of the army, (hould be removed, and an exprefs provifion made for 
preventing the introdudion among the Indian troops of the unmili- 
tary praAicc of purchafing promotion. 

As thefe terms are calculated rather to defend them from injury, 
than to produce any podtive advantage to the Company's officers, 
we cannot fuppofe that they will be objeded to by any diQnterelled 
and impartial perfon. 

Your officers undoubtedly have a fair claim to the advantage 
arifing from a new organization of your own troops, both becaufe 
it has been owing to their originally defe&ive organization that the 
promotion in your fervice has been fo unreafonably retarded, and 
l>ecaure the officers of his Majefly's troops ferving in India, who may 
poffibly conceive themfelves entitled to a (hare of them, have already 
enjoyed the benefit derivable from ajuft promotion between the fu- 
perior and infeiior ranks in the army* 

Our ftrong attachment to the prefent rule of rife by fcniority, 
upon edablifhments feparate from each other, proceeds from a full 
convidion and experience of its beneficial effeds. The public*fer- 
vice is promoted by the employment of the officers in the countnei 
with which they are beft acquainted, by the prefervation of hai> 
mony throughout the fervice, owing to its precluding the ordinary 
caufes of jealoufy and difcontent, by the faving of the expence of 
removing officers from one 'Prefidency to another on their promo- 
tion, and even by the emulatioa which it excites between the dif- 
ferent eilablifhments. 

It is {atisfa6iory to individuals* as it affi>rds them better oppor« 
tunities of making themfelves known to their fupcriors, prevents a 
jarring of intereftf between officers at remote ftations and thofe at 
the principal feat of gdvernoient, and fecures to them the advan* 
tages triiing from cafuahtea in an equitable proportion to the (kare 
they take in the hardships and dangers of war. 

The inadequate number and difproportionate rank of the officers 
in tV fepoy corps, in comparifon with every other difciplined army 
in the world, has long fubjeded the officers attached to them to 
Ihe moil diftreffing hardships, and moll humiliating fuperceffions. 

The number of officers being unequal to the duties exacted froni 
th^, their neceflary exertions in times of fervice are fo fatiguing,^ 
that none but the moft vigorous conftitutions can fupport them 
through a campaign of any long continuance ; and the difpropoi^ 
tion in the rank is fo enormous, that a verr great majority of the 
officers who enter your fervice penfh before they nfe above the 
fiation of Subaltern, and the furviyors, who, after a fervitude of 
twelve or fifteen years, remain Lieutenants of Sepoys, are continually 
Opofcd to the mortification of being fupcrfcded and commanded 
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ty youths, who were in the early ilages of infanqr when thofe men 
were engaged in the arduous and laborious duties of the field. 

Independent of the confideration of juftice to your officers^ the 
increafe of their number and rank in the lepoy corps, is a 
zneafure forcibly recommended to political circumflances. The 
rapid and alarming improvements in the military fyftem of the 
powerful dates of India has attraded the attention and roufed the 
apprehenfions of every difcerning perfon, who has obferved their 
progrefs. The fupcriority of your troops every day diminifhes, aa 
the armies who may be deftined to oppoie them are daily advancing 
towards perfeftion in their difcipline. 

' In perfonal endowments the natives in your fervice are not fupe* 
rior« in the refpeflabilitv of their individual charaders they arc 
not equal, to men in fimilar ftations in the fervice of the Country 
Powers ; their fuperiority as a body they owe entirely to the energy 
of their officers : Deprive them of their guidance and example^ 
and they immediately We their fpirit, and fink to the natural level 
of their countrymen. 

The difparity of numbers in your armies and thofe oppofed to 
them, has at all times been fo ^eat» that nothing but che fuperior 
ikill of the officers, and difciphne of the men, could have brought 
the wars you have been engaged in to a fafe and honourable ter- 
mination. But if thefe were the only caufes of fuccefs in former 
wars, how are we to defend ourfelves m future, when our enemies, 
retaining their former fuperiority of numbers, are as well difciplined 
as ourfehres, and are conduced by the fkill of experienced £ufo- 
peansf 

As it is impoffible to raife or fubfift a lar^e army of Europeans 
in this country, it is felf-eyident to ever^r intelligent mind, that 
our only means of maintaining our acquifitions in India, is to infufe 
an increafed proportion of the vital principles into the native troops, 
by augmenting the number of officers, and ftimulating them to 
zealous exertion by giving them an honourable rank. 

We are not infenQble, that in what we have had the honour to 
ftate to your Honourable Court upon this fubjedl, we may be ac- 
cufed of attending more to our private advantage than to the 
profperity of the national interefts in this country. Upon ignorant 
men this calumny may make fome impreffion, but the fear of it 
has not deterred us from offering our fentiments ; becaufe we are 
certain, Gentlemen, that your intimate acquaintance with our fitu* 
ation and profpeds will, in your minds, ihield us from the impu- 
tation ; and that you will give us full credit when we aflett our 
thorough con virion, that our interefts are fo clofcly conne£led with 
thofe of the Company and of the nation in India, that the deftruc* 
tion of one muft neccfTarily involve the ruin of the other. 

We are fatlsfied, Gentlemen, that no honourable mind will con- 
demn the indignation which is felt by all ranks in your fervice, a( 
the degrading and contemptuous bar which is laid upon the pro- 
motion of the Colon^s in jour armi(;s to the rank of General 
Officers. 

4 Wfec* 
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When the troops in the fdrvice of any date z&, always by tliein-^ 
fctvesy as long as a due gradation of rank and authonty is main-s 
tained among the officers who command them, the denominations 
by which the different ranks of officers may be diflinguifhed, are 
but of little confequenee ; but when thefe troops are liable to a^ 
in conjunction with others who are upon different eflablifliments» 
the titles of the officers then become obje^s of ferious importance, 
becaufe upon the title depends the command, which is the chief and 
moil honourable obje^L of military ambition. 

Formerly your armies were httle fuijed to interference with 
tfoops not in your own fervice, and therefore the names giyen to 
your officers of different ranks were not thought of with much 
lolicitude ; but now tfiat they are continually expofed to r&. in 
conjunction with troops among whom the fame command is diilin* 
guifhed by a different name, your fenior officers are perpetually fub- 
je6ted to the moil injurious and mortifying fuperceffions. 

The nominal equality between your officers and thofe in the 
intermediate fervice of his Majefty, is deftroyed by the difference in 
the conflitution of the two fervices. 

We appeal, Honourable Sirs, to your candour, whether your 
officers can avoid feeling themfelvcs degraded, while in an army 
of iixty thoufand men, conflituted in other refpeds upon the fame 
principles as the armies of the European dates, there is not at 
(ingle officer above the rank of a Colonel. 

\Vc have rcafon to believe it has been fuggefted, that the fenior 
officers in the Company's fervice ought not to be appointed Ge- 
nerals becaufe they are not qualified to command armies : The po-* 
Ution can never be maintained by any unprejudiced man. Your re- 
cords contain the mod honourable and indifputable proofs that your 
army furniihes, for its numbers, as large a proportion of able men 
us any other fervice whatever, notwithffanding your officers labour 
under difedvantages, in point of advancement and employment, to 
which the officers of no other army are fubjedled. But the ardent 
fpirit of cnterprife with which they have been univerfally pervaded, 
has hitherto enabled them to overcome thefe obftades ; and the 
utter deftrudlion of this fpirit is not among the lead of the evils 
that will attend the propofed fyflem. In no fervice in the world 
it is fuppofed that every officer who is promoted to the rank of 
Qeneral is qualified to command an army ; fome will always be 
capable ; the rank is given to a majority as a reward to the fenior, 
and as an encouragement to the junior officers ; and furely it w^ill 
not be denied that the fervices of an officer may be worthy of re- 
ward, although his abilities be not equal to thofe of an accomplifhcd 
General, 

Bcfidea the policy of the meafure, jullice to your old officers 
would didale an increafe of the higher ranks in your fervice. 
Within the lall thirty years, the chief ftrength of the Bombay 
^ablifliment has been adlively employed on a variety of dangerous 
expeditions, in the mo(l unhealthy climates, and againft the moft 
formidable enemies in India. In the Gulf of Perfia, m the Guzer^t, 

im 
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In the Coukaoy and during three wars in the dominions of Hyder 
A)Iy and his fucceflbry the havock aiade among the oilers by hard* 
fljipsy dtfeafe, the cafaalties of war^ and the maffacre of Tippoo» 
have occafioned a more rapid promotion on this than on any other 
%){ your eftablifhments ; but, not withftan ding eircumiUnces fo fa<» 
▼ourable to the furvivors, the progrefs to the higher ranks has been 
fo flowy that the fenior Captain on this eftabhOiment is upwards 
q£ twenty* and the fenior Lieutenant of fifteen years (landing in 
the fervice ; and if the prefent fyftem be continued, the Lieutenant^ 
who arriyed in the country in the year 1 782, and in the fucceeding 
years, cannot expeft to be promoted till after they have been fuba& 
terns upwards of twenty years. 

In ^arppcy twenty-five or thirty years may not be thoueht a long 
period of time, but in India it approaches very near to tne utmoft 
term of European life : Not above one officer in eighty who are 
appointed to your army lives till he is thirty years in the country. 

We adduce thefe h&.s in order to demonftrate that the ilagna- 
tion of promotion is not owing to temporary or accidental caufes ^ 
but that it is the neceilary confequence of inherent defe6b in the 
conftitution of your army. 

Your officers poflefs peculiar advantages in the acquifition of 
profeffional knowledge ; there is no caufe, either phyfical or moral, 
which (hould prevent them from producing as large a proportion of 
^ble men as any other fervice, excepting only fuch as arife from the 
fyftem of your military government. 

By prohibiting their advancement to the higher ranks, and vir- 
tually interdidiing them from large commands, they are difcouraged 
from applying themfelves to ftudies of a general nature, firom which 
they fee they never can derive any advantage ; by their careful and 
fyftematical exclufion from all employments that are not ftridly of 
a military nature, their knowledge is confined to military fubjeds, 
and they are precluded from every opportunity of making themfelves 
Acquainted with the management of political and general affairs, 
of inuring themfelves to habits of bufinefs ; and, in fine, of culti^ 
yafipg the talents they have derived from nature or education. Aa 
you w^l retain the power of fele^ng the fitteft men for employment^ 
there pan be no queftion. Honourable Sirs, that, if thefe impedi* 
mentf wer^ removed, your military fervice would produce an ample 
Aipply of men verfed in bufinefs, and qualified for every 'ftatioi^ 
the fervice Requires. 

The fame reafoning that applies to the advancement of your 
Colonels to the l^igher military ranks, extends to the fenior ofBcera 
of artillery and engineers, who by the prefcqt fyftem are debarred 
from any higher promotion than that of Lieutenant Colonel. Juftice 
;md true policy require, that jealoufy and difcontent may not be 
excited in any part of the army, by any particular corps being fub. 
jpQcd to partial and oppreffive reftridKons i but that every officer on 
entering the fervice, to whatever corps he may be attached, fhall 
have an impartial field for the exertion of his talents, and a fair 
Vol. IV. Append. a a pro^ 
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profpeft of advancement from the loweft to the highefl ranka ii| 
the army. 

We have thus, Honourable Sirs, laid before you our fincere fen- 
timents upon a fubjed that has excited uiiiverfal agitation an^ 
alarm among your military fervants, and which in its operation muft 
{o materially affcd the deepeft interefts of the Campany, and of thq 
pation, in this part of the world. 

The advantages v^'e have hitherto derived from your fupport and 
protcAion, give confidence to our hopes tliat you will oppofe^ by 
every lawful and pradicable meafure, the innovatipus which, as in* 
Tolving our own honour and happinefs, and the future fecurity of 
your poflefiions, we have fo earnelUy deprecated. And we truft, 
that the reafonablenefs of the terms of transfer we have had the 
honour to fubmit to your confideratioo, win, in cafe fuch a mea- 
iure (hould be deemed neceflary, meet with your approbation and 
fupport, as being calculated merely to defend from injury and imjuft 
ufurpation a body of men, whofe zealous and faithful fervices havcji 
at a^ times, been attefted by their commanders, and acknowledgej 
by your government. 

Our fidelity to our employers, our attachment to our country, 
and our veneration for the perfon and gqvernment of our auguft 
Sovereign, we have always maintained as the moft facred and in- 
violable rulp of our adlions. To be debarred from an opportunity 
of occafionally vifiting, and to be cut off from every hope of finally 
fettling in our native land, we have ever thought to be among the 
moft diftreiGn? and cruel circuroftances attending our fervitude ; but 
to be accufed, or even fufpe^ed, of a want of attachment to our 
country, or of fidelity to our Sovereigq, we fhould feel as the laft 
agfirravation of indignity. 

We beg leave to afTure you, Honourable Sirs, that if your mu 
litary fcrvants do not return to their native country, th^ fole reafon 
is, that they cannot, without ezpofing themfclves to the diftrefa 
attendant upon a Hate of poverty and negle^l. A regulation which 
(hould allow to the officers a temporary furlough to Europe, in 
the enjoyment of their pay, and without prejudice to their rank, 
and make a fuitable provifion by way of penfion for the officers anj 
men, in proportion to their refpcftlve ftations, and length of fer- 
vice, would be acknowledged with gratitude by them, and would 
fecure to the Public every advantage that may be expcfted from the 
barfh and ofFenfive meafure of a relief from Europe. 

The anxiety under which we labour, while meafures are impend- 
ing that threaten a total ruin to every profpcA vre have of^ hap- 
Elnefs in life, we hope will excufe us in ardently entreating you to 
y the fubftance of this addrefs before his Majefty, and both 
lioufes of Parliament. The merits of our cafe, we truft, will be 
thought defcrving of a deliberate examination } and ais we know our 
reprefentation to be founded imon incontrovertible fa^s, we pannot 
entertain a doubt that the wifdom and impartial kindnefs of our 
inoit excellent Sovereign, the honour and juliice of the LegiHa* 

tare, 
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lure, and the humanity of your Honourable Court, win give cafe 
to our mi! ids by the adoption of a fyftcm, which, while it rerpe6U 
the daims of individuals, will add fecurity to one of the moflt c^<» 
kcnfive branches of the Britifh empire. *

yi the HoMurahk the Court of Dtre^ors for Affairs of the Honour ahle 
the Untied Company of Merchants of England trading to the Eajl 
Jndiet* 

HofrOURABLB SiRSf 

The OfEcers of the Bengal army, in prcfuming to obtrude them* 
{elves upon your notice, at the moment which they anxioufly expelled 
would bring with it an impartial decifion upon the claims that laft 
year they had the honour of fubmitting to your juflice and libe- 
rality, obey reluAantly the diAatcs of a ncccflity which prcfcribes 
the immeaiate adoption of every legal and juili liable measure that 
tnay contribute to avert a calamity then unforcfeen, but which now 
openly thteatens the fudden and total ruin of their interefls and pro- 
fpe£is in life. Scarcely /hould they deem any petfonal confidsrations, 
however powerful, fufficient to juflify their trefpafling, even appa* 
rently, upon the deference and inviolate rcfpcd that they bear to your 
Honourable Court ; but were they, on an occafion of the prefent 
nature, and the laft public importance, to withhold the information 
that' local circumftances have given them peculiar opportunities 
to acquire, they would feel tbemfelvcs not only unjuft to their own 
military charaaer and reputation, but deficient in zeal for the ge- 
neral welfare and profperity of the Britifh empire. Perfuaded^ 
that thefc reafons will vindicate the prefent addrefs from every 
imputation of precipitancy, we proceed, Honourable Sirs, to lay 
beroreyou the caufes of our difquietudc and alarm.— The fpecch ia 
Parliament of the Right Honourable Henry Dundas, one of his 
Majefty's Secretaries of State, and Prefidcnt of the Board of Con- 
trouI> afcertaias that a plan . for new-modelling the armies in India 
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wu intended to be fabmitted to the Legiflaturet wbeoerer tliiL 
mtrind in Eueland of Marquis CornwaOis (hoiild f nable Goreni* 
ifient to pront by his advice and afCftance. And we know, horn, 
amhentic d(y:umenU left in this country by the Moft Noble Marqoit^ 
that the plan which will have the fupport o^ his great influence, 
afTumes as a fettled and fixed point the transfer of all the Company's 
troops, European and native, to his Majefty's fervice ; propofes a 
complete incorporation of the engineers and artillety with thofe 
branches of the Royal army, comprehending their occaiional relief 
from Woolwich } and ftates the frequent relief of the corps of 
European infantnr by regiments from England, as a regulation that 
^U probably take place. This meditated arrangement, which 
a£Fcdi fo deeply the prefent and future fituation of your numeroui 
veteran armies at the different Prefidencies, and has for its avowed 
objeft a complete reverfal of the military fyftem, which through 
tnany and arduous viciffitudes of fortune has been found adequate 
to the conqueft and retention of an empire, will doubtlefs be weighed 
with the moft {crapulous deliberation, and the final fandion Judici- 
otffly deferred, that this eztenfive and intricate fubjed may be elu* 
cidajted firom every quarter. In this convi^ion we venture to hope^ 
that the following obfervations and remarks upon the intended alter- 
atibh may be honoured by your indulgent attention. 

.We do not prefume to reafon upon the effed which the nnqua-^ 
lified contfoul afld patronage of above fixty thoufand regular troops^ 
' added to the executive branch, would probably have upon the ba- 
lance of the Britiih conftitution, this bein^ a confideration M 
beyond our province ; but we hope and beheve we are perfe^y 
torrent . and warranted in holding it to be an indefeafible right of 
your officers, founded on the immutable principles of equity, that 
without having committed a crime we cannot coUedivdy or indi* 
i^dually oe difm'ifled from your fervice, or trslnsfeiired to 'any other, 
without or agatnft our confent, cfpecially while there cxifts uo rea- 
fon to fuppofe that our acquiefceace would be denied to fair and 
equitable terms. — Conceiving ourfelves in pofl^flion of this right, 
we humbly fubmit to your Honourable Court the outlines otthe 
transfer, that in our judgment would be conformable to ftri£t juil^ice^ 
and .that impartiality which our long, faithful, and diftinguifhed 
fervices clearly entitle us to expe6^. We tohfider it effential that 
the new arnmgement preferve this army, as at prefent, a diflinfi 
independent body, without affixing to it the title of ^* Provincials^ 
or any other epithet implying inneriority — that eVery idea of dif- 
ihemberment or diforganization be precluded by exprefsly gharding 
againil a partial transfer of the artillery and European infiintry 
only, the relief of thofe corps from Europe, or a divifion of the 
European from the native line — that the rule of promotion by fe- 
aiority, upon eftabli(hments feparate from each other, and from the 
Britim, be retained and confirmed ; and previous to any transfer 
tvcry corps in the Company's army, whether cavalry, artillery, or 
infantry, European or native, be completed with omcers from our 
own fervice, in an cxadi equality in every refpeft with corps of 
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fiflukr ftrength w the Royal armyy of with regard to the native 
^rp8 as nearly fo as circumftances will admit, placing at the head 
of^ A fepoy battalion an officer whofe rank fhall* at leaft be that of 
l^ieutenant Colond, fo that the fame rank (hall be attached to the 
lame command in both fervices. The reftridions which prevent 
our European troops from being fupplied with recruits^ levied itt 
the fame manner as thofe for his Majefty's prefent regiments^ fhould 
be removed. Your Honourable Court will admit the propriety of 
our eameiUy deprecating any deviation from thefe points ; they are 
fuggefted by the mofl attentive obfervation, confirmed through a 
long experience, and their reafonablenefs is capable of eafy aftd oV* 
vious demondration. 

> As foldierSy becomingly jealous of our honour, infeparably con^ 
neded with that of the body to which we belong, we cannot look 
Upon the title which may be henceforward attached to this army 
as a matter of little moment. Bred to arms from our youth, ana 
incefiantly exercifed in the real pradice of our profefHon, we reje^ 
oil idea of Inferiority to any other defcription of military men % 
And ihould the immediate coniroul of all the forces in the £a(l be 
transferred to the Crown upon the terms above fpeOified, we moft 
IretpefkfuUy requeft that thefe our fentiments may be reprefented ta 
Covemment, with an expreiHon of our humble hopes .and wifhes 
that it may pleafe his Moil Gracious Majeily to ftyle us the ^ Rojut 
Sengai Army^^ or in fuch fimilar manner as to his wifdom ioA 
goodnefs mar appear fitting. 

The mealure in contemplation, of fending to Europe our ed« 
gineers, artillenr, or European iafantry, without a manifeft necef* 
uty, and agatnft their confent, we feel to be harih and cruel as it 
refpefb ourfelves, and we are thoroughly convinced it will prove 
highly injurious to the public intereils. The long courfe of fer* 
vice and refidence In India, which after configning to the grave \ 
great proportion of our original numbers have habituated the con* 
uitutions of the furvivors to the climate of the torrid xone, have 
alfo in very numerous inftances unfitted us to fudain the oppofite 
flgoun of a Northern winter \ and to order on duty to Canada^ 
Nova Scotia, or even Britain or Germany, an officer who had fpcnjt 
twenty yeare of his life at Bombay, Madras, or Bengal, would 
be virtually to pafs upon him the fentcnce of dtath : We have 
made ourfelves. mailers of the languages of the country, and are 
Acquainted with the manners, cuftoms, and religions of the natives^ 
without whofe afliilance it is impoffible to carry on any branch of 
the fervice. By making the proper allowance for their prejudicet 
• we can conciliate their afic^ions, fecure their attachment, and ren* 
^er ourfelves here infinitely more ufeful to the ilate than in any 
Situation which would debar us from the ufc of thefe local acquire* 
ments ; the expence of tranfporting the relieving and relieved corpt 
between Britain and India, however enormous, may be eilimatea | 
but humanity refufes to calculate the number and vsdue of the livet 
which mufl unavoidably be facrificed by the frequent introdudiion 
%l new troops from Europe \ and for what purpofe facrificed ^^-^for 

the 
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the trial of an uuieceflary experimeiity which in its very commeticil 
inent undermines the ftabihty of your nioflcffions, by remofin|^ 
Ihofe who are beft qualified for their defence, lliefc argumentf 
are fo obvioufly unanfwerable, that we cannot attribute the recom« 
mendation of this meafore to an ignorance of their force and weight* 
It probably has originated in the policy to difcouragc and prevent 
the military from fettling and colonizing in thefe remote depend^ 
cncies. If this danger extfts> it has grown out of circumftances 
which have been particularly grievous to us, and it (hould be re« 
noved, without adding to the hardHiips we have already fnffered ; 
in (lead of encouragement and ^cility of return to Europe being 
held out, the Company's officer has been left without even an 
option ; it is an event which the prefent fyftem has carefully placed 
br without the fphere of his hopes : This fyf^cm mutilates promo* 
tion to deprive him of the rank in his profefiion and in friciety that 
U fuitable to his years, and due to his fervices ; exads the refigna^ 
tion of his commiflion, and immediate means of fubfiftence, ^s the 
conditions on which he may be permitted to reviht his home for s 
limited period ; and makes no adequate provilion for enabling to 
retire and pafs the evening of their days in their native land thoie 
who have fpent the prime of their lives in this country, without 
having had any opportunity to acquire even thp moft moderate com<». 
peteoce. A humane and enlightened policy will remove thefe un«> 
wife reftri^ions, and attain its objed by merely giving fcopc to the 
operation of natural caufes. To the country which gave us birth 
we are bound by the (Irongcft and moft endearing ties, and it muffc 
pain us to refill the attradion to home, that a& fo powerfully in 
our bofoms ; but no man of fpirit can brook the idea, that after 
eighteen or twenty years fervice in the Eaft Indies, he is to retura 
to his connexions a lubaltern, and rely for fupport on their bounty. 
The concefTiun of our proper rank, furlough upon the fame termi 
as it is given to his Majedy's officers, and the eftabhfhment of rea- 
fonable pen (ions, proportioned to length of fervice, to fuch as wifh 
to retire after a certain number of years, will excite the moft lively 
gratitude in the breaft of your officers, command their cheerful 
and willing fervices here, enable them to revtfit occalionally, or 
fettle finally, in their native land, and thus relieve you. Honour- 
ble Sirs, from the flightcft neceffity of having recourle to the harfh 
expedient of fending any of your corns to Europe by a relief, to 
Vhich, as involving the deftrudion of their hopes and profpeds in • 
life, they tcftify their decided averfion.— The artillery officers, from 
the numbers by whom they would be fuperfeded, could never exped 
to fife above their prefent rank.— To the officers of infantiy, it 
would be ftill more fevere and oppreffive ; for the plan to which we 
allude affumes as a datum, that the Company's European corps^ 
upon being incorporated, are to be numbered from the youngcft 
of the King's prefent eftablifhment — although tliey are fenior in 
point of formation to feveral of the regiments to which this arrange- 
ment would make them junior in rank, and confequently expofe 
them to be the firft difbandcd ^pon half pay. We do not ^cfire 
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tnd bavc not folicited for the propofed incorporation, therefore w« 
(hould not be made to fuffer the HiconTeoiences attendant on it, par- 
ticulatly thofe v^hich in (trid impartially (hould fall to the lot of 
others. But we are firmly pcrfuaded that the jullice and humanity 
of your Honourable Court, fupported by the general generuhtyof 
the Britiihi nation, will interpofe to render abortive, this and every 
other defign which contemni the claims, and violates the rightflof thofc 
men, who, having devoted their lives to the public fervice in a remote 
country, are deftitute of friends and powerful private intereft in 
England* 

It has been remarked, by thofe who have confidered the general 

principles of human nature, as they may be applied to the improve* 

ment of military fcience, that the firfl ftep towards rendering foldictv 

equal to the mod arduous enterprifes, is to infpire them with con- 

fidence and an high opinion of their prowefs ; confequently whatever 

has a tendency to lower them in their own efteem, produces a pro* 

portionate real diminution of their efficiency and value : On thefe 

grounds we arc convinced, that a difmembernient of your .forces, by 

a partial transfer of the artillery or European infantry only, or thek 

diforgantzation implied in the propofed total feparation of the Euro* 

{>ean from the native line, would, by degrading them in the fcale of 

armies, deftroy their fpirit, reduce them in the courfe of a few yean 

to a date of deprefiion and contempt, and thereby furnish an era 

from which to date the decline of the Britifli power in India. The 

magnitude of thefe dominions, their diftancefrom Britain, the una* 

voidable deftruAion of European corps, by the fatigoef of a few 

fevere.campaigns in this climate, .the delay and uncertainty of receiv- 

\ns new levies, which cannot be brought into aflion for a confider* 

aUc time after their arrival — thefe caufes, together with the almoft 

infuperable difficulty of procuring and conveying the adequate fup* 

plies of ci^mp equipage, cattle, and liquors for large armies of Euro* 

peans, muil compel us to rely ultimately for the defence of our po(^ 

feffions upon the native battalions. The number of thefe battalions 

kept on foot is fo difjpropqrtioned to the great extent of frontier 

committed to their defence, and to tlie numerous hods which they 

are de (lined to oppofe, that their being preferved in the moft efficient 

and formidable ftate is effential to the (lability of your power : It 

wholly is from the ikill and fleadinefs of their European officers^ 

that they derive their refpeftability, and tliat fuperiority over their 

countrymen in the fervice of their o>;?rn Princes, which they have 

hitherto maintained ; but this fuperiority every day diminifhes» 

fince all the powerful flates of Hindoftan have formed, and placed 

under the command of Europeans, confiderable bodies of troops^ 

clothed, armed,, and difciplined in emulation of your forces. Even 

the late fuccefsful conteft mufl prefent to your refledions fo mahy 

convincing proofs of the height to which this alarming evil has al* 

ready grown, that it would be fuperfluous here to enumerate thenu 

To counterbalance the improvement of the native powers in the 

military art, and retain the afccndency of your arms, it is abfolutely 

tequiiite that ^ou allow to your fepoy corps their proper complement 
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of Enropean officers* ttpon whom their efficienqr entirely dependi* 
The prefent defe^ive eftabHIhment it inadequate to the ordinaiy 
dnties of peace, as laid down bj the late Commander in Chief, muca 
lefs is it edculated to provide for the ufoal and unsroidable ofualtiet 
of war. Not only a due degree of attention to the fecurity of your 
pofleffioas, but jnftice to your militaij fenrants, who now labour 
uttdf r hardlhips and grievances, in point of promotion ^^neicjifflpled 
in any other fervicc, ftrongly advife the poRing to your native bat- 
talions the fame number and defcription of oracers that are found 
aeceflary for European corps of fimikr ftrcngth. The inferiority 
•f rank which pervades every branch of your fervice, debars your 
eldeft officers from the exercife of their local knowledge and 
experience, and continually fubjeds them to the moft humiliating 
Ibperceffions. During the late war, an officer fecond in rank 
in one of his Majefty's regiments commanded an army of tea 
thoufand men, comprifin? feveral brigades of the Company's 
troops, each battalion of which was of equal number with the regi* 
iBcnt to which this officer belonged : The juftice of your Honour- 
able Court will perceive that this difadvantage, which your officers 
liiffer from the depreffion of rank that has hitherto obtained, ihould 
be remored previous to any transfer, that the fervi^es mi^y unite on 
equal terms, the fame rank being attached to (he (ame command 
in either ; for it would be highly unjull tp remoye an officer, whc| 
by a flow and regular rife had attained the con^mand of a regiment 
ui hts own fervice, to another, with only the rank attached to the 
command of a company in that which he was to Join ; this would be 
• real degradation, as he would ftand relatively lower in his new 
than his former fituatton. Commanding a corps, he muft enter his 
sew fervice on an equality in every rcfpe6l with thofe who command 
corps in it ; which preliminary ftipulation, being the plain and 
limple dictate of juftice, its adroiffion can be conbdered but as an 
exemption from injury ; and a parity of reafoning applies to the 
Captain at the head of a native battalion, the Lieutenant at the head 
of a native company, and to every other degree and department of 
the Company's (enrice. Our ftrong attachment to the prefent rule 
of promotion by feniority, upon eUablifhments diftinft from each 
other, and firom the Britifh, arifes from a full experience of the 
fiitisfa£^ton and harmony produced among all ranks of your army 
by this excellent regulation, which leaves not the honour and hap« 
pinefs of your officers at the mercy of caprice, and which in the 
event of a transfer may fet fome limits to the influence of private 
intcreft, and prevent the obnoxious pradiice of purchafing command 
end military honours with money. We obferve, with much pleafure, 
Honourable Sirs, that our fentiments on this fubjed are confirmed 
by your concurrence ; and we gratefully acknowledge your repeated 
difcountenance of attempts at innovation upon this radical inftitute 
of your fervice. The idea of blending in one mafs the native corp^ 
at the different Prefidencies has been brought forward for difcuffion ^ 
but (hould this extremely hazardous, and indeed impracticable 
fchcme be made the objedl of fcrious dcliberationi we reft affured 
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k wOl meet with your determined oppofition. The Bengal fepoys 
will never fubmit to be torn from their famlHesi and exufed for aa 
indefinite period to the coails of Coromandel or Malabar — the 
knowledge that fuch a plan had been ever agitatjcd would create uni- 
Terfal dt^uft» and caufe them in regret the generous facrifice of their 
prejudicest in embarking on diflant expeditions* which alone Aiuld 
iiave firll fuggefted the feafibility of fuch a defign. 

We have thus unfolded, ill the plain language of truth, the mani- 
fold dangers that threaten the public interefts and the future welfare 
of your officers, from any fyftem for the military government of 
Inoia, which, either through mi (information, partiality, or a defpotic 
difregard of thofe claims that happen to obftru6l the attainment of 
a favourite c)bje£l, may violate thefacred principlesof general juflice, 
and in them the firft maxims of found policy : The conditions of 
transfer, which we have had the honour of dating, will, we, trull, be 
found equitable to the rights of the parties immediately concerned, 
and calculated to deftroy the feeds 01 jealoufy and difcontent, give 

J)ermanence to the Bricifti power in thefe remote regions, and add 
ecurity to the freedom of our happy conititution. To you. Ho- 
nourable Sirs, our protedlors and guardians, who orieinally placed 
usjn our prefent fituations,. we naturally look up for fupport at this 
momentous crifis— we eamellly entreat, that your Honourable Court 
will, on our behalf, moft humbly reprefent to our Moll Gracious 
Sovereign, and to both Houfes of Parliament, the fubftance of this 
addrefs ; and that by every other means you will be pleafed to oppofe 
any transfer of your troops, excepting upon the fair and moderate 
terms above fpecified. 

But (hould the wifdom of the Legiflature continue and confirm in 
your Honourable Court the conttoulof the military eftabhfhmentsin 
India, we cannot doubt of our fpeedy emancipation from the humiliating 
and iujurious depreflion in point 01 rank, under which we have fo long 
laboured. Your Bengad artillery, confining of fixteen companies of 
European), and thirty companies of gun Lafcars attached to themt 
has not more officers than a battalion and a half of the Royal . ar- 
tillery. Of the officers of the Royal corps not above one half are 
fubaltems : Whereas in your artillery three fourths are of that 
rank. To this great difproportion of fubaltems to Captains and 
Field Officers, and to the abolition of the rank of Captain Lieute- 
nant, which at this moment doesexift in the conftitution of the Royal 
artillery, as it formerly did in yours, muil be attributed the Dow rife 
of your junior officers. Your engineer coi-ps labour under the fame 
difproportion with regard to the higher ranks. The commandant of 
a native regiment is but a Captain, and has under him nine fubaltems^ 
and no officer in your armies can rife above the rank of Colond. 
Such a defedive organiz$ition, fuch an inadequate number of Field 
Officers, Captains, and Subalterns, compared with that of the private 
tnen, together with the great difproportion of the lower to the 
higher ranks, expofe your officers to the mortification of being gomi 
manded by officers oihis MajcHy's corps, whofe length »f fervic^ 
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18 lefsy and whofe local knowledge or profeflional abSities do not 
entitle them to fuch a pre-eminence. 

Thefe circumftances which we have pointed out haTc combined to 
produce ftagnation of promotion in your army, that, if not food and 
effefkually remedied, muft extinguifh every rar of hope, deftroy the 
military fpirit, and fink your officers into indifference, apathy, and 
defpcndency. The youngeft Lieutenant in the Bengal army has 
ferved eleven years, aud on the prefent footing he cannot reafonably 
expef^ in lefs than fixtcen years more another advancement. The 
fenior Captains have ferved twenty-fix, Majors twenty-eight, Lieu- 
tenant Colonels thirty, and Colonels thirty-two years. From this 
brief ftatement it is evident that- numbers of your Lieutenants muft 
remain in this rank until thev (hall have confiderably pafled their 
fortieth year, an age at which men are unfit in this climate for tl c 
▼ery a£Uve and fatiguing duties that fall to the (hare of fubaltems, 
as in the native corps, which on fevere fcrvice would foon be left 
without officers ; and this was in a great degree experienced during 
the late war in Myfore, although two additional officers were pofted 
to each of the battalions of that detachment. 

In a former part of this addrcfs we have offered our opinion on 
the political neceffity of allowing to your fcpoy corps their proper 
complement of European officers. On the juftice of this meafure^ 
with refpe6t to the officers themfelves, it is fcarcely neceffary to 
enlarge ; every feeling mind will eafily conceive the bitter regret 
with which every man who looks back upon twenty years fenricc in 
India as a fubaltern, mufl deplore the flower of his days, and fo great 
aportionof his life vainly and unprofitably confumedin exile, hardihtps, 
and danger ; he is wife too late ; but retreac is impoffible — Fatigues 
and the hand of time have (battered his frame too much to bear the 
inclemency of his native climate, without the affiftance of comforts 
which it is out of his power to procure— and who is to ?ive refuge 
to him, that after a long abfence returns from the £aft, deflitute 
equally of emolument and of honours ? He endeavours to forget 
that he ever had an home, but reflexion corrodes and preys upon 
his languid body, and at length he expiates too feverely his original 
error. Nothing^ can be more true, Honourable Sirs, than that your 
fervice, from being the bed in the world, has become one of the 
worft- But we look forvi-ard to brighter jprofpe^s ; we rely with 
perfect confidence on your wifdom and informed juflice, to remove 
the difgraceful bar on the promotion of the Colonels in your 
numerous armies, and confer the rank of General Officers in its 
different degrees, and to an extent fuitable to the number of your, 
forces ; and that by completing corps of artillery and engineers, with 
officers in proportion to their ilrength, to an equality with the cor- 
refpondent lines in his Majefty's fervice ; by giving to the command- 
ants of the fepoy battalions their due rank of Colonel, or at leaft that 
of Lieutenant Colonel, and polling to thefe corps the fame number 
and dcfcnpttons of European battalion?, you will relieve your officers 
. from degradation and fuperceffion*— eradicate every caufc of future 

jcaloufies 
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jcaloufies and difoontents— make a feafonable addition to theftrength 
and vigour of your arms— and fix the Brltifh power in this quarter 
of tHe globe upon a baGs fo firm and folid as may fecarcly bid defiance 
to every aflault. With fentiments of the moH profound refpe6t»

Of his Etcellcrlcy the Viceroy of Corfica, delivered to the 
Chamber of F^arliament, at the Opening of the Scffiong 
the 9th Day of F'ebruary 1795* 

GlNTL^MEK, 

It is with unfeigned pleafure that t meet you this day in Paf* 
liament, both becaufe your conftitution, on which the future hap- 
pinefs erf Corljca depends, is hereby Confumroated, and becaufe the 
full energt of vour wifdom and authont]|r is required at a period 
rendered doubly interefting by the eftablifhment of a new Govern* 
ment, and bV the continuance of the war. 

You are cnairged not onlv with important, but arduoui duties^ 
ftnce you muft on the one hand fecure your freedom as an hide- 
pendent nation, by a vigorous and courageous exertion in the war^ 
and on the other, you muft make proyifion for internal hat[pine(sf 
and liberty! by deliberations which arc' better fuited to times of tran^: 
^uillity and peace. 

For the difcharffe of this great truft, I rely with perfed coti* 
fidcnce on the wiiaom and f)ublic fpirit of Parliament, fupporte^ 
by the aealous and hearty union of all good Corficans, whether iof 
public or private ftitions ; for you Irill, no doubt, participate with 
me in the pieafing reAedion, that the prcfent period affords the 
ha^ny opportunity of compoflng paft atiimofities, and obliteratiogf 
divitions no longer fupported bv any fubfifting motive, and which 
bein^ always at variance with the general good, arc peculiarly pre-? 
jodicial to It to iiroments like the prcfent. 
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His Miyefty OQ his part, tvcr juft and ever Arm to hif eogage- 
incnts, has already takep thofe fteps which the conftitution pointed 
out, for completing the new fyftem of your Government. He 
}ias been pleafed to ratify in perTon, the CJonftitufion^ A^ which 
lie had previoiifly authorifed me to accept iq his name, 

I have ordered the gracious anfwer made by hi^ Maj^^y to 
.the addrefs of the late oen^ral Council, prefcnted %o him by de- 
puties from th^t Aflembiyi to b^ laid before you. | have alfo 
ordered to be laid before you^ a copy of the commtfllon by which 
his Majefty has hcen pleafed to confer on me the ex;ihcd honour of 
reorefehttng him in this kingdpm under the titl« of Viceroy, agree- 
|ible to the provifidns of the Conl^itutioual A^* By the choice of 
a perfon whofe heft Qualification for that diilineuifhe4 ftation, is a 
vrarm and fleady affeflion for Coriic^, you will perpeive that the 
iame fentiment prevailed on that occafion in his M^jefty's mind. 

I am enabled with equal fatisfadlion to acquaint you, that his 
Majeily is not lefs attentive to your protedliou againft the hoftile 
defigns of the ^nemy ; and you may depeud on his powerful ^nfi. 
vigorous iiipport during the w^r. lie confides nt the fan^e time 
in the zeal s^nd courage qF his Corfic^n fubjeds, for rejieuing the 
enemy, and defending in the independence of their country, and 
the fccurity of their lives, fortunes, and honouri all that can be 
dear to men. In thefe views, a coufidcrable body of Corfican in- 
fantry has been niifed, and an immediate a^ugmeata^tion to that 
pational corps is intended, 

Meafures nave been taken for enabling his Miuefty to i^Scmblc 
the militia, and employ theip again|l the coqimon enemy in catb 
pf need. It will be for the Parliament, in its wifdom, to frame 
adequate regulations for the p^rfcd^ion of (uch a fviiem as may 
give to Corfica, in moments of danger, the full pepe^ of tti$ 
courage and ps^triotifm of all her fubjeas i for it muit npt be for- 
gotten, ^hat the independence and liberty of ypitr couptqr muft 
not depend on the protect iop of regular troops alone, hovrever for- 
midable the force employed may be ; but, under the providehce of 
God) muft itill reft principaUy on the hearts and anas of a pconle 
>yho love their country and their freedom. 

M^ny important objects will require your imzpediate atten- 
tion. The moft urgent of thtfe, is to provide fuf&cient funds for 
the public fervice. 

In the prefent ctrcumftances of Cor$ca, his Majefty is pleafed 
to take upoTi himfelf the whole charges of the military eftabfifb- 
ment ; you have alfo the bene^t of a great naval force, without any 
Cxpence ; you have no public debt, and confequeutly no intereft to 
pay on that j^ccount. 

Kcfle6ting on thefe peculiar advantages, enjoyed perhaps ex- 
fjpfiveiy by this nation, I am perfuaded that you will cheerfully 
furnifh the remaining and unavoidable expences ot the public fervice ; 
and it is with much comfort that I confider the impofiibility of an 
ample and adequate provifion for the civil charges of Government 
being burdenfome to the people of Corfica, even in the prefent 
ftate of her refources.

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A fcttlcmcnt of your religious eftablifhment has been referve^ 
for the chamber of ParUamenty in concert with his Holinefs the 
Pope, 

To this important point you will naturally dired your early 
^nd ferious attention ; and I have no doubt, that the wifdom and 
piety which will preiide in your councils, will Itad you to the mean^ 
of reconciling the civil intcrefts and temporal profpcrity of your 
conftituents, with the holy duties of religion, the reverence due to 
its miniflcrs, and the facrcd rights of property. 

Th^ deHnition and limits of the fevcral powers and iurifdic- 
tions to be exercifed by the different tribunals, in the adminiilration 
of juftice, as well as a declaration of the law itfelf, are other pointf 
pf ferious and urgent importance. A faithful and judicious admi- 
niftration of the national property, particularly of the woods and 
forefU, the improvement of agriculture, manufadlures, and com* 
inerce, the encouragement of induftry in all its branches, the go^ 
yemmcnt and difcipline of the military, the encouragepnent of na- 
vigation, and regulations which may bnng forth the naval refources 
of the ifland, whether in mariners or (lores, in its own defence, and 
in the general fcrvicc of the empire ; the repair of highways, and 
improvement of internal communication ; inditutions for public 
inftruAion ; ellablifhments of health, both for the fecurity of the 
inhabitants, and the convenience of th-^sr commerce; all thefe are 
objects worthy of your early deliberations, ao4 for which your wif- 
dom and diligence will not tail to provide. 

I have the greateft fatis .i£lion in announcing to you the con- 
^ufion of a treaty for the marriage of his Royal Highnefs the 
Prince of Wales with tl^c Prlncefs Caroline, daughter of the Duke 
pf Brunfwick. I am pcrfuadcd that your afleAion for the perfoft 
and family of his Majefty will make you participate in the c^eneral 
joy diffufcd through every part of his dominions, by an event Co 
mtereding to the happinefs of his Majcily and Uiat iUuflrioua 
Prince.

TREATY OF AMITY, COMMERCE, AND NAVIGA- 

TION, 

Between his Britannic Majefty and the United States of 
. America. 
[By their Prefident, with the advice and confent of theJr Senate.] 

His Britannic Majefty and the United States of America being 
deiirouSi by a treaty of amity, commerce, and navigation, to ter- 
minate their differences in fuch a manner as, whljout reference tQ 
the merits of their rel'pe^live complaints and pretcnfions, may be 
the bed calculated to produce mutual fatisfad^ion and good ui.der- 
ftanding : And alfo to regulate the commerce and navigation be- 
tween their refpe^ive countries, territories, and people, in fuch a 
manner as to render the fame reciprocal, beneficial, and fatisfac- 
lory; they have rcfpedivcly named their Plenipotentiaries, and given 
t)icm full powers to treat of and conclude the faid treaty ; that 
^8 to fay, his Britannic Majcfly has named for his Plenipotentiary 
the Right Hon. William Wyndham GrcnviUe, Baron Grenville of 
Wotton, one of hisMajelty's Privy Council, and his Majcfty's Prin- 
cipal Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs ; and the Prefident of 
the faid United States, by and with the advice and confent of the 
Senate thereof, hath appointed for their Plenipqteniiary the Hotr. 
John Jay, Chief Juflice of the faid United States, aud their En- 
voy Extraordinary to his Majcfly ; who have agreed on, and con- 
ipluded the following 

articles: 

Art. I. There ihall be a firm, inviolable, and univcrfal peace» 
and a true and lincere fricndfhip, between his Britannic Majefly, his 
lieirs and fucceffors, and the United States of America; aqd be- 
tween their refpcAive countries, territories, cities, toivns, and peo^- 
pie of every degree, without ff inception of perfons or places. 

II. His Maiefly will withdraw all his troops and garrifons from 
^ pofls and places within the boundary lines afligned by tlie treaty 
of peace to the United States. This evacuation fhall take place 
on or before the ift day of June 1796, and all the proper meafures 
ihall, in the interval, be taken, by concert between the Govern- 
ment of the United States and his Majefly's Governor- General m 
America, for fettling the previous arrangements which may be ne- 
ceffary refpcAing the delivery of the faid pofls : The United Stater, 
in the mean time, at their difcretion, extending their fettlcments 
to any part within the faid boundary line, except within the pre- 
f India or jurifdi^tion of auy of the faid pofls. All fettlers and 
traders within the precindls or jurifdidlion of the faid pofls, (hall 
continue to enjoy, unmolefled, all their property of every kind, 
and fhall be proteAed therein. They fhall be at full liberty to re- 
main there, or to remove with all or any part of their effcdls ; and 
it fhall alfo be free to them to fell their lands, houfes, or effe^ls, or 
|:o retain the property thereof, at their difcretion : Such of theip ai 
^hall cpQtinue to refide Within the fsid boundary lines (hall not be 

com* 
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compelled Xo become citizens of the Vnited States, or to take anjp 
path of allegiance to the Government thereof; but they Oiall be a% 
full liberty fo to do if they think proper, and they fhall make an<t 
declare their eledion within one year after the evacuation aforefaid. 
And all perfons wbo (haU continue there after the expiration of the 
(aid year, without having declared their intention of remainic? fub- 
je^s of his Britannic ^jefty, fhall be confidered aa^ haviQg eiefied 
IQ become citizens of the United States. 

III. It is ag^ed, |hat it fhall at all times be free to his Majcfty'a 
fiibiedsy and to the citizens of the United Statesi^ and alfo to the 
]ndians dwelling on eithct fide of the faid boundarr line, freely to. , 
pafs and repafs, by land or inland navigation, into |fie refpedUve ter^ 
ritories and countnes pf the two parties on the continent of Ame- 
|ica (the country within the limits of the Hudfon's Bay Company 
only excepted), and to navigate all the kkes, rivers, and waters tnere^ 
pf, and freely to cafrj on trade ox commerce with each other. But 
\t is underflbod that^his article does not extend to tVe admiifion of 
xefiels of the United Sta^tes i^to the fea»ports, harbours, bays, or 
p^eks, of his Majef^y's faid territories ; nor into fu<^ part#. of the 
^ers in his Majefly's faid territories as are betw^n the moutU 
^hereof and ^he higheit poift of entry fro^i the fea, except in fmall 
TCefTels trading hnaJiJe between Montreal and Queb^, under fuch 
Ifcgulations as fhidl be eilablifhed to prevent the poQbiUty of any 
{rauds iu this refpedk ; nor to the admiffion of Britifli veflels from 
the fea into the rivers o( the United States, beyond th^ ^JE^^ 

r>rts of entry for foreign vcfTels frqm the fea- — Tne pver Miflmppi 
, all, however^ according to the treaty of peace, be entirely opeii 
^o botb parties ;. and it is further agreed, that all |he ports and 
jpbces on its eaftem fide, to whichfoever of the parties belonging, 
flay freely be reforted tP, and ufed by both parties, ill as ample a 
9\annei: as any of the Atlantic ports or places of the United States 
qx ^nvt oiF the ports or places of his Majefly m Great Bntain. 
- All goods and m^rcnandife whofe importation into hjs Majefly's 
^id territories in America fhaU not be entirely prohibited, may 
freely, fpx i^^ p\irpofes of commerce, be carried into the fame in 
the manner aforefaid» by the citizens of the United States, and. 

itich' goods and mercbandife (halli ^e fubjeA to no higher or other 
Lutie^ than would l>e payable by kia Majefty's fubje^is pn the im<v 
bottation of the fame from Europe into the £ud terrilories. And 
{n like i;n,9^nner all goods and merchandife whofe imports^'on into 
th^ United States Oial^ not be whpUy prohi))ited, may freely* for 
the purpofe o^ commerce, be carried into the fame, in the manner 
^forefaid, by his Majtfty's fybjeds ^^ and fuch goods oif^ merchan- 
^ift? fhall be fubje^ to no higher or other duties than, would be 
bayable by the citizens of the United States on the importation of 
the iame, in American vefTch, into the Atlantic ports of the faid 
l^tates'. ' And all ^ods not pi;ohibi|^d to be exponed into the fai4 
territories refpedively, m^ in like' planner be carried out of th^ 
fiime by the two parties rc(pe6tively', payii\g d^ty as afprefaid. 
' No duty of entry fhall ever be icvied oy either party, on pcltrief 
brought by land or inland navigation into tbc fiiid territories refpec- 
4 tively 
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liTely ; ndr (ball the Indians, pading or rt(}afling with their 6wtt 
proper goods and eiFe£^8 of whatever nature, pay for the fame an^ 
impoft or duty whatever. Bui goods in bales, or othe^ large pack- 
ages uaufnal among Indians, fhail noi be coniidered as goods belong- 
ing honajide to Indians. 

No higher or other tolls or rates of ferriage than what are oV (hafl 
he payable by natives, (hall be demanded on either fide $ and no 
duties fhall b(e payable en Any goods which (hall merely be carried 
over any of the portages Or cdrrying-places on either Hde, for the 
purpofe of being immediately re -embarked and carried to fom^ 
other place or places. But as. by this ftipulation it is only meant rd 
fecure to each party a free paifage acrpfs the portages on both fides^ 
it is agreed, that this exemption from duty (hall extend only to fuch 
goods as are carried in the ufual and dired road acrofs the portage; 
and are not attempted to be in any manner fold or exchanged during 
their paffigexaCTOis the fame^ and proper regulations may be ella- 
bli(hed to prevent the po(fibiIity of any frauds ill this refpe^. 

As thia article is intended to kinder in a great degree the Icycal 
advantages of each party common to both, aiid thereby to promote 
a difpo6tion fiivourable to friendihip and good neighbourhood-, it 
is agreed^ ^hat the refpe£tive Governments will mutuallv promote 
this amicatil^ intercourfe, by caiiiing fpeedy artd impartialjuiHce \6 
i>e done, aild nec^dary protedion to be extended to aH who may b€ 
concerned therein. 

IV. Whereas it is uncertain whether the rit^f Mii$fippi tt- 
tend fo ht to the northward as to be interfedted by a lirtc to b€ 
llnwn due w6(t from the Laki: of the Woods in the mailner men- 
tined in, the Treaty of Peace b^wcen his Maje(!y and the Unttei 
States, It is agreed, that meafur«s fhall be taken ih concert with his 
Majefty'd Govemttoent in America, and the (Government of xht 
United States, for inakinflr a joint furvey of the faid river from on* 
degree of latitiid^ below the Falls of St. Antholrty, to the prihcipat 
fource or ft)urces of the faid river, and alfo of the parts adjacent 
thereto ; and that if on the rcfult of fuch flH^^•ey, ft (hould appear 
(hat the faid river would not be inteffedted by fuch a line as is abov^ 
sneotioned, the two parties will th^itupon proceed by amicable ne- 
gotiation to regulate the bbundary line in that quarter, as well as 
an other ploints to be adjuded between' the faid parties, according to 
Juftice and mutual convenience, and in conformity to the intent of 
the faid Treaty. 

V. Whereas doubts have irifen what viver was truly intended 
under the name of the river St. Croix, mentioned in the faid 
Treaty of Peace, and forming a part of the boundary therein de^ 
tcribed, that queition (hall be referred to the final decifion of xht 
tommtfiioilers to be appointed in the folloTving mariner, y]t. ; 

One commiifioner fhall be named by his Majefly, and one by tbs 
Prefident of the United States, by and with the advice and Confent 
of the Senate thereof, and the faid two commifHoners (hall agree oti 
the choice of a thirds or if they cannot fo agree, they (hall each 
J>ropofe one perfon, and of the two names fo propofcd^ one (hall h^ 

dralyil 
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ixzvm by lot in the prefcncc of the two original coofimiflionml, 
' And the three com miiri oners fo appointed, (hall be fwum impartiaUy 
to examine and decide the faid queilion according to fuch evideoce 
as (hall refpe6lively be laid before them od the pan of the Bntifh 
Government and of the United States. The faid commifii'inerf 
ihall meet at Halifax, and (hall have power to adjourn to fuch other 
place or places as they (hall think fit They mall have power to 
appoi.it a Secretary, and to employ fuch furveyors or other perCoos 
as thev (Kail judge hcceffary. The faid commilfioners (hall by a Dc- 
d (ration under their hands and feals decide what river is the river St. 
C.oix intended by the treaty. The faid declaration (hall contain a 
d.'fcription -of the faid river, and (hall particularize the latitude and 
^ngitudc of its mouth, and af its fource. Duplicates of this de- 
claration, and of the (latements of their accounts, and of the jour- 
nd of theii* proceedings, (hall be delivered by them to the agent of 
his Majefty, and to the agent of the United States, who may be 
r^fpedlivel]^ appointed and authorifed to manage the bu(inefs on be-^ 
half of the refpeftive Governments. And both parties agree to con- 
£der fuch decifion as (inal and concludve, fo as that the fame (hall 
never thereafter be called in quedion, or made the £ubje£t of difpute 
^r difference between them. 

VI. Whereas it is allcdged by divers Britifh merchants and others^ 
his Maje^ly's fubjcfts, that debts to a confiderable amount, which 
were bonajidc coatra£led beft)re the peace, ftill remain owing to them 
by citizens or iiibibitants of the United States, and that by the 
pperatioa of various lawful impediments fmce the peace, not only 
the full recovery of the faid debts has been delayed, but alfo the 
value and fccurity thereof have been, in feveral in (lances, impaired 
and leflTened, fo that by the ordinary courfe of judicial proceedings* 
the Britifh creditors cannot now obtain, and adlually have and rcf* 
ceive, full and adequate compenfation for the lo(rcs and damages 
V{hJch they have thereby fudained : It is agreed, that in all fuch 
cafes where full compenfation for fuch lo(res and damages cannot* 
for whatever reafon, be aftually obtained, hUd, and received by the 
faid creditors in the ordinary courfe of juftice, the United States 
^ill make full and complete compenfation for the fame to the faid 
creditois: But it is diih'n^tly underllood, that this provifion is to 
extend to fuch L(res only ai have been occafioned by the lawful im- 
pediments aforefaid, and is not to extend to lo(fes occadoned by fucli 
infolvency of the debtors, or other caufes as would equally have 
operated to produce fuch lof?, if the faid impediments had not ex- 
ilied, nor to fuch lolfes or damages as have been occafloned by the 
manifell delay or negligence, or wilful omiflion of the claimant. 

For the purpofe ot afcertaining; the amount of any fuch loffes and 
damages, iwti comnufiioners (hall be appointed, and authorifed^ to 
meet and aft in manner following, vt%. Two of them (hall be appoint- 
ed by his Majclly, two of them by the Pi'c(idcnt of the United States, 
by arni with the advice and confcnt of the Senate thereof, and the 
fifth by the unanimous voice of the other four ; and if they (hould 
got a^rcc iu fuch choice, then the conimiflioners named by the two 

parties. 
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parties, ftiall refpe6liTely propofe one perfon, and of the two names 
fo propofcdy one (hall be drawn by lot in the prefence of the four 
original commiflioners. 

When the five commiffioDcrs thus appointed Ihall firft meet, they 
(hall, before they proceed to aA, rcfpeAivcly take the following 
oath or affirmation, in the prefence of each other, which oath or 
affirmation being fo taken, and duly attefted, (hall be entered on the 
record of their proceedings, viz, " I, A. B. one of the commiffioners 
appointed in purfuance of the 6th article of the treaty of amity, 
commerce, and navigation, between his Britannic Majefty and the 
United States of America, do folemnly fwear or affirm, that I will 
honeilly, diligently, impartially, and carefully examine, and to the beft 
of my judgment, according tojuftice and equity, decide all fuch com- 
plaints, as under the faid article fhall be preferred to the faid com-^ 
miffioners ; and that I will forbear to ad as a commiffioner in any 
cafe, in which I may be perfonally interefted." 

Three of the faid commiffioners fhall conflitute a board, and fhall 
have power to do any aft appertaining to the (aid commiffion, pro- 
vided that one of the commiffioners named on each fide, and the 
fifth commiffioner fhall be prefent, and all decifions fhall be made by 
the majority of the voices ofthe commiffioners then prefent . Eighteen 
months from the day on which the faid commiffioners fhall form a 
board, and be ready to proceed to bufinefs, are affigned for receiv- 
ing complaints and applications ; but they are, neverthelefs, an- 
thorifed m any particular cafes, in which it fhall appear to them to 
be reafonable and ju(l, to extend the faid term of eighteen months 
for any term not exceeding fix months, after the expiration thereof. 
The faid commiffioners fhall fird meet at Philadelphia, but they fhall 
have power to adjourn from place to place, as they fhall fee caufe. 

The faid commiffioners, in examining the complaints and appli- 
cations fo preferred to them, are empowered and required, in pur- 
fuance of the true intent and meaning of this article, to take into 
their confideration all claims, whether of principal or intereft, or 
balances dP principal and interefl, and to determine the fame re- 
fpe£livcly, according to the merits of the feveral cafes; due regard 
being had to all the circumflances thereof, %nd as equity and juflice 
fhall appear to them to require. And the faid commiffioters fhall 
have power to examine all fuch perfons as fhall come before them 
on oath or affirmation, touching the premifes ; and alfo to receive 
in evidence, according as they may think moft confident with equity 
and juflice, all written depofitions, or books, or papers, or copies, 
or extra6ls thereof ; every fuch depofition, book, or paper, or ex- 
tradk being duly authenticated, either according to the legal formv 
now refpeaively exifling i§ the two countries, or in fuch other mao- 
oer as the faid commiffioners fhall fee caufe to require or allow. 

The award of the faid commiffioners, or of any three of them as 
aforefaid, fhall in all cafes be final and conclufive, both as to the 
juilice of the claim, and to the amount of the fum to be paid to 
the creditor or claimant, and the United States undertake to cauf 
the fum fo awarded to be paid io fpecie to fuch creditor or claimants 
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without dedu6lton ; and at fuch time or timesy and at fuch place or 
places, as (hall be awarded by the faid commifEoners ; and on cod- 
d it ion of fuch rcleafes or aflijfnmcnts to be given by the creditor or 
claimant, as by the faid commlilionets may be dire6led: Provided 
always that no fuch payment (hall be fixed by the faid commiiDoners 
to take place fooner th^n twelve months^ from the day of the ex- 
change of the ratifications of this treaty. 

VII. Whereas complaints have been made by divers roerchantt 
and others, citizens of the United States, that during the courfe 
of the war in which his Majefty is now engaged, they have fuf- 
tained conOderable lofTes and damage by reafon of irregular or il- 
legal captuies or condemnations of their vefFels and other property, 
under colour of authority or commiflions from his Majelly ; and that 
from various circumftanccs belonging to the faid cafes, adequate 
compenfation for the lofles and damages fo fuftained cannot now be 
adually obtained, had, and received, by the ordinary courfe of judi- 
cial proceedings ; it is agreed, in all fuch cafes where adequate com- 
penfation cannot, for whatever reafon, be now adually obtained, had, 
and received, by the faid merchants or others in the ordinary courfe of 
jullice, full and complete c(»mpenfation for the fame will be made by 
the Britifh Government to the faid complainants. But it isdiftin^y 
underftood that this provifion is not to extend to fuck lofles or da- 
mages as have been occafioned by the manifeii delay or negligence^ 
or wilful omiflion of the claimants. 

That for the purpofe of afcertaining the amount of any fuch 
lofles or damages, five commiflioners fliaU be appointed and author- 
ifed to a6t in London, exadly in the manner dire6ied with refpett 
to thofe mentioned in the preceding article; and after having talcen 
the lame oath or aflirmation (mutat'u mutandis) the fame term of 
eighteen months is alfo afligned for the reception of claims, and 
they are in like manner authorifed to extend the fame in particular 
cafes. They fliall receive teitimony, books, papers, and evidence in 
the fame latitude, and exercife the like difcretion and powers re- 
fpeding that fubje^l ; and fliall decide the claim in qudftion accord- 
ing to the merits of the fcveral cafes, and to jullice, equity, and 
the laws of nations. The award of the commiflioners, or any fuch 
three of them as aforefaid, fliall in all cafes be final and conclufive, 
both as to the juftice of the claim, and the amount of the fum to 
be paid to the claimant ; and his Britannic Majefl-y undertakes to 
caule the fame to be paid to fuch claimant in fpecie, without any 
dedudlion, at fuch place or places, and at fuch time or times, as 
(hall be awarded by the fame commiflioners, and on condition of 
fuch releafes or aflignments to be given by the claimants, -as by the 
faid commiflioners may be diredled. 

And whereas certain merchants and others, his Majefty 's fub- 
jeds, complain, that in the courfe of the war, they have fuftained 
lofs and damage by reafon of the capture of the veflels and mcr- 
chandifc taken wichm the limits and jurifdidion of the States, and 
brought into the ports of the fame, or taken by veflels originally 
armed in ports of the faid States : 
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It is agreed, that in all fuch cafes where reilitution fhall not have 
been made agreeably to the tenor qf the letter from Mr. Jeffcrfon to 
Mr. Hammond, dated at Philadelphia, September ^, 17931 a copy of 
which is annexed to this treaty; the complaints of the parties fhall be, 
and hereby arc referred to the comraiuioners to be appointed by 
virtue of this article, who are hereby aiithorifed and required to pro- 
ceed in the like manner relative to thefe, as to the other cafes com- 
mitted to them ; and the United States undertake to pay to the comr 
plainants or claimants, in fpecie, without dedu6lion, the amount 
of fuch fums as ftiall be awarded to them refpedively by the faid 
commiflioners, and at the times and places wliich in fuch am^ards (hall 
be fpecified : and on condition of fuch releafes or aflignments to be 
given by the claimants as in the faid awards may be dire£led. And 
It is further agreed, that not only the new exiding cafes of both 
defcriptions, but alfo all fuch as (hall cxift at th<? time of exchang- 
ing the ratifications of this treaty, (hall be confidered within the 
provifions, intent, and meaning, of this article. 

VIII. It is further agreed, that the commilfioners mentioned in 
the two preceding articles (hall be refpedively paid in fuch a man- 
ner as (hall be agreed between the two parties ; fuch agreement 
being to be fettled at the time of the exchange of the ratifications 
of this treaty. And all other expences attending the faid com- 
miflions (hall be defrayed jointly by the two parties, the fame being 
previoufly afcertained and aUowed by the majority of the commil- 
fioners. And in the cafe of death, ficknefs, or nece(fary abfence, 
the place of every fuch commiilioner refpe£tive]y, (hall be fupplied 
in the fame manner as fuch commiflioner was appointed, and the 
new commiffioners fhall take the fame oath or affirmation, and do 
the fame duties. 

IX. It is agreed that Bnti(h fubjedls, who now hold lands in the 
territories of the United States ; and American citizens, who now

TREATY OF PEACE 

Between France and Pruffia. 

The French Republic and his Majefty the King of Pruffia^ 
equally animated with the defire of putting an end to the war which 
divides them, by a folid peace between the two nations, have no* 
minated for their plenipotentiaries, viz. 

The French Republic, the Citizen Frangois Barthelemj, its am* 
baflador in Switzerland ; . • . 

And the King of Pruffia, his Miniftcr of State, of War, and the 
Cabinet, Charles Augufte, Baron de Hardcnberg, Knight of the 
Order of the Red Eagle, of the White Eagle, and of St. Stanif- 
bu8. 

Who have agreed upon the following Articles : 

Art. I. There fliall be peace, amity, and good underftandang 
between the French Republic and the King of Pruffia, confidered 
both as fuch, and as EleClor of Brandenbourg, and Co-Eflate of the 
German Empire. 

IL In confcquence, all hoftilities between the two contra£ling 
powers fliall ceafe, from the day of the ratification of the prefent 
treaty, and neither of them, from the fame period, fliall fumifti againft 
the other, in any quality, or under any title whatfoever, any fuc- 
cours or contingent, in men, horfes, provifions, money, warlike 
ftores, or otherwife. 

III. Neither of the contrafting powers fliall grant a paflage 
through its territory, to the troops of the enemies of the other. 

IV. The troops of the French Republic fliall evacuate, within 
fifteen days after the ratification of the prefent treaty, the parts of 
the Pruffian States they may occupy on the right bank of the 
Rhine. 

The contributions, deliveries, fuppries, and fervices of war, fliall 
ceafe entirely withia fifteen dtiys after the fignaturc of tl^is treaty.

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AU arrearages doe at that period, as well as billets and proisifev 
given or made in that refpefk, (hall be null. Whatever ihall be taken 
or received after the period aforefaid, (hall be rcftored gratuitouily^ 
or paid for in ready money. 

V. The troops of the French Republic fhall continue to occupj 
the parts of the flates of the King of Pruilia» fittiated on the IctC 
bank of the Rhine. All definitive arrangement with refpedto thcfc 
provinces, (hall be deferred tiU the general pacification with the, 
German Empire. 

VI. Until a treaty of commerce between the two contrafling 
powers fhall be made, all the commercial communications and rela- 
tions between France and the Pruiiian States, fhall be re-eflablifhed 
on the footing on which they were before the prefent war. 

VII. As tne difpofition of article VI. cannot have the full effeft, 
but in proportion as liberty of commerce fhall be re-eflablifhed for 
all the north of Germany, the two contradling powers fhall take 
meafures for removing from it the theatre of war. 

VIII. To individuals of the two nations refpe6^ively fhall be 
ffranted the refloration of all efie£ks, revenues, or property, of what 
kind foever, detained, feized, or confifcated on account of the war 
between France and Pruffia, as well as prompt jufliqe with refpe^ 
to all debts due in the flates of either of the two contra6ling powers 
to the fubjedls of the other. 

I X. Au prifoncrs taken refpe£lively fince the commencement of 
the war, without regard to difference of number or rank, including 
Prufiian marines and failors, taken either in Pruffian (hips or fhips of 
other nations, as well as in general all thofe detained on either fide, 
on account of the war, fhall be reflored within the fpace of two 
months at the latefl after the exchange of the ratification of the pre- 
fent treaty, on paying the private debts they may have contra^led 
during their captivity. The fame fhall be done with refpe& to the 
fick and wounded immediately after their getting well. 

Commiflioners fhall be immediately appointed on both fides, for 
executing this article. 

X. The prifoners of Saxon, Mentz, Palatine, and Heflian corps, 
with thofe of Heffe-Caffel and Darmfladt, who have ferved in the 
army of the King of Pruflia, fhall be included in the exchange above 
mentioned. 

XL The French Republic will accept of the good offices of hi$ 
Majefly the King of PrufTia in favour of the princes and flates of the 
German Empire, who fhall defire to enter diredUy into negociation 
with it, and who to that end have already requelled, or fhaU requefl| 
the intcrpofition of the King. 

The French Republic, to give to the King of Pruflia a firfl proof 
of its defire to concur in the re-ellablifhment of the ancient bonds of 
amity which have fubfifled between the two nations, confcnts not to 
treat as an enemy's country, during the fpace of three months after 
the ratification of the prefent treaty, tlie territories of thofe princes 
and flates of the Empire aforefaid, fituated on the left bank of the 
Rhine, ia who& favour the King fhall interefl himfelf.

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XII. The prefent treaty (hall have no cfFc^ till after being rati- 
fied by the contradin? parties ; and the ratifications fhall be ex* 
changed in this city of Bade within one month from this date, or 
fooner if poiOble. 

In telhmony of which, we the underfi^ned Minifters Plenipoten- 
tiary of the French Repubhc» and his Majefty the King of Pmffia, 
by virtue of our full powers, have figned the prefent treaty of peace 
and amity y and affixed to it our refpedllve feals.

SECOND TREATY 
Between the French Republic and the King of Pruffia. 

The French Repobllc , and his Majefty the King of Pruffia, hav- 
ing ftipulated in the Treaty of Peace and Amity, concluded be- 
tween them on the i6th of lad Germinal (April 5) fccnet c]aufcs 
relative to the 7th article of that treaty, and which eftablifh a 
Kne of demarcation and neutrality, the objeft of which is to remove 
the feat of war from all the north of (Germany, have deetned it 
proper to explain themfelves further, and to fix definitively the con- 
ditions by a particular convention. 

To this end the rcfpedlive Plenipotentiaries of the two high con- 
tiaAing powers, •!;/». 

Cn the part of the French Republic, the French citizen, Bar- 
tWcmy, AmbafTador in Switzerland, and on the part of the King- 
of Pruflia, his Minifter of State, of War, and of the Cabinet, 
Charles Auguftus Baron de Hardenberg, Knight of the Red Eagle, 
of t!)e White Eagle, and of Staniflaus, &c. have agreed upon the 
following articles : 

Art. 1. In order to remove the theatre of war from the fron- 
tiers of the ftates of his Majefty the King of Pruflia, to prefcrvc 
the tranquillity of the north of Germany, and to re-eftablifh the 
entire freedom of commerce, between that part of the Empire and 
France, in the fame manner as before the war, the French Republic 
confents not to pufh the operations of war, nor to fend troops either 
by land or fea into the ftates fituated beyond the following line of 
demarcation. 

This line ftiall comprehend Eaft Friefland, and defcend along the 
Ems, and the Aa, or Alplia, to Mimfter, taking afterwards its di- 
reftion towards Coesfcld, Borkcn, Bockholt, to the frontier of the 
dutchy of Cleves, near Iflenbourj^h, following this line of frontier 
to Magenporft, upon the new Iflel, and afcending the Rhine to 
Duyfbourgh ; from ihence extending along the frontier of the 
county of Marck, to Werden, Gemarke, and abng the Wippcr to 
Hombourg, Altenkirchen, Lirobourg upon the Lahn ; along that 

river. 
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Tivcr, and from that which ftrctchcs from Idflein to that city, EpHein^ 
and Hocil upon the Meln : from thence to Raiicnhcim, along the 
iandgraben to Dornhclm, thence foUowinsf the brook which crofTcs 
that dlftnA to the frontiers of the Palatinate ; thence along the 
frontiers of the country of Darraftadt, and the circle of Franconia, 
which the line will entirely enclofe to Eberfbach upon the Necker, 
continuing the courfc of that river to Wimfen, a free town of the 
Empire, and taking thence a courfe to Loewenttein, Murhard, Ho- 
henltadt, Noerdlingen, a free town of the Empire, and Holzkirch, 
upon the Wemitz ; enclofing the county of Pappenheim and the 
whole circle of Franconia and Upper Saxony, along Bavaria, the 
Upper Palatinate, and Bohemia, to the frontiers of Silefia. 

II. The French Republic confiders as neutral country, and as neu- 
tral ftates, all thofe which are fituatcd behind this line, on condition 
that they obferve on their pai^ the mo ft ftrid neutrality, the firft 
point of which fhall be to recall their contingencies, and not to 
make any new contra6>, which can authorife them to furnifh troops 
to the powers at war with France. 

Thofe who iliall not comply with thefe conditions, fhall be excluded 
from the benefit of the neutrality. 

I II. His Majcily the King of Pruflia engages to caufe the moll 
ftrift obleivance of this neutrality by all ^he ttates fituatcd upon the 
right bank of the Mein, and compriied iu the line of demarkatioa 
above-mentioned . 

The King charges himfelf with guaranteeing, that no troops, 
the enemies of France, fhall pafs that part of the line, or rro out 
of the countries therein comprifed, in order to oppofe the French 
arms ; and to this cflFedt the two contrafting parties are bound to 
keep upon the moll eirenlial points, alterwardb to be agreed upon be- 
tween them, corps of obfervation fufEcient to make this neutrality 
l?pfpecled. 

IV. The paflage of troops, whether thofe of the French Republic, 
or thofe of the Empire, fhall remain entirely free through the road^

2d. From Friedbcrg, Wetzlar, and Siegen, to Colognc- 

3d. From Hadcrfhcim, Wifbaden and NafFeau, to Coblentz. 

4th, and laftly — from Hadderfheim to Mayence, and vicg ver/a. 
As well as through all the countries fituatcd on the left bank of this 
river, and throughout the whole circle of Franconia, without doing 
the leaft prejudice to the neutrality of all the ilatcs and countries in- 
cluded in the line of demarcation. 

V. The county of Sayn Alten Kirchen, on the Weflerwald, com 
prifing therein the little diflriA of Bendorf below Coblentz, being in 
the pofTeffion of his Majefty the King of Pruffia, fhall enjoy the fame 
benefits and advantages as the other Hates fituated on the left bank of 
the Rhine. 

VI. The prefent Convention fhall be ratified by the two contraft- 
ing parties, and the ratifications fhall be exchanged in this city of 
Baile, within the term of one month, or fooncr, "if poflible, reckon- 
ing^ 
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ing from this day. In teftimony of which, we, the underlipned. 
Plenipotentiaries of the French RepuUic and his Majcfty the King; 
of I'rulEa, by virtue of our full powers, figned the prefcnt Codtcq* 
tion, and have affixed thereto our refpe£live feals.

The arrangements for the campaign 
fhall be made in concert ; the States General may fend a deputy, 
who (hall fit and have a deliberative voice in the Committee of 
public Welfare at Paris.

XXI. The French Republic (hall ufe their good offices with 
foreign powers in favour of the United Provinces, in order that 
they may obtain the payment of the fums due to them before the 
war. 

No afylum ihall be ^iven, by the Republic of the United 
Provinces, to the French emigrants ; and no afylum (hall be given 
by the Republic of France to the Orange emigrants.

Circumftances and ceremonies that preceded the Stadtholder's 
departure, extra£led chiefly from the Regiilers of the States Ge^ 
neral. 

" It was on the evening of the 1 6th of January, that the S^dt- 
holder in the Afiembly of the States General, and in the AiTembly 
of the States of Holland, requeued that his two fons might be 
permitted to refign the fit nations which they held in the army of 
the Republic. The requeft was indantly complied with. On the 
next day, he ailifted again at the deliberations of the two afi*emblie8, 
f nd obtained the neceffary difpofitions fpr abfenting himfelf from 

f^2 the 
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the United Prorincci. The States General, however, ap|K>inted 

IrcwiouQj a committee to examinr the documents and reprefentations 
lid before them by the Stadtholder. After the Committee had 
Blade their report, the Suto* General came to the following re« 
ioltttion: 

« Sunday, Jan. 1 8. 
•* We have heard the report of McflVs. De Grotenray, and 
•ther deputies for milttarr affairs ; we alfo examined a letter 
from his iiighnefs, dated h-om the Hague this day, and. flating, 
<* that, at from the fituation of the Republic his Highnefs forefces 
the fate that awaits the country in cate the enemy penetrates fur- 
ther, and as he is unwillin? to be an obftade to the making of 
peace, he has taken the refoTution to retire for a time out of the 
country ; he hopes that their High Mightinefles will not difapprore 
of this ftep, and he prays that the Supreme Being will beilow hia 
blefiings upon the provinces, and reftore them to their former 
profperity. 

** His Highnefs protefts that he has done every thing in his 
power for the good of his country. He expreffes his regret that 
be has not been able to do more for the general good ; and he af- 
fcrts, that if circumftances permit him to be again ufeful to hia 
country, their High Mightineffes (hall always find him ready to 
exert his utmoft endeavours. He concludes by informing the Statea 
General that his two fons, who have received permtffion to refign 
their military commands, will leave the country with him.*' 

" The tStates Greneral having taken the above circumftances into 
their confideration, and having confidered that the exifting circum- 
fiances require immediate meafures, and that the ordinary forms of 
difcuffion and deliberation cannot be foUowed, decree previoiifly, 
that what (hall be done and refolvcd upon, in the prefcnt poflure of 
affairs, is not to be confidered as a precedent : Without any pre- 
judice, therefore, to any ulterior deliberation, it is determined that 
information (hall be communicated to the commanders of regiments 
aad corps In the fervice, as well as to all governors and commandevff 
of towns and places occupied by the troops of the date ; and that 
the Prince of Orange and Naflau has abfcnted himfelf for fome time, 
and that the Princes of Orange, his Tons, have been difcharged from 
the command of the army. AU Colonels, or Commanding Officers, 
as well as Governors and Commanders, are therefore to addrefs 
themielves provtfionaUy to the Council of State of the United Low 
Countries, on the fbbjefts of thofe orders which thfcv have hitherto 
received from the faid Princes. It is alfo decreed, that the private 
Secretary of his Highnefs Larrey, fball be written to, to fend im- 
snediately to the Council all letters addreffed to his Highnefs oq

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The StadthoWcT and his Family arrived in England, and landed 
at Harwich, on Tucfday the 20th of January, and in a 
few Days afterwards repaired to Hampton Court, where 
Apartments were provided for them : — On the 28th of May 
the Stadtholder made the following 

DECLARATION, 

The Prince of Orange has hitherto thought it unncccflary to 
puhlifh the motives which induced him to ahfent himfelf for fome 
time from his country, being convinced that no perfon could, with 
any (hadow of iuftice, accufc him of the fmallell crime in having 
quitted the tenitorics of the provinces of Holland, after the ftatcs 
of that province had thought proper to fend deputies to the com« 
xnjinders of the enemy's forces to capitulate, or rather to fubmit to 
them ; but the rcfolutton taken by the pretended States General 
the 24th of February laft, on the motion made in that Affcmbly 
the 31ft of January, by the deputies of the pretended Proviiional 
Jleprefentatives of the People of Holland, havinop come to his 
l^nowledge, in which they thought proper to abc lifh the office of 
Stadtholder, Captain General and Hereditary Admiral, with wliich 
this Prince was invefted, alleging, as a motive for this refolution, 
th^ he himfelf had abdicated them, he feels it incumbent on him- 
felf to be no longer filent, and to repel this calumny by a fimple 
and exa£l datement of the fad^s, which preceded and rendered ne- 
ccflary his departure from the territories of the United States. 

The mundations formed for the defence of the Republic, and in 
particular for that of the province of Holland, (as well as the rivers 
in that country) being frozen in December lall, there no longer 
remained any means of defending the provinces of Utrecht and 
Holland, after the retreat of the army commanded by General 
Count Wallraoden from the borders of the Waal and the Rhine. 

The troops of the date, which might have been employed in the 
defence of thcfe two provinces, being reduced (as well by hard- 
fhips which the army fuflained during the laft campaign, as by 
ficknefs) to too fmall a number to garnfon fufficicntly thufe polls, 
which it was neceflary fhould be occupied in order to prevent the 
enemy from penetrating ; 

It mud here be obferved, that a great part of the troops, which 
were in thefe two provinces, could not be employed againtt the 
enemy, in virtue of the capitulations which many places had made, 
and in which it was flipulated that their garrifons fliould be fent into 
the interior of the republic, after having fworn not to ferve ag^inCb 
the armies of France during the war until they were exchanged. 

The dates of Utrecht, therefore, thought it right to capitulate 
on Friday the 16th of January, after having fome daya before in- 
formed the States General of their intention, and found themfelvcs 
obliged to fubmit to thofe conditions which the conqueror thought 
fit to grant : It will fuffice to date, that the dates of that province 
having requeded that their conditution and form of government 

might 
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might be preferved, the vidor would only proviilooallj agree to it, 
which afforded no fccurity for the future. 

The Prince of Orange being informed, that the ftate* of the^ 
provinces of Holland were about to adopt the fame refolution on 
the fame day, found himfelf under the neceffity of fending away 
the Princeffes, his wife, and daughter-in-law, with the Prince his - 
grandfon, on board a fifhing-boat on Sunday morning the i8th of 
January, and was himfelf obliged to follow them on the {ame day, 
(with the two Princes) his fons, which however he did not do till 
he had acauainted the States General, as alfo the ftatei of the 
Seven Provinces, and of the country of Dronthe, with his intended 
departure, writing to them, *• That he eafily forefaw, from the 
prcfcnt fituation of the republic, what lot he muft expcft, if the 
enemy fhould penetrate further into the country : and, not wifliing 
to be any obftacle to peace, he had refolved to abfent himfelf 
and his family for a time from the tcrritones of the States, and hoped 
that their High Mightincflcs would approve of this ftcp.'* 

It fhould here be remarked, that^ the Prince did not depart till 
after his tetter had been read, as well in the AlFembly of the States 
General, as in that of the States of HoUaod ; that his departure 
iirom the Hague and his embarkation were fully known to both 
Aflemblies, who did not take any Hep to oppofe the meafure ; and 
that his departure did not take place till the States of Holbnd had 
refolved to capitulate, and had required in their name, from the 
Prince of Orange, as Captain-General of that province, an officer 
and a trumpet to announce the commiffion from the States of Hol- 
land, who were to repair to the General of the enemy to afcertain 
■what articles (hould form a capitulation for that province. The 
Prince knew thefc deputies were commillioned not to make any 
difficulties, but to yield to every article. The fame day, after the 
Prince had notified his intention of quitting the Dutch territories^ 
lour members of the College of CounfcUors, deputed by Hollands 
demanded an audience of the Prince, and begged he would haAea 
Ikis departure , that they could give no reply to any thing, and that 
even if it was infifted upon in the French General's anfwer, that 
the Prince and his fomily fhould not be permitted to quit the coun- 
try, they would be under the neceffity of taking meafures to pre- 
Tcnt thenr departure, efpecially in cafe the French General, or the 
CommifTioners of the National Convention fhould require that the 
College of the deputed Counfellors fhould be made refponfible if 
the Prince abfentcd himfelf before the arrival of the French troops. 
After fuch a declaration, the Prince of Orange thought it no longer 
fefe to remain at the Hague, and embarked at Scheveling on board 
a fifhing-boat. Having confulted the marine officers and pilot who 
were on board the vcfTel what courfe he fhould fleer, they were 
unanimoufly of opinion that the befl phn would be to make for aa, 
Englifh port. The Prince, before he quitted the road of Schevel- 
ing, wrote to M. Van Spiegel, Counfellor Penfionary of the Pro-, 
•vince of Holland, with the opinion of the marine officers and pilot 
of the abovc-mcntigncd vefTcl, figned by them. The Counlcllor 

Pcn^ 
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PenKonary having communicated th« fame to their High Mighti- 
neflTes, ihejr, by their rcfolution of the 19th of January, approved 
of the Prince of Orange's departure, as a meafure of abfohitc 
neceffity ; declaring, moreover, that they were defirous of hearing 
of that Prince's fate arrival in one of the ports of the kingdom of 
Great Britaia on board a (hip of war belonging to the States, and 
that be might fbortly be able to return to the repuWic, in order to 
conttmic affifting them with his council and prefencc for the main- 
tenance of the independence and conftitutton of the rcpubh'c. The 
Prince's intention, of which he had already informed M. Van de 
Spiegel, Penfionary Counfellor, in his letter, was to inform him« 
iitf during his ftay in England, of the fit nation of affairs, as wdl 
in the province of Zealand as in the province of Prize and Gro- 
niogen, and to embark on board a (hip of war of the States for 
either of thofe provinces in which it ihould appear his prefencc 
might be moft ufefuL It is right to ohferve that all correfpondence 
between thofe provinces and the Hague was at that time interceptedf 
not only by the enemy, but by the froft. 

As (bon as the States of HoUaad had refolved to admit fotxres 
inimical to the republic of the United Provinces into the place 
where the States General were aifembled, and had given orders to 
their different ^rifons no longer to oppofe the progrefs of the 
French, the Pnnce of Orange was deiirous that the States General* 
to whom this refolution had been communicated, ftiould determine 
to difTolve their aifembly, and to call it- together a^ain in one of the 
provinces which had not fubmitted to the yoke of the conqueror. 

The States General thought proper to remain afTembled in a place 
where the enemy's troops, joined by a number of malcontents, de- 
prived them of the liberty of deliberating and doing what the pubUe 
good required. 

The French troops having arrived at the Hague, the States 
General were compelled to do every thing that was exafted from 
them. The deputies lawfallv named by the provinces of Holland 
were obliged to quit that Affembly, and have been replaced by 
deputies named by thofe who have taken upon themfelves the 
fupreme power of that province, under the name of Provliional Re- 
prefentatives of the People. Thefe latter being admitted into the 
Affembly of the States General, that Affembly ceafes to be legal, 
and the refolutions taken fince that time cannot be canfidered as 
refoluttons dt^bited by the real States General. 

The Prince of Orange's defign was, as had already been obferred, 
to go into Zealand as foon as he (hould have received information 
relative to the fituation of affairs in that province, hoping that his 
prefence there might be ufeful. But the States General having 
given orders foon after the Prince's departure, and nearly at the 
time of the arrival of the French troops at the Hague, to the 
commanding o£Ecers of Bergen-op-zoom, Breda, Wilhemiladt and 
Stcenbergen, furtreffes which dill held out, to capitulate, likewife 
to the troops who were in thofe provinces which had not yet fub- 
mitted to the French^ as alfo to the (liips of the State, not to de- 
fend 
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fend themfelves sigainft iht French, the Statct of Z€a1an<{ #ertf 
under the neccfllty of following the exampk of thofe of Holland 
and Utrecht, in capitulating for their provinee, or rather in fub' 
mitting to the conqueror. 

The Prince of Orange' being informed of this refolotion, and 
perceiving that his prefence could no longer be of any ferrice there» 
was obliged to give up his intention of going into Zeaknd» and the 
ice havinjgr for a long while prevented all communicadon between 
the provinces of Friefland and Groningen with England* durinr 
that time the Prince could not receive any intelligence from thoS 
provinces^ and the firft he received was, that they had fubmitted 
jn the fame inanner as the others had done* which froftnted hia 
plan of going into either of thofe provinces. 

The Prince of Orange waits with confidence, the judgment which 
every impartial perfon will pafs on his condudk, and cannot think it 
was expe6led he fhould remain in a country which had fubmitted to 
the French arms, whilft the French National Convention had de- 
clared Avar againfl him'perfonally, and deliver himfelf into the hands 
of his enemies, without being able thereby to render the leaft fcr- 
vice to his country. 

He leaves it to the impartial pubKc to judge if it is with reafon, 
that the pretended Sutes General could declare, on thepropofal of 
the felf-named Provifional Reprefentativcs of the Butch people, 
that the Stadtholderfliip was aboliflied, becanfe the Stadtholder) 
Captain and Admiral General, had thought proper to quit his poft • 
whilft the faid Provifional Reprefentetives of the people of HoU 
landjudgcd it right, in the fame affembly where they have changed 
the form of government, and ufurped the fupreme power, to ab(%(h 
thofe charges for the province of HoUand, without afligning any 
other motive than that the nobility and hereditary offices were in- 
compatible with equality. 

The Prince of Orange confiders himfelf authorifed to appeal to 
the whole univerfe from a refolution fo unjuft, and declares that 
he will not acknowledge as lawful any refolution taken by thofe 
who now call themfelves the Sutes General, or Sutes of the Pro- 
vinces, as long as the republic (hall be occupied by the French 
troops. He flatters himfelf, that if more fortunate circumftances 
(hould deliver his unhappy country from a foKign yoke, the nation 
reflorcd to ilfelf, and enjoying, as it hat done for thefe two cen- 
tunes, a true liberty founded upon law, will do him juiUce by not 
delaying to call him to the cxcrcifc of the hereditary charges which 
he poffcffes in that republic, and which have been granted to his 
houfe by the will of the nation, with the view of contributing to 
the maintenance of the religion, good order, independence and 
profpcrity of the ftate, and of the true liberty and well being of its 
inhabitants.

FRENCH CONVENTION HELD AT PARIS. 

Death of the Dauphin^, the Son of Louis XFL 

Seveftre» in the name of the Committee of Public Safety, an* 
nounced this erent in the following words i'— 

" For fome time the fon of Capet had been troubled by a fwel- 
ling of the right knee, and another of the left wrift. His appetite 
failed him, and he was at length attacked by a fever. The cele- 
brated Deflault was appointed to vifit and attend htm : His talents 
and his probity convinced us, that none of the attentions due to 
humanity would be fpared. Deffault died on the i6th of this 
month (June 4)» and your Committee appointed, as his fucceflbr. 
Citizen Pellctan, a ytry diftinguifhcd Officer of Health : Citizen De- 
inaneer, Firft Phyfician of the Hofpital of Health, was added to 
the former. Faithful to the principles of humanity, your Com- 
xnittee neglefbed nothing to bring about the re-eflabli(hment of the 
health of the tick youth. The difeafe, however, manifefted alarm- 
ing fymptoms. At eleven ycftcrday morning, the bulletin delivered 
to us announced great and immediate danger ; and this morning, 
at a quarter after two, we were apprifed of the news of young 
Capet 8 death. I propofe to you to decree, that the Proces-Ferbaux 
in which it is entered, may be depofited in the National Archives."— 
Decreed. The above report to be infer ted in tfje BuUetin. 

Proces Verbal of the opening of the Body of the Son of the 
deceafed Louis Capet. 

The Tower of the TempU, this 2,\ft Prairial, fgth June)^ in th^ 
third Tear of the French Republic^ one and ind'tvifible.

** We, the underfigned, Jean-Baptifte, Eugene Dmnangin, Phy- 
fician in Chief of the Hofpiul of Unity, and Philippe J ein Pelletan, 
Surgeon in Chief of the Great Hofpital of Humanity, accompa- 
»iea by the citizens, Nicholas Jeanroy, formerly ProfeiTor in the 
Schools of Phyfic at Paris, and Pierre Laflus, Profeffor of Phyfic 
in the Schools of Hea^ at Paris, declare, that v^e aflembled in 
confequence of an awej of the Committee of General Safety of 
the National Convention, dated yefterday, and Tinned Bcrgoing, 
Prefident, Contois Gautier, Pierre Guyomar, directing us to affiil 
together in the opening of the body of the fon of the deceafed 
Louis Capet, and to declare the condition in which we have found 
ity have ad^ed as follows : 

*' We arrived at eleven in the morning, at the outward gate of 
the Temple, and were received by Commiffaries, who introduced us 
into the Tower: we were conveyed to the fecond ftory, and were 
(hewn into an apartment, where we found, lying on a bed tiie dead 
body bf a child, who appeared to us to have been about ten years 
of aee, which body the CommifTaries declared to be the b^tiy of 
tlie Ion of the deceafed Capet, and which two of us knew to be 
that of the child who had been ill for feveral days, 
Vot, IV.

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** l%e faid Commifiknet declared to us that the chUd died on the 
preecdiBg cftn'mz >t three o'clock* ttpon which we proceeded to 
Verify the fignt of death which we found charaderifed bv an uni- 
Ter&l palenefs, a eoldneft of the whole body, a fti£FneU of the 
fliembers, a duUneft of the eyes, violet coloured fpots on the flcin 
of the body» and particuUrly by a putrefadion which had begun at 
the beDyi the fcrotum* and withiafide the thighs. 

** We remarked^ before we proceeded to the opening of the body, 
t general leanneft, which proceeds from a marafmus ; the bdly was 
f^ed ; in the infxde of the right knee we remarked a fwelling^ 
vhtch had not changed the colour of the ikin, and another fweHing 
not fo large, on the «/ nu&u, near the right wrift. The fwcDin^ 
at the knee contained about two ounces ofa greyilh coloured mat- 
ter pure and clean, fitnated between the periofteum and the mufdcs ; 
the fwelling of the Wrift conuined matter of the fame kind, but 
thinner. 

** On opening the boJiy a oint of purulent fenim flowed out* 
yellowy aud extremely fetid ; the inteftin^s were pale, and adhered 
together, as well as to the partitions of that cavity.; they were 
fprinkled with a great quantity of pimples of different fixes, each 
of which contained the lame matter that was found in the fwellingv 
of the knees and feet. The inteftines which wt opened were in- 
ternally very found, and eontained a ^ferj fmall quantity of bilioua 
matter. The ftomach was in the fame ftate ; it adhered to all the 
furrounding parts, was pale on the outfide, and fpnnUed with 
lymphatic pimples, fimilar to thofe on the furface of the inteftines.— 
The internal membrane was found, as well as the pylorous or lower 
orifice of the ftomach, and the oefophagus or windpipe ; the liver 
adhered by its convexity to the dlaphragnui, and by its concavity 
the vifcera which it covered. Its fubftance wu found ; its fize not 
larger than common. Thegall bladder was moderately filled with 
btle of a greenifli colour. The fpleen, the pancreas, the reins, and 
the Uadder were found. The epiploon and the mefentenr, not fat, 
were covered with lymphatic pimples, like thofe of which we have 
already fpoken. Similar tumours were difperfed over the feritotunm 
and the interior of the dtapbragmat This mufcle was (bund. The 
lun» adhered to the pleura, to the diaphpgma, and to the peri- 
cardium, found in fubftance, and without uq pimples ; there were a 
few only near the trachean artery and the cefophagus ; the pericar- 
dium conUtned the ufual quantity of ferum ; the heart was pale, 
but in its natural ftate. The brain, and its dependant parts, were 
in a perfedUy ffood condition. 

<* All the diforders, of which we have given a detail, are eridentlf 
the efEe6k of a fcrophulous habit of a long ftanding, to which we de« 
cidedly attribute the death of the infant.
